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THE EARLIEST OEGANIZATION OF RECORD. 



H on. Lewis Clephane, of Washingftoa» D. C, has farniahed the 

compiler with a pamphlet on the " Birthof the Repttblican Party," 

in which the claim La broadU' made thattheinitiatory proceedingra 
towards tlie or^^anization of the Republicaa party were com* 
menced by the Republican Association of Waahing^ton in 1855| 
and led np to the Pebruary convention in Pittsburg^ in 1890. 

The compiler does not aasume thus to aettle the question 
of origin, for there are lèverai other clainiaiits iti a pfeneral wny, 
forthehonor; but lie submtts an abridjçmeat of Mr. Cleiihane a 
pamphlet aa an introduction to the reporta of the conventions that 
follow, for the rtry good reaaon that no other authentic record 
has been accessible, relative to the inauguration ot the ffreat 
Keijublicnn organization which carried the nation through a 
civil war, aiul preaerved the Union of States, and which hna 
adtniuiatered the government for the greater part of the laat 
thirty years. 

Ths Washington Republican Organization. 

On the lOth of June» 1835» a email club was organised in Wash- 
ington and issued the foUowing as its platform: 

DECLARATION. PLATFORM AND Ck>NSTITUTION OF THB RBPUBLICAN 

Association of W ASTriNGTON, District of Columbia. 

Whercaa, by the repeal of the eighth section of the act for the 
admiaetiuu of Missouri iuto the Union, the ïerritoriea of Kansas 
and Nebraska have been opened to the introduction of alavery, 
and ail the compromises, real or iint» inary, upon that aubject, are 
thus violated andannulled. and deep dishonor inflicted upon the 
aee in which we live: 

?{ow, therefore, iu co-operatiou with ail those throughout the 
land who oppose this and other aimilar measiires, which we deem 
to be contraiy to the ï^iiirit of the Constitution, and wliich are 
desigucd to exteud aud perpetuate slavery, we do associate our- 
aelves tog^ether, under the name and titie of Thb Republican 
Association of Wastiingtox, D. C. 

And we adopt the followiug as ourpolitical Platform, to wit: 

First. That Congress possesses no power over the institution 
of slavery in the several States; but that, outside of State juris- 
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diction, tlu' i-t)iistitntiotial power of the Fédéral Governincnt 
ahould be excrted to eecure UFB, libbkty and UAPPIN£SS to ail 
men, and therefore, 

Second. Tin rr hmilrl be iieither slavery iior involuiitary sorvi- 
tude, excepi for the puuitilimcnt of crime, iu any of the Territories 
of the United States. 

Tiriwiv Tlie peoi)lc are the ri<>htful source of ail political power; 
and ail otilcera should, us far aa practicable, be chosen by a direct 
vote of the people. 

FouRTH. Candidates for political oflicen slioiild be men of un- 
doubted integ-rity and sobriety, and pled^ed to ëupport the prin- 
ciples of this Platlorm by ail lawhil and constitutional nieans. 

No président wns elected at that meetinp:, î>nt efforts were made 
to inducc Hou. Frauciâ P. Blair» Sr., to accept tlie presidency. Ue 
decliiied. 

On Jan. 17, 1856, there vas pubUahed and circnlated lar^ely by 
the Washingfton Aaaoctation an appeal to the country to org^anize 
cluba, as followe: 

A Circulas to thb Fribnds of thb Rbpublican Movbmbnt 

THROUGHOUT THE UNITED STATB8. 

Rbpublican Rooms, Wa^^hington, D. C. Jan. 17, 1856. 
JDear Sir. — The uudersi^ned hase been appointed a committee, 
on the part of the association, whose déclaration, platform and 

conHt itm ion ncrompany this, to address a circnlar letter to our 
Kepublicaii frieiids, ur^iu^ upoii tlieir attention tiie importance 
of immédiate and thoroug'h org'anization of clubsor asrtociationa, 
somewhat similar to our own, in every city, town, and villa^^ in 
the Union. 

The jKnver and influence of thèse or^ani/.ations cannot be over- 
estimuted by the friends of freedom. fhey are ail important to 
carry on a political campai^n, and ît wîll be a niatter of împos- 
sil>ility to compcte with tiiose arra\ èd ag-ainst us in the approach- 
iiijff contest witliout them. They are the most powerful and only 
efficient means for bring^insf oui. concentratinpf, and making- 
known our true strength. They will serve to rally the people, in- 
spire them with confidence and enthusiasm, and furuish the 
information neceasary to expose and fairly meet the sophietry 
of pro-Hlavery detîiaîjifoirues. Wc bave seen the power of thèse as- 
.socialioujà fully niauitested in récent élections. Let the friends 
of freedom learn wisdom even from their enemies. We ^o into 
the contest as a new and untried party, opposing^ old and well- 
organîzed parties suatainedand'backedby Government patronage 
or bound to^ctlier by old party tics. We nuist coinpel thèse 
parties to show where they stand on the only great issue uow be- 
fore the conntry— Slavery or Freedom, We must force them to 
ai I ay themselves on one side or tli r i!i r of this question, and 
cousider every nian who is not opeuiy aud avowedly on the side 
of freedom as ag^ainet il How, then, is this lo be done, unless 
the friends of freedom are themselves united? And how can they 
be better and more eflicieutly united than by thèse org;anizatious? 

A|çain we recommend prompt organization. If there be but six 
persons in your town who sympathize with you In this move- 
ment, orçanize with thèse six. Do not deapair. If a Kepublican 
Association can be put in successful opération in Washington 
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City, under the iimiiediate ft own of the National Governiueut, and 
in a City dedicated to slavery, where is there the city, town, or 
village, in Ihc Nortli, Kast. or West, that caiiiiot do likewise? 

We appeal, sir, toyou, to luakethisa perëoaal duty — to actabout 
at once bring-in^ the friends of the Republican Movement together, 
for the purpose of org-anization on a platform aimilar to the one 
which accompanies this, and which yoa wîlîfind so libéral on the 
elaver}' cjuestioa that ever\- iiian, who liot 'nliiely wedded to 
Blaver^ and itâ iutcrests, tuny stand upou it, without its iuterfer- 
injîf wtth any of his former party predifectiona. 

Atul now, a word as to the association we represent. You will 
perceive in the 4th aud 5th articles of the Coustitutiou ita.inain 
object. We propose to act in concert with the Republican Mem- 
bers of Con^ress, and ail Associations lhat iuii\- hr formed 
throughout the States, similar to our own, as a Ovatioaal Corn- 
mittee," for the dissémination of political information among-the 
nias<*ef?. We have taken a Hall in a central position, established 
a Keadiug-rooni for thebenetitof our v-initing- Republican frieuds, 
and have madearrang-ementsfortheissnc in pamphlet form of ail 
important speeches that may be made during- the présent Con- 

gress. We have alao engaged the services of a very compétent 
erman translator, with the intention, should the meana be af- 
forded, to bave mauy of the speeches translated into the Germaa 
language. 

It niust be appamit to \ou that the coniijaratî voly fcw who 
compose this Association caunot contribute ail the iuuds neces- 
sary to carry on 80 important a work; nor can the Members of 
Cong^ress, who alwaya expend larjçe sums in thr publication 
of their speeches, be expected to meet ail the demanda of a Presi- 
dential campaijçn, however liberally disposed ihey may be. It is 
often désirable to dîstribute hundreds of thoitsandsof copies of a 
sinj^le speech, or other publication, which, of course, cannot be 
done without considérable expense. 

How. thon, is tliîs expenpe to be met, and how are thèse speeches, 
&c., to be circulated? Sitnply through tlie active exertions of 
thèse proposed organizations, in coUectingand forwarding- funds 
and names for that purpose. The Administration party are al- 
ready at work. Every offîce-holder is reg^vilarly assessed to meet 
the expenses of the c;mipaii;"n. We liave no siich facilities. nor do 
we désire any such. Our aid must corne from the voluatar>' cou- 
tribntione of the people. Wîll anydonbt fora moment the utility 
rf scatterin^" V)roadcast over otir lantl -ncli documents and 
«peeches as will have a teudency to euli^hten the public mindon 
ail those exciting questiona which will more or less eng^oss their 
attention durinjç the approaChing^ important political criais? We 
think not. 

We have evct y facilîty here, through our Republican friends in 
Conc;-res!4, of issiiing speeches niid other documents, at the least 
possible expense; and by the voluatary labors of the members 
of the Association in directing-, and the co-operatlon of Members 
of Conçress, we hope to have the people fully supplied with the 
right kind of political reading- matter. 

We liave therefore to request that. should you organize a Re- 
publican Association, or should there beoneaiready iu existence 
m your place, you wîll urg^e upon its members the importance 
of at once collectin^' funds for the liurpose of procurin»;- and dis- 
seminatiu^ the proper kind of documents amoujg^ the masses. 
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eitber by your Association or our " National Committee." Thèse 
epeechea and documents can be directed, eing^ly, to eoch names 

as 3'ou may send tis, or they can be put tip in package? and pent 
to any one person (frec of postajre). to be by him dislributed, a» 
may beat suit the parties orderin^. 

We alSO particularly tnake the following- rcfjueste: 

1. That the nameâ of liie oflRcers of each AHSOciation forined be 
eeht ue, as ëpeedily after its organization as possible, and, «hen 
praoticable, the nunibcr of its membera. 

2. That a list be made out, and forwarded, of ail personsin your 
vicinity to whom it may be desirabk- to forwarcl spocclios aiul 
other documents— not only frienda of ttie cause, but personaof ail 
parties — and markîng-, opposite each name on the lîst so sent, to 
whirh of the political parties the nidivichial belonjj['8, that we may 
send documcuts adapted to each partlcular cane. Thèse lista will 
be entered in books to be kept for that purpose by our Associa- 
tion, and siiitablc dociituents wil 1 frm tinie to tinie be sent them. 

3. Mucii good niiglit be accompliirhed by each Association 
regularly corresponding with the one hère, grivingf information 
rebitive to the state of things in tlieir several precîncts,or£feneral 
political intelligence. 

In conclusion, and eren at the hazard of being; considered ini- 
portTinnte. lot us ncfnin tirge the importance ofaa immédiate and 
thorough Urj^anizution.

SECOND DAY. 

Pi l iStiL KG, Saturday, Feb. 23, 1856. 
The Convention met at 9 o'clock. In the absence of the Presi* 

dent, who was in attendance at a meetiaj^ of the Committe on 
AddresB and Résolutions, Mr. Sberman, of New Jersey, took the 
chair at the openinu: of the ses.sion. A g^reat part of the niorning 
was speut in speaking. Mr. ^irney, of Illinois, stated that aa the 
varions oommittees were not ready to report, the time of the Con- 
vention mijçht be occupied by addreaees, and he moved that one 
delenfate from cach state represented be invited to spenk.each one 
being- liinited to ten minutes. The motion was adoiJted. and 
Mr. Stone, of Massachusetts, preseuted the condition of parties in 
that State, affirmini; that the nnmber of Republicans was Increas- 
inf(, Mr. Bunce, of Connecticut, said there was no Kepublican 
party in that state, but he hoped that there soon would be. lie 
pledg-ed Connecticut for them atthe cotningPresidential élection. 
Mr. Burrough, of New York, noticed the g;eutlemeu had beeu 
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speaking for several states. Hehad but a short history to relate. 
He (Bunce) had said ail we had to do was to g^o home and enjoy 
victory. He (Borrouf h) wished it waa so in New York. We have 

many organizations enibittered ncfainst us to overcome l)efore*we 
can siicceôd. To he siiccessful wi* inust exercise prudeuce. it ië 
easy to make a ëiiiall party on the Slavery question. To do this 
we can purchase Gerrett Smith's patent rig'ht; but to eatabliah a 
larn^e party, we must make concession. He thoug^ht a large por» 
tion of the American party coiild be bron£»'ht over to theîr r?ni'^e. 
Mr. Clephaiie, of ttie District of Colutnbia, spoke comniendiiig:ly 
o£ the effort» of the Washington Republican Association. Gov. 
Bingham^of Michigan, read a long letter from CaaBiua M. Clay to 
the Washington Association commending the Sepiiblicans pré- 
sent. 

Dr. Gazzam, of Pittsburgh, npoke brietiy of tbe pro^ress of Anti- 
Slavery in this quarter. He invited the Memijers of the Conven- 
tion to attend the Kansas Aid meeting to-night 

The Comœittee on Organization, throixgh their Chairman, Mr. 
Julian, oi' Indiana, inade a report. It recommeaded the followlng 
National Executive Comuiittce: 

Morgan, of New York, Chairman; Fogg, of New Hampshire; 
Banks, of Massachusetts ; Brainard, of Vermont; Niles, of Con- 
necticut; Chase, of Rhode laland; Stone, of Ohio; Leland, of II- 
linois^; Spooner, of Wisconsin; Clephane,of District of Columbia; 

Paulison, of New Jersey; , of Delaware; Wihnot, of 

Pennsylvania; Blair, of Missouri; Field, of Kentucky; Steptiena, 
of lowa; Gross, of Indiana; Dickie, of Michigan; ■ — , of Vir- 
ginia; Blair, of Mary. and. 

The report further recommended that the National Executive 
Conimittee be authorized to add to their nuniber one Member 
from each state not repreaented, and to lîll vacancies; aiso the 
holding of the National Convention for the nomination of Prési- 
dent and Vice-Président at Philadelphia, on the 17th of June, to 
consist of Delegates from each state double the number of their 
reprepentation in Congress, and that the Republicang of each 
Ht a te be recommended to complète their or^aii izat ion at the eariiest 
moment, by the appointment o£ State and County Committees, 
and the formation of clubs in every town and townehip through- 
OUt the land. The Comniittee on Address and Resolution re- 
ported, through their Chairman, Abijah Mann.of New York. The 
AddreBs commences by expressing unalterable attachment to the 
Union, and a détermination to préserve it; at the same time it 
recommends ail true Republicans to oppose further extension 
of Slavery. It should be kept where it now exiets. 

A hiftor}-- of the varions acts of the General Government re- 
gardiug Slavery wasgiven, and an account of the récent doings 
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in Kausas. Cougress haaaconstitutionalri^httoexcludeSlavery 
from territoiiefi. It ha« no right to confer popular soverig'iity 
on Kansfis and Nebraska, thua g^ivin^r away ita own authority over 

territoriee. The Addreae calls upon ail Republicans to support 
the Constitution againat the assaults of ites enemies, and recom- 
mends energetic mcasurcs for the élection of candidates for the 
Preaidential Convention. 

The reaolutiona are in aiibatance aa follows: 

First. Demanda repeal of ail lawa allowinj;^ the introduction 
of Slavery into Territories once consecrated to Frccdom, and the 
résistance by conatitutioual mcaus of the existence of Slavery in 
any Territory. 

Second. Support by ail lawful measures the Free>State men in 
Kanaaa in their résistance to the usurped authority of lawless 
invaders, and lavora ita immédiate admiaaion into the Union as 

a Free State. 

Third. Strongly urges the Republican Organization to resiet 
and overthrov the présent National Administration, as it is 
identified with* the progress of the Slave power to national su- 
premacy. 

On motion of Mr. Spaiilding-, of Ohio, the address and résolu- 
tions were adopted wiih niue cbeers. 

r Mr. Remelin, of Ohio, said the addresa ehouldhave taken ground 
^grainst the Know-Nothinfç, in order to brin^p in the German 

population A 

Mr. Hotul. ot Sotith Carolina, nioved that a Coinmittee of Safety 
be appointed to ineet any emergency that may arise in case of 
confiict in Kansas with the Fédéral troops. 

A motion that the proceedings be printed in pamphlet form, 
and circulated, was adopted. Tliaiiks to the oflficers of the Con- 
vention and the citizeoa of Fittsburg were voted and the Conven- 
tion adjourned.

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RKPUBUCAN MASS MEETING. 



PiTTSBURG, vSatiirday. l'eb. 23, 1>i:ï<k 
A largue mafcs meeting- was held here to-iiinlit to aid thc émigra- 
tion to Kanaaa, of tlioae who feel determiued to use everj' meaus 
to secure the eatablishment there of a Free State, and to aid such 
of the présent înhabitantsof Kanaaa as hâve declared themselves 
agaitiHt what is trrnu-d la wlep;^ ag-^rei^^^ioti nnd titiconstitutional 
coercion. Oeor^e VV. Jackson waf the l'resident of the meeting", 
and D. D. Eaton Secretary. The proceedings of a former meetings 
were read and approved and a constitution adopted. 

Horace Greeley addressed the meetings. He recounted the diffi- 
culties which aorrounded settlers in Kansas and said that we 
must do ail we can for thctii. He hoped they woiild be so wel! 
armed there, that no fighting would be necessary. ïhere was no 
fear of the Kansas Free settlera being^ the agg^ressors* Herecom- 
mended those who wish to hew out an honest competency to go 
and settle in Kansas, assurin^ them that it was destined to be a 
Free State. 

The lion. Geo. Darsie and Wm. E. Stevenson were then appoiuted 
to receive subscriptions. 

Mr. Wood, from Kansas, was called to the stand. He said' he 
rejoiced at this démonstration to-ni^h t. Il proved that the young* 
«ister " Kanj^af," wae not forgotteu. He had resided in Kansas 
for eig'hteeu iiionths and had within that pcriod seen arined 
horde» of MisHouriauH — teu thousand of them headed by proni- 
inent men of the United States, such as Colonel Doniphan, Colonel 
Youn^, Vice-President Atchison, and others. He concluded by 
tellin^- many anecdotes of the bravery of the men and women 

of Kansas. 

Mr. Kcdpath, of Missouri, followed, and in a short speech denied 
the asBumption that the mass of the peoplc of Missouri were 
parties to the outrages in Kansas. 

Mr. Bailey, of Kentuckj^ was called for, but declined makîng a 
speech, when Mr. Sinclair, of Michigan, took the stand and made 
a few remarks. 
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He was succeeded by the Rev»Hr.CbaacUerwho saidhe believed 

with Mr. Greeley, that Sharp'e rifles wcre very great peacemakerSy 
and that there was not miich danpfer of introdncing toomany into 
Kausaâ. Altboug^h I am cowardly as to my person, yet if pentup 
in KansaB, I believe I woatd feel iziclined to be ehot rather than 
to swear to support their lawa. I never aaw ao much inault in any 
document as in the proclamation of Président Pierce. But the 
Président did not write that docmnent. Caleh Cushing' wrote 
it, for no other man ia the nation cuuld embody so many lies in 
the same space. Should a drop of blood be epilled in the purau- 
ance of that proclamation, the Administration would be politic- 
allj buried b> yond the power of resuscitaion. The people of 
Itansas needed aid.aiid needed it now. '>r never. He had fearful 
forebodinfçs as to the future conditiona of the citizens of Kauaas. 
He (Chandler) had seen over half a century of yeara, but he waa 
ready, ehould it corne to the worat, to doff hia black cloak, don a 
laced onet and battle in their behalf. 

Mr. Newson, of Minnesota, followed. He said Minnesota had 
earnestly been waitin^ to see if an outbreak would occur in Kan- 
sas. If it did, Minnesota would do good work in the cause of 
Freedom. He (the apeaker) waa ready to Tolunteer to ôght ag^ainat 
the oppresaors of Krrcdoin in Kanaas. 

>Ir. A -^lili»}', of Virginia, next rnade a short speech, iii which he 
Htatetl he was in favor of the plan published in 2'he National 
Ertà for the «ettleuieut of Kausas.

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THB CALL FOR THE NOMINATING CONVENTION. 



The Convention appointed an Executive Committee to call a 
<:onventioa tor ihe nominating- of candidates to he supported for 
Ihe offices of Président and Vice-Presideat of the United States. 

The Committee met in Wasbing^n on March 27, 1896, for that 
purpoee; and 80 important was the wording-of thatcall reg-arded, 
eo as to offend no one and draw in froni the ranks of ail parties, 
that two ûnys wcre sj)cnt in session at W iilard's Hôtel in prepar- 
iûg the call for the nominating convention. The call was a« 
followa: 

To the People of the United States: 

The People of the United States, without repfard to past political 
•différences or divisions, who are opposed to the repealof the >Iis- 
«ouri Compromise, to the polîcy of the présent Administration, 
to the extension of Slavery iiito tlie Territories, in favor of the 
admission of Kansas as a free State, and of restoriug the action 
of the Fédéral Government to the prtnciples of Washington and 
Jefïerson, are invited hy the National Committee, appointed hy 
the Pittsburg Convention of the 22d Febrnary, 18ô(i, to send from 
each State three deleg-ates from ever\ Conon'ssional District, and 
, SIX deleg-ateH at lar^e, to meet in PM ILA DHI^PHIA, on the 
aeyentecnth duj- ufjuna ncxt, for the purposeof recommending 
candidates to be supported for the offices ot Président and Vice- 
President of the United States.

The delegates elected to the Cuuvention, pursuaut to the call 
of the Natioâal Committee appointed by theRepublican Natiooal 

Convention, held at Pittsburg on the 22d of February, 1856, aB* 
Sembled at tht- Musical Fund Hall, in tlie city of Philadelphia, On 
ïueeday, Hih June, 185(J, at eleven o'clock iu the for* ikumi 

The assemblable was called to order by the lioii. i.dwin D. 
Morg^an, of New York, Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, and aâdresAed by him as followa: 

Delegatea of the Convention, Représentatives of the Heart and 
the Hope of the Nation: The day and the hour appointed for thia 
^^atliering^ have arrived; and in behalf of my aaaociatee of the 
National Coinii» ittee. I now cnll thi?» vast ansemblag-e te» orfl'T, in 
doingf which i niay be iiidulfçed for a moment. Vou arc UHricui bled 
for patriotic purposes. High expectations are cheriabed by the 
people. You are here to-day to jçive direction to a movement 
which ia to décide whether the people of the United States are to 
be hereafter and forever chained to the présent national jjolicy 
of the extension of huiuau slavery. Net whether the South is tô 
rule. or the North to do the same thing- ; but whether the broad, 
national policj' ont fntbcrs cstabli.slied, cherished and forever 
maiutained, is to be permitted to descend to her sons, to be the 
watchword, the text and the g^uidîng' star of ail her people. Such is 
the magnitude of the question stibniitted. In its considération, 
iet us avoid ail extrêmes— plant ouraelves firmly ou the Platform 
of the Constitution and the Union, takingf no position which doea 
not commend itself to the judgment of our conciences, our 
country, and of niankind. Of the wisdoni of such a policy, there 
need be no doubt; ag^ainst which there can be no successful 
redistance. I nowpropos»- to nominate for temporary chairman 
of this Convention, a distuii,; lished cîtîxen of the State of New 
York, whose nanie occupies a iiiiili position in the history of his 
country, knowu and houorcd throughout the United States. I 
nominate the Hon. Robert Emmet (Tumultnoua cheeriujç.J 

The question beinf^ taken on the nomination of the Hon. Robert 
Emmet, of New York, for temporary Président of the Convention^ 
was responded to by an unanimous "aj e ;" and Mr. Morg^an as- 
signed Moses H. Griunell, of New York, and George Hoadley, Jr., 
of Ohio, to conduct the temporary Président to the chair. 

Mr. Emmet was conducted to the chair amid the most tumul- 
tuous applause, and addressed the Convention as follows: 

8PBECK OF JUDOB EMMET. 

Gentlemen, Delegates to the Republican Convention: 1 feel 
deeply the houor which you have just couferred upou me, aud 1 
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returti you niy sincore thaiiks for it. Certainly it is owing^ to no- 
merit uf ininé that I have beeu siof^ied oui for this compliment. 
Nothin<y beyond thea^eal which I feel in the comraon cause that 
Iu»>< brotii^ht uf» here togfether ooiild ]i entitle me to it. 

[Cheers.J Aud in that respect i claitn aot to be behind any one 
of you. fRenewed cheera.l I can say that my antécédents have 
been ail Démocratie. (Cheers.j For fifty Nt ars I can conaider 
that I have been allied to that party, until that party left the only 
platform upon which I could rematn with it. [Loud cheers.] 
Fcllow citi/.(Mis, tlio formation of a new party in a reput>lic îike 
ours, after an existence of ei^hty years, Ib a ain^ular event in his- 
tory. aiui une that, jjerliaps, will requireexplanation atlhe hands of 
the historiau. It is one, however, that can only be justified by strong^ 
and irresîatîble causes; and the question here is, whether we, in 
org^atii/.iiig- this new Hepublican party in tliis couiitry, at this 
lu te day, are juatiûed by the causes which have induced ua to 
form tîfiat orgraniuation. In the early days of this repnblic, when 
our government was founded, perhaps thin^^s were as favorable 
as now for the accomplishment of such au object, and even more 
ao than ever exiated in any part of the world, in any stage of its 
historj'. Rtit thcrc was oiie unfortunate élément that created a 
difticult3% and that has been the cause aud the source of our 
trouble from that tinie down to the présent. It was early seen by 
the cTcat men of that day, that it was necevSsary to makc some 
provision toprevent that cautie of trouble to which 1 haveailuded, 
and which I wlU now nanie out. viz.: Southern slavery [cheers] 
from becoming' a cause of still g-rcater evils to the country. 
Without exception, ail the great men of that day foresaw and pre- 
tlicted that slavery, althou^»;'h it could iiot l)e sutîimarily and 
Ftiddcnly abolished, would die out lu this country. AU acknowl- 
edfted that ît wa» an evil. AU acknowledged that it was the 
I)()licy of the co inii \ i;radtially to ii:>.'\ rtd of it. That \v;»s the 
policy of that day. That poUcy led to tlie adoption of what was 
called the Missouri Compromise. Fellow citizens, I feel that it is 
ont of place in me or in any delegate occupying the situation of 
temporary chairman here, to enter larjçely into thèse uiatters, 
because we are now in a process of transition to a state of organi- 
zation. and it in not perhaps properly in place for me tO go into a 
fuii statenient of ail the matlers which are to be the subject of 
discussion here, and therefore I shall endeavor to be as brief as 
possible, and 1 beg- your forbearance if I make any miatake in 
that respect, and that 3 0U will pass over any errors which I may 
commit in i4"oing t)eyond the line which properly oujçht to be 
prescribed to me in my présent position. [Cheers.} 1 say that 
the Missouri Compromise was adopted in 1820 as the only measure 
tliat could give peace to this country. Slavery was here. It 
existed in the Southern States. It was not the wish either of the 
South or the North at that time that it should come into the free 
States, that it should come further than where it was. Now, I 
^ant that if possibly ail were .slaveholdiug — if there was no such 
élément of discord— if there was no antagonism between slavery 
and freedoni in tl?is country, it might be a paradise -it might be 
a paradise with ail slavehulding States, though not such a para- 
di.se as I would like to live in[cheer8|; but.inits way, the éléments 
of discord would not exist there. That, however, was not po'^sihle. 
Freedom, fortunately, had the larger share here, and Freedom 
would never permit Slaverj' to absorb hcx- np, and to en^^ross the 
whole of this fair territory. [Cheers.) What waa to be done, then'r 
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We could not itiake ail the Southern States free at oticc. \Ve had 
theu to draw a line; aud let it be utiderstood that it was by that 
line — ^the Missouri Compromise— slavery was to be limited, and 

that it 8h(ml(l iiever extend uorth o£ it fteiitlenien dele- 

fates, that coniprotniae wae respectée!, honored, lauded, upheld 
y ail the people of this country until, imfortunately, a dema^og^ue 
fonnd ht8 v,-ny iiito htT couiicils, (h)ii(l applauBe,) who ntidcrtook 
to break down that solid compact, eutcred into between the States 
of this Union, for purpoaes intended to prevent the veiy consé- 
quences which havc- followed froni îts repeal. \\'h3', g-entlemen, 
the incursion into Kansas was the logical resnit and effect o£ the 
repeal of the Missouri Compromise. What else could have been 
expected? ICheers.) Ail the horrora that have arouaed this 
country, as they have existed in Kansas since the irruption of the 
Missouri bordcrers thero, tnay be traced dirt'Ctly and lojy^ically to 
that act. We are aow met, theu, ior the purpose of reaiatiu^,aud, 
if possible, of 8ubd«in|ç the power and intl uence of the administra- 
tion and the party to whoni we are indebted for ail those evils. 

tLoud cheers.J 1 he}' have met at Cincinnati ; they have beeu 
>eforehand with us. The great Démocratie party of this country 
- a name whicli. iiidepotident of the late acts of the party, I have 
always honored and have always looked up to till 1 ceaaed to be- 
long to it— that jjreat party calling itself the Démocratie Party, 
has met and adopted iheir phitform. And a worse platfortn for a 
Démocratie platiorni I ucver read. [i..oud cheers and lau^hter.J 
They repeat the cant about squatter sovereig^nty. Squatter 
sovereijçnty! what is it? l» it the popular wiUV If it is, it ia a 
political syllojErism. It is the popular will that must jarovem 
everj'thiiii;; in this country. But the popular will ini^ht be exer- 
ciaed by the people when they are in a state of org^anizatiou to do 
it. That is uie meaning- of the ** exercise of the popular will." 
Prit -.juattor sovereigntj', as apjjlied lo a Torritory, is a fallac}'. a 
delusion, aud a snare. It was the extension of the great priuciple 
of "popular will" through this quaint idea of squatter sovereignty 
for the piirpose of maRiriiLi" it applicable to the conditioti ofthe 
Terrilory.and for the puroose of enabling, through that delusion, 
the c^ua si-squatters from Missouri, who came in there with their 
bowie-knives and revolvers, to control the electiouB, to aay. " We 
are for the time being the sovereigns, and will not only control 
the élections, but we will make laws, bloody in their character, 
like the laws of Draco, to rule this Territory for ever. [Loud 
cheering.) Well, they adopted that platform, and they nominated 
as their candidate, James Buchanaii. Now, gentlemen, I have 
kuown Hou. James Buchanau ior fortyyeara aud upwardsi iuti- 
mately ; and I say here, that some of the dearest and most 
clierished recollection- f my life are conuected with inv associa- 
tions with him. I would défend hiâ persooal character if aasailed. 
But his political character— if I were not in deadly hostility to 
that. I would not be here. ILoud cheers.] I do not complain 
of Hr. Buchanau because he nas been a politician b^' profession 
from the time he became a man. There is nothiug dishonorable 
in a manV' being a polit'ci ni by profession — I do not say **by 
trade." [Laugliter and aj [ l 1 1 ise ] And although he is already in 
thefield, I do not blâme hwn u_,r having been a Federalist once. 
(Renewed cheering.] And tor having said in the enthusiasm of 
the moment (he was a young man at the time), that if he thought 
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he had one drop of Démocratie blood in hia veina, he would let ît 

ont. fl-mis^hter and cheer,'^.] That would do exceedinj>-l y for a 
Fourth o£ July oiatiou to au audience asHcinbled like that, and at 
that time. But I do blâme him in that, after he had expi essedhîs 
opinion in regard tothe Missouri Compromise, after hehad bowed 
in adhésion to it, aa every patriot ot the day did, yet when he 
found certain nuMi of hi^ party breaking' down that fabric of 
liberty^e had not Btren^th eaou^^h to resist. I biame the Hon. 
James Buchanan for having^ shown a want of firmnees, a tvant of 
self-rt'liance, a want of adhésion to principlo, and an over-^ealons 
.dévotion to party in several acts of hia life. Aud 1 take hia very 
last act: bis adhésion to this sptirious platform of Democracy at 
Cincinnati. T ask no more thnn the verj' words in which he has 
sent in that adhésion, or in which he has expressed it, in his 
answer to the coniniittee who waited upon him at Wheatland. 
He acklowlcdges that he no longer Jame» Hnr>^nnnn, a free 
agent, with the right of exprc.s.sing whatever wili or opinion he 
mayhave of his owu; but that he is bound to that plattorm, and 
to every plank of it, and that he has ûo right or power to remove 
or alter one plank of it— an admission that he haH allowed himself 
to be chained to the Jugg^cruaut of Slavi t y, and that he allows 
himself to be dragc^ed headlong by it. [JUoud cheers.] I make ail 
allowance, fellow citieens, for the tmpossibility of a man in this 
conntry, who ÎB a politician, who is a party man, of his ha\ iiit; his 
owu wi'll, and carryin^^ it out in ail respecta. It is, I allow, im- 

Î possible. The very theory of onr popular Government, by party, 
s the concession of the minority to the majority. Every man 
muet concède something. No man can have everythin/g" in the 
arrang^ement of public affaira preciaely as he would wish. But I 
do not understand how a man shoiild, after the lapse of two or 
three years, make such a complète rfunimer-set as myfriend James 
Buchanan did on the subject of the Missouri Compromise, and 
tumble himself headforemost into the Cincinnati platform with 
as little scruple as he did. jCheers.| Fellow citizens, I am afraid 
I am tiring you with this discursive taniblc. [[.oud cheers, and 
criesof "GS on! go onI"J I came bere because my duty required me 
to come. My conscience told me that if I wae able to get to 
PhiLuU'lphia I was bound i* - îi • here. [Chocrs.] I ajjprrciated 
the honor that was conferred upon me in heing uominated a 
delegate, and I do now say, we being ail assembled hère, that no 
man in an y connti^" can boa.'St at this inclinent of a h icfhcr position, 
or one more diguirîed, thau that of a delegate holding a aeat in 
this Convention. (Loud cheers.] We are here for noble and Mgh 
and holy purpo«c^<. Tbey may lauL;h at us. They may call us 
Black Kepublicans aud Negro-Woi\sluppers. Why, if they were 
not traitors and buflfoons, they would find something better than 
that to apply to us. [Cheers and ahouts of " That's it!") They 
may say that we mcan to concentrato and gather under our winga 
ail the odds and ends of parties ail the isms of the day. He it 
so. Let them come to us with ail their isms. We wiU merj^e 
them ail in thatgreatism.patriotism. [Rapturousandprolongped 
checring.J How can it be otherwis<' than that fhe Republican 
Farty, represeuted here as it is, should combine iu itself éléments 
from the other parties that have existed in this conntry? How 
can it be otherwise? I ask. Wc fînd a larq-e number of Democrats 
bere who have woke up, like mvself, on the subject. ICheers.] In 
1818 1 was simple enough to believe that some of the Démocratie 
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Party in the State of New York— some of the shilling; lii^hts — 

some of thi' Ic';ulin<; pou ers of the parts , were t^oîtii^ to leatl us on 
to that point of perfection in poli tics that we al way a hope to a 1 1 ain — 
tfaatthey formed a party that wecould foUowconacientlouâly. Well, 
we h ad a platfonn at Bufifalo. I gave in my adhésion to il, and I 
coufesa 1 lia\ e seen no reaaon to chauffe the jçrounds on which I 
gfave that adhésion, froni that day to this. fCheers.] I was content 
to he calk-d a Free-Soiler then. I ani coTitcnt to be called a Free- 
Soiler now. [Cheers.] Nay, nioïc, icliow citizeus, I am proud 
of iL (Renewed cheers.] And if there waa not anothersinj^Ie man 
in the commimit y, nver ail the broad expanse f>f the conntry. who 
would avow hiiurielf a Free-Soiler, 1 would do it, and will do it 
to the day of my death. [Treinendous cheerin^.] I deapise nick- 
nanies in politics. You call a man an Abolitionist. For what? 
Becaiise he thinks that slavery should be abolished? No, cer- 
tainly not. for lie will say he liimself thinks it oui;ht to be abol- 
ished. What, theu, do you mean by an abolitiouist? Oh, a 
political abolitionist? fCheera and laug-hter.] And that is the 
way a nick-name is conferrefl. Xow, I say this boldly. and T bave 
no doubt that the hearts of my hearers at this moment respond 
to it; there is not a man — an honest man» who understande hia 
Own rigfhts, and the riLi'hts of others — who respects the immortal 
Déclaration of ln4epeudence -who does not hope to see the day 
— nota hope perhaps which can berealized within the timeallotted 
to any of ns — but hopes to see the day. when such a thitijx as h uman 
boudage shall not exist in the world. (Véhément and lun^j^-coa- 
tiniied cheering.] That is an honest abolitionist (Renewed 
cheers-l That is tlie abolitionism which I avow, and which I am 
not ashamed to avow (Loiid cheera.j I trust that day will corne. 
I am not f »: onvulsin^ç our couutry with efforts to force it to 
forcstall it. Lvt God in his good providence briuir it wlieu it ia 
rîg-ht and proper that ît «hould corne. In the meantime. 
are we to sutf<'r froni the existence of thisevil? Are wetn he para- 
lyzed in our Free States here by tliose Slaveholders wielding ail 
the power in the coixntry, filling iip ever>' office, aendin^ in their 
man învarîably fur Président, niaking their tnen onr JtidtrP3, 
sendiiijij; their uouiinees a\va\ as onr foreign Miuisters, and, when 
we remonstrate. telling its. "Ves, doiighfaces, we are doingf that; 
we will do that; we iuteml, if yon rebel, to subdiie yon— to crush 
you uut!" (Cheers.J Men of the Kast, to you tliis taiint has been 
particularly directed ; to yon has this threat been made. 1 ask 
you — you who refiresent the blood that was shed at J^exington, at 
Dorchester Hei^hts, and at Concord — are you prepared to submit 
to such a taunt as that: [Loud shouts of "No! no!"j To such au 
inault'r [Reiteratcd âhouts of "No! no!"[ To such a slur 
upon y onr political energy'' (Contînued cries of "No!"] No, 
I am sure you are not. Rni, fellow eitizens, let us not get excited 
upon this point ILaughter.] We corne to treat Slavery not as a 
moral question. And let me be understood as emphatically svi^- 
pcstina: the propriety of kecpini:: up that distinction. Slavery is, 
so far as our functions are ( ont erned with it, a political cvil; and 
we do not corne here to discnss whether, according to the great 
abstract principles of ri^lit and wrong^, the laws of God and the 
behests of the Bible, Slavery be ri^ht or wrong^. Whether il be 
moral or immoral, it exists here amonjç us, and we miist manage 
it as well as we can. We must repress it. W'e must prcvent it 
from beiug, as its nature ahvays urges it to be,aggre8sive. [Loud

cheers.] We must keep it back. If wecannot restore the Missouri 
Compromise line by au act a» solemn, and a g^reat deal more 
honeat as an act of lejçislatîon than the act by which it was re- 
pealed, we must find soiiie way to do it. At this inoiiieiit, the fires 
of civil discord are ravina iu Kausas. At this moment, Ûiat 
doomed portion of oar Terrîtory îb «ufferîng" ail the conséquences 
froiti tlint act. Woiild to God that we had tlie power of enabling- 
them by a more siimmaryproceasthau the élection of a Président 
to fçet rid of their présent evile! (Loud cheere.J And I am not 
without hope. fellow citizene, that thnt proceas is goino on even 
Mow, [cheera,] aud tbat we will get cheering^ news from Kaanaa 
yet. In the meantime, let us proceed, g-reat party aa we are, con- 
stitutionally. Let ua proceed to nomtiuite a man as ourcandidate 
for the oflfice of Président, and in doin^^ that let us observe 
what I have already alluded to. Kach man cannot have hia 
favorite. We come here to make concessions. We corne here to 
act in harmony. We come here to act unaniraously in the cause, 
as I hojje an(i trust we will. (Cheers.] And althouu,"h it is natural 
and it is proper that tliere ahould be préférence for particular 
men, préférence for a man ia not the true principle upon which 
we ahould act in this Convention. 
A voice — "That's it, ' and cheers. 

We ail agrée in principle. Our object is victorjr, and it ia a 

legititnate object. It is one which will redoiînd with beuefît to 
the counti 3 ; at least we thiuk so. If we succeed in defeating; the 
nomination of the Démocratie party and electinff our Preaîdent, 
it wonld take inrinit«/l> tnore words th.Ki T could bestow on it,and 
more thau you, perhaps, would bc wiiluij^ to spend ia licsteiiiua^ 
to it, to enumerate ail the blessings that would now from it. AU 
agreeing in principle, then, and ail having one high, noble, 
patriotic purpose in view, I invoke and call upon the members of 
this Coinention not to let their personal jjredilections for one 
candidate more than another interfère with au exercise of the 
jlçeneral will of the Convention, founded upon the beat informa- 
tion we liave, founded upon lîic beat li<xhts that can shine upon 
US at présent in regard to tiie availability of the man who is to 
lead ua to victory. [Cheers.] Let ua, then, tellow citizena, proceed 
to the good work; and 1 trust that the resuit will be that we will 
strangle this hydra of the Union which is now menacing our 
liberty and our peace; that we will extirpate this canker that is 
eating our very \ itals, and extinguish the smoulderiug fîre of 
treason and disunion that is under our feet at this moment, aud 
which may burst forth in an instant audswallow up ail the fair 
liberties which have been our boast andpride since the establish- 
ment of this Republic. [Cheers,] We are met here to avert and to 
prevent those conséquences. We have a hijrh duty to perforni, 
and I am sure tliat at the close of this Convention the people will 
aay with one acclaim, '^ell done» good. and faithful servants." 
(Voiceferotts and prolong^d cheering;.] 

When the applause which followed the conclusion of Mr. 

Emmet's address had subsided —

Mr. Géorgie G. Fogg, of New Hampshire, and Mr. Thomas G. 
Mitchell, of Ohio, were appointed temporary secretaries of the 
Convention. 
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The Rev. Albert Branes, of Philadelphia, by request, invoked 
the Divine blesaingr upon the asaemblafire and its proceedinga.

Gen. Viele said that there was a délectation here from the 

Council of One Hundred of radical Democrats of New York, who 

had seceded from the «Démocratie party in that State. They were 

the friends of Silae Wrijçht. [Cheers.J Thej^ are the men who 
can trace their Démocratie pedigree to Tonipkins and Clinton ; 
but notwithstanding that, thej' cannot and will not consent to be 
hamessed to the car, nor be ÔXAfifçeû. behind the Juggernaut of 
slavery. [Great applause.) I move. sir, that in compliment to 
that body of men, who, in 1848, rolled up a Free-Soil voteof 121,000, 
the«e représentatives be invited to take seats here as honorary 
meniberti. [Applause] 

Hon. John Allison, of Pennaylvania, said there was présent in 
the City a largue number of delegatea to the Pennsylyania Repub^ 
lican State Convention, who were awaiting- the action of the Con* 
vention, and he hoped they would be admitted to seats in the hall. 

The New Hampshire and other délégations declared their will- 
iugnesa to give up their seats, or hold those who wished to be 
admitted in their laps, rather than that ttaey shoutd be excluded. 

Judge Hulbert, of New York, said that inasmuch as a motion had 
been inade to admit the délégation from the Council of One 
Hundred from New York — a délégation from those who were the 
friends of Silas Wright — a nian in whose tombstone there would 
be more force a century heuce thau there was in the myrmiduns 
at Washingfton — friends of a man who had declared that, with bis 
consent, the arniy of tlu l'nited States should never be used tO 
put slavory into Territories where it did not already exist — he 
hojîed it wonld lie pasned; and that ail others who had declared 
in iavor of the principlet* of the party reprcsoeated hy the Conven- 
tion would be admitted if possible, f Applause.] 

The Maine délégation here declared that uotwithstandinfif they 
had travclled a long way to attend the Convention, thcj' would 
give up their places rather than that the délégation from the 
"Council of One Hundred" should not havc a place in the hall. 

On takingf the question upon the résolution of Gen. Viele, the 
same was triumphantly adopted. 
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On motiont tbe Convention» took a recess until four o'clock tliis 
afternoon, the varioias committeea appointée! at thie session in the 
meantime to proceed with the discharg^e of their dutiea.

On motion of Mr. Daniel H. Tompkina, of New York, the report 
of the committee just read was accepted, and the g^entlemen 
named by the committee wereunanimouslychosen the permanent 
ollfîcerH of the Convention. 

On motion, the Hon. George W. Patteraon, of New York, L. J. 
Churchfield, Kaq., of Ohio, aad the Uon. Samuel A. Purviauce, of 
Pennsylvania, were appointed a committee to condact the Hon. 
Henry S. Lane, of Indiana, Président of the Convention elect, to 
the chair. 
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Aniid vociférons cheers for the Hoosier State. Mr. Lane was 
coiiducted to the chair of the Convention, and, when silence had 
been restored, adtlressod the Convention, in substance, as follows: 

SFMvKCH OF PKESIJ>EXT LANK. 

l-'rieiidti of Preedom and Freemen — The honor they couferred 
upon him transcended the ambition of the most deservin^ç nian 
in the Coaveation, and, from his intnost soul, he tbanked them 
for the honoT they had donc to the ^ allant little State to which he 
beloiig-ed. The occa.sion was oiie of va.st iiiiiiortanco. and tlie time ' 
was propitiouH ; it waa the anniversary of the battle o£ Bunker 
Hill. (Applauae.) They had g^athered in sight of Independence 
Hallf with ail it« trlorious revohit ioiiary recollection- Tliey 
were almost beneath the shade of thone noble trees, under whose 
young^ boui^hs theîr fathere g-athered to institute a new, a libéral, 
a free Govcrnnieiit. fApplause.] They were asseniVded during 
one of the uioat iniportant crises that had ensued since the days 
of the révolution. That day inaugfurated a new era in American 

F)oHtics. It inauj^rated a new era — the restirrection of theNorth. 
Great applauae.] Being a stranger in the city, he had experienced 
some difïiculty in finding tlie placeof meeting; but, while looking 
about, he discovered the flagof the Union floatingfrom thehouae- 
top, and, knowing that the only National Party in the country 
would be likely to gather beneath its ample folds, he had corne to 
it, and iound hi% friends. [Applause.] But a word as to the 
objecta for the attainment of whtch they had come tO|çether. 
They had ^athered from a sciiseof a conimon danger. [Applause.] 
That was what had brought them together; and, consequcntly, 
they were therc, forgetting their former party lies, for the com- 
mon good of ail, and because of their sacred love of liberty. 
[Applause.] He had, in ail probability, as niuch dlfficulty in 
breakin^ from his old party associations. Hehadbeenan humble, 
but earneat and adniirin^- followi'r of the ^allant and i^-lorious 
Henry Claj', of Kentucky. |Ai)plause.] But from the time that 
he heard the Nebraska-KanHan swindle had been coneuminated, 
he had left the irallant Clay in lus tonib. to foUow principles 
whic}i rcquirc the active support of ail true men. [Applause.] 
Ah! when that act was perpetrated, how évident was it that Henry 
Cla^ was in his tomb! The name of Kentucky waa not heard in 
Clarion tones against the wrong. 

A voice — "Shc will be heard yet." [Applause.] 
Xhe speaker continued: Yes, he believed she would soou be 
heard. But a word as to the business of the Convention. First 
and most important beft)re thrni was tlu- vital priiicii)le of the 
Kepublican party— the priuclple which Uiey had met to sustain— 
no more slave States, and the admission of Kansas as a free State. 
[Applause.] For that they were told that they were doing more 
than they had a right to do— that such a movement waa moment- 
oua. What, he would ask, what foundation had our fathera— 
wliat i^uide had tliey when tliey gathered in Independence Tfall \ 
and dechured for freedomT' Why, rights which belong to nian, 
ri^hte that were born with man. [Great applause.] When the 
great compromise was completed, it was said tliat ail agitation 
on the subject of sla\ (. r^ would i t ase. And so it wa8, until a set 
of heartless, brainless démagogues r)()iiLflas and the reat— dis- 
turbed it. [Applause.J And he called Ood to witness tliat he • 
designed, aud he boped that ail designed to meet the issue like a 
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nian. Such scènes had been eiiacted in Kansas as demanded 
from every freeman allhiselïorts a^ainst thosc who w(*uld perpet- 
uate theprinciples of thoae whohaa disturlK-d that great compro- 
mise. Scènes had been enacted there which wouldhavedisg^raced 
the revolutiouary times of Fraiict:, which would have disgraced 
the worst days of the middle ajçes. Thèse thing-a had been doue 
in tho middle of the nineteenth century, and done throngfh the 
connivaiice of the présent weak and wicked aduiini.stratiou. The 
presa— a free press — had been destroyed, and ruffians from the 
border of Missouri had gone over and fçiveu freemeu bad laws, 
written în the blood of the freemen who were settlers there. Take 
a cas»' from bis own State. A j'ounjr niaii had t;f)iie from there to 
Kausas with bis wife and childreu. He had beeu stricken dowu 
beciause he had declared for freedom. Hia chiidren were now 
friendless, for his wife was wandering- aboiit a maniac; and we 
were told that when we endeavored to preveut thèse thing-a we 
were revolutiouary- If we were, it waa a rerolutionar}'^ feeling 
sanctioned l)y God, and which ail ^ood menraust follow. In tliat 
territory iho baUot boxes had been destroyed, and ofticers and 
laws had bevn forced upon freemen. And what of the laws? 
Wh} , they declared that if yon spoke or published anj'thing that 
encuuraged freedom you would be impriï^oued in the penitentiary. 
If j'ou took a copy ôf the Constitution or of the Bible and read it 
there, j'ou would be imprisoned, for both were anti-slaverj- docu- 
ments. [Applau.se.] The3' had ail heard that the Mîsaouri Coni- 
jjromise was intentied to |)oiir oil on the tr(juble8 of ihe nation, 
with référence to the subject o£ alavery. The Démocratie party 
had declared they would not toach it Bat what have they done? 
And again, what had Xhcy do!ie at Cincinnati? \Vh3', witli an ef- 
froutery that bordered 6n aubliniity, they had airain declared 
that they would not touch it. [Great appianse.] Their déclara- 
tions were like Dead Sea fruit pleasant to the eye, but that turned 
to ashes ou the lips. Xow, he would say a word concerning James 
Buchanan. He had nothing- to say again st him personally. but 
he had much to say aj^aitist hi.s ninllitude of antécédents. When 
a young man, Mr. Bnehanan was a fe<h ralist, and when the last 
Ilag of federalism floated at I^ancaster. in Penusylvania, Mr. 
Buchanan'8 was the last hand that held it there. Hia conversion 
was îiuddeu, but the light that shone upon him was light from 
heaven. It waa a peculiar light, received during the administra- 
tion of the hero of New Orléans. lApplause.] They were told, by 
way of rebuke, that Henry Clay, had he been alive. would have 
fa\ ored the Kaiisas-Nel >raska Art. A slander more fonl than thaï 
liad uever bceu perpetrated agaiiiat him when alive. Had Henry 
Clay been alîve, he would have been with the Republîcan party 
tliere tliat day. (Apphitise.] His first speech niaile in Kentuck}' 
waa in favor of a g^radual émancipation of the slaves. [Applause.) 
And when the Greeks were strUggllng for freedom, his voice was 
the first to encotiraq:e theni an call for aid. Al! his words and ail 
hia acis were for freedom. [Applause.) Theii they were told that 
the great Daniel Welister would have favored it had he been liv- 
inix- It wajj not for them to call n])the s])iritof the great departed, 
and therefore he would unly .say to thoso who tittcred such 
sentlraent.s: let them beware how they slandert d the dead. [Great 
applause.] Tliey had met there to décide who should be elected 
the standard bearer, and wheuever he should be named let them 
follow the bannen and be sure it would lead to victory. [Ap- 
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plause.] They could follow it. for in doiiig so they would be 
lollowing^ the banner of the uatiou. There was no disuniou in the 
ranka of the Repiiblican party. It wa? united. The disunion cty 
caine froni tbo .Soutli. It was uttered oiily by il< nu - o^ues atid 
believed by foola. [Applause.] it was uttéred bv South Caroliua 
— by the unhung- nulliners there who stîll have the halter of Gen. 
JacKson about their neck.'^. (Great applatise.] The}- called the 
men of the Xorth abolitionists. If to synipalhize with the f reemea 
of Kaneas, and to oppose the acts of the men from Missouri who 
had iiivaded that territory was abolitioTiï-Tii, they jnipfht write 
"Abolitioniat" ail over hiîn, and more, when he had died, they 
mifi^ht Write "Abolîtionist" on his tombstone. To 8ay that to 
refuse adhésion tt) thi- Fui>itîvi' SLive bill was treason, was to saj- 
what he did not believe. If it was, ihey mig^ht g^et their niarshals 
ready, for he intended to déclare it upon every stutni) (hii iiii^^ the 
campaign. fApplause.J On a beautiful eveninp, in Phiiadelphia, 
the watch cried, "A beautiful night, and ail m well— and Lord 
Cornwallis is taken!" [ApplaiiSL.] And if they were true to their 
duty.in November next,the watchmaa in Philadelphia wouid cry 
again, "It is a beautifnl nig"ht, and ail îswell — and James Buchan- 
an is takt'u!" [Great a jjplausc] But to havt- tliat occur, they 
must work — work uuitedly aud earuestly. Do that, a triumph 
was sure. 

The Vice-Presidents and Secretaries then took their places upon 

the stand, and entered upon the discharge of their duties. 

The Hon Klbridi^e E. Spaulding, frotn the Conimittee on Cre- 
dentiala and on Kulea for the Government of the Convention, 
presented the foUowing report iu part: 

The Committee on Credentials report the foUowing- resolution 
in respect to the contested seats from Pemis3 lvania, viz.: 

Resolved: That H. D. Palengill, Charles D. Cleveland, John F- 
Gilpin. of the first district; AVilliam S. Pierce, William Elderi

and George H. Earl. William B. Thomas, and Passmore William- 
son, of tlie fourth district, are eiititled to seatS in this Convention, 
as delejïates from their resi)ective districts.

Aad Provided: That Kansas shall be considered for this pur- 
pose as a State, with the same électoral votes aS any Other State 
entitled to uiiiy oue représentative in Cougress. 

ResoJrcd: That the same rule shall apply to the nomination of 

Vice-President. 

Resolved: That the rule.s of the Ilouse of Représentatives be 
adopted, so far as they are applicable to this Convention. 
Ail which is respectfiillj- sul)mitted in part. 
Philadelphia, 17th Juue, 185(3. 

Elbkiogb g. SPAUi^ding, Chairman. 
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On motion of Mr. Deiining' Diicr. of New Jeregy, the report of 
the romttiittee wa» accepted, aiid Ihe resoiutiotis wero adopted; 
aud the gentlemen reported aa entitled to seatâin the Convention, 
from the State of Pennsylvania, were admitted to aeats accord- 
infçly. 

An iriquiry liaviiiir been made as towhether anything' wns said 
in tlie report about a two-thirds rule, the PresidiMit said the siib- 
ject wa8 uot atteuded to, but he aupposed Republicana were 
willing- to abide the will of the majority. 
On motion of the Hon. Geor^^e W. Pattereon, it wae— 
Resolved: That the Committee on Credentials be requested to 
report, together with the namea of the membera of thid Conven- 
tion, the poet ofRceaddressof each nieinbt r, and thatthechairman 
of each State délégation be requested to furnish the aame to the 
committee. 

On motion, the Hon. Caleb Smith, of Indiana, waa invited to 
address the Convention. 

Mr. Smith wns cordially welcomed by the Convention, and 
spokc, iu substance, aa follows: 



Mr. Smith ascended the })hitform amid loud ai)phiuse, and .-;aid, 
that aithough he felt very much honored by ttiiemostunexpected 
call, yet he would confesB he felt htmself much embarrassed in a 
Convention like thi», wherc were so inany jjentlenien mcire dis- 
liuguished than himself; but hecouhl not, in justice to the ^allant 
State to which lie belon^ed,refuse to respond to thiscall to occupy 
their attention for a few moments. They had met here to-da\ . he 
continued, £ur u very laijjortant object,and theactiouof thiabody 
wa.s calculated, in his judcfuient, to exercise a ^çreat influence on 
the future government of this country. This Convention repre- 
sented a party of a character which no political party had ever 
before asHiimed. \Ve were cal Icd iipon to vote to consider ques- 
tions net of mcre expediency, but queatious on the decisiou o£ 
■which dépends the perpetuity of this govemment and confédéra- 
tion. This party was obviously brou]çht tooetlier fortio ordinarj' 
purpose. A uatiou'a welfare aod continued exiâtence depended 
upon ita patriotism. The man muat indeed be inaenaible who 
could not now sce the dark cloud which overhanga the horizon 
of our couairy. He would be the last of iliose to favor a party 
ba^ed on sectional isaues, and the calumnicB that were heaped on 
tfiis Keptiblicon part}', as a sectif>nal party, he repelled with eon- 
temptuuus déniai. There never was a party since the dayë of 
Washington so national in its aim as fhis, for its object was to 

f>re8erve and extend freedom, and was not freedom national? 
Cheers.l The South had lately promulg^ated the view that slavery 
was national and freedom sectional. It wa.s for the Reput)bcan 
party to assert and maiutaiu the uationality of freedom and 
extend lîberty wherever the ftap of our country waves. [Cheer».] 
The Republican party had no désire to interfère with shivery in 
States where slavery already exista. If the slaveholders wish to 
hu^ their chaîna in darknesa, let them, but they were not to be 
allowed to extend slavery into new territory bonght by the com> 
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mon blood and th<* common treasure of both sectiont», [Cbeers.] 
If they looked back ten years, it would be found that there was 
uût ihcn a nian north of MaBon and Dixon's line who did not 
recojfnize and favor Kepublican princîi>lcs, and assert the power 
of the gênerai governmeut over slavery in tbe Territories. But 
men had changed, and times had cbanged, The nominee of tbe 
Démocratie part\- wa.s iiow expected to-embody Mr. Calhoun's ex- • 
tremeat views. Siavery had ever been afi^g^reseive, and it bad 
swallowed up every party in the Soutb, or brouffht it into eubaer- 
vience. Wht-re were now the gjeat Southern whigfa of former 
times? Where was Toomb»? 
A voice— "In the Tombs." [Langhter.] 

Toombe and ail tlii* leadin^- Wliii^-s of the South now nctcd \vx\h 
the Démocratie party, becaune Ihe leaders of thaï party iu the 
North, in their pursnit of the spoils, overlooked everythiniç, and 
were ready and willincf to huiniliate themselvesin the dust bi fore 
the car of siavery, an<l to consent to be niade the inHtruuiout8 of 
perpetuatinfç and extendinjf its rule. [Cheers.] But many of those 
who forinerly associated and were identified with the Deniocracy 
had become diag^usted with its crinjçing diarepard of the princi- 
ples of freedom, and l'tilistcd theinsclvrs under tlu- iKiiiiu r of 
Republicanism. Civil war was now^ ragiu^ iu Kausas, aud how 
long-, he a«ked, would the North auffer the contumelica, the in- 
sults. the ïnurderoiis atrocitics that were now bcin^- pcrix-trated 
in Kauriaa on Northern meu, becauae of theirdevotionto freedom? 
The only party by which that State of thinprs could be changed 
was the fv< pnMicnn 7)art3' — a party not oriranized to advance 
the interestvs ot any nian or set of men, l)ul to mainlaiu the 
principlee of freedoîn. |( Uieera.] It was a duty of the menof that 
partj'to tmite in nomînatinpf a man whoshouldembodyandcarry 
out thcir principles, and havinjf nominated hini to place him in 
the van, and foUow him unhesitatingly into the thickest of the 
fii^ht, which must resuit iu tbeir victory. [Loud and continued 
applauHe.J 

After véhément calU for a great number of ji^ntleinen, Mr. 
Lovejoy, of Illinois, took tbe platform amid loud applause. 

MK. LOVBJOY'a 8PBBCH. 

He said: Nations, as wcll as individuals, have their destiny. 
There often appears on the stage of human action in this world 
individuals whoaeem tohavc bcen designed to fultill a certain pur- 
pose. The same thing was true in rejçard to nations. Each had 
a mission which itwas intcnded to perform. The question hère 
was, what was the mission?— the spécial destiny, or as it has 
sometimes bren called, the manifest destiny of the Amirican 
nation? He had been ipratiiied to hear it aunounced by the Prési- 
dent of this Convention, that there was a Providence, a Divine 
Power ruliiii;- over ail thin^s, and a révélation froni that Divine 
Beiu£^ to man, and that there was a hi^^her law tban that created 
by demacroiçues. [Loud cheers.] The mission of Pil^im Pathers 
was to exliibit the iiracticability of a "Church without a Bishop, 
and a State without a King." And he cared not what may have 
been the creed of the man who drew up the Déclaration of Inde- 
pendence "the truths it ae^erted were intended to realize that 
mission, and bore évidence of havin^ been tracedunder the direct 
influence of a Divine inspiration. [I«oud cheers.] And he thanked 
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God that the principlea of that déclaration wefe yet warm in the 
great American heart. Tt declared that Goverament deri ved their 
power, not from invailing Border Riiflians, but from the will of 
the gfoverued. What, uien, was the mission? The manifest 
f1'»pî i iiy of this American people, who from a handfiil of pilo;riin9 
cm Massachusetts' shore had muUiplied toanatiouof twenty-four 
milliona of men? Was it their destiny to chase nig-g^ers? {Cheera 
and lau^fhter.J Was it their destiny to go fillibustering over the 
continent, and having conquered new Territory to plant slavery 
in it? (Loiid cheers.] God uever desi<xned this nation for ,such 
objecta aa that. What, theu, waâ the misaioa of America? Xt waa 
to maintain and illustrate the self-evident tnitbs laid down tn 
that Déclaration of Iiidependciice. And the question now came 
to us, whetlier we would fulfill otir destiny, by maintaiuing those 
immortal trutha, which cherish in our hearta. He was gladto 
hear the Président déclare that if to maintain those rights set 
forth iu tJie Déclaration of Independcnce were abolition, he waut- 
ed to have it traced ail over him, and should be satisfied to have 
Such an inscription as hif< epitapli. [r.aii^hter.] He (the speaker) 
8U|)posed he waa au Abolitioaisit ou the aame principle, and this 
was an aaaertion which he was positive would do no harm, for 
when they were talking about puttim^ that in a phitform, hc said 
he did not care whether they put it in the phitform or uol, because 
they would be sure to take the disease in the natural way, and it 
wonld be broken ont ail over theni before the campaign ended. 
[L,aui;hter and applause.J Now, what waa the principle thus set 
upr It was Himply tiie triith that ail men had 1)een created equah 
It was a reafhrmation of that Divine truth which was auuounced 
âges ago, when the Creator said: **Let ua make raan in our own 
imaiie." As nian was made in the likeness of God.ever}' man ! i d 
au aspiration after the eternal, and was conscious o£ there being 
a miniature God within himself; and that ima^ mnat not be 
crnshcd, however degraded. for God was there. There v n a germ 
of immorlality there, which at somc timc, however rcmote, would 
émerge and shine as a star forever and ever. And it was this 
doctrine of the immortality of the soul that \ny at the foundation 
of abolitioui.sm. [Loud cheers.J It might be said that such a 
doctrine would carry us into the slavchoTdingf Statee. True; but 
it did not foUow that it demanded the exercise of any power j*ave 
a moral one. Ile waa atauding herc iu Pliihidelphia, aud might 
be allowed to quote the saying of Franklin, who assertedthat ''he 
wouid go to the verge of the Conatitutiou in favor of freedom." 
But he (the speaker) would not be aatisfïed with that — he would 
jump off the Constitution to promote the same ol)ject. If the old 
Shylock came here, whetting^ his knife on his shoe, he wouid be 
met by the déclaration, that we wonld atand by the bond however 
hard it was, and tliat we wouhl give hini his ponnd of flesh, but 
not one drop of blood. ICheersJ We were to look Slavery in the 
face, as our fathers looked the dcspotism of the Britiah George in 
the face, and expel it the same way from off free Tcrritories. 
[Cheers.J The slavery talk about sectionality, and ail tiiat, was 
the aublimity of impudence. The men who charged the Republi- 
cans with sectlonaliîjnï were themselves going throtigh the 
country cr^dug "Nig^er! niggerî" everywhere; and yet when the 
Republican party triumph, he wanted the South to be treated 
justly. Let lier have lier fidl share. But the Xorth would stand 
for freedom, and freedoui would be maixitaîned. Heretofore this 
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coantxy had been ruled by two hundred and fifty thousand slave- 
lioldera, and the North had been bowed down like an eleplinnt to 
receive aa a8«' load, and atag^jered under their lash. Wouklthey 
consent to thatr [Véhément crien of "No! no!"] He felt more and 
felt better— [laii^litcrj^for this niiiility «.'îH^it^rin^, broUjSfht to- 
geUier by a comuioii iuipulHe uf patriotiriin, atid beating- wilh fhe 
semé puisée of Hberty.than he had ever felt before. They werenow 
preparing; for a stern, thoupfh bloodless conflict, aud Slavery in 
this atrufifjfle must jjo over the précipice. They were afraid that 
they couTd not carry Pt-nnsylvaiiia. Rut tfiey had iio cause for 
auch fear— for Penusylvauia would be sure to j^^ivc them a major- 
ily. iinder any circumetancee; and no matter whether ît was the 
POU of N'e v. ^v,rk who was to bc their choice—[loud chci rs] orthe. 
noble aon of Obio,or the c^allant Fremont—floud cheersj— or that 
vénérable statesman, clotned with the ermine that never knew a 
apot he cared not who the standard f>enrer of the party waa. 
They would unité to a man, and carry hini triumphantly into the 
Presidential aeal jXoud and prolonfifed cheeringr and applauee.] 
A motion was again niade to adjourn, but a delegate roae and 
moved that Hon. Henry Wilsoii, of Mansachusetts, be invitetl to 
address the Convention. The motion waa enthusiaatically adopl- 
ed and the honorable g;eutlemaii designatcd ascended the platform 
amid a perfect storm of cheerin^ç and applause, again and ag^ain 
renewed. 

HON. HENRY WXLdOM'S SPEECH. 

He aaid: Mr. Pr - ident atid ti*1i m n nf the Convention, I need 
not 8ay that this kind greetiu^ i8 to me a source of gratification. 
I have been more accustomed to look into the stern faces of foes 
thnn to meet the jj^lancea of friends. [Cheera.] Sir, this convoca- 
tion of tlic freemen of the United States hère to-day is a source of 
gratification to every lover of liberty on the North American 
Continent f^rhet rs/l' This is lujt the convention of a party— it is 
the assenj blatte of the freeuieu of the country of ail political 
parties. [Loud cheers.] This, sir, is a convention coming^ here to 
place in nomination a ticket, around which, we trust, tlie lovers 
of human liberty ail over the country wîll g^ather withoiit référ- 
ence to the divisions of the i>ast. Sir, oiir oliject is to overtlirow 
the Slave Power of the country, now or^auized in the Démocratie 
party of the cotintry. [Loud cheers.] ïhe présent administration 
now eniltodies in itself tli' oi ^atii/.ed slave iiiterest of the Repnb- 
lic. Mr. Huchanan repret*euts this day the Democracy of Franklin 
Pîerce, for he had ceased to be James Buchanan.and must square 
himself to the platform of the part3'. [Créât cheer?.; The Démo- 
cratie party, supportin^ this administration — an administration 
that has plung-ed this nation into a civil war— assembled in 
convetitioti, adopted a ])latfonn dictated by the slave interest 
of the country, nominatcd Jamcrf Buchauan, aud he ceased to be 
a Pennsylvania freeman, and must square hia condnct by the 
terms and conditions of that platform. [Cheers.] Now, sir, we 
wish to defeat James Buchanan, to overthrow tnat platform, to 
cuthroiie I.ihert}' in the Government of this Republic. [Cheers.] 
Sir, the Kepublicau party, youn^, vij^orous, freeh orgauized for 
liberty. cannot do it alone and unaided. 

A voice— "That is so." 
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VhL' ()\(\ Whii^s of the countr^'can iiiake no siiccespful orjçaniza- 
tioa tu defeat that. The American l'arty m powerlees as an 
ori^anizatioD. alone, to overthrow that power. ladependent 
DemocratH, nien who foUow the ^eat doctrines of Thomas Jeffer- 
8011, who believe in pure, unadulterated progressive Democracy, 
that embraces in its affections the wliule j^lobe tliis Democracy 
can make no successfui efiort aloue for the overthrow of theDem- 
~ ocratic party; but, sir, theee tnen can unité and they can defeat 
tbat partj', flon<l cïicers, and cries of "Thi y w ill do it!"] and I call 
upon the membcra of the Kepublicanparty assembled hereto-day 
to corne here in the apiiit of a lofty, selt-«acrificinç patriotism, 
arxl aflojit a pfilic}- libéral atid g-enemn? towards others, and lay 
the foundation for tliis union of ail parties to save this Republic. 
fLoud cheers.] I call upon the Whig-a— men who believe in the 
worfls of Daniel WolK^trr — thnt \ve must seize the first. the last 
autl every occasion 10 oppose the extension of tlie slave pow- 
er. I call upon thèse Whigs to stand now by the doctrinea 
of that sfieat h»ader whom they followed so many years. 
Cheers.] 1 call upon independent Deniocrats, on the lueu wlio 
lave fought the battles of Democracy, but who have fou^^ht not 
the battles of slavery— who have stood by the Démocratie party, 
but who can follow theîr blackbanner no long-er — to come herp 
and nnite with us in this glorious effort. Conie here and let us 
makc a true Démocratie party, tbat shall represent the u^euuine 
Democracy of America. [Cheers.] And, air, I asir Americans — 
men who profess an exalted patriotism and love of country, and 
broad and expansive uationality — I ask them to coine here aud 
unité with us to save the first principlcs of American liberty — 
free speech, a free press, free soil, free Kansas. [Cliecrs, nnd a 
voice -"And Freeniont."] Then let us, oue and ail, of ali parties, 
for^et ; and, in the wonla of Whittîer, "Let US forg^ve— forg-ive. 
unité." 1^1. oud clieerin<i.] And then. cfentlemen, coming here in 
tJiis» {jarty, u illinj»" tu sacrifice ail uur persoual feelings,letus join 
with each other, from every State in the Union, and select a can- 
didate round whom we can ail rally, with the hope of winning- a 

?f!oriou8 victory. For myself, I would sacrifice any man and any 
ricnd on earlh U) unité American Freenien for the rescue of the 
American Goverumeut of the United States from the power of 
Blavery. [Loud cheers.] I>»ok now at our friends in Kansas, who 
are ]jerilini; ail of life and of hope who lie down ot niirht with 
the conviction that their littie dwellin|( may be burucd over 
them before mominj?, or ihey themselvea may be murdered 
because they love libert}-. I 8a\ that when thèse men are thus 
being sacrinced, it becomcs us to sacrifice our personal préfér- 
ences for the cause of hunian liberty in America. [Loud cheers.] 
Cîentlemen. ci% il \\ nr rai^rs beyond the Missouri. This adminis- 
tiou of Franklin Pierce lias forced that war upon us. Franklin 
Pierce went to the Cincinnati Convention with the light of the 
bnrning dwellings of Kansas llashîng upon his brazen brow. 
[Loud cheers.] He went there with Ihe blood of the murdered 
freemen of Kansas drippingfrom his poUuted hands. [Loud and 
continued cheering.] Aye, that Convention spewed out the thin^ç 
it liad used. fCheers.J It spewed him out, and to-dayhehasgone 
down too beneath the witheriiiii scornandcontcmptof theAmeri- 
cau people. [Loud cheers.] 'then there ia Judge Doublas, the 
man who broug^ht forward this repealof the Missouri prohibition 
of slavery; he went into that Convention with hi^^h hopeSi and he 
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came ont of it with his hopea blasted forever. fCheers.l The 
Slave Power saw that it had uaed Pierce ail up. fCheerB.J But 
there was not a particle of life, or of atrenjg^h, or of hope in him, 
and the Slave Power fliing^ him ont of the wiodow of that Cincin- 
nati Convention. jCheers ] The Slave Power kiiew that Doug^hin 
had forever blasted hiniself before the American People,and tliat 
he never could receive theîr euflhragee. [Cheer^».] But the Slave 
Power tvanted a tool it wanted the vote of a Northern State, and 
it caatB its eye to Pennsylvania and James Buchanau. The 
gentleman, »ir, with a g^loriotia nanie. Judg-eEmmet, whoprestded 
over 118 this niornin^, [cheers.] tn]f] tis ihat Mr. Bîichanaii had 
once eaid that if he had a drop of Démocratie blood in his veins, 
he would let it out. Well, sir, that is an excellent expreaeion for 
the candidate of a pnrty that haa eliminated every Démocratie 
principle from it.s j)latform. [Chcers and lanj^hter.j Wehave^ot 
a Democrat that never had a flrop of Démocratie blood in his 
veins. becanse he is undoubtedly a nian of truth, and if he had 
had a drop of it in him, it would have been let out. Aud we have 
^ot a platform that ha.s not a single Démocratie principle em- 
bodied in it. No, not a one. [Laughter and cbeera.] And this 
party, callinf^ itaelf the Démocratie Par ty, now stands before the 
cotintry. and has placed its hope upon the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 

Sir, tnc gentleman who preceded me eaid you could not throw 

Pennsylvania awaj-. She must vote with lier Northern siBler. Sir, 
the freenien of Pennsylvania met this crisis with the boldness 
with which their fathers met the crisis in ITHi. Pennsylvania 
will repndiate ihis son of hers, and give her vote fo the nominee 
of this Convention. [Loud cheers.] And, sir, I say that we of the 
Baat, of the West, and of the Centre States, owe it to our common 
country, rind the cnttfe of liberty, to carry every free State in the 
Union for Liberty. [Cheers.] The argument is ail ours. The 
moral sentiment of the nation is ours. Everything thatsustains 
the ffreat cause is fightinç to-day upon our side. [Cheers.] Our 
brethren who went otit with us to carry free institutions beyond 
the Missouri, are bein^ nîurdered for loving^ liberty. A Senalor 
of a Bovereig^n state on the floor of Couj^ress, for denounciug the 
crime againat Kanaas, has been stricken senseless on the floor of 
theAmericati Senate. 

A voice— "Three cheers for Sumner. ' [Kounds of vociférons 
checring, again and agfain renewed, gpreeted this demaad.] 

A voice— " Three groans for Broolcs.'* (A storm of g^oana and 
yells was elicited in response.] 

Mr. Wilson resumed. We are not only fighting. he said, to save 
Kansas, to make a Free State hej-ond tlie >îi^soiiri, but we are 
fighting to vindicate freedom of speecli in the Xatioiial Congress. 
[Loud cheers.] I see by télégraphie di.spatches from Washington 
that tlie announcement is made when that question comes up in 
the ilouse the Southern gentlemen are to make threats and per- 
haps to exécute them. [Shouts of "L,et them dare! let them dare!"] 
Gentlemen. I believe that the nien who represent you have made 
up their minds. fVociferows cheere and cries of Good! bravoî"! 
I believe they are firmly resolved to speak their sentiments with 
entire and absolu te freedom. [Kenewed checring.J 1 believe 
they have made up their minds to go where duty requires them 
to go, vote as duty reqnires them to vote; and I believe they have 
3 
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made up their tninds to défend their persons and their livea 

whenever [tremendous and long cheerinjç] — whenever, wherever, 
bowever, by wboiutioever assailed. [Great cheeriui;.] No, gentle- 
men, tbreats will not silence the freemen of the North. We know 
we have behiod U8 fifteen millions o£ freenien- fcheers^ wp know 
that if wc fail in the exercise of our coustitutioual dutics, and in 
défense of our constitutional ri^hts, that j^llant and truemen all 
ov»>r tht' Xortb will Mtep into our place?, and fil! them better tluir» 
we can do. [Loud clicers.j Gentlemen, trouble yourselves with 
no anxiety about affairs in Washington. We will take care of our- 
aelves. [Thunderiug cheers.] We waut to have it known all over 
the land that the représentatives of the Northern freemen are 
read\- to take car«^ of themselves in the performance of their duty. 
rCheêra.J But while we make that résolution and adhère to it, in 
God'a name, gentlemen of the North, résolve to do your duty and 
to blot ont ont the Slave Power of thecountry. [Cheers.] W ecan 
doit, aye, and I believe in iny soul we can do it. [Loud cheers.] 
Butifeelhere to-day that millions are looking with trembling 
anxiety npon tlie delif)eration8 of this Convention. Disappoint 
them not, gentlemen, by auy petty little intereat in the division. 
Consult with each other in candor and in frankness, and then 
nominate a man npon whom you can unité with the most votes, 
and who is truc to your principles. [Cheers.] If thebold, gallant 
Fremont is your candidate — [enthusiastic clieerin|rj — we will 
rally around him the young, the gallant apirita of the &epublic; 
if McLean— the learned McLean — 

A voice— "Three cheers for HcLean.** [Loud and prolonged 
cheering.] 

Another voîce — "Three cheera for Fremont." [An overwhelming 
ehout that almost made the building* shake was the response.] 

Mr. Wilsou, you are divided now in regard to your cheers for 
Fremont and McLean. After either of them receivee your nomi- 
nation I hope therc will be no dividing cheera. 

A voice— "Take the vote now." 

Several voicea— ** No.** 

Mr Wilson, gentlemen, if j-ou nominate the présent bpeaker of 
the llouse of Représentatives— [cheers]— the first mau who led us 
to victory, let us, all of us of the North, rally around him and 
sustain the liberty of our country. 

A voice— "Three cheers for Banks." [Loud cheering.] 

Mr. Wilson, if you nominate Salmon P. Chase- [great cheering] 
— one of the foremost men of the Republic— let us, all of us, rally 
around him and place him in the Preeîdentîal Chair, that he is so 
well qualified to tîll. And, gentlemen, if in thi.s Convention you 
should place your suiirages upou the foremost statesman of 
America, Wm. H. Seward—fthree burata of frantic cheering, wav- 
iiii^ of hats, handkerchiefs, &c„ the whole assemblage risin^ en 
masse, with which Wm. H. Seward s uame was received, prevent- 
ed the speaker from proceeding for several minutes.] 

Mr. ^Yil.■^on, a^'e, gentlemen, I say this foremost statesman of 
America, and a inan fit to lead the movement in which we are en- 
gaged. All of thèse men I belieye to be true, to be reliable, to be 
fnJlv with n.-^ iri tlie movemcnts in whicli we nre enqfacfed. And, 
gentlemen, wJiucvcr we iiiay nominale from ainong them or others 
That 1 naine, let u.s, one and all, unité; for our cause is the cause 
of Liberty and the cause of Patriotism.

one cnizen froni their respective States and Territoriea, to be a 
memberof the Repuîilican National Committee for the next four 
years, and that the gentlemen so appointed constitute such Rep- 
ublican National Committee, and that they elect the chairman of 
the committee. 

On a division on the question, the motion to reconsider the reso- 
lution of yesterday was adopted. 

The motion to amend, and the résolution ofyeeterdayaa amend- 
ed, were then unanimously adopted. 

Oîî callin<;^ the States and Territories, tlie following namcd 
gentlemen were annouticed to constitute the Republican National 
Committee for the next four yeare», and were appointed accord- 
îngly.

At a nieeting of the National Republican Committee, held at 
the Girard House after the termination of the Convention, 
Edwin D. Mor^^an w as chosen Chairman attdN. B. JuddSecretary. 

The Hon. David Wilinot, chairman of the committee appointed 
yesterday to prépare and report for the action of the Convention 
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a Platform of Frinciplea to be submitted to the people of th« 
Uoited States, reported the followin^^ preamble and séries of 
résolutions to constitute such platform: 

SBPUBUCAN PLATFORH. 

Thia Conveutiou of Delcft^atee, assembled rn pursuanceof a call 
addressed to the jpeople of the United Statcn. witliout reg^nrd to 
past political dififereaces or divisions, who are opposed to the re- 
peal of the Missouri Compromise; to the poHcy of the présent 
Administration; to th vieiision of Slave r> iiii<> Free Terriii ry; -7 
in favor of the admission of Kansas as a Free State; of restorin^ J 
the action of the Fédéral Government to the principles of Wash- ' 
ing^on and JeflFcrPon; nnd for the puri>08eof presentmg candidates 
for the oflices of Président and Vice-Président, do 

I^esolve: That the maintenance of the principles promulpfated 
in the Déclaration of Independence, and embodied in th»' K( deral 
CouHtitulion, are esaential to the préservation of our Kepublican 
institutions, and that the Fédéral Constitution, the rights of the 
States, and the union of the States, must and shall be preserved. 

Rcaolved: That with our Republican fathers, we hold it to be a 
self-evident truth, that ail men are endowed with tlie inaliénable 
rifi^ht to life, liberty, and the pursuit of bappiness, aud that the 
primary object and ulterior design of our Fédéral Government 
were to secure thèse rig'hts to ail })er>^ons under its exclusive 
jurisdictiou: that as our Kepublican fathers, wheu tiiey had 
abolished Siaverv in ail our National Territory, ordained that no 
person shall be deprived of life, liberty, or propert)', withr^it due 
proceba of law, it becoraes our duty to maintain tliis pro\ ision of 
the Constitution a^ainstall attempts to violate it for the purpose 
of establirthinjr Slavery i n the Territories of tlie United States by 
poaitive législation, prohibitin^ç^ its existence or exteiiisiou there- 
in. That we deny the authority of Conjfress, of a Territorial 
Législature, of anj' individuel, or ansociation of indîviduals, to 

§ive légal existence to Slavery in any Territory of the United 
tates, while the présent Constitution shall be maintained. 
Reaolred: That tlie Constitution confère upon Congress sove- 
rei^n power over the Tcrrîtoriea of the United States for their 
governnient; nu l fh it iti the exercise of tins power, it is both the 
rij^ht and the imuerative duty of Cong^ess to prohibit in the Ter- 
ritories those twfn relies of barbarîsm— Polygatny and Slavery. 

jResoli'ed: That while the Con'^tituf ioTi of tne United States wns 
ordained and established by the people, in order to "fonn a more 
perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic tratKiuillity, 
provide for the comnion defence, proniote the gênerai wclfare, 
and secure the blessings of liberty," and contains ample provi- 
sions for the protection of the life, liberty aud property of every 
citizen, the dearest Constitntionaî ri«>-hta of the i)e<)j)le of Kansas 
have beeu frauduleiitly aud violeutly taken froni Ihetn; 
Their Territory bas been invaded by an arined force; 
Spurious and pretended législative, judicial and executive 
offlcera have been pet over theni, by whose nsnrped anthority, 
SUBtained hy tlx military power of tlir LDvernment, t\rannical 
and unconsiitutiouui laws bave beeu enacted and enforced; 

The rinrht of the people to keep and bear arms has been in- 
fringed. 
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Test oaths of nu extraordinar}' and eniangUag nature have 
been impoëeci aa a cotidition of exercisiu^f the right of suffrage 
and holding office; 

The right of an accused person to a speedy and public trial by 
an impartial jury has been denied ; 

The rig^lit of tbe people to be secure in their persons, houses, 

Sapera, and efiecta, agpainst unreasonabie searchea and aeizurea, 
aa been violated ; 

Thc}' have been deprived of life, libertyi and property wtthout 
due process of law ; 

The freedom of apeech and of the prees has been abridged; 

The rigfht to chooae their représentatives has been made of no 
effect ; 

Murders, robberies, and araona have been inati^ted or encour* 

aged, and the offenders have been allowed to ffo unpuniahed ; 

That ail thèse thing^ liave been doue with the kuowledge. sanc- 
tion, and procureraent of the présent National Administration; 
and that for this high crime again^^t tlie Constitution, the Union, 
and humaniiy, we arraig-n that Administration, the Président, hia 
advisers, ag-entH. supporters, apologists, and accessories, either 
before or after the fact, before the country and before the world; 
and that it is our fixed purpose to bringthe actual perpetrators of 
thèse atrooions ontraged and their accomplicea to a aure and 
condiga puaishment herealter. 

Reaolved, That Kanaas ahould be immediately admitted aa 
n Stiite of this Union, with lier prévient Free Constitution, as 
ai once the moât effectuai way of aecuriug^ to hcr citizeus the en* 
joyment of the righta and privilegea to which they are entitled, 
and of endingthe civil strife now rajrine: inher territory. 

Resoli ed, That the highwa3'man'8 plea, that "'might makes 
right, " einbodied in the Ostend Circular, was in every reapect un- 
worth}' of Aj*ierican diplomac)', and would bring- shame and 
dishouor upoa auy Government or people that gave it Iheir sanc- 
tion. 

Resolrcd, That a railroad to the Pacific Dccnn, by the niost 
central praclicabie route, is imperatively «leniauded b}- the iii- 
teresta of the whole country, and that the Fédéral Govenunent 
ought to reader immédiate and efficient aid in its construction, 
and, as an auxiliary* thereto, to the immédiate construction of an 
eniij^rant roatl on tlie line of the railroail. 

ResioU'ed, That appropriatioue by Con^reaa for the improve- 
ment of rivera and harbora, of a national character, required for 
the accommodation and security of an existing comtnerce, are 
autborized by the Coustitutiou, and justitied by the obligation of 
Government to protect the lîvea and property of ita citizena. 

Rcsolf'oil, That we invite the affiliation and co-operatioii of the 
meu of ail parties, liovvever ditïeriug from us in otner respects, in 
support of the principles herein declared; and believing that the 
spirit of < ut institutions, as well aa the Constitution of our coun- 
tr}', guarauiee:^ liberty of conscience and equality of righta 
among citizena, we oppoae ail legialation impairing their ae- 
curity. 

The separate re.solutions were rea:l in perfect silence, and each 
was received with heartj- applauae. That following the résolution 
condemaiug Polygamy and Slavery was tremendous. 

The laat of the abore séries of résolutions having been reported 
by the Committee in the worda following: 
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Resolred, That we invite the affiliation and co-operatiou of the 
men of ail parties, however differing- from us in other respects, in 
support of the principlee herein declared; aod believing that the 
«pint of onr institutions, as well as the Constitution of our couu- 
trNs g'uarantees liberty of conscience and equality of ri^hts 
amoujç citizens, we oppose ail proecriptive legielatiou affecting^ 
theîr Becurity. [Loua cheM'e.]- 

A motion was made to amend by dividing^ the resolution and 

striking out the latter clatiBe. A further motion wae made to re- 
commit the resolntion to tho Cmnmittee. 

After an animated discussion, in which Jion. Thaddeus Stevens, 
of Penusylvauia, Mr. Thomas Spooner, of Ohio, Mr. E. D. Gazzam, 
of Pennsylvania, Mr. Charles Gibbons, of Ohio, and Mr. Owen 
Lovejoy, ol Illinois, participated, thèse several motions were 
withdrawn: nnd Hon. Kinsley S. Bingham moved to nmend ilie 
resolution, by striking- ont the words " i)roscriptive " and "atïcct- 
ing," and substituting^ in the place o£ the latter the word "ini- 
pairin^f.^ 

The resolution, with the proposed amendment, havingf been 

apain read by the Hon. David Wilmot, the report of the committee 
was accepted; and the Platform, as amended and aa above récit* 
ed, was adopted with hearty cheers. \ 

Mr. John S. Seeley, of New York, o'aered the following^ resolu- 
tion: 

Xesoh^ed, That this Convention proceed immediately to take 
an informai vote for a candidate for Président of the United 
States, to bd supported by the Republican party of the United 
States. 

Gen. James Watsoii Webl), of New York, took the platform In 
opposition to Mr. Seeley's résolution. 

He eaidî T hefç to occupy the attention of the convention for a 
moment. [Applanse.] f h îUlemen of the Convention: I rise for 
the purpose of oppoBiu)^; the resolution which has just been 
intrCKluced, etmply oecauae I think it is prématuré, and that once 
having acted informally, and prodnccd a committal on the part 
of the fçentlemen assembled here for a grcat and a holy wurk, it 
wiH be very difïicult for any of us after that to do that which we 
have aPF"m(>]ed to do. An informai balln: now is virtnally 
doing our work for the rest of this session. And m order that we 
may not be called upon to do that work so hastily, so inconsider- 
ately, and I fear ultiniately so injuriously to our country, I ask of 
you'to bear in mind what U i:^ that assembles together a Conven- 
tion here, the like of which has never before l»een wituessed in 
our country. [Cheers.] From the days Uiat the Convention as- 
sembled in the Constitutional Hall here— that Convention that 
declared us a free people— there never lias been such a Conven- 
tion aasembled for such a purpoae or in such a crisis. The work 
that they dîd. we are sent here by the people to perpetuate. 
[Cheers.f And wlu-n they came to do tlirir work. did they listen 
to those about them who said, "Do it liaslily'r" Take the solitary 
instance of the élection of the commander-in chief of the forces 
of the Revolutionary army. It is a matter of history, gentlemen, 
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that for three long weeks after George Waahinyirtoii had been 

aelected in the hearts and the feelings of that Convcntirin fhey 
paased day after day and week after week dispatching nieu to ail 
portionaof the country, inviting^ communication, stimulating^ in- 
terchançe of opinion, aaking* evêrybocîy, "Are we rig'ht?" "Is he 
the raaur" "Can we put the bauner in hia hands, and thereby 
achieve thatobject lor which we aasembled?*^ [Cheera.] And are 
we wiser thnn our forefathersr 
Voices— "Yea, certainly." [Greai laiighter.] 

Mr. Webb — Gentlemen: I don't envy the complacency of the 
maa who thinka be ia a better pairiot or a better man than those 
who g-ave «s the Conatitution of the United States and the 
Dcclatatioti of Incîependence. Why, 1 at*k, are we here? We are 
here becaunt- the country ia in danger. We are here because 
a eolemn compact, by which the curae of Slavery waa limited for 
ever to latitude 30" 30', has been violentl}* disrupted, torn aaun- 
der, aud the people of the North told '* You shall have this matter 
forced upon you." Now, whatare the people doingf? Our people, 
lovinpr order and Io\ in^ law, and willing to abide hy ihe ballot- 
box, come tojçether from ail parts of the Union and ask ua to ^^ive 
them a nomination which, when put fairly before the people, will 
unité public sentiment, and, thronj^h the ballot-box, wîll restrain 
aud repel this Pro-Slavery extension aud thia a^ureadion of the 
slaveocracy. What else are they doinjf? They tell you that they 
are willing^ to abide by the ballot>box, and willinfi^ to make that 
the laat appeal. If we fql! thcre, what then? we will drive it 
back, sworfl in hand, and, so help nie Godî bolieving- that to be 
ri£fht, I am with them. [Loud cheers, aud criea of "Goodr'J Now, 
then, gentlemen, on your action dépende the reanlt. You may, 
with Ood's bK'P-TTio présent Ui this coiintry a man r;ill'v-ing- round 
it ail the elemeata o£ the opposition, and we wiil tlius become ao 
strong that throug-h the ballot-box we ahall aave the country. 
But, if a name be presented on which we may not rail)-, and the 
couseqvxence is civil war — j'es, nothing more, nothing; leaa, but 
civil war— 1 ask, then, what is our firat duty? If erery mind in 
this roiivention was made up at thia moment if cvery man had 
one aud the 8anie feoliu^' with ail the rest, I would aay to you; 
Gentlemen, as you love your country, as you love its peace, and 
hope for its future proaperity,do notacthaatily. That which isgood 
to-day is equally good to-morrow and the next day; and if it will 
not keep till to-tnorrow or the next (laj', it had better not be done. 
[Cheera.] I have uo earthly object but the g^eneral good. X know 
there are people who think I have been actiuj^a^ainst aparticular 
man, because I have been acting for a man. Let me now tell you, 
after makini^ thia appeal to you, that most of the candidates 
before thia Convention are unknown to me. It is well known, I 
believe, that I opposed the nomination of one who I ap])rehend îs 
the favorite of most of the ireutlemeu here. Why liave 1 done ao? 
From peraonal feelings? Why, I have never aeen the gentleman. 
I ticver met him; and I am happy to !«tand here and aay I never 
hcard eue word against hiai — not one aolitary word. [Cheers.] 
If the Convention nominate him, I do not care what the divisions 
may be amou^ you, I am the mau to get up and move that we 
unanimoualy take him aa our atandard-bearer. [Loud cheera.] 
Ail I ask of j^entlernen is. to do what we liave been sent here for — 
to interchauge public opiuion. liave we got auything to give? 
How have we been heretofore? I have been in conventions before. 
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and we have always had something: to ^ve. We thoUffht It fair 

and ju8t to atrive to aet A, B, C, or D, upoti wîiom we tnought to 
confcr something. It ia not ao uow. Ail our interchange of 
opinion may be public; and I may say that we have nothinjç on 
God'a earth to give. But we are lookiiig: for a man who will give 
U8. and who will g^ive the country something, and that something 
i-- ces.s. Why ks it there is no onc atiiong- yoii to-daj" to raise 
the uame of Wm. H. Seward? [L,oud cheers.] It ia because they 
who are the most devoted of hia frlends love their country better 
than any tnan. AU men have said "We love hiin; he is the be^t 
représentative of our principlefl!" Yej^, but because we are toldhe 
cannot carry Pennsylvania, we at once sacrifice him upon the 
altar of opposition. [Cheera.] Then, if f^entlemen ask us in the 
same breath to take a man who is uo stran^er to Pennsylvania, 
we may say that justice to our friends, and justice to our princi- 
ples will require U9 to make no snch sacrihce. I make Ihcpe re- 
marks simi:)!}' for the purpose of deuionstrating that we of New 
York, and of ail parts of the country, have one common object — 
and that is, success; aad that we can arrive at success by a free 
interchange of opinion, to obtain whichwe ehoulddefer to a later 
hour, and a better hotsr, and after more conférence, an informai 

ballot. 

Gov. Kent, of Maine, said: 

I riee to apealc simplj^ to the question before the Convention. I 

think I perçoive a détermination on the part of the Convention to 
go immediately into an iti formai ballot. 1 am not goiug^ to reply 
to the gentleman who haa juat taken his «eat; I agrée wlth hlm, 
because Iknow thatthe Maine (leie^^ation rcquires more time. I 
think no harm can corne from a short delay. We have not had 
sufïîcient time for conversation, and I had thoug^ht it mig^ht be 
well for us before pfoing into a nomination to have n pfrand con- 
feretice cotntnittee, consisting of two from each délégation, [cries 
of "No! no!"| for the purpose of seeing exactly how they stand, 
and what action will beat tend to secure success. We have corne 
here for the pnrpose of «nîtin^ ail, for a common object— a gain st 
tVir I m i LKu h inents of slavery. [Applause.J If we would sun < cd, 
we must unité ail; and to do that it ia abaolutely neceaaary that 
in makïngf choice of a standard-bearer, we should make Sttch a 
sélection as will secure the /2rrp'^test umountof support. I think, 
therefore, that it would ba well to have a concurrence. 

Gov. Kent then offered the following^ résolution as a substitute 
for the résolution of the member from New York: 

lyrsolvcd: That a committcc fîf three from o;ich State and onc 
from each Territory be appointed by the several State and Terri- 
torial deleg;ations, for the purpose of meeting in gênerai -confér- 
ence for interchanefc of opinion, thîs afternoon, and thnt the 
balloting for candidates for Président and Vice-Presideut be 
postponed until Thursday moruin|[^. 

Mr. A, J. Bleecker, of New York, said if they waited until to- 
morrow before ballotint^, a large ntimber of delegatea would 
have gone home, and they would not secure so larg^e au expresaion. 

Dr. Elder, of Pennsylvania, arose and said : 

He had stood in the storni before. He had stood beside John 
Van Buren in '48, [laughter.J and they overbore their opponents 
by the might of their right. The excitement was no évidence of 
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disunion; it waa only the effervescence of a niighty moveraent 
for harmony. Thi'v tnusl hartnonize. Any delegate who could 
not abide by the will of the Convention wap. in the words of Man- 
taliiia. "So deimn'd that lie couldn't be any detnniMer." (Great 
applauae.} lie confessed that he did not underataiid exactly what 
\\a» wanted by aoiiie of the délégations. An<l therefore he thOttg'ht 
it would be well that they shoiild have a conférence. 

Mr. Charles F. Adams, of Massachusetts, desired to say a word. 

He aaid : 

I have liatened to tbis diecuesion, Mr. Président» with a i^eat 
deal of appréhension and a g^reat deal of pain. I came here to 
coiitribute my mite to the harmony of this Convention. He would 
ask members lo consider that the enenij' waa liatenijiy and work- 
ingt aad that if they would succeed they must act with care. Of 
the résolutions which had beeu read, he had no more to say than 
that they Huited hiiu. They had adopted theiu with jçreat unan- 
imity, and he feared that any gênerai conférence, such as had 
been proposed, would tend to confusion rather than harmony. 
He would have them hold conférences ont of Convention, and 
when they came in, to contîne tbemselves to action a» much as 
possible. [Applause.] He believed that the membera fresh from 
the poople knew better what the people wanted than when tliey 
had beeu living from home. They were liable to certain manipu- 
lations, when long absent, which sometimes cauaed them to tor» 
get the wiahes of thoae who sent them. He was therefore in favor 
of proceeding to ballot immediately. 

[The speaker retired amid loud cries of "Question ! Question!"] 
Judge Spaulding^, of Ohio, aaid: 

ITf wîslied that a conférence could be had, in order that greater 
unaaunity iiiight prevail. There had beeu several important 
chani^s during the forenoon, and he thou^ht a conférence was 

necessary hefore proceedinpf to ballot. 

Mr. Root, uf Ohio, alao apoke upon the question. A motion was 
then made to adjourn. 
Gov. Ritner, of Pennaylvania, wiahed the motion withdrawn for 

a moment, and it waa withdrawn. After which he remarked that 

whtlc he believed Pennaylvania stood erect, ahe waa now well 
rcpreaented in Congress with référence to the black apîrit of 
slaver>' ; and while he was aatisfied with what had been donc, he 
thought somethinK might be gained by delay— by meeting^a of 
the varions delefçations. For himaelf, he had no other désire than 
that the Convention alionld tnke atrong ground in Opposition tO 
the extension of slavery. [Api)lanse.] 

Guy. i'atterson, of New York, «aid lie iiiuleratoud the question 

before the house to be that they ehould proceed to an informai 
ballot. He was informed that the question waa on the proposai 

for a conférence. The Governor, continninp-, snîil he stippoped it 
waa on the adoption of a reMolulion to proceed lo an informai 
ballot, but he had but a few worda to say. He would say that 
there was a name whose nomination by the Convention would not 
only gratify the New York deles^ation, bttt the people of the state. 
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He alluded to Hon. William H. Seward. [Great applaase.] In the 

intercourae we have iiad a« delegates frotii Xew York, they liad 
with one iiiiiled voice (îeclared in favor of William H. Seward for 
a candidate for the Pre^ideiicy. [(jreat applause.] Xothing^ woiild 
have given the State of New York uiure pleasure than to do honor 
to her favorite son — a aon who had done good service as goveraor 
of the Btate, and as a seoator in the Senate of the United States. 
But he had been reqncstcd to witlidraw lus name. 

Gen. Wehb, of New York "iNot by Win. H. Seward." 

The Speaker — Y es, by a délégation— not by Mr. Seward himself. 
But the délégation tcok that course with a view to show that ihey 
were willing to sacrifice ail for the cause in which they had en- 
gaged. 

Mr. BuUer, of Pennsylvanin, called for the question on the 
adoption of the resolution for the appointnient of a Conimîttee of 
Conférence, offered aa a aubatitute for tlie original résolution, and 
the question having been taken on the résolution, the same was 
lost 

The question then recurring on the original résolution of Mr. 
Seeley, of New York, (o proceed immedîately to an informai bal- 
lot for a candidate for Président, the same was adopted. 

Judge Spaulding, of Ohio, then took the floor, and said tliat he 
had been reqnested to withdraw front the présent controversy the 
name of a man whom he had intimately known for forty years, 
than whom a betfer and a purer man did not live. IChccrs.] He 
would, howe\ er, tirât read the letter he had received from the gen- 
tleniau hiniself. 

Judge Spaulding then read the subjoined letter from Judge 
McLean: 

Chapel ^^'()or), June 14, IBm. 

Hon. H. P. Spaulding and others, Delegates from Ohio to 
the Kepublican Convention at Philadelphia: — have repeatedly 
deelared, a? some of you know, that 1 have no des^ire for the 
Preaideucy, aad that I prefer niy présent position on the Bench. 
From the partial estimate of my services and long expérience in 
public affaira, my friends have supposed that I mi^ht be able to 
contribute somewhat to theadjustment of the excitmg question» 
which now agitate the public mind and threaten a dissolution of 
the Union. Thia couaideration waa preseuted to me as a reason 
why I should not refuse to permit my name to be nsed, with the 
names of others. for ihe office of Chief Magistrate ; at leaat, ao 
far aa to aacertain souie indication of the public opinion; and 
1 consented, with the understanding that 1 might withdraw it, at 
any time, withont nny imputation of unkindness to my friends. 

J feel, as I ought, tîie high responaibiiity, the fîrmnesa and the 
wiadom required to discharge successfully so momentous a trust 
as the chief executive office at fhc présent crisis; and I am 
brought to dislrust my poor abilities for so emiuent a charge. 
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But m y mind has been made up, that, if eleeted, F wonld reform 

the j;ovfrniiieiit. atid rcst the executive powcr on the great priiici- 
ples of tbe Constitution, or fail iu the attempt. Ou no other con- 
dition could I accept the office of Président. This inTolves no 
8(H tionalisni, except that which arises froni the independence of 
State government, and tlie fuudamental law of the Union. 

The time has arrived when a nomination ia to be made for 
Président. I perceive st*vt*rfil naines are to be brought before the 
Convention for that high office; and I désire to aay to my frienda 
that to acconiplish the object above expressod, will require a 
hearty and vi^jforous co-operation of ail the éléments of the party 
about to make the nominations; and, if theae shall be likely to 
combine more stron^ly iti favor of aiiy other perron, 1 wish niy 
friends to withdraw my oame, without a strujçg^le iu the Conven- 
tion. In such an event, I shall have done ail that can be required 
of a citizen, atid I shall feel no reproach. 

With sentiiaeuta of the hig^hest esteem and oblig^atiou» I am, 
£rentlenien, your obedient servant John McLban. 

Jud^e Spaulding^ said that, with the diacre tien vested in him by 
that letter he would withdraw the name of Judge McLean from 
the canvass. 

Mr. T. G. Mitchell, of Ohio, «aid he had another communication 
to read. 

Mr. Stevena, of Pennsylvanla» aaid that, after what had taken 

place, it waa much desired hy F^ennsylvania that her déléguâtes 
shoiild have an hour for conëiiltation. 

Tlie Président declared any debate out of order; but, if the 
Convention chose to hear those letters, they had a right to bear 
them. Mr. Mitchell prefaced the letter with aome remarka, in the 
course of which he referred to ail the candidates, The names of 
Fremoiit and Seward were loudly cheered. 

The letter was as foilows: 

COLUUBUS, Thnrsday, June 12, 1856. 

Mv Deak SiK As yoii will attend the Convention about to as- 
semble at Philadelphia, for the nomination of candidates for tlie 
Presidency and Vice-Presidency, and as it is possible that some 
friends ofour cause, in common with yotirself, will désire to sub- 
mit my name to the Convention in connection with the tirât of 
thèse offices, it seema proper that I should explain to you, briefly, 
but clearh*, «ny own viewa in relation to the matter. 

I ueed not sav that 1 should regard a nomination for so dis- 
tinffuished a position, bysuch a Convention as that which will 
assemble on the ITth. ns an honor not to be eaaily overvalued. 
But no one, perhaps. kuows better than youraelf how peraistently 
and earneatly the labors of my political life have ever been di- 
rected to the promotion of the cause of Freedom, ProfiTees and 
Reform, of which, I trust, the Convention will prove iteelf a feith- 
fui guardian. The auccess of that cause is infinitely dearer to me 
than any personal advancemeut, and I should look upon any 
nomination for any office, however ezalted, if prejudicial to it, as 
acalaniitv to he dreaded and avoided.rather than as a distinction 
to be eought and desired. At the présent crisis especially, when 
the policy of Siavery propagandism, adopted by the existtn^r 
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Adminietratton, ha« been formally sanctioned by the platform of 

the Convention recentl}' assembled at Cincinnati; whru tîie Free 
State of Kan8a8, demanding^ admission into the Uniou, la repelled 
by a party majority, actinjr uader the dictationof the Slave power, 
and when the cri^M of our Free-State brethren in Kansas, insulted 
oppressed, deHpoiied, imprisoned, aud iu imminent ieopardy of 
lite aa well aa itberty, are appealing to tia for help, it woula ill 
becomeany true frieudof libertyand justice to allowanypersonal 
considérations whatever to stand in the way of that complète 
union which ia essential to the redress of thèse wron^s. 

I trust, therefore, that those ^eneroua friends who bave been 
thinking of preaenting- my name to the convention, will conaider 
well the eflfect of aitch action upon our common cause. If, after 
duly weighia£ ail circumstaucea, tbey corne to the conclusion 
that, under existing- conditiona, the cauae will receive détriment 
thronpfh my nomination, I desiro that my name may be withheld 
altogether from the Convention, if they corne to a différent con- 
cluaion, and détermine to présent my name, let it be distinctly 
tinderstood, as my eart^'st wish, that it may be at once withdrawn 
whenever it shall beconie manifest that the nomination of aome 
other citiEen will better unité the friends of Freedom, and more 
certainly secure the establishment of our principles. 

T shall trust to your friendahip for making- thèse views known 
tooiir friend.s, especially in the Ohio deh'<2ratioti, and, should the 
occasion ariae for it, to the Convention. I shall cbeerfuUy abide 
any action, which, upon conaultation with our frienda^you may 
think it beat to take.

Mr. Mitchell continued by aaying- that the occaaion bad now 
ariaen when aome of the friende of Mr. Chaae, througfh him aa 
their mouth-piece, took tlie libcrty of withdrawin^ hia name from 
the canvaas. (Loud and reiterated cheers | 

Mr. Steveua, of Fennsylvania, desired to «ay a word. 

The consent of the Convention waa g^ven. 

Mr. Stevena said he had but one single word to say. He saw 
wbat the current of the Convention waa, and he did not deaire to 
oppose it; but he wonld aak them to be carefui that the current 
did not swcej) awaj- their friends a.^ well as tlieirfoes. The name, 
he mÎKht say the ouly name, which could have 8aved Fennsyl- 
vania. nad been withdrawn. Hemeant the nameof Jud^e McLeiin 
— [crics of ''Xo. no. not withdrawn!"] an<l he feared tliat in conse- 

êuence of that tliey would lo^e Fetiusylvauîa by 5U,( H )0 majority. 
îrieaof *'No! no!"J Not that he would not vote with the party, 
ut becau-'ie he knéw there were a very Inrge number who were 
dissatisfîed. 

Mr. Moaea H. Grinnell, of New York, aaid: 

t do not rise before you at this hour to make a speech, but my 
heart is fuU of the cause, and 1 désire tiiat we should act for the 
beat. I am satisfied that the excitementwe have had is but a aur- 
lace excitement. which wil) do no harin; atui I am siitistied that a 
8hori conférence would resuit iu eood; and, for the purpose of 
givin^ time for conaultatlon— especially with the Pennaylvaniana 
- I move that the Convention take a receaa until iive o'ciock thia 
aiternoou. 
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On taking- the question upon tbe motion for a recess untii ûve 
o'clock t)ii8 afternoon, the same was adopted, and the Convention 
took a recess uatil tive o'clock thia afternoou. 

EVEXIXG SESSION. 

The Convention reassembled at five o'clnck in the afterooon. 

The Président, Hon. Henry S. Lane, iu the chair. 

The Président announced thathe had in hia hand a letter frotn 
a committee of the National American Convention, nowin eeaaion 
in the city of New York, addreaeed to Mr. Edwin D. Horg^an, Chair- 
man of the Republican National Executive Committee, relative to 
measures tendinpf to concert of action betweeu the two Conven- 
tions, desi^ned to be communicated to thia Convention, and asked 
what waa the pleasure of the Convention witb respect to the same. 

On motion, the letter waa read by Mr. Edwin D. Morgan, as fol- 
lows: 

New York, June 17, 1856. 

Hon. E. D. Morgan, Chnirmnn National Executive Committee : 

Sir :— The committee appointed by the National American Con- 
vention, to confer with the Convention which meets to-day in Phil- 
adelphia, upon candidates to bc presented for the offices of Prési- 
dent and Vice-President, take pleasure in tran^mitting to you a 
copy of the proceedings of the National Convention upon the 
letter addressed to said convention, throtigh its président, by 
yourself. 

The committee transmit also a copy of the letter from yourself, 
with the request that said copy, together with the copy of the pro- 
ceedings had thereon by the national American Convention, may 
be laid before the convention which assembles this day in Phila- 
delphia. 

The committee take thia opportunity to say that they cannot 

doubt that the spirit of candor, conciliation and luinnony which 
dictated the letter from yourself to the National American Con- 
vention, and which has been reeponded to in the same spirit with 
a perfect unaniraityof sentiment, will aiso be responded to in the 
aanie spirit by the convention at l'hiladelphia, and that its effect 
wili be to give joy to the heart of every lover of freedom throug^h* 
out the laud, and strike terror to the hearts of his enemies.

Mr. De Witt C. Littlejohn, of New York, upon the subject of this 

communication, ofFcred the followinq- résolution : 

Resolved, That tbe communication juat read from a committee 
of the National American Convention, with the papcrs accom- 
panyin^-tlie saine, be received by this convention, and that the 
same be referred to a committee, to consist of one member from 
each state represented, to report what action, in their judg-ment, 
oug^ht to be taken by this convention thereupon. 

Mr. Littlejohn said that he waa strongly in fa vor of a union with 
ail the frieuda of freedom. ile believed the Aorth American Con- 
vention was actuated by the same feelinjg^ that warmed the Re^ 
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publican Convention. It wae but ri^^ht that that great party rep- 
reaented by the North American Convention sbould hâve one 

candidate on the ticket nominated by the Sepublican Convention# 

Mr. GiddinffS, of Ohio, aaid it pained him to be compelled to 
oppose the inotion. The convention had invited ail to corne in 
who were opposed to the présent adunuistralion. I£ a coiumittee 
were appointed to communicate with the North Americans, he 
thould wish the committee appointed to confer alao with conven- 
tionn or other bodies representinjr citizcns of foreig-n birth. He 
could not belicve that the Chairrnan of the National Committee 
wae autliorized to opeu auy such communication. He waa there 
to apeak for the citisena of the United Statea— of Gemum or other 
foreig^n oriurtn, as well as for those bom on the soil of the United 
States. He therefore moved that the whole anbject do lie upon 
the table. 

Upon taking the question upon tlie motion to lie upon the table, 
the aame paased in the affirmative. 

The Président declared the business now in order, to» be pur- 
suant to the resolution adopted thia morning^, to proceed to take 
an informai vote for a Republican candidate for Président of the 
United Statea. 

Judge Spaulding^, of Ohio, by gênerai cousent, announced that 
he withdrew the withdrawal this momingf made by him, of the 
name of Jud jçe McLean, of Ohio, as a candidate for Président. 

The Président appointed the Hon. Edwin B. Morgan, of New 
York, and Mr. Thomas Scott, of Indiana, tôliers to take tlic vote. 
Upon calliug the States, the informai vote resulted as follows :

above, sevoral deleqfatcs stated the motives by which ihiyy were 
intluenced, and the instructions which they had received from 
their constiluents. 
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A delegate from Michigran etated that her people bad for Uieir 

first choice the noble son of New Yorki whose name had been 
f^'itlidrawn -Mr. Sc'ward ; but they were jl^lad to m^^t th<'ir vote for 
the aian Fremout who waa — who was obviously the choice of the 
Convention. [Cheers.] 

Wieconsin atated that lier firat vote waa to hâve beancaet lor 
Mr. Seward, the second for Mr. Chaae, and the third for Mr. Sum- 
ner ; but those gentlemen being withdrawn, she willingly con- 
curred in the g-eneral sentiment of the Convention by votin^f for 
Fremont. (Cheers.J 

WJien Kentucky was called, one o£ lier représentatives «aid that 
the name of that noble son of a noble State — Salmon P. Chase— 
being withdrawn, ahe wottld cast her vote like the reat for John 
C. FreiTiont. [Cheers.] 

Before the vote was completed, a delegate moved that the nomi- 
nation of John C. Fremont be made uuanimous. 

The Président— That motion will be in order when the vote is 
announced. 

Several other gentlemen made thesame motion^and withthe 

same eflFect. 

The votiag was then proceeded with, and the sum of the votes 
was announced by the tellera amid thandera of cheers as follows:

Oeil. James W. Webb, of New York, ofiered the followins: reao> 

lutioii : 

JResolved. That John C. Fremont, of California, be, and he 
hereby ia, unanimousl^ nominated by this Convention by accla- 
mation, as the Republican candidate for Président of the Uni ed 
States. • . 

Gen. Webb said, he thougfht there could be no différence of 
opinion with regard to what had been the sentiment of the Con- 
vention. "When they did him the honor to listen to him thia 
mornin^V, he niado a pledjçe -which he was now ver}- happy to 
redeetn. Ttiis vote was informai. But if he could understand 
any thing- of the sentiment about him, it was intended to go înto a 
formai votd merely for its formality. The aame great cause, be he 
who he niay, who was to carry their bahner, was dear to the heart 
of every man here. [Cheers.] Undoubtedly they had corne to 
thi» Convention to express their judgments in the earnest way 
that their feelings or their convictions may have prompted. And 
he for one felt that he had diacharged hiaduty tohis constituente 
and he was willingf to accord to every man that he, too, had, ac- 
cording" to the beBt of j'iid^ment, discharj^ed what he deemed 
to be his duty to his constituents and his duty to his country. 
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That being^ the case, the next thing^ to be done was to do nnani* 

moiislj^ that which a majorit}^ had determined upon. [Loud 
cheers.] And, as their princi]!lt s were universal atid their inten- 
tiona fionest, so let their motives be pure and their purpoBe 
unaitiniotts. Let them proclaim to the world tbat they awore by 
their principlea and by their platlorm; and having^ placed J. C. 
Fremont on that platforni, I entreat of the convention to^ve bim 
au unanimoua vote. [Loud cheers 1 

Mr. \Viiniot,o£ Peaneylvania, succeeded in catcbin^ his eye, and 
obtaining^ silence. He said if he conld add anythin^ to the very 
excellent remarka of the gentleman from New York, he would 
express hia deaire that the^- should présent to the country the 
g^rcatest possible imanimity in thia nomination. He had net a 
doubt in his own mind that the vote which was here jçiven as in- 
dicative of the feelin^ of this convention, was the honeat aenti- 
ment of the conntry. [Cheers.] He attributed to every delegate 
on thia floor the same purity of purpose, the same earneat deaire 
to accomplish the g-reat objccts for which the Repttblican party 
waa org-anized, that he claiined for liimself. and he concurred 
niost cheerfuUy in the nomination winch had beeu indicated by 
the informai ballot. It did seem to him that it was not necessary 
to go into a formai ballot. [Shottts of «No, no!" "Yes, yesîT 

A voice Let tia stand ri^;lit on the record. 

Mr. Wilmot If i^entlemen are désirons of being- rifj;;ht, as they 
say, on the record, theu let us go on with a formai vote. 

Mr. Giddinga, of Ohio, here rose, and in référence to the motion 
he had made at the opening of the afternoon session, to lay the 

communication from the Xorth American Convention on the ta- 
ble, said he had made that motion from a senOus conviction that 
they, (the Kepublicans,) as a great party. sliould hold no associa- 
tion, make no terma, have no arrangement, and enter into no un- 
derstanding with any other political party. [lx>ud applause; 
cries of "Good!"] He felt that \va>^ a course which they owed to 
themselves to follow. They liad held ont to the whole people, of 
every complexion of political sentiment, tliat while each enter- 
tained its distinctive views in other respects, they ail could nnite 
with the Republican party in this great cause of freedom. He 
made the motion, therefore. as feelini^ that the course he sug- 
gested was one (he ado]jti<)ti of which he believed to be due to 
themselves and to tlie i)ai ty they represented. His friends on ail 
handa, however, said that he was wrong, and desired tliat he 
should move a reconsideration of hia motion. [Cheers, and cries 
of "No, no!"] It was against the convictions of his own judg- 
ment to do ^n; \)\it in obédience to the conviction of his friends 
who had taken uijon themselves the respcnisibilit}- of the act. lie 
wouid move the convention to suspend the j^rcsent order of buaii- 
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nes8, to enable him to make a motion to recousider the vote, lay- 
ing on the table the aubject of the communicatioii from the Na- 
tional American Conveiitioxi. 

Tlu' motion to suspend tho présent order of hnsiness waa a^^ed 
to, and the question beinjf on the motion to reconsider - 

Mr. JLittlejohn, of New York, aroae and said, he believed the 
queation before the conventioii waa the motion to reconsider. 
A 113' who had heard auything^ about the last élection of Wœ. 
H. Seward to the senate of the United States, knew that he (the 
speaker) had sacrîficed a great deal in workîng- aeraînst the Know- 
Nothing^ P^i'iy» 3ud he could now assure them that he was willing^ 
to sacrifice himaelf— he was willing to sacrifice William H. Sew- 
ard. [Applause.] He did not propoae to receive the communies» 
tion because he had any jnirticular sympathy with the Know- 
Nothing-B. but because he believed that if they did not co-operate, 
James Buchauan would be elecled. He believed the iuteresta of 
the Republican party required co-operation with the North Amer- 
ican s. And as the convention he was addressinjp was the most 
intelligent that had ever congregated, he believed they would see 
the propriety of treatingf the communication with all respect. It 
was certainly entitled to it. It had been said that they did not 
wish to exclude foreigners. Certainly noL If any body of for- 
eign born citiaens had sent in such a communication as that 
which had been sentby the North Americans, or any communi- 
cations expresaing a désire to co-operate for the sake of the puc- 
eertH of freetîoni's canne, it would have been received, and with 
pleaî^ure. [Applausej. in conclusion, he urgcd the réception of 
the communication and its référence to a proper committee. 

Mr. Thomas D. EUiott, of Massachusetts, said he had just had 
the pleasure of giving^ the united State of Massachtjsetts for 
John C. Freniont, and he hojied nothini;- wcjuld be done by the 
the Convention to lessen the strength of the Republican party in 
Massachusetts. They had invited the North Americans to unité 
with them; and now that they had responded, it was only proper 
that they sliould be treated with courte?!)*. He wotïld receive 
them with favor, becauôe he believed they were acluated by the 
eame désire for freedom that actuated the Convention he waa 
then addressingf. If the Convention would receive them with the 
favor they were entitled to, the whole North would be Republican. 
[Aj'iji.-mse.] 

Kx-dovernor Cleveland, of Connecticut, paid he thonq-ht the 
Convention could afford a few moments' time now, rather than 
suffer the taunts of their enèmies after a defeat next November. 
The North American Convention, which waa in session in New 
York, was composed of delegates from those who had seceded 
from the Know-Nothing: Convention, when it endeavored to force 
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a Pxx»-Slavery platfonu upoa them— «howitig tli«reby that they 
cared more for Freedointhan for party. [Applauae.] HedifFered 

with his friend, Mr. Giddin^çe, with référence to the proprîety of 
his call for n reconaideration of the vote tablinp: tho comniunica- 
tiou. He thou^ht he had doue his duty, and an important duty 
toc. [Applauae.J The Convention had invited them— they had 
resiionded to tt» and it was the dnty of the Convention to receive 
them. [Applauae ] Il was a question of vast importance to New 
Ent^laiul. and it shotjld not he settlod too hastily. IthadlxvMi said 
that if a comnniiiication had hocii sent in hy any hody of iorei]t2;u 
born citizeiiâ it would have been received. The \orth Americans 
had no objection to that; and why was it that a body of foreign 
bom citizens should receive greater favor than native born 
Americans? [A]}phiaHt\l In conclusion, he hoped the motion to 
reconsi(h'r wouhl prcx aih 

Mr. Lovejoy, of iilinoiâ, wiahed to aay that the Couveution 
had not invited them. The communication had been sent by the 
Président of the National Executive Committee, and he hoped it 
had been received by him with due coiirtesy. The Convention 
had not asked any fct of men to comc as an ortjanized hody. It 
had asked them to come as individuaia, and unité for l*reedom. 
[Applauae.J And he could tell the Convention that, if the North 
Americans were received as an org^nized body of Know-Nothinirs, 
that demagogfue, Stephen A. Douglas, would tickle the sensés of 
the foreign born citizens of Illinois, and Illinois would be loat. 
Let the North Americans cotne in as individuaia. hecause of their 
interest for Freedom, and Illinois would be saved. [Applauae.] 

Mr. Gazzam, of Pennsylvania, wished to do the American party 
of Pennsylvania the justice to say that they had bocotne an open 
party, and that they constituti d th»' orcat hulk of the Kepublican 
part}' in the .-^tatc. Sf)nip of thctn wcrr (kdoi^aten to the North 
American Convention at New York, and tiiey were good Kepub- 

licans. He hoped the motion to reconsider would prevail. 

Judge Hoar, of Massachusetts, said the Convention had alrcady 
receivod a dch^i^ation from a cotmcil of One Htindred in New 
York, and he ho{)ed the coniintinication from the North Ameri- 
cans would also be received with favor, for he bclieved they were 
sincère lovers of the cause of freedom. 

Mr. Sherwood, of New York, said it was with great reluctance 
that he appeared before them. But the North Americans had 
been invited h)- tlie Président of the National Connnittee to co- 
operate with the Kepublicans, and to refuse them when they 
came would be like inviting a man to dine, and kicking- him out 
when he reached the diningf-room. [Applause.] A committee 
from the North American Convention had come to them, for the 
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purpose of seeing- their platform, and to confer about the nomi- 
nations» with the view to «eeing whether they could not agfree, 
and he earnestly desired tliat thcy niîjï-ht. [Applause.] 

Ëx-Governor Ritner, of Pennsylvania, came forward while tlu re 
waa considérable confusion, and, when order had been restorcd, 
said that he wished to tell tbem that he waa Koing to put his 
shoulder to the wheel, and do ail he could for freedom. If his 
efforts could elect John C. Fremont, John C. Fremont should have 
them. 

The old g^eutlemen's remarks were recei\ ed with great appiauee; 
and, when he had taken his seat, the question beinip taken on the 
motion to reconsider, the same wa8 adopted; and the question 

rectirritij^ o!i the renoltition of Mr. Littlejolin, of New York, to re- 
ceive the tonitiiunication froni the National American Conven- 
tion, and refer the sanie to a committee to consist of one delegate 
fxom each State— 

Mr. Root, of Ohio, moved to amend the résolution, by striking- 
outthe words " a coniniittee to consist of otie rneniber froin each 
State reiJrescnted," and insertin<^. in their place, the wordw "the 
committee of thi» Convention on the Kepublicau Platform," which 
amendmçnt was adopted ; and, on taking the question upon the 
resolution, as amended, the same was adopted. 

The pr^viou^ order of business being^ resumed, on motion, the 

resolution of General Webb was amended so as to read as follows: 

Resoh'od, That this Convention do immediately proceed to 
take a formai vote for a Republican candidate for Président of 

the United States. 

And, as thus amended, the same was adopted. 
The tellers on the former vote having been re-appointed, on 
callingf the States, the formai vote resulted as follows:

For John Mc-l^'an. of ohio , 87 votes. 

ForWiiliuut H. Seward, of New Vurk 1 vote. 
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Gen. J. W. Webb, o£ New York, offered the following- resolution: 

Resoired, That this Convention do unanimously nominate 
John C. Frcmont, of Califoniia, to be the Republican cnndidate 
for Président o£ the United States, at the eusuin^e^ élection. 

The Président aaid ail who were io. favor of that would signify 
the same by fflTini; three hearty cheera, and they were firiven lue- 
tily, and three more, and a g^reat many afterthat. A scène of wild 
and boundless enthusiasm enftued, baffling ail description. 

The Convention arose in a body, took.ofif their hats and waved 
them, shouting^ ail the while. 

On the platform,ae eoon ae the vote was declared, a large white 
bannerwas raîaed wlth "John C. Fremont, for Président of the 
United States." upon it. In front of the platfonn there was 
raised a star-spang^led banner, with a similar inscription. 

Banners were also displayed from the Windows to notify out« 
aidera, and the ahouts within the hall were caught up and echoed 
by the crowd in the atreets. 

As soon as the wild enthusiasm of the Convention coul l he 
eomcwhat .oinbdned, ITon. John Allinon's natne was mentioned. 
Ue decliued Hpeukiug^, however, but said it was iiot becauëe lie 
wolild be underetood aa being inclined to injure the cauae in 
which they ail had an intereat. He had earnestly desired the 
nomination of as pure a patriot and as capaf)le a man to fill the 
Presidential chair as there was in the land ftidcfe McLeaii. He 
believed he was the man to restore the country lo happiness and 
harmony; but other counaela had prevai.ed; nevertheleaa, al- 
though he felt grievoualy diaappointed, he would not be under- 
stood as waverinff. He believed this was a time which required 
» evcry mante do his duty, and he meant to do his. [Applause.] 
His record was clear for freedom, and by the help ot God it 
wonld continue to be ao. [Applause.] 

When Mr. AUiaon had concluded, and after everybody had be- 
come hoarse with cheerin|p, Jud^e Emmet, of New York, moved 
that the Convention adjourn tintil 1" f>'<dock to-niorrow mornin^jf, 
which was carried, and the Convention accordiugly adjourned 
uutil to-morrow moming at ten o'clock.

yir. Whelpley pioposed the uaaie of Hou. William L. Daytou, of 

the eame State» as candidate for the Vice-Presideucy, amid loud 

and reiterated cbeering^. With the consent of the Convention, he 
read the epoecb of Mr. Dayton, delivered at a récent publican 
Convention over which be was calied to preaidc, vvhich (tbc 
speech) coutained an endorsemcnt of the sentiments of the Con- 
vention as to the repeal of the Missouri Compromise, and the 
character of the présent administration. He read as follows: 

After tbankino- tbc Convention for tbc bonor done bim in his 
élection ad ilà Président, he waa ji^^lad to meet men of ail parties 
aaaembled for the purpose of unitin^ in a niovement to redeem 
the State and Nation from political ruin. The debt of New Jeraey 
has been swelled by misnianagement unlil it bas quite reached 
almost the limit fixed by our Constitution. The présent National 
Administration was înstalled under cîrcumstances of peace and 
prosperity. But now there is atrife and bloodalied and rapine, and 
freedoin of sjn i rh is stricken down in tbe Senale. Tliisbas bcen 
foreaeen since IhôO, and is the result o£ the doniineerinfi^ spirit of 
slaverj'. He then revîewed the history and prog^ress of the slave • 
a^(> rc8sion, and pointed otit tbe various submissioiis and compro- 
mises which the North has consented to for Southern advauta^e. 
Kxtensive territory has been added to this confederacy which was 
stamped all over with Freedom. A portion of it bas already been 
blackened by Slavery. The last compromise it was baid bealed 
the five bleeding wounds, and all was to be peaceful when Pierce 
commenced his administration. Tbe lion and tbe lamb laid down 
tog^ether, but only lonç enough for the one to cet the otber by the 
throat. The South, aided by Northern doughfaces, has abrogated 
the Missouri Com]>romiHe, and opetied a^ain this strîfe in our 
couiitry. Wc niay not be able to restore tbe Missoiiri Compro- 
mise, but an Executive and a Congrcss may be elected that will 
practically gfive effect to that enactment. He contended that 
Freedom is national and Slaverj' sectional. Slavery ia supported 
oniy by pot^itive law. The Constitution protects Slavery wbere it 
is, but it carries it nowhere. In conclusion, he ur&^ed harmouious 
action amonjg;' the opponents of the présent State and National 
Administrations. If tbin is efïected, it is of little consc(iuence 
who may come out of the Cincinnati Convention; whether it be 
Pierce or Doujçlas, or cven Buchanan— who, it will be remem- 
bored, said tbat he bad not a drop of Démocratie blood in his 
veins. If we are united we eau vanquish our opponents." [His 
speech was warmly applauded throttgfhout.] 
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Mr. Alliaon, in continuation, said he had been reqttested to 

nominate as a candidate for the Vice-Presidency, Abraham Lin- 
coln, of Illinois. [Cheers.] He knewhim to bethe prince of g^ood 
fellows, and an Old-Line Whig^. [Checrs.] 

Col. Wm« B» Archer said he would notdetain the Convention but 
a moment. He had been acquainted witb the man who had been 
named for 30 years. He had lived in Illinois 4( i years. He had 
g-one there when Illinois was a Territory, and had lived there 
until it had g^rown to be a populous and ilouriâhiu^ State. Dur- 
ing^ thirty year^ of that time, he had known Abraham Lincoln, 
and he knew him well. He was born in g^allant Kentucky, and 
was now in the prime of life — just about 55 years of ajje — and en- 
joying- remarkablv g-ood health. [ApplauRe.] And, besidea, the 
speaker knew him to be as pure a jjatriot as ever lived. He woiild 
give the Convention to underâtand, that with him on the ticket, 
there was no dtmgçer of Northern Illinois. Illinois was eafe with 
hitn, and he believed she was safe withottt him. [Laughter.] 
With him. however, she wns doubly safe. 

Jud^e Spaulding, of Ohio— *'Can he light?" 

The Speaker — (Emphatically)— Yes! [Great api)lau8e.] Have I 
not told you that he was born in Kentucky? [Applause.] He's 
Btrong^ mentally— he's stron^f physically— he's atrongr every way. 

Mr. Ja}', of Xew Jersey, said he was an Old-f.ine Democrat. He 
had al\vay8 beon a Democrat, until the présent Administration, 
having^throwii asidc Démocratie principles, he could remain with 
the party no long^er. He had helped to elect Pierce, for which he 
hoped to be forg^iven. [Applause.] With Dayton, of New Jersey, 
on the ticket with Fremont, he could work faithfullj' for its suc- 
ces9, and he believed New Jersey would ratify the nominations 
with a largue majority. He waa nut oppoaed to Judge Wilmot; he 
was a £food man ; but, then, was it policy to nominate him? They 
had nominated one who had been a Democrat for the Presidency, 
and he thou||^t it would be well to nominale a Whi^ for the Vice- 
Presîdency. 

Mr. Fisher, of Pennsylvania, said, I take the liberty of naming- 
a man as a candidate for the Vice-Preeideucy, who is a towcr of 
stren^fth in Pennsylvania; I mean David L» Wilmot.

He aHcended 
the piatform aniid ^^reat ajjplaueetCbeeringaudconfiisioa. When 
âileuce vvas restored, lie said: 

Mr. Président and Gentlemen of the Convention: It is my 

pleasure as well as iiiy privih^Cfe, as the iiiost youthfiil nieniljer 
of the Caiifornia délégation, to return youthettianka of that State 
for the honor whieh you bave conferred upon Caiifornia by the 
nomination which yoii have made of John C. Fremont, as the 
standard-bearer in tliis new révolution — for we live in revolution- 
ary times. That word révolution carries me back to the orignal 
révolution which gave birth to the States of this confederacy. 

lu the dark hour of our fate, tlic eye of the patriot wascast over 
the length and breadth of the land for at that tinie a leader was 
wantPfl. The North had its abk> and gallant leaders^tïie South 
also had it8 leaders. But. gentlemen, in tliat criais the wiedom 
of that da}' fixed its eye upon a young^ Virg^inia colonel — a colonel 
who had i^ot liis éducation in the mountainf. in surveying ex- 
peditiunt*. and in leading his troops a^aiujàt the cotnmon toe of 
the country. (Terrifie cheering^.) Gentlemen, we liail thatfactas 
an augury in this contest. JCheers.] We, inider like circnm- 
stances, called upon to hg^lit a battle — not of arnis. but a social, 
civil, political battle — fiiid onrselvcs under a similar necessity; 
and you, in imitation of the fatliers of this country, have fixed 
your eyee upon Col. Joi^n C. Fremont — [cheers]— a man of military 
ediu ation. of Personal courage, of daring adventure, of nnbleni- 
isbed cbaracter—a man who, I will venture to say, witU tbe field 
now before hiœ, and the example of Washington in his eye, will 
beconie a second Washington liy tJie rédemption of his'COUntry* 
yUoud cheerd.] Caiifornia lias been looked to in this conteat 
Caiifornia knows John C. Fremont. He i», as it were, her foster- 
father, her diseoN ri i- her concjuei'tt is ai;ainst lier foe, the 
assertor of her freedom, and her firat représentative in the Sen- 
ate. Wîth the name of John C. Fremont, and in view of the récent 
soeial and civil, and, I will say. political révolution, that lias just 
occurred in Caiifornia — part of which I have ëeen, and in ail of 
which I have participated— with that name under existing' cir- 
cnmstances. and with that great measure of measurcs — that 
measure both of peace and war — tliat measure which, more than 
ail, furnishes to the country the inaterial guarantees for the 
préservation of the Union T mean the Paeific Kailroad— (cheers 
and cries of "You shall have it'J— willi that name, I say — with 
the piatform upon which we stand, I undertake to assert, in no 
spirit of exapr^^eration, that if the State of Caiifornia can be car- 
ried by any human l)eiug^ on our piatform, John C. Fremont eau, 
and will do it [Véhément applausej 
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It was theii anuouaced that Mr. Griaim, editor of the Bellevillc 
Zeiiung, was présent, and would address the meeting:. He was 
in<7ited to speak. 

Âfter aome introductory remarks, he said: The Germaus in Ihis 
COUntry had rome here expectingf tO find freodom; th('3' had found 
It, and they were willitig aud anxîous tQ do their duty iu preserv- 
inj^ it. [Applause.] In the earnestness of their deaircs for free- 
dom, they had niostly.when tlu-y l)ecanic citizen?, un ited with the 
Démocratie part3', belic\ iiig froin its naine> that it wati the Démo- 
cratie party; but as hooh aa they found that it was not— that it 
favoro(î Slavcry rather than frecdom — as soon aa they found that 
it wart faltic to frt t'dom and true to tyraany, they were with it no 
longer. (Api )1 aux.-.] The Germans had fougfht for freedom in 
Germany with the sword and with tlip pen; and here, in their 
choaen hiad, they were as read^' to give tlieir blood for it ad tliey 
were when in the land of their birth. [Applause.] 

Mr. Zachariah Chandler, of Miehig-an, read this diapateh from 
Détroit: "One hnndred g-uns are now being- fired by the sailors 
of Détroit for Joiin C. Fremont. Fremont thunder has crosaed 
Lake Erie. The channel of the St Clair Flats is now open.^' [Loud 
cheera.] It was fittingr, he said, that the first response ehould 
couie from Michig-an. She was first to inauguratethe Republiean 
partj'" of the United Statea. [Cheera. " Maine was fîrst!" "Ohio 
waa firat!" " Pennsylvania was first!" "Illinois was flrstî"] He 
waated to allude to Gen. Casa, becauae Michigaii iiad aot a clean 
record. Gen. Cass desired to be Président of the United States, 
and he wrote that damnable Nicholson letter which preceded ail 
thèse outrages. Like Eaau, he sold hia birthright for a mess of 
pottage. But he did not get that. [Lotid applause] Franklin 
Pieree, like Judas, had betrayed Freedom for thirty pieeea of 
ailver. Would he be as repentant aa Judas? He promised for 
Michigan 10,000 majority next fall. pSnthusiastic cheering.] 

Gov. Cleveland, ** Three cheers for the sailors of Détroit,'* which 
was respondcd to with most vehcnienf <'b(>ering. 

The Président annonnccd that the Hou. Mr. Van Dyke would 
now addresô the Convention. 

. Mr. Van Dyke appeared upon the stand and said: 

Gentlemen of the Convention : It aeemseminently ai)i>ropriate 

tliat something ahotild hc saîd on tlie présent occasion by Xew 
Jersey. The duty of performiug thi» lias bceu uufortuaately, 1 
think, imposed upon nie. But I shall not attempt to make a regu- 
lar speeeh, but will make a few remarka in a very plain way. New 
Jersey, I think, should be heard for two reaaons. You will bear 
in mind that a majority of the votea given originally from New 
Jersey were pivcn for Judfi^e NcLean of Ohio. I hcnrd it aaid 
during the pro^r('a8 of the canrasa, that unleaa Jud^x' MeLean 
ahould be the noniinee, Xew Jersi-y would probably boit. I would 
li^e to kuow who has uttered that slaader. [I^ud cheera.] Gen- 
tleiuen, itistrue that a majority of the delegatea from New Jersey 
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were in favor of Judjare McLcan. New Jersey loved Judc-e McLean. 
She loved him for his lii^h. pure, upri^lit and moralcharacter. 
She admired him for his gresii integrity, f or his figeât inteliigeuce, 
and forhisgreat capacit3^to manae-ethehelmof this great nation 
in tliis crisis. Sîie loved Jtidge McLeaii, moreover, bt-cause he waa 
lier owu 8011, born of lier own body. She had rocked the cradle of 
his infancy. She had borne him iipon her bosom in his child- 
hood and had snstained him in his yoiilli. and she therefore felt 
etrongly disposed— a majority of her delegatea— to jçive him her 
vote. But, gfentlemen, she was by no means so wedded to Judge 
McLenn an to he iTnwillincT to lead him to tlie sacrifice if the sacri- 
fice waa required. That sacrifice seemed to be necessary, and the 
victim was ready. Gentlemen, when the question was starti-d in 
the New Jersey deloij^ation (it being; siipposed that Judge Mc- 
Lean's name was witndrawn from the Conyet^tion) whom we 
would go for n( xt, T remember very well tharihe vénérable gen- 
tleman who now aitâ upon this platform (Chief Justice Horn- 
blower). and who wae the cause of that admirable correapondence 
placcd before (he ]niblic Ix'tween hiniself and Jiidge McLeaii, 
when called upon to tell us what to do uext,\vith îiis eye tlasbiu^^ 
fire, with his sîlvery locks bristlingf with ligfht, he said, "I am a 
Young American (loud and entliusiastic cheers]— and if I can- 
uot get the man whom I wish, I will go for the man whose star 
cornes from the west, and is now risin^f Tn beauty over this raig-hty 
nation." [Cheers.] GentletTien, wc were perfectly v-illing- not 
only to go, but to go with perfect alacrity, if %ve coiild uot get 
Jud|^ McLean, for John C. Fremont, of California— [cheers]— tne 
man who lias traced the paths of the biilfalo throiigh llie u ind- 
ings and gorges of the Rocky Mountaiius, who bas grapplcd with 
the grizzly bear upon the snow-capped suinmits — the man who 
hasplanted the standard of the United States in the golden régions 
of California — the man who through toil, sufïering, trial, danger, 
hunger and snow . lias done ail thcfjCjjthint;s, and. witliVlu' capac ity 
of Ca&sar himself, that has eained'I^K^i magnificent résulta, and 
who, withal, îs so capable of giving us magnificent accounts of 
thein [enlhusiaslîc cheers] a man, genlli n 1 1 1 1, whose fanie is al- 
ready too large for this continent — a man,around whose brow are 
clustering- the laurels and the honore of scientific establishments 
bcyond the Atlantic wave a nian who has traced, not only with 
his owu eye and his own tboûght the vast extent of country in tbe 
West, and surveyed the whole of it, but haa put it down on the 
map so that cvery schoolboj' and schoolgirl can see and examine 
it. [Cheers.] Gentlemen, the State of New Jersey is wiliing to go 
for this man; and with John C. Fremont àt^d William Ln Dayton 
upon oiir ticket — [loud cheers] we will awaken every mountain • 
echo in New Jersey, from tiie New York line to the jumping-off 
place ai Cape May. [Prolonged cheers.] We will not only do this, 
gentlemen, but my impression is that we will set fire to the whole 
of the pine swamps on the Atlantic border, and you of Pennsyl- 
vania must look to it that the Delaware is not too wide to i>revent 
the ilames from spreading. [Cheers.] Allow me also, gentlemen, 
to thank you for the honor you bave extended to the State of New 
Jersey, in selectin^ for the second office in the ^ift of this great 
peopfe, oue of her sons. [Cheers.] You bave selecled one of New 
j ersey's first Sons. I will not say that he stands without an equal, 
l)nt I will say tliat he stands without a superior [loud cheers]— 
and I will say furthcr tliat he stands with but few if any superi- 
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ors in thîe p[Teat laud. [Chters.] He drew hin infant breath 
among- the irreen hills of Morristown, where Wasliington waa 
long encamped. L,ater he settled down on the plaiuB of Mon- 
mouth, where he becanie auhonored memberof the Judiciary of 
the State. Now, he résides at Trenton, the great battle-field of the 
Révolution, where the torrent which was overtlowing us was first 
checked. [Enthusiastic cheers.J William L,. Dayton an ac- 
complisbed mau in every sensé o£ the word. He is a scholar, a 
gentleman, a learned lawyer, a distinguished Judge upon the 
bench. T ktiow hini ail thr way tlirough. [Cheers.J I know hini 
iutimately, and I know that in everytbiug which can be desired 
at the présent time he is the man demanded by the exigencies of 
the time for Vice-President and presiding ofTicer of the Senaie of 
the United States. [Cheere.] He is also sound on the question 
which is now «affitating^ this country. [Loud cheers.] I speak, 
gentlemen, what I know upon this suhjecf. [Cfn m t - ] It 80 hap- 
pened, fortunately or unfortunately, that 1 was a niember of Con- 
ereBB when the Compromise nieasures of 185() were paseed. I had 
n-equent consultations with Mr. !> :l^ *<-n ahout those measures, 
and I know that he opposed theuj ail Uie wa^- through — [cheers] — 
not ail of them, it ia true. He did not oppose the admission of 
California, nor did he oppose the abolition of the slave traflRc in 
the District of Columbja, which he always voted to stop. fCheers.] 
But lie dicl not vote for the Fugitive Sla\'e Law [loud clieers] 
wbich was paeaed. Theee, with otber matters, were those which 
were at i««ue when the North was sold to the South as it had been 
before. In ail of thèse three measure-^^ he \ oted with hîfl own 
State, which, with one exception, opposed with ail thcir ener(gfj, 
the Fautive Slave Law. [Cheers.] When he returned to hie own 
State, he met a tumuU, that seemed to rise ail ovcr the rountry, 
that thèse Compromise measures should be abided by, and some 
of tiie people of his own State were incltned to think that he had 
mîsrepreseiSted them, and the reoult was that he wnp thrown into 
the shade, siniply because 4ie was six j'ears in advauce of his 
COnatituents upon this very question. [Loud cheers.] On all of 
thèse things he is cverything that can be desired. Gentlemen, I 
have auother duty to perform. and it is to returu uiy thanks for 
the very handsotne manner in which Illinois hasyielded her pré- 
férences [loud cheers] to New Jersey's favorite son. Gentlemen 
from Illinois, tt was my pleasure to know right well the long 
"Sucker" ynu jnesented. I knew Alirahani Lincoln in Congress 
weil, and for mouths I sat by his side. I knew him all tlirough, 
and knew him to be a first-rate man in every respect; and if it had 
not been the wiH and pleasure of the Convention to have selected 
William L. Dayton, I know with what perfect alacrity X would 
have g'one for him. I know we of New Jersey woald have al! 
'^-nw for him if New Jersey had been called n])On to ni;d\e another 
sacrilice, and 1 know that none would have more rcadily con- 
sented to the sacrifîce than the vîctim himself. [Loud cheere.] 
1 thank you. therefore, ç-entlemen from Illinois, for tlie p^raceful 
manner ia which youyielded your own préférences and uaaui- 
mously voted for Mr. Dayton of New Jersey. [Cheers.] Gentle- 
men of this Convention, we are enibarked in a great cause. You 
know my owu aliiaitieë have always been witli the Whig party, 
and those who know me well enough. know I am ready to aban- 
don every single one, so far as 'this issue is concerned, to secure 
the success of Kepublicau principles, and I will not abandon it 
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while a plaiik icmains of the Republican «bip. fCheers,] \Ve 
have embarked on thîs Republican ship» aud that ship i» notto 
be aurrendered under an y circuinstanros. If tlie storins do over- 
wheltii 119 and we are uiiable to navigato tlie troiibled sea, rather 
than désert let U8 f^o down with her. [Cheers.] Before vve will 
abandon this glorious ship in which we have embarked, we will 
nail our colora to the niast, apread every sail, and give her to the 
God of the storin, of the ligrhtniniç and the gale. [Proion^ed 
cheers.] 

Mr. A. P. Stone, of Ohio, offered the following^ resolution: 

Resalred: That the next meetinjo^ of the Republican National 
Convention be held at the city of Ciïeveland, in the State of Ohio.

Conventiotj adjotirn, ît adjourn to tiu et againin thecityof Wash- 
ington, D. C, on the fourth day of March next, to attend the 
inaufifuration of John C. Fremont, a» Président of the United 
States. 

Loud calls were made for "Haie! Haie!" and in the midst of the 
ffreatcst uproar of applauae, Mr. John P. Haie came forward and 
took tiie stand. 

SPEECH OF JOHX P. IIALE. 

Mr. Haie, when the cheering had ccaned, spoke as follows: 

Permît me to congratulate you, niy frîenda, to-day, upon the 
apîrit tliat > oii ha\ t^ iiiaiiifesttMl, atul the unaniniitj' with which 
that expression has goiiQ forth. I believe that thia Isa Convention 
aaeembled not so much to décide who ehall administer the gov- 
ernment, Imt shall tli n» be a jy^overnnicDt to be admini i< t d? 
[Loud cheers and crie» of "That's it!"] You have assembJicd not 
to say whether the Union shall be preserved, but whether. being: 
preperved, it shall ha a blessitig' to the people, or a scorn and a 
hiasin^ the world over. [Loud cheers.] Souie men, œy frieuds, 
have expressed surprise and astonisbment at the situation of 
thiiii^^s in thia conntry; buticonfeas that whatever other émotions 
fili luy breast to-day, surprise or astonisliment tinds no place 
there. I am not more surprised to seethe news that cornes flash- 
in£>- over the tele^raph. day after day, and is ronveyed to our eara 
and our eyes, than I shall be surpi isod lu xt autunin to see the 
ripened fruit folio win^ç the buds of sprint andthebloom of stim* 
mer. No, my frienda, we are living in the harveat-tinie of a pro- 
alavery Democrac^'. They have aown their aeeds; they have 
^çerminated.budded, blo«8onied, borne fruit; and now the historian 
la wrîtingf bip lii^^tory in the l)l()od of ottr fcllow citizens on 
the plains of Kaasas. (Loud cheers.) And it will go abroad 
writin^ its hideous picture on the heavena over our heada in the 
lurid light that tlashes up from the bnrniti^ dwelling^s of our 
brethren, and the picture îs heralded to the world hy the acreams 
of the mothera and children who have been ruthlessly driven 
from the home that the incendiary has laid in ashes. [Cheers.] 
And, niy frienda, the picture ia not perfectuntil the faithtiil histo- 
rian shall answer the question who lias done it? I sax tlie national 
administration has done it, and uobudy else; and they arc respou- 
aible to-day for it to the world, td the country, to heaven, and to 
ail poaterity; one of your résolutions, I believe» récites the objecta 
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which our fothers said tliey framed the Fédéral Constitution for. 
r>ni> of thèse was to insure "dotiK-stic tranqiiillity." Whi re is 
"donie8tic tranquillity," to-day, iu Kanaasr Trodden under £oot, 
and lawless violence stalking^ in ils place. Another was to pro- 
mote justice. Where i8 justice, to-da}-. îti Kansas? Trodden 
under loot by violence. And where i« libertyr Wh}', my frienda, 
if il bc anywhei i' else, as 1 trust in God it is, it is not in Kansas; 
but if it be not in the Terri tories, where the Fédéral jurisdiction 
extends, it lias at least free territory in 3'our own hearts [loud 
cheers]; and I ani confident that, under ils generous impulses, 
you will aasemble as one mig^hty host, under the leader you have 
aelected, to march forth in the comin^ campa ign to a g^Iorious 
victory. [Cheers.] Mj' frieiids, I know it is bad taste for a nian 
ever to indulge iu peraoual alludious; but I thiuk I have a rij^ht 
to indulgfe in one. Four yeare a;^o I had the honor of being^ 
nominated for Président. [Cheers and laii^jhter.] But my friends 
had told me that 1 had been iu the niinority po ionsç that I niade 
a moat excellent candidate when they expected to be defeated, 
but when vîctor3' cnnie thcy wanted another leader, [r.auîjhter 
and applause.J They lea\ c me still in the minority wliere 1 am. 
Well, my frienda, what did we nieet for? Can we unité? If we 
cannot, we deserve defeat. One old gentleman said to in<\ nbout 
a week ago: "Well, I don't know; I thiuk if tlie slave power takes 
oneortwo more screws upon us, itvillbringf the North together." 
[Loud cheers and laughter.] One or Iwo more? Why, said I, if 
the north don't corne together now, if they don't rouse themselves 
as one nian, if they hear not ail the voices which corne to theni 
from every auarter, they would not hear Moses and the prophète, 
neîther wouid they be persnaded though they were screwed aji^sin. 
[Great laun;-ht<'r and a])j)îause.] Well, now. uiy friends, whatis our 
prospect? I canuot speak for this whole cuuutry, but I have just 
corne from New Hampahire. Thcy talk to you here, perhaps, 
about the préférences of the différent States. We had no préfér- 
ences there. We were for the cause — we were for libcrty — we were 
for the fipreat principles of the Constitution carriedout faithfully, 
and no mntter who might be the standard-bearer, we were the 
soldiers to the cause, and we were ready to tight under any true 
man. And it is, perhaps, true, my friends, that the hot impulses 
which are readj- to wipe out whatever odium is fastened 
upon our State by ita unfortuuate connection with the présent 
administration, will rally our votere more readily and more 
cheerfully under the gallant man you have selected for Président. 
New Hamp.shire is sniall, I know, but I tell you she is sound to 
the core, and shc will speak a language that will tower above the 
little voices she has been utterinf^ for some time past as liigh as 
the mountains tower above the valleya. And so it will be with ail 
New England. Then we comt- to Pennsylvania. And what of hcr? 
It cannot be that thia £;lorious Commouweaith, formed by the 
piety and nurtured by the patriotiam of a Penn — ^it cannot be that 
this Commonwealth. with such a gflorioua beg^inning, with such 
magnificent prospecta, with such a ^lorious future before her— it 
cannot be that in thia jfreat conteat of the day, compared with 
which all other cotitests sink înto comparative insii^nificance, 
that she in goiug to belic her glorious hiatory, her rich memoriea, 
her dead patriots, her living famé, and bind herself to the car of 
slaverj'. [Loud a[-»plau.se.] Oh, no. my friends, I don t bt-lieve it. 
Why, I should almost be afraiU that the runiblingof tliedry bouea 
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of the dead patriotd of aiiother âge wouki cumc* back to rebukc 
their recréant sons, before they would permit auch a reproach as 
that to be fastetied iipon tbe land of their affections. Itcannot be. 
We have nothiug to dt», my friends, but to go forward. The 
haï vest is ripe for the sickle. God's blessings hang over us, only 
waiting faith in us to take theni. Thatisall. [Loud aiid repeated 
cheersi] And, niy friends, tliere is one glorious feature in this 
campaign, and that is, we fîght it aboveboard. ha\ e cfot out 

of the bushee. \Vc will have no more bush-fi^^htiug. We have 
had, wfth theblessiugof Providence, the prayerof the oldGrecîan 
warrior answercd in our favor. Wht-ii an mitiatural mist came 
over him, he pourcd forth the whole eucrgy of his warlike nature 
in one fervent supplication — 

"Oh, Godî dispel thèse cloud^*; 

The light 01 Heaven restore; 
Gîve nie to see, and 

Ajax aaks no more.** 

Thèse clouds are ail dispelled. The mists that haveenvelopedus 
have rolled away before the bri^htening rays of the glorious sun 
of liberty and light. And it shine» out over us ail. Here are the 
two hosts: TluTc is tlie host that lias swoni to i-xti'iul the mildew 
of alavery over the whole land — aud here is the army that opposes 
tbem. Tliere is no mintake abont il Tbere ie an open fieid and 
afairfîg-ht. The bamicrs are as distinct as light and darkness. 
[Applause.J The vvord hua ^ouq forth; and from uow to tlie final 
conflict every man bas a duty for htmself individually and col- 
lectivelj'. [Checrs.] And what is that dut} ? Why, he is to be nol 
only a soldier, but a missionary. He is tô go forth to do battle 
himself and to encourage his neighbors to spread abroad the li^ht 
— to teH him, in the j^ood IVovidenceôf God.that thecrisis whxch 
is to détermine whether Liberty or Slaverj' is tu mie tlic destinies 
of this country, bas come. And. my friends, if there is any man 
here who lias a brave heart in hisbosom,! thinkhe.will thankCiod 
that it has come in his day. We had better settle it now, triends, 
possildy we may better settle ît by the ballot than by the car- 
tridi^e hox. Tt is in oiir power now this j'ear to settle this great 
question at the ballot-bo.\; and in doing it we shall achieve a 
vîctory which will tend to the proafress of Liberty and the cause 
of Humnnity and the destinies of Liberty, a*» connected with this 
Governnieni, cind more «^lorious than wben Cornwallis surren- 
dered the last British arniy to the American hosts. For that 
viotory, friends, I trust that we will forward with one heart, 
and oue piirpose, and one gênerons résolve. The signs are ail 
favorable. Intell ii^enee is broadcast in thisday; itcannot go fast 
enough through the ordinary modes of conveyance. We have 
enlisted the lightnings of Heaven, and they rush from place tO 
place, ilashing intelligence from mind to mind. And thus, hav- 
infif the good cause commended hy every considération that can 
address îtself to the heart of the patriot or the Christian, let us, 
with firm hopes, gênerons j)nr}>oses. and self-ftacrificini;" fidelity 
to the cause, go forward, beiug assured that the sympatiiies of 
good men aod the favor of a ^ood God will crown our efforts with 
snecess. [Enthusiastic cheenng, amid which the gentleman re- 
tired.]

He said: Gentlemen, I am etartled by the greatnesa of the corn- 

plinient undcr whîch I ain introduced. The Président says I am 
hir^t' and ^-ood looking", and withal a Dutchman. [Applause.J It 
iiow more than forty years since I came to thîs country, and 
little did I think when I arrived, thaï I should have to stand np 
here, in Philadelphia,the bii th-place u[ that j^reat creed of iibcrty, 
"The Déclaration of American Independence," at the présent day 
to speak against flnvery. Wlit ii I arriver! in this countr>'. the law 
had juBtbeen paHsed in Pennsr^yivania for the abolition of alavery. 
I have always been a Democrat I tliought the Démocratie par^ 
was the party of freedoni; and if, while T remained in that party, 
its creed coutained anythin^- in favor of slavery, 1 did uol uader- 
8tand it, for I havo always been oppo.-ed to slaverj', and as soon 
as I diecovered what favored it in the platforms and acts of the 
party and ita leaders I left it. [Applause.] I have been so long in 
this country that I have almost for^otten my native tongue. I 
have been more than forty years m American society— not in 
American organizations. [Laughter and applause.] I have never 
been in secret political societies; and I do not believe the}' will 
ever Bucceed in injuriug an honest man. lApplauee.l I have al- 
waya been well treated by Amerîcans wherever I have been — 
often, T liave tliou<;-ht. tnuch hetter than T deserved. The Cernian 
population of the United Slatea are, as bas been aaid, opposed to 
slavery; I am oppoaed to ît; and I waa ffrieved when I heard Mr. 
Steven.s sa}' what he did concerning the State of Pennsyl vania. 
I love Penusylvania. Peniiaylvania waô the first to take me to 
her arma. I have lived wtth onc of her daughtera for thirty-iive 
years. [Laughter.] M}- wif rockcd iii a dctnocratic cradle. 

Her relatives are demôcrats, such democrats as I am— men who 
will work and vote for John C. Fremont for Président of the Uni- 
ted States. [Checrs.] 1 am sorry to hear any one cven donht of 
the certainty of Pennsylvania for freedom in the coming élection. 
[Applause.] I would be sorely grieved, were I to retum to my 
home with the imprécision fliat Pennsylvania v nnld not give a 
majority for the ticket we have nominated. 1 know that niost of 
the Germans of Pennsylvania are mainly in the right on the mo- 
mentoua qtie.«»tion of slavery; and if they need any help from mCi 
I will say to my friends that I will come to Pennsylvania when- 
ever they want me to aid in the good cause. [Applause.] But, 
gentlemen, I have detained yoii too lou^'. and T will îîow (^ive way 
to my good friend, John A. King, who will tell y ou Uiore that is 
good "man I can, and do it in a much better style. [Applause.] 

SEMAKK8 OF JOHN A. KINO. 

He said his friend had leftnothing for him to add,and had said 
what he had said in an admirable way. And yet as he had been 
requeated to do ao, he would say a word ou behalf of New York. 
They had come to the Convention for the purpose of unitin upon 
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a Htandard-bearer during- tho coming- c*;utipnit^n. He had liad bis 
owu préférences; he had thou^ht that whett they had au abie 
statesman in New York — one had dîecharg^ed his dttties in 
ail of the l()ft\' i)08iti()iKS he liad beon called to occiipy. in an able 
manuer — iu such manuer as to comtuaud the admiration of the 
whole country — ^it would be well to présent his name to the Con- 
vention. Ho hnd hopcd that the name of William H. Seward, of 
New York, would have bet n preaented. [Great applaiise.] For in 
him their hopes were centen d. They knew him to be true, and 
i}irv knew hirn to he faith fui, for they had tried hini. [Applauae.] 
But it was not deerued beat. It was thoug^ht unadvi«able to take 
auch a man from the Senate at such a time. [Applause.] In 
makinpf a sélection it was, where there was a désire for linanimity, 
coinparatively an ea«y tuak to pass from one good frieud of the 
cause to another. We, of New York, have ever been true to the 
Constitution and true to freedom. We had no préférences which 
we could permît to interfère with that; and we g"ave, without con- 
sultation for we had niade no agreeinent or arran j^ement al any 
meeting — oue unanimous vote for John C. Fremont. New York 
auatains the nomination, and I trust she will ^ive him, not a plu- 
ralité , f )ut a inajority of her votes, I have no ri&fht to pledjçe any 
number for her, but I kuow her record ia ri^ht for freedom. She 



of Mr. Fremont, he Raid he knew buthttle of him personally, and 
yet he knew hiui to be a true man, a brave man, and a man of in- 
tegjity. Hie history was in every school book. They required a 
man who would not hesitate when Freedom was in danger, and 
he bfiieved J.C. Fremont to be that man. And there was another 
man, a man from New Jersey» wbom they bad noniinated for the 
Vice-Pr('5<idency. He was a man of middle âge, and he knew him 
to be a good man. He liad been with him in the Gongress of the 
l'nited States for two years, where he had seen that he was as 
true as steel, and that his qualifications were such as fitted him 
practically for the oflRce of Président of the Senate. Thèse were 
the men they had nominated. Hc a.^^ked, would tlu \\ Ii ct them? 
[Cries of "Yes, we wiU!"J Continuing^, he said the people were 
moved concerning- the f^etii questions which were now the issues. 
They were interested in them, not as questions of tariff, or other 
economical questions, butas questions in which the principles 
of the Constitution were involvedand in dang^er; and he believed 
that they would mnke one more grand effort for Freedom in No- 
veml)er next. [Applause.J Thèse were the sentiments of his 
heart. He was brougfht up at the feet of one who had somethiiijç 
to do with the formation of the Constitution. He I»ore liis name, 
and he was like him in his love lor lilu rty. [Applause.l Thèse 
were also the sentiments of New York. She was not for disunion 
— she was strong for union and for the Con.^titution. It was to 
sustain botli that they had met in Convention, and he believed 
their action would have that resnlt, if ratitied i)y the peoplc. To 
that end they must ail work, for it would require au earuest effort 
to command auccess. 

[Mr. Kiugf retired amid gréai applause.] 

Nr. Carpenter, of Vermont, niounted the platform, and asked if 
they had ever heard of Vermont beiîîg sick? He .=îaid that she 
ne ver was sick but once, and that was when she raiacarried with 
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Stephen A. Doufçlas. One of the original résolutions upon sla- 
very was framed by Jnàge Harringfton, of Vermont, who saîd 
that he would never believe that a man was a slave till hc liad 
eeen n bill of sale of hitn from God Almiphty. He pledfçed teii 
thounand niajority for Fremont in Vermont, and said that, if that 
that was not euough, he would add ten thousand more. [Cheers.] 

Judge Test» of Illinois, said that his State détection was at first 
equally divided between McLean and Fremont, but there is 
lîo division now. IllinoÎH would ^'rve from 15,()00 to 20.000 major ity 
for Freiîiont and Dayton. He had lived forty-si\ years in the 
Slaie, aud he wauted theni lo sec next fali whetlier he was* right. 
He denounced Stephen A.Doug^las^and promised that they would 
not only g^ive a majority for Fremont and Dayton, but elect two 
United States senators tîiis fall. 

Judge Hoadly, of Ohio, f^ot upon the plattorni. and naid that 
they had placed Ohio on the right in the Cenvention, in seatini; 
the members, and she wonld head the column, in November, by 
rollingr up a majority of 100,000! [Applause.] He read a letter 
from Mr. Charles Remlin, a ^çentleman who had never voted upon 
the Rei)ublican ticket, but who now predicted the triumph of 
Fremont. Under the bauuer of the White Bear, the Polar Bear, 
the Bear of the North, and Col. Fremont, Califomia achieved her 
freedom. Let that bear be on onr banner, white bear against 
blackbear; Kannaa for white men ag-ainst Kansas for slaves. 

Gov. Ketit, of Maine w;m the next speaker. He said that the star 
of the Kast would nlnne brigfhter next Noveniber, and the State 
of Maine stand, as it origiually stood, with a majority for free- 
dom. The East was modest, and placed none of her men before 
the Convention. She only asked them and the world to for^^et the 
man from the Kast who now oecupies tîn Presidential chair. The 
Cincinnati Convention had only got ont tlieir water-lo|^>j;:e(.l hulk 
again- not with a uew conunandcr- for Buchanan says he is not 
a commander, but only a new lig^ure-head. Let us go home and 
organize. The time to talk had passed ; the time to act had corne, 
when they had reached their homes. 

Mr. Klliott. of MasHachupetts, said Massachusetts would ratity 
the nominations at the ballot-box, but hc desired that Henry 
Wilson mi^ht speak for her now. 

RESl'ONSH Ol MA.S.SACiniSKTT8 HOX. HENRY WILSOX'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Wilaon was received with velienieut cheers, He said: 

Mr. Pre.sident and Fellow Citizens of the Convention: Icongrat- 
ulate you on the resuit of this day's proeeeding"H. "S'ou have 

greferred a platiorm that embracés freedom, humanity aud 
hrîstianity. [Crie« of "Good," and cheers.] You have embodîed 
the sentiments of a pure, Christian Democracy in s our platfonn. 
[Cheers.] You have placed in nomination a ticket that you have 
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not to apolo^fize for. Yoii have a ticket standinjf on your nlat- 
form, and worihy of tlie suffrajres of the Christian freemen or the 
United States. fCheers.j Sir, l am called upon to respond for 
Massachusetts. Massacli nsetta. sir, by an uiicouiitcd majority, 
will sustain Uiat platforin and support that ticket Far rather, 
8Îr, would I have the }4 t andBon or John Adams, and the son of 
John Qiiincy Adanis spt'ak for Massach ii.sctts to-dax 1 wrould 
rather hear the sou of Samuel Hoar, who waâ driveu from South 
Carolina. And I wpuld rather hear the voice of any of the other 
éloquent sons of Massaclmsetts in this Convention than my own. 
But, 6ir, as I have beeu calied upou to offer a word or two, I will 
speak with some degree of frankness» and say that we have adopt- 
ed a çlorious platforni. We have n glorioiis ticket. Andno\v,all 
that iH required is that we organize the Christian Démocratie 
sentiment of America, and place that ticket in power. [Loud 
cheers.] Are you. jçentleincn. for free speech? [Shoiits of "Aye," 
"Yes," and cheers.] Then vote for J oh n C.Fremont. [Cheers.] Are you 
fora free preSB? ["Aye/'J— ail over the North? ["Yes, yes."] In Kan- 
sasr (Shouts of "Yes, certainly. 'J Kverywhere in the territory of 
the United States? ["Ave. ayo. ") Then vote the ticket that haa 
here been nomioated. [Cheers.] Are you for freemen— ["aye, aye, 
n3'e,"]— everywhere under the folds ôf the fla^ of the United 
States? In the territorîes of the United States? [Cheers and 
shouts of "aye."j Then vote that ticket. Are you 
for free Kansas? [Cries of "aye."] Do you want to brinjf 
that youn^ sister of ours, 110 w in a condition of civil war, intothe 
g^alaxy of free confederacies? [Loud cries of "aye."] Then sup- 
port that ticket. [Cheers.] Aye, g-entlcmen, let our motto in thia 
canvass be, Free Speech, Free Press, Free men, Free Labor, Free 
Territory. and Freniont. [Thundering^ cheers.] Gentlemen, my 
feelings this day are not uninixed with sadness. Our friendafrom 
Penuaylvania have been di«jappoiuted in their choice. 

Gov. Cleveland, the gentleman will allow me to ntake a sugges- 

tion. AU that is healed up, and they are now gÏAÛ that they were 

diaappointed. 

Voices— "CertainlN , certainl} ." [Loud cheers.] 

Mr. Wilaon, theix, sir, I pass from the allusion to il. I rejoiceto 
learn that their feelingfs of anxiety of yesterday have passed into 
cheerincf and l)riniant liopes tfi (hiy. f helieve thattickct will not 
only be austaiaed iu New Kuj^latid —in the niig'hty West, m New 
York, and in New Jersey, but that itwill carry the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. [Loud cheers.] They may tell me that Fremont 
is a new man. But, thank God, we can say that he did not oppose 
our countrymen when they were fie-hting the battles of free trade 
and aailors' rightp. [Applauae.] You have not that history to 
apolog-izc for. And, sir, his name is not appended to that Oatend 
address. that piratical (h)cument that lias (lisi:raced Atiierica in 
the face of the civilized worid. Uia hiatory is a briiliant and 
jiflorious chapter in the history of the country, and there îa no 
Aniericaia of any party tliat is not ])roiul of liiiu. [Cheers.] You 
have no apolofi^iea to make for your candidates f or the Fresidency 
and Vice-Preatdency. Sir, a delefçate from New Teraey haB told 
118 that W. L. Dayton has been true to Liberty. The other day I 
examined the Coug^reaaioual Kecord, and read his long- and brii- 
liant speech against the compromise measures* I read up his 
history, becanse I believed he was just the man to put on this 
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ticket with John C. Fretnont. [Lottd chee».] I will say tliat in 

the Senate of tlit» ruited Statt s. amongf the mof t ofifted sons of 
the Republic, Wni. L,. Dayton waa conaidered aiiion^ the first and 
foremost. [Cheers.] We have ^enius and talent, we have princi- 
ple and patriotism in our ticket. And âll we want is the org-ani- 
zation of the freemen of the Union. I sugg^est to the young- men 
here to-daj^, to the young men of the conntry, to hold State 
Conventions immediately, endorse thi» nomination, and organize 
Youii^ America to support the résolutions we have adopted. 
[Cheers.| We were told to-day tliat our father.-s took an untried 
mau» Georfi^e Washin^^tou, to lead ua to victory. When John 
Adams and Hancock were organizing the American Révolution, 
the British General wanted to know who Hancock atid who Ad- 
ams were. Said he, "I have heard of Hancock, but who are thiâ 
brace of Adamsea?" Gentlemen, the British aident found eut who 
Samuel and Jolin Adains were. The men who oppose thi.s ticket, 
who ask those questions, will iind out in November next who 
John C. Fremont ia. [Loud applause.] This ia a moment of revo- 
Intîoii. Tt is a révolution of liberty, of hnmanity, of Christianity, 
of ail that is noble in man. And ï believe it will gloriously tri- 
iimph in November next. Be it our duty, gentlemen, each and ail 
of us, to labor and to hope on until we estai)! isli the principles 
embodied in this platform in the Govi rnment of the country,and 
place that name fpointing to the bauuer on which Mr. Fremont'a 
name was? inscribcd] in the Presidential Chair of the fiepublic. 
[Loud and prolouged cheering.j 

Hon. David Wilmot» of Pennsylvauia, said that he ehould not 

bave presumed to occupy the time of the Convention, but that he 

waa unwilling that Pennsylvauia ahould have uo voice in thèse 
congratulations. Penn^^ 1\ ania, by some, is considered doubt- 
ful.and to Pennsylvaniaiia, alâO, 1 appeal. Why, I ask, in the name 
o£ God, can we not carry Pennsylvauia? Was not blood shed 
here too in our Révolution? Have we no historical associations? 
Was Pennsylvania so low that politiciane could drag her down? 
Have we no patriotic sentiment amonçonr people ! A more hon- 
est and patriotic population cannot hv found (ui the face of the 
earth than the citizens of Pennsylvania. He appealed to the 
Philadelphians, by the patriotic associations of their city, to 
assist in the work. Had Philadelphia for^otten that Franklin 
lived and died among' them? Friends, said he, let us carry 
Pennsylvania. [Crien of " We will," and cheers.] 

Mr. Williams, of Pennsylvania, came forwiird aud said that al- 
though Penns3'l\ auia had beea diaappoiated iu the choice of a 
candidate, ehe wouldprove true in the approachingf criais. There 
was a sweater question pendingf than there was before the Revo- 
lutionary fatbers, and the Keystone State would be true to her 
duty. 

Judge Tyler, of Connecticut, chose to face the South. The 
single issue before this country is— Freedom or Siavery. Tliey 
told us that disunion would resuit. Would Virginia secede? 
The ashes of Jefferson forbade it Would Kentucky secede? 
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Tbere was a subterrene power tbat forbade it They mttst firet 

remove the boucs of Henry Clay. [" And they must kill Cassius 
M. Clay too."] They were g'oing' to prevent di^sunioii, peaceably 
if they could, forcibly if they must. He was going to act ; he 
wae gohig to Kaoaae. [Enthusiastic cheers.] God Almighty, the 
friver of ail sfood gfifts, who planted the central fire in the eartb, 
had planted in our bosonis the fire of liberty. Stephen A. Doug- 
las, with his Nebraska bill. had subsoiled lialf a Cf»ntiiîent. He 
should see the fruit of it. [Immense clieeriug and waving of 
handkerchiefe.j 

Nr. Blakey, cl Kentucky, came aa an earneat that Kentucky, 
before another four years came round, should be full} Mlirni ted 

a^* n membcr of the Republican Family of States. Uiider the 
lead of r:is«it!s M. Clay [enthusiastic applause], Keutucky bad 
givcu a iar^cr Free Soii vote than auy other State. 

Mr. Underwood, of Virginia, aaked wb3^ Virginia was net repre- 
sented bere to-day as in 1776? It was because there was a jnst 
God in hcavcn. nnd bis justice wonld not slumber forever. It 
was because their political Masoury had been cementing the 
wall for crushed humanity; because their hunters had been 
bunting^ down Christian women, for deeds whicb niight almost 
call down an archangel. Were they willinsr that thia bliichting^ 
curse should be extended into Kansaa? Xo, no !"J He ap- 
pealed to them that the fate of Virp;"inia should be a warning'. 

The Chairmau stated that he had a communication from Caa- 
aiua M. Clay tbat be aupported tbe nomtnee, let btm be wbom be 
may. 

The Hon. Tbos. Davis, nf Rhode Island, said that though small 
in territory, his State had ail the attributes wliû li went to make 
up prosperity. With one-fiftieth only of the territory of Vir- 
ginia, they could show such contrast to Virginia as would satisfy 
ail men from whence modela Ibr new Statea should be drawn. 
But Rhode Island was not a doubtful State, and b^ need say no 
more. 

Nr. l'ussell, of Marylaïui, and Mr. Braiiscom 1 >, of Kansas. ex- 
pressed iheir eutire concurrence in ttie platfurm and their satis- 
faction with tbe candidates. 

Gen. Pomeroy, of Kansaa, made a few éloquent and atirring^ re- 
marks. He said that some proposed letting Kansas in frce, as a 
final settlement of the past. But this wan not enough. The 
South must make atonement— must make réparation. They must 
recompense the freemen of Kansas for their buildings destroyed 
add tbeir property stolen. They must g'ive back the dead that 
bave gone before. They must restore to the ni other the 
ctnly son of her hope, to the wife the busband of lier heart. 
Atonement was the word : they must make atonement for the 
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record of the past. The firee men who went to Kaneas cUd not 

think they were ^oing where they were to be deprived of the pro- 
tection of the Goveriîtneiit. They had a right to g^o a8 free men. 
They did not suppose that wbeu there they shouid hâve to learn 
aaother lan^aixge, to undergo another baptiam; for they had 
been baptised in the love of freedom at their early homea. They 
could not be slaves— they had not the mark of aervitllde written 
on tlieir harks or brandcd on their foreheads. They had corne 
hère from their desolate homes with drooping heads and trem- 
blin^ç banda, but they were now inspired with hope, for they 
found their frienda ready at their call to aid them. He concluded 
by declarin^f that ail Free Kansas would pray that the man who 
tracked our prairies to California may be the nezt Président of 
the Union. 

Mr. Pomeroy's remark» created much sensation, and were re- 
ceived with loud applause. 

Mr. Wihnot moved to reconsider the resolution directingr 
National Conitnillee to caîl a Young Men's Convention in New 
York in Sei^teniber, for the purpose of offerînj:»- an amendment to 
the same, providing for holding- the proposed Young Meti^s Con- 
vention in the city of Harrisbttrgh, la the State of Penneylvania, 
instead of in the city of New York, 

The motion to reconsider was adopted. 

The proposed amendment of Mr. Wilmot waa then adopted, and 
the resolution as ameuded, and iu the words ioUowing, was 
then unanimously adopted 

Reaotved, That a National Convention of Young Men in favor 
of Free Speech, Free Soil, and Free K insaj*. and of Fremont for 
Président of the United States, be held in the month o£ Septem- 
ber, 1856, at the c iiy of Haï t isburgh, in the State of Pennsylvania, 
under the call oi the Kepublican National Coinmittee. 

Judge Hoar, of MasBachuselta.called uj) the résolution to hold 
the next National Convention at Cleveland, and moved its référ- 
ence to the Republican National Committee. He thought the 
Committee «hould name the place. If successful in the élection, 
they might hold tîu ir next Convention in Kentucky or Viroinia. 
Massachusetts desired to advance tl)i' colunin to the South, hold- 
ing their parly to be a National party. The Democrats had 
called their next National Convention at Charleaton, in the State 
of South Carolina, and if they persevered in their présent policy, 
they woiild never darc to show themselves north of that State. 

The motion to refer was adopted, and the resolution in question 
was accordingly referred to the Republican National Committee. 

Hon. David Wilmot, of Pennsylvania, then offeredthe foUowiug 
resolutions: — 

Resoh'od, That the thanks of tliîs Convention be feiidered to 
the Hon. Robert Emmet, for the courteoua and efficient manuer 
6 
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in which he dischar^ç^d the dtttfee of temporary Président whilst 

effectin^ the organizationof this Convention. 

£esoîyed, That Uie tJbanka of this Convention bc preâcnted to 
the Hon. Henry S. Lane, Président of thia Convention, for bis im- 
partîal and eiierj^^etîc discbarge of the duties of Presidînjf Officer 

of the Convention. 

The résolutions were uuanimously adopted with hearty cheere. 
Hon. Geor^ Hoadley, of Ohio, ofiFered the followin^ reso- 
lution:— 

J?f so/rcf/. That the thanks of thia Convention be prescnted to 
its Vice-Presidents aud Secretaries for their abiJity and tideiity in 
the discharg^e of their duties. - 

Judge Hoadley put the question upon this resolution, and the 

eame waa unanimously adopted. 

Mr. — ■ of offered the followiu^ resohitioii :- 

Mvaoircdf That the menibers of tliia Convention cntcrtain a 
deep sensé of the hospitality and kindness which they have e\ 
perienced at the haiida of their feîlow-oitizeTia of the city of 
Philadelpliia, durin^ the session of this Couveutiou; and that we 
tender to them our ^ateful acknowledg;ments therefor; and that 
to the menibers and reporters of the public press, who bave at- 
tended and reported our proceedings, our thanks are hereby 
presented for their faithful and efficient services. 

Which ro^ohition was unanimously adopted. 

It waa then moved that thia Convention do uow adjourn, with- 
out day. 

And with hearty cheers for the platform— led off by Gov. Clere- 
land, in the Chair^and nine tremendous cheers for the candi- 
dates, in the beat of fèeling^, the Convention adjourned.

FIR8T DAY. 

At 12:10 p. in., Wedncsday, May 10, J800, the Delegates having 
aesembled, the Convention was called to order by Hoa. Ëdwîn D. 
ytorgan, oi New York. 

OPBNING ADDRESa BY Mr. Mohgax. 

Hon. Kdwin D. Morgan, oi New York, in callingf the Convention 

to order said: 

On the twenty-secoad of December last, the Republica n X.itiou- 
al Committee, at a meeting convened for the purpose in tlie City 
of New York, issued a call for a National Convention, which I will 
now read: 

"A National Republican Convention wîU meet at Chicago on 

WediievSdas*, the 16th dny of Ma}' ticxt, at twelve o'clock noon, for 
the nomination of candidates lo be siipported for Président and 
Vice-Presinent at the next élection. 

"The Republican electors ot the several statef, the monil)ers 
of the people'a pai ly of Pennnylvania and of the opposition party 
of New Jeraey, and ali others who are willing to co-operate with 
them în support of the candidates which shall tliore he nominated. 
and who ore oppoaed to the policy of the présent administration, 
to fédéral corruption and usurpation, to ibe extension of slavery 
into the territorit-s, lo thr uew and datîgerous political doctrine 
that the Coiintitulion of itn own force carries slaverv into ail the 
territories of the United States, to the opening of the African 
slave tradc, to any inetiualitj' of rights aniong citizcns; and who 
are in favorof the immédiate admission of Kansasinto the Union, 
under the Constitution recently adopted by its people.of reatoring 
the fédéral administration to a system oi rigid economj' and to 
the principles of Washinjçton and Jefîerson, of maintainiiif^ in 
violate the righti-i of the States and defeu»! ini;- the soil of fvery 
State and Territory from lawless invasion, and o£ preserving tlie 
integrity of this Union and the supremacy of the Con«titntion 
andtawa passed in purauance tbereot agfainat the conspifacy of thé 
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leaders of a scctional party, to reftiet the majority principle as \ 
established in this ^overnment even atthe expenae of its existence ' 
—are invited to send froiii each State two dele^ates from each 
Conj2rre88ional district, and four delegates at large to the Con- 
vention." 

Edwin D. Morgan, New York, Chairmau, 
Joseph Baktlett, Maine, 
G£0.

Wliile eue portion oï the adhérente of the 
National Administration are endeavoring- to insert a slave code 
into the part}' pîatforni. another portion exhibîts its readim ss to 
accompliâh the same reault through the action of the Suprême 
Court of the United States [applause] ; willingby indirection todo 
that which, if done dircctly. would bringa blush even to the cheek 
of modem Democracy. [Cheers and laughter.J 

While thèse and other stupendous wrottg«,a}>8olutelyshockin|p 
to the moral sentiment of the country, are to be fastened upon 
the people by Uie par ty iu power, if its leaders are able to bring 
the factions éléments" that compose it into any degree of ttna- 
nimity, there seems left no ray of hope except in the gfood sense 
of this Convention. [Great applause ] 

Let me then invoke you to act in a spirit of harmony, that by 
the dignity, the wisdom and the patriotism displayed here you 
may be enabled to enlist the heart» of the ])eople, andtostrength- 
en tliem in tlie faith that yours i 11) eonstitutional party of the

Fortunately you are not required to enunciate new and untried 
principles of governraent.

Htood, avowing^ and maintaiuing; the like objecta and doctrines; 
thcii V Hi the end eoug^ht be accomplished ; the Consjtitution and 
the Union i)e preserved, and the g^ovemment be administered by 
patriote and t^tatesmen. 

For Temporary Président I now nominate lîon. David Wilmot, 
of Pennsylvania. (Great and prolonjfed applause.] Those that 
are in favor of the nomination of Mr. Wiimot for temporary 
presidiniç officer will 8ay« aye.

C. F. Clevelaud, of Con- 
nectient, to vait upon the presiding oMcer and conduct him to 
hie seat. 

The temporary chairman was then conducted to the chair by 
the cotTiniittee, amid loiid cheering^, Gov. Caas Cleveland intro- 
ducing him as follows: 

Permit me to introduce to thî» Convention a ^ntleman whosc 

name is known to ever>- l(»ver of libt-rty throu^hout this land -the 
Hon. David Wilmot, the man who darestodo therijrht, re^ardlees 
of coneeouences. With such men for our leaders, there ia no euch 
word ae Miil. [Vociferoua cheerin^.] 



Hon. David Wilmot, on takinf^ the chair, spoke as follows: 

I have no wordn in whii h [iroperly to expreSS my sense of the 
honor- -and the uadeserved houor, 1 think it ie — of beinff called 
upon to préside temporaily over the délibérations of tnts Con- 
vention. 

I shall not attempt a ta»k which I feel inadéquate to perform. 
Be sure, ^ntlemen, that I am not insensible to this hig'h and un- 

dcserved honor. I «hall carry the recollection of it, and of j'our 
manitestation of partiality with me until the day of my death. 

It 18 not neceseary for me, fellow citir.ens, gentlemen, delegates, 
to remind you of the importance of the occasion that ha;^ called 
thi8 assemblable togelher; nor of tlie hijjfh duties which devolve 
upon you. A great aectional and aristocratie party, or interest, ^ 
has for ycars dominated with a hiph hand over the polittcal 



wrestinjr. ail the ^eat power» of this government to the one 
object of the extension of siavery. It is our purpose, eentiemen 
— it îs the mipsion of the Repnblîcan party and the basis of its 
org-anization, to resist tlîif ii tli \ 1 1 ! a .-aectional iFîîrti -t. Itinotir 
mission to reâtore this ij^overument to its ori^^inal policy, and 

Elace it agtiin in that rank upon which our fathers orpranized and 
roujçht it into exi^stence. ft is onr purpose and our policy to 
resist thepe new Constitutional dogmas, that slavery exista by 
virtue of the Constitution wherever the banner of this Union 
floats. 
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It is our purpose to restore the Conetitution to ita origrinal 
meailitlgf ; to ^ive to it its trtie interprétation ; to rend that instrii- 
ment aa our fatheia read it. [Applause.J That instrument was 
not ordained and e^tablished for tbe purpose of extending slavery 
within the limits of this country; it was not ordained and estab- 
lished for tliepurpoee of giving guaratitees and securitiee» tothat 
iDBtitution. Onr fathers reg^arded alavery ae a blot upon thia 
country. They went down into their graves with the earneat hope 
and confident belief, that l)ut a few niore years and that blot 
would be extingiiished from our laud. [Much applause.) Tins 
* waa tbe faith iu wbich they died. |Appiauae.J Had tbe proposi- 
tion been preseoted to thetn în the early conflîcta of the révolution, 
or outside of tliat cfi and niovement, that they were called upon 
to endure tbe hazard s, triais and aacriticcs of that long and péril- 
OU8 conteat for the puri>oae of eatabliahing on this continent a 
^cat slave empire, not one of them would bave drawn hia aword 
m 8uch a cause. [Great applausc.] 

No, citizens! Thia republîc waa eBtabliehed for the purpoae 
of aeciiring the guarantees of liberty, of justice and of righteous- 
uesa to tbe people and to their postcrity. That \s'a» the great 
objectwith wbich the révolution was fought; thcae were the pur- 
poses for wbich the Union and \]>û Constitution was formed. 
Slavery is seclional. Liberty national, flniniense applause.] 

Fellowcitiîiens: Xeed I reniind this intelligent and vast audience; 
need I call to inind to the intelligent gentlemen who representthe 
varions States repreaented ujjon this floor, manifestations of law- 
It'Hs violence, çf tyranny such astheworld neversaw in a civilized 
aud Christiani^edlaud that in manifestedwitb this t^pirit of alavery. 
Whoaé righta are aafe where elaverj- bas the power to trample 
them under footr Wli » 1>) day is not more free to utter nia 
opiniona within tbe empire of Kussia, or uuder the abadow of the 
deapotiam of Auatria than he ia within tbe limita of the alave 
States of this Republic? 

Wili their tyranny be confined tu those States where they bave 
tbe power to enforce ît uponusr (Voices— '* No! never!"] Weowe 
the lil)t'rt3^ wbich we to-cfay enjoy in the Free States to the absence 
of slavery.. And, fellow citizens, shall we, in building up tluH 
l^reat empire of oura, in fulfilling that hi|ifh and sacred trust im- 
posed upon us by our fathers shall we support this hlighting, 
this demoralizing institution tlironghout the vast exteiit of our 
borders. [Voices, Ioudl\ "No!") Or shall we préserve this land 
as a free land to our po.sterity forever'r T}i<'<.' are the principlea 
. forwhîch the Kepublican party is stru^i^lui*^. 

Follow citizens. ilie safety of our libertj', the securitj* of ail we 
bold valuable, demanda that we ebould take posseasiou of tliis 
government and adminiater ît upon tho«<e broad Conatîtutîonal 
doctrines tliat were r<'< i n i/etl for the first si\t\' j cars of the 
existence of our governmeut— that were recognized by Washing- 
ton, by JeflFeraon, by Adama, by Madiaon, by Monroe, by Adama 
the yonn^er, hy Jackson, by \'an Buren, even down to the tinie 
of Polk, when this new dogma wa.s started, that the Constitution 
waa eatablisbed to guarantee to alavery perpétuai exiatence and 
unlimited emjjire.

Gov. Reeder, ail I have to 8ay ia not worth talking to those at 
the other end of tbe platform. F merely désire to say that I think 
this motion at thi.^ time is ont of place. It will be time euoug^h 
to provide for a platform and résolutions when we ahall have 
organieed this Convention, and we are appointing^ committees 
now aimply because we are not or^çanij^ed. This matter of a 
platform and resohitions is not a prelîminary n^friir. Tt is not at 
ail necessnr}^ to our orjjfa nidation, and thereiore it in upon the 
sauie footing with the nomination of a candidate and sliould wait 
until the permanent and perfect organisation of the Convention 
before it shonid be entered upon. 

Mr. Cartter, I made that motion with the view of initting the 
Convention at work ; whether the résolution in passed to-dav or 
to-morrow, it wiil be passed by the same body of men and wuh 
the view to the «déclaration of their sentiments. It is a laborxous 
work and otight to be performed while the Convention is in its 
vigor. The Chairman cannot fail to have remarked the indispo- 
sition to hi1)or, when within fifteen minutes after getting together, 
a pleasure excursion is voted here. 1 hope it will be a pleasaut 
one, but I think before we take it we had better designate those 
who will enter upon the performances of the sphère of labor in 
this Convention, and we can do it as well now as any time. 

Mr. Kli rhayer, of Oregon, I am opposed to the amendment 
which has been otïered by the gentleman from Pennsylvania. 1 
do not cousider that the mere appointment of this committee is 
at ail inconaistent with the preliminary business of this Conven- 
tion. It is not proposed and it is not expected that this committee 
will report to-day. It is important, as the gentleman who pre- 
ceded me has said, that this committee should have ample time 
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to conaider what ahall be the Platform of the Republican party in 
the comingf campaiga. Thia, sir, is the great bnrden of the work 

of thia Convention, and I hope thero will be no titne lost in ap- 
pointing- tliis conimtttet», niul ihat thev thcinselves will lose no 
lime in the labor that ieentruatedtotheir haads. I am, therefore, 
oppoaed to thia amendment which proposes delay. The States 
aad Territoriea are ready to name the man who shall conatitute 
for each a luember of this committee. The State of Oregon ia 
now read}'. 

[Cries of "(Jiiestion."] 

Mr. Hazard, of Rhode iHland, the gentlemen who advocate the 
postpoiienieiit are right in tbeory, but ît ia obvions that the prac* 
tical opération of thia Convention wonld be retarded by a poat- 
ponement. I hope, therefore, the motion to poatpone will be 

withdrawn. 

Gov. Reeder, the gentleman saye we are right. If we are right 
why slîould we be voted down. It seems to me that when g^eutle» 
men concède that we are right, there is generally nothingremain* 
ingf to do but to carry ont the right. We are tranagressing' the 
right hère, and for the pitrpose of what? For the piirpose of con- 
venit'ucc aiul l)ecaiise it cati inake uo differcjice. It niay luake 
no ditïercuce now, but the time niay corne, and wiU corne, when it 
will make a di£ference, and then this action will be cited aa a pré- 
cèdent. I am opposed to making bad précédents. I believe that 
the only way to purstie is, to do it right and in order. If 3'ou 
appoint a committee, what is fo preveiit tliat cotnmittè»" frr^tn 
reportiii^- to this Convention before yovi bave uiade a j)ornianent 
org-anization'r And if they do so report, what is tu prevent a 
majority of this Convention passinj^ upon the resolutions and 
platform before you are organized? Do the gentlemen désire to 
aee that? Do they désire to establish a précèdent such as that, 
whicb tnayl»e used at sonie «rreat crisis in the fut*ire for purposes 
of evil? It is admitted that we are right and it seems to me that 
there the question ends. 

Mr. Cartter, the gentleman from Pennsylvania is begging a little 
more than I am willin^ to g^rant. I do not feel that the first 
niovenient isi ri^bt. Tbere is no snob rjtiestion in tliis quarter 
of tbe liall. [Loud cries of "question," which iaterrupting the 
speaker, he took his seat.] 

The motion of Mr. Oyler, of Indiana, to lay over the motion to 
appoint a Committee on Platform and Resolutions until after the 
permanent organisation of the Convention, was then put to vote 

and b)st. 

Judg^e ilogel tn, of New York, I move to amend the motion to 
appoint a Coiuuuitee on Platform and Resolutions, by addiug, 
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" that the Coiinnittee report aH soon as couvenietit after tbe 
permanent orgaaizatioa o£ the Convention." 
Mr. Cartier» I accept the amendment 

Mr. Oyler, of Indiana, we hâve already appointed a Comniittee 

on Credentiala, and for whatr To know authoritatively and 
leg-ally who have a rig^ht to a aeat upon this floor \r»u'. sir, we 
are goxn^ ou to provide for the most important thm^^ lhat thi« 
Convention will do, except the désignation of the man who shall 
bear our standard. I shall not attempt to eay that there ia one 
man on this floor not legally entitled to his eeat, but we have no 
ovidencf of the fnct. It îs trne, wc havo cntered upon this floor 
and have arraiii;c(l our.selvo!* at the flitTerent points wliich we 
desiguated by tiie namea of the States, and the fair presumptibn 
is tbat the men who fill tbese seats are honestly entitled to them; 
but that is no proof of the fact, and I nndertake to say that this 
proceeditii^ is ag^ainst ail précèdent, and a bad précèdent to be set 
by a Kej)ublican Convention. Why thia haste? We will " work 
in haste and repeiit at h-isure. " What hartn can be done t>y deferr- 
ing this until after the Comniittee on Permanent Organization 
report, and the Convention organises itaelf as a Republican 
National Convention? We are not that yet. I hope that deiegates 
will consider; that they will stop. Let uh be orjçanized before we do 
or undertake to do the most important work we have got to ac- 
complish. 

Mr. Greeley, if there is auy question here as to the right of any 
délégation on this floor, I am willing that this matter should not 
be urged. But if there is none. tlu ii K t have this committee 

appointed. It will take thirty-six hours for the coiiimittce to 
prépare their report, and the coinuiittee ?»hoiil(l be aj)])!)! iited now 
so ihey can liave fnll o[)i>ortuuity. If there i« any question as to 
the right of any delegate, we will waive ît 

Gov. BoutweUfOf Massachusetts, the first thing for us is to be 
right. We areassembled not for délibération, but fororgani&a> 
tion. r.et UH ori»-anixe and tlieri deliberate, and until we bave 
perfecte<i our orjçauiaatioti. it will be a dang"erouH précèdent to 
set up here with référence to a new party that ia orj^^anixed for the 
government of this country, through a génération, to establish a 
précèdent which, when contestants corne here from the Pacific 
and the South, will lead to ditïiculties on the floor. We have time 
enoug'h. Bettcr dévote it to the orixani/caf ion of this Convetîtiou 
rather than to an excursion; thankful as weareforthe hospitality 
of the city, we have a greater duty to perform to this country. I 
inove to lay this (Mr. Cartter*e) resolution on the table. 

The motion of Gov. Boutwell to lay on the table was carried. 
|JU>ud cheers.] 
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Mr. Sweetaer» of Masoach'usettSt I move that when this Conven- 
tion adjourn, it adjotirn to meet at Ihree o'clock this afteraoon. 

The reanion why I move tliis is, that it secnif to me deBira1)le that 
we shoiild eometiiîie proceo(l with the businesë of the Convention. 
If we are ^oiug to take up the time in excursions on the lake, 1 do 
not know when we will have time Idr buBinesa. I am willingf to 
change the time if anybody can tell us that we can return frora 
the excursion in time for a meetinfç of business this evening-. 

Mr, Ben. Kpi'^leston, of Ohio. î move to amend by makincf the 
time ten o'clock to-morrow niorniug. Now, Mr. Président, 1 ani very 
well satiafied that the motion just Toted down in référence to the 
reaolutiott, will make the Convention one day longer, and we 
delegates from Ohio, some of us, are running out of funds. It 
will tflkc a (la}' f)r two longer. It takos an hottr and a half to seat 
the delegaten, and to seat outsiders Irotu two to four hours.

Mr. PreBtoii King, of New York, I am satisfied tbat one of the 
diffîculties in the profifresa ol otir btxainess is this excursion on 

the lake— n very pleasant one, and one for whicli T feel,and I have 
no doubt the etitire l onvention feels iudebted to the hospitalitj' 
and generoeity o£ the citizen» of Chicago. But our object here ia 
buainesBt and not pleaaure. I trust, therefore that we may make 
au adjournment which will conform to the convenience of ail.

Gentlemen of the Convention Republicans^ American^: — ^My 
first duty is to express to you îh% deep sensé which I feel of thts 

dîf^tiii^^uished mark of your confidence. In the spirit in whîch it 
has been oSered I accept it, sensible of the diâiculties which sur- 
round the position, but cheered and sustained by the faith that 
the pâme «i^enerosity that bas brought me here will carry me 
throuijh the discharge of the duties. l will not shrink from thia 
position, at the same time the post of dang^er as well as the post 
of honor. (Applause.) (ientlemen. we have corne hi re to-day at 
the cali o( OUI country from widely separaled homes, to fulfil a 
gfreatand important duty. No ordinary call has brought us to- 
gether.

We bavi- eome luTt- at the eall of our country 
for the purpose of prepariug for the most solemn duty that fre& 
men have to perform.

abstractions lias brou^ht us here to-day; we hâve uot corne bere 
on any idle question. The sacrifice which most of us have made 
in the extoncîecl jdurTîe^", and in tbe time drvoted to it, could only 
bave been made upon soine solemn call; and tbe atern look wbich 
I aee, the solemn look which I aee on every foce, and tbe earnest 
behavior whicb bas been manifested in ail tîie preliminary dis 
eussions, sbows full well tbat weall bave a true, deep seuse of tbe 
eolemn obli^tion -which le resting: upon tis. (jentlemen, it 
does net belong to me to make an extended address ; it ï-j fnr me 
ratber to assist in tbe détails of tbe business tbat belon^ to ihia 
Convention. But allow me to say tbat I think we have a rigfht 
here to-day, in the nnme of tbe American peoj)le, to say that we mi- 
peacb tbe administra tion of our «gênerai Government of the lu^best 
crimes wbicb can be committed^a^inst a Constitutional ^overu- 
ment, a<;-ainst a free people, and a^i^ainst liumanity. [Prolonged 
cbeers.J The catalogue of its crimes it ia not for me to recite. It 
ÏB written upon every pagfe of the history of tbe présent adminis- 
tration, and 1 care not how manypaper protests the Président may 
send into tbe House of Représentatives [lau>rhter and applatise). 
we here, tbe grand inquestof tbe nation, will find out for him and 
bis confederates not merely y>unisliment terrible and sure, but a 
remcdy wliicli shall be satisfactor^ . [Prolonged cbeers.J Gentle- 
men, before proceeding to tbeduties of tbe Convention, allow me 
to con^îratulate j'ou and the people upon the striking^ feature 
whicb, 1 think, must bave been noticed by everybody wbo bas 
mixed in the preliminary discussions of tbe people wbo bave 
j^atbered in tbis beautiful city. It is tbat brotberly kindness and 
gênerons émulation wbich bas marked every conversation and 
every discussion, showing a désire for nothin^- else but tbeir 
country'c gooù. JSamestt warm and generous préférences are 
expressed, ardent hopee and fond purposes are declared, but not 
within the three days T have spent among yoii ail have I heard 
one unkind word uttered by one man towards anotber. I bail il 
as an augnr^ of sucess, and if dnring tbe proceedingfs of this 
Convention you will nnîte to perpctuatè tbat feeling and allow it 
to pervade ail your proceedings, I déclare to you tbat 1 tbink it is 
the surest and brightest promise of onr success, whoever may be 
the standard bearer in the contest tbat is pending. [Applanse ] 
In tbat spirit, gentlemen, let us now proceed to tbe business— to 
the ^reat work wbicb the American people have given into our 
hands to do. [Applause.]

Wepray for Thy blesBini; tn rr^i iipon 
ail in thie Convention who have corne hither to reprebeut the 
friends of freedom in this nation. We beseech of Thee that Thou 
wilt frivo tliem the wisdom which is froni above whit-îi hcfçins in 
the fear of God. Grant that they may be saved froui that fear 
of man which Thy word déclares bringeth a saare; and we pray 
Thee that thcj' ma}- be enabled 1o act in a nianner worihj' of the 
responsibility commitled to theni.

Mr. Benton, of New Hanipshire—On behalf of the Committee 
on Credentials, 1 atn instrticled to make the follownic;^ report: 

The Committee on Credentials report herewith the nanica and 
numbers of delegates from the several atatea as being elected, 
and dcem it proper to say that tlie states of Pensylvania and New 
Jersey have appointed four ilele^atcH from each Congressional 
district and eight Sénatorial delegates, instead of appointing- 
delfg-atea and alternâtes; and lowa fias appointed eight delegates 
froui each Congressional districts and sixteen Sénatorial dele- 
gates. [Laughter.] The C'omiii ittee also prc-^ent the names of 
the delejj^ates preëent aud di^ elected from the district of Col- 
umbia and the territories of Kansas aad Nebraaka, leaving it for 
the Convention to décide whether they shall be permitted to vote 
in this Convention. 

Ail of which is respectfnlly presented in ]behalf of the com- 
mittee. 

The stateâ aud terrilones are specitiad, aud I can read them if 
the Convention désire it. althou^fh the Chairman did not deem 
it necesaary, as they are in the spécification accompanying^ the 
report. 

Mr. Reeder— I désire to know if this Committee has reported 
what States are repreaented and entitled to a vote in this Conven- 
tion. Have they so reported? 

Mr. Benton— They have so reporte<l. 

Mr. Davis, of Massachusetts — I désire to have that portion of 
tlie report read stating which states are repreaented and entitled 
to a vote in this Convention, with the number of votes to each. 
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Mr. Benton — In accordance with Ibe suggestion, I will read the 
▼otea af the states : 

Cnlîfornia, 8; Conneticut, 12; Delaware. 6; lowa. 32; Illinois, 22; 
Indiaaa, 26: Kentucky, 24; Maine, 16; Maryland, 10; Massachu- 
setts, 20; Michifran, 12; Minnesota, S; Missouri. 18; New York, 70; 
New Jersey, 28; New Ha m psh ire, 10; Ohio,48; Ore^jon, 5; Pennsyl- 
vania,54; Rhode leland, 8; Texas, 8; Vermont, 10; Virginia, 3U; 
Wisconsin, 10; Kansas, 6; Nebraska, 6; Dîat. Columbia, 4* 

Mr. Davis, of Mass. — T inove that «o tînicli of llie report as 
relates to the deleifation from Texas be referred back to the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. -Wilmot. of Penn.— I move to amend the motion so a?» to 
include the states of Marylniid, Kentncky nnd Virg^inia. I had 
forcseeu before 1 çame to tliis etition, that the question 

"woiild very properly arise as to iti propriety of allowinjr tbese 
slates to hnve a full vote in this Convention. We are a Conven- 
tion of delegates representiu^ a party, having- constituencies at 
home. This is not a niass convention, in which a mere numeri- 
cal niajority of ail who choose to attend control the resuit, but 
this is a Convention of deleg-ates representing- a constituency, 
and having cf>tistitiuMits at honu- to rt-prcsciit. [Great applause.] 

Now, sir, cao it be possible that those gentlemen who coiue here 
from statefl îo whîch there îs no organized party, or from states 
in which they cannot iiiaititain an organized party i>; it possil)Ii' 
that they are to corne here and by their votes coutrol the action 
of the Convention? I can see nothing- bettcr calculated to 
demoralizc a party, and to break it np, than just such a 
proceeding. Why, sir, this nomination is to be the nomi- 
nation of the Republican party in the Union, not the nomi- 
nation of respectable gentlemen who niay belong to the 
Republican party in Virginia, Marylaud or Kentucky. 
What are the facta in Maryland? In Maryland, thirty gen- 
tlemen aff?embled in Baltimore for the purpose of scmliii<>- a 
délégation to Ihia Convention. Did they assemble a.s the représ- 
entatives of a parly? Not at ail. They have nevcr had a Republi- 
can party in Maryland, and, in my judgment, there will be no 
such party there uniîl the people of the free states shall place 
this governmeJit in différent hands, and relieve thein frf)iti (lu- 
tyranny which now weighs them dowu. There are respectable 
gentlemen in Maryland, many of them, who ayrapathiste wîth us 
and our cause; and so there arc^ în every other Southerti state; 
but they are not formed nor forming intô a party organisât ion. 
Thèse gentlemen are not here as the représentatives of an^- organ- 
ized party at ail. If this thing is to be doue, the resuit of the 
délibérations of this Convention respecling its noniinee may be 
another thini,^: it may be other than such a résultas would be 
prodiiccd by the voices of those only who are properly repres- 
entetl upon this tloor. Admit this précèdent, sir, and hereafter 
some candidate, or rather the friendfs of the candidate may, in 
their ntixit-ty to procure a reptilt favoralih' to their wishes, at the 
nexl convention we shall have, sir, carry this Ihing still further; 
and there will be delegatea, not representing any party — but there 
will be gentlemen, excellent men, no doubt, coming in here 
from every state of the Tnion, brought here by influences from 
the North, but not st-nt ht^ re by a party from home. That will bt* 
the resuit. [Applause.J Sir, they may possibly corne here in this 
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manner, in a situation of this kind. I cast no imputation upon 
the gentlemen who corne here to this Convention. I have full 
confidence in their integ^rity aad iu the earnestneas and zeal with 
which they are cnlisted in the cause; but, air, in another Conven- 
tion that may assemble here, /gentlemen may conie fromvSouth 
Carolina, from Arkansas and trom Mississippi, for the expresa 
purjjose of coiitrollin^, demoralizingand breakintj upthe Kepub- 
lican party. [JLoud Cheers.] Now, air, if this le not atopped, 
ibère is no help for os. The trne polîcy of the Republican partj-- 
ia to allow ail its iiieniV)ers a voice. but in proportion to their 
numbers. The Committee have reported here that 304 votes shall 
be neceeaafy to a cboice— a majority of the votes of ail the atatea, 
when a large portion of those stnte? are not rcprosented here. 
Why have they done thatr Wiiy have they brokeu down the plain 
old Kepublican rule, that the majority—the real majority— shall 
control? Becanse they know it is neces8ary*for the accomplish- 
meut of ttome object. That rule, if adopted, would establish one 
précèdent in the admission of lucn hero to vote who are not rep- 
résentatives of a partj"; and theu they adopt another mischiev- 
ous rule for the purpose of rectifying ihe iirtit. What we want is, 
that the représentatives of the Republican party here should vote 
for a candidate for Président, and that a majority should control. 
[Tremendous Cheerînjç.] That is what we désire. This rule that 
is propoaed, would introduce upon us thirty or forty votes that 
do not represent any party whatever. They are gentlemen of 
character, gentlemen of worth, jçentlemen who sympathise in this 
moVement lieartily; but Ihey represent no ory;ani/,ed party they 
bave no constitueucy at home. You admit them here, aûd theii 
to avoid the conséquences of yourfirst wrongful act, you requîre 
3rvi votes for tlie nomination of a candidate. I therefore move 
that this question respecting Te.xas, embraced in thefirst motion, 
embrace also, Maryland, Virginia, Kentucky, the Territories of 
XehraBka and Kansas, and the District of Coiumbia, and ail be 
referrcd back to this committee. 

Mr. Ewing, of Pennsylvania. I deprecate the sentiment of my 
friend from Pennsylvania. [Voice, "That's the talk." Aj)planse.] 
We ail come here as Republicans, and those men who came here 
from the States nained deserve tcn tiines more crédit than those 
who came here from the free states. Why, sir, disfranchise our 
frienda from Virjçînia, a border state — a free state so far as con- 
ccrns Western - itiia? Sir, shall they be disfranchised in this 
Convention of Republicans [voices. "No! noî"J by Pennsylvania, 
New York, or New Engfland, because they have the courage to 
stand up in a slave state for Rcpublicantstn and for free thouglitV 
[Applause.J While, sir, we may not be willing to give those states 
the ïull power of the whole dele^ifation of the whole state, yet in 
the name of God shall they not represent their iinniediate dis- 
tricts? It cannot be that a Convention of Republicans assembled 
bere from thèse whole United States will ever adopt such an out^ 
rapfc ns to disfranchit*e our friends that come from the Southern 
States. Why, sir, I was niortitied at such a sentiment eoming 
from my distinguished friend from Pennsylvania, that thèse 
gentlemen who have come here in défiance of the sentiment wliich 
prcviûls in their own states; that come here as bold and inde- 
petident Republicans, and who are as ^ood Republicans at home 
as here, should be voted out They are représentatives of the 
party so far as the party in thèse states extends, and we wish to 
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build up the party in those atates. I hope that this Convention 
never will adopt the principle to exclude thèse ^entleiuen who 
corne here from the Southern Statea, because we may yet take a 
candidate from one ot thoae Southern States. I know not what 
may be the resiilt. 

Mr. Armour, of Maryland, Mr. Chairman, 1 stand before this 
Convention and thie aasembled host of freemen, a representatire 
from the State of Maryland. [Applause and thrrr -h ^er? for 
Maryland.] I claim to be as true a Republicau as ttie distin- 
IpilehedmembcrofthePeopie'apartyfrom Pennsylvania. [tOLUgh" 
ter and mncli applause.J 1 have uarcd more than he has ever 
dared. [Applauae.] 1 have periled more than he has ever periled. 
He lives in a free state; he breathea the pure air of the ji^^rand old 
Keystone state, and yet they have not arrived at a condition in 
whtch they are williu^ to avow theniaelvea Republicana. [Great 
applauae.] I faced the inob in Baltimore; I faced the mob urjjed 
on by tho aristocracy of the custoni houae, nienial hireline^a of 
thia corrupt Adminietration. I went to my home and founcf that 
I had been burned in elïi^y and suspended by the tu ck, because 1 
dared avow myself the fnead of freedom. \Ve met ia Baltimore, 
in obédience to the call of the National Commîttee. We have a 
party in Marj'land, and we caii poil from tliree to four thousand 
votes, [a voice, "jçood for you," and applauae,! ever we ex- 

pect Republican principlea to prevail ail over this land, we mnst 
orjxanize, and yoii .vho livc \n the Northern atates must fraterni/.e 
with ua, and not de.si>ise the day of our amall thinj^n. | Applause.J 
There ia the coat of arma of my g-rand little comnionwealth, 
"Croacife et M'ultiplirarriiai." And that shall be the motte of 
the Republicana of Maryland. We will growand we will iucrcaae, 
until Maasachuaetts, Pennsylvania. and ail the states of the 
Northwest, will welcome our g-ratul little cotTitnonwealth t ■> the 
band of states which have ever becu uii«hrinking^ iu llieir dévotion 
and their loyalty to the cause of human freedom. [ scorn the 
idea. X am proud to despisc the sentiment which says that 
Northern influence has been brougfht to bear upon us. We are 
UnfJiirchased, and unpnrchaseable. [Loiid apj)iaiirte.] And we 
tell Fennsylvania to put that in her pipe audsmoke it. [Laug^hter 
and applause.J Bxclude us from the convention îf you wîll—turn 
us ont of theae doors; [criea of "Xo," and "We won t.] we will g-o 
home, notwithstaadin^, aud uomiaate au électoral ticket, and 
under the blessing' of heaven we will do ail that we can to ad- 
vance the cauae of humanity. I be^ not for Northern votes tO 
sustain us here. I am aure there will be a «poutauepus outburat 
for freedom, of the true sympathy of the peoplehcre. And if thia 
Convention attetnpts to exclude us, that larg-e asscml)bi2-e of 
people will frown it down. [Ax>plau8C.J I have vindicated aiy- 
selfT I have vindicated my co-dele&^ates. I have vindicated my 
state. Your applauae aj^sures me ofthat£act,and 1 willgive way. 
[Thrce cheers for r'lar3'land.J 

Mr. James W^yse, of Diatrict of Columbia. Mr. Président: I corne 
from the capital of this great and mighty Republic, ajid like my 
friend, I am descended from old Maryland. [Applause.J I stand 
iu thi.s mighty Cc)nvention con^re^atefl in the <Jueeu City of the 
Great West, a représentative from the District of Columbia of the 
jçreat Republican party. [Loud cheers.] I stand here the repré- 
sentative of the persecuted and down-trodden, and disfranchised.

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peoplo, that have no vote for Président; no voice in Con^ess, and 

no voice anywhere to log-islatt' f n uh, and yet our tt'rritorj' con- 
tains a huudred thou»aud freemcn. I came to this city as a rep- 
resentatiTC of the Repnblîcan party for no sinieter i)uri)08e, but 
for the people of that disfranchised districl. We l u m from the 
people of this country the rig-ht of franchise, we claiin the right 
of citizenship, we claim to bc heard in this diacussion. and net to 
be eilent long-er in thi^ Reptitilic. We h ' ^ no leg^islatiire. We 
ask of Conjçresa a leg^islature, atid we iiiietid ihat they shali give 
lis a territorial leg^elattire and a représentation in Congress — 
that we sliall have onr own laws, and thnt Conpfress will confîrtn 
them— that we wiil be a people and have a word in this great 
Republic. I corne here to tell this people that they have trodden 
down the Republican party with theironheelof de8poti8m,worse 
and more tyrannical tnan that of Ruseia or the Auatrian empire. 
What lias not liiu hanan Administration doue? Why, sir, they 
have goixG iuto the workabops of the ^ovcrnmeut to seek out a 
Republican and then tum him out to grasa, takingf the bread 
from his family. if hc did not Itow dnwn to the slave power. But 
thanks be to Cod, we corne here like the cfentleman from Mary- 
land, daringr to be Republicans; and we wiil baptise that District 
of Columbia over again; nnd, hy the help of C7od, we wiU exclude 
slavery from it in less than two years. [Applause.] 

Mr. Blake}', of Kentucky, having just arrived frottt a meetin^^ 
of the Committee on Platform, î undorstand that a proposition 
lias been made that this Couvt-ntion «hall exclude the déléguâtes 
from the atate which in part I re[)reHent. I ahoatd not have been 
more surprifed liail I been told that a proposition had been 
^ravely madc that the ashe.s ol VVashing^lou should have beeu 
placed without the pale of this continent. [Cheers.] I should 
not bave been more aurpriaed had I been told that a proposition 
had been gravely made that the remains, the precious remains, 
now silcntly resting" iinder (Tir nliade of Ashiatid, should bc n 
moved from the precious soil of Kentucky; nor should I have 
been more aurpriaed had I been informedthatithaa been fgjBvély 
proposed that Cassius M. Clay [apf hni- 'l ï*hould bel)iirie<I. Who 
dare propose, I say, to institute a proposition here that the free 
born sona of Kentuclry and of Virginia, and of Haryland, and of 
the District of Columbia, or even of Georgia, or anj^ southern 
State, have not just as good a right to be Republicans and breathe 
free air, and be free men upon American aoîlaatlie old Keyatone 
State. [Applause.] Gentlemen, I have but one word more to say, 
and 1 want it to be heard, and I wish it could be heard from one 
end of the continent to the other. I had the honor of a situation, 
a prominent position, it was a position of which my children and 
grand-children will be proud, in the Republican Convention of 
18.%. [Applause.) When the vote of Kentucky was callcd for 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency, Ihad the honor then and there 
to announce that Kentucky had been experimenting; that we had 
held up the Déclaration of Tndependence before the mirror, and 
80 retlected the platform of the 17th of Juae, IbôG; that we had 
held up the precious Ordinance of 1787, and so reflected the Wtl- 
niot i*roviso [apidause]; thatourvotes werecaat for David Wilmot. 

tLaughter and applause.J Thus stood Kentucky in 1SÔ6! Can 1 
>e forgiven for that sio? [Applause and laug-hter.] 

Mr. Philbps, Kansas, Mr. Président and gentlemen of the 
Republican Convention: I atand here with my lellow coUeagues 
to represent the people of Kansas. The Republicans of Kansas, 
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whom \ve have the houor torepreseut upon thi« tloor, seutua here, 
expectîng' that we would have «everal grave issues to meet. but 
they did not expert that the représentatives ci f Kansas would have 
to appear uuou this tloor with proof that Kausaa is an intégral 
part of the Kepublican party. Kansas and the Republican party 
were boni together. flTearty applause] Its first impulses were 
stirred by the wroiii^H of her people; the party was baptized iti 
her blood. [Raptiirous applause.] 

The people of Kansas in 1856 appeared in the National Republi- 
can Convention, and threw a vote for the then Republican nom- 
inee. The peoj)le of Kansas throujçhout the whole of their 
Btruggrie have viudicated lu Kansas the Republican party, their 
cause and their principles. It tnay be eaid to-day that Kansas is 
not a State— -Kansai^ is scarcely a T crritory; l)ut tîie cause of lib- 
erty is ideatified with her history. She has a history and a glori> 
ous one. This administration, whose duty it was to foster this 
infant State, has dealt with Kansas with n tinrah rule. The hand 
of the administration, that she bas felt so olien, has been a hard 
stern hand; and ail has been done to keep her hack, and prevent 
her from ristng-and bearing- aloft the banner of Republican lib- 
ertj\ She has been not only persecuted. but tempted. If Kansas 
had accepted the Lecompton bribe, she would have been a State 
to-(îay. ff Kansas had not t)een one of the stroiiDi-est atid tjest 
uuited or^anixatious in ihc Republican party. she would liave 
been received into the Union years ago, by the Democrats at 
Washingftou. [Applause.] But Kanf>a8 scorued the L,ecompton 
bribe, and stands there to-day, and will stand forever, a Republi- 
can State. [Grea t cheers.] 

Mr. Chairmau— Kansas does not expect to corne into this Con- 
vention and be alienated from the Republican party. She stands 
now a Territorj', because she would not share, or aceept, tl - jioils 
of the Démocratie party. She has alienated herself, from every- 
thinjç, to identifjr her people and destiny with the cause of the 
National Republiran part}'; and now I don't think the tinie has 
COme when the Republicaiis can alienate Kansas from the Na- 
tional Republican party. [Loud cheer.-».] I do not wish to con- 
sume the time of this Convention by urging this point. J do not 
think the ^^eutlemeu of this Convention will demand that Kausas 
Shall be excluded. She has corne here to say if she have préfér- 
ences, she will exercrae thoee préférences, or leave this hall. 
Kansas believes in the ri/arht, which has carried her through 
inany a dark hour; and she l>elieves that it is principle alone 
which will carry the Republican cause throu^h in triuiuph. 

Mr. Wilmot, of Pennsylvanîa — I reiifret exceedingly that I was 
misunderstood tjy the gentlemen who îiave respond(»d to me in 
behalf of the States ofMaryland, Vir^^inia and Kentucky. I made 
no proposition to exclude those g-entlemen from a fair représen- 
tation upon this floor— [applause]— none at all, I proposed that 
certain States be referred back to the Committee for the purpose 
of an investijiçation, to aee whatvote they are entitled to upon this 
jQoor. 

Mr. Blakey— I was not présent whea the proposition was 
made. 

Mr. Wilmot — In the course of my argntnent f presented cer- 
tain considérations that seemed to me to be eniitled to weight, to 
wit: that gentlemen who corne up here representin:^ no party — 
havin^ no constituencies— were not entitled to vote for their

States upon thia floor. That was the simple proposition that I 
iTjfule. Xow, I désire that th- facts be inquired into. Will it be 
preteuded tbatthirty ïçentleiiiL ii, meeting atthe city of Baltimore, 
DOt déléguâtes frooi the Counties of tb« State, but g-entlemen as- 
seniblin^ together — haTe a right to represent and select twenty 
delegates? 

Mr. Arnîour— Will ynii allow me to correct you? 
Mr. Wilniot— Certainly. 

Mr. Armour— There naa exietcd în Baltimore City, for a niim- 

ber of j'ear.^, ;i Rei)ul)lican Association. Tliat AKsociatioti, in 
obédience to the calî of National Kxecutive Committee, iasued 
callft for the Repablicans of Maryland to meet in Baltimore at. 
siich a time speci tî <1 in the call, for the purpose of nomiuating- 
an électoral ticket and aending delegates to this Convention. 
When that Convention met, every Congressional district in the 
State of Maryland \vap represented. rA[)plansp.] Thcre were 

gentlemen from the Kastern vShore and the Western Shore—from 
le extrême East to the extrême West. There were perhaps only 
thirty-five or forty delej4ales; but tliere were at lenst I.IO or 'iOT) Re- 
publicans in the Convetitiou. Baltimore City sent only elcvcu del- 
egates, and therefore she was entitled to only eleven votes, yet the 
hall was full of Republicans. My town is £uU of Republicans; 
and I wish to say, in reply to the remark of the Judge that we 
have no i)arty in Maryland, 1 have the assurance of a gentleman, 
and kuow it to be true, tliat iu my town — which polla only a bout 
900 votes— we can poil 400 votes at the nextetection, nearly half 
the votes of the town— not of the district. JTbis is ail I have to- 
say. / 

Mr. Wilmot— The explanation that thé gentleman has made, 
if it dors anything, would enforce the propriety of my niDfioiî. 
What 1 have desired is, that the committee should investigate 
this subject, and should report the facts in respect to these States. 
That is what I have desired. If Maryland l)e properl}' represented 
here; if there be a party in Maryland, whether great, large or 
smali, that stands as an organized party in the iield, that is the 

g oint; not that there may be Republicans scaltercd over the 
tate. There may be a majority iu the town in which the gentle- 
man lives. There may be individual Republicans scattered over- 
that State in every county, but have they combined together in a 
political organizatîon, and do they come»here representing an 
organized party? That is the question I désir*.- this committee 
to euquirô into, and that is the very object o£ the motion. The 
committee might report that Maryland was entitled to her sena*- 
torial votes on this floor, and that she was entitled to a vote from 
such.aud such a district. If they so reported upon the facts be>- 
fore them Ishali be willing to accept tliat report. So too as to 
Virginia, if the committee reported that certain districts in 
Virg^inia took regular action as an organzied party and elected 
Uieir delegates, and were entitled to so many votes, I should be 
willing to accppt that report, and in addition, I should stand 
ready to give them the two électoral votes of their state. So iu 
respect to Texas. But what are the facts about her, gentlemen. 
I speak of it npon notliing but rumor and as a rumor--I tlon't as- 
sert tlie fact, fur 1 knovv nothing about it — but I am told that the 
gentlemen who are here from Texas, or a majority of them, are 
not résidents of the state at ail, and that they have uoRepublican 
organisation iu that state. It may be asked of me why X do not 
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speakof Oregon. But we know that Orecron has a formidable 
party; we know that they held a regiilar State Convention and 

that they elected their deIeR"at(»s directly, and that thepe freiitle- 
meii are entitled to their seats. So if Texas haa held a re^^^ular 
convention and elected her delej^ates and the3-find il inconvénient 
to attend as delegatea, then pfentlemen they are entitled to seats 
on Ihia tloor. But if there haa been no convention— no movement 
in Texaa, if nothing- having the semblancc of a party has taken 
action in the State of Texas, and certain ^^entlemen are bere lor 
the purpose of controUin^thiereaultthen I Bayitlsmiachievoue, 
it is deinoralizing-; it will oreak up any party underGod's hr i\ en, 
Will the distin^uished Kentlemea from New York, a candidate be- 
fore thia Convention, or rather his friends, consent that they sball 
be overslaujrhed or defeated by the votea of p^entlenu n représenta 
in^ no party, by gentlemen having no constitueiita? Will the 
friends of the candidate which Pennsylvania will présent submit 
to siich a procedtirc? If they do, it wonld be extremely hard — it 
would be diihcttlt to enforce aubuiission. This waa the object of 
my proposition. I wish gentlemen, inatead of indulgmg in 
déclamation and rhetorîcal flourisheH. in appeals to the ashes of 
Washington, had consented to leave the question fairly to argu- 
ment. I raiaed no question with the "j^ude man" from Maryland 
as to who haa dared more or atilïered more in thie cause. I con- 
cède to him and his associâtes the i>alm of victory in that. But 
if every Republican who has suffered in the cause of freedoni is 
to corne in tosettle this question, then the little territory of Kanaas 
can control this Convention— under that rule she has the rightto 
control it. She has ponred ont lier blood freely in this cause. 
The g^ravea of our murdered sons are scattered ail over lier terri- 
tory. If the question is as to those who ha ve suffered in the cause 
of Kepublicaniam, who have been mobbed, and thoae are to come 
here and control this Convention, then let us adjourn and invite 
Kansas to come here in a body, man, woman and chtld, and let 
them aaywhom the Republican party sliall noniinate aacandidate 
for Président. The simple question is, are ail the 'gude raen" 
here from Virginia, Maryland, Texas and certain other diatricts 
as représentatives, or nll ^rinij;- here ns individiial Repid)licans? 
I don t question their Kepublicanism. 1 have no doubt upon that 
point. 1 caat no imputations upon their integrity; but this I dO 
assert, tliat if this précèdent be adoptcd. that at the next Conven- 
tion the sympathies or tlie anxiety of friends to aeeure their 
Candidate may impel them to secure delegates here from every 
State of the Union, not because there is a party there to repreaent, 
but because the anxiety of the friends of candidates will bring 
nien here. Would if hc dilTicult to find twelve men in the State of 
Tennessee who are Kepublicans? 1 doubt not if iuducements 
were held ont to them they could come here from Georgia, 
Ahibnma, >Iississii)j)pi, and ail the Soutln m states. Then what 
would be the resultr Instead of requiring; 304 votea, you would 
have to require that there should be 500 votes. Why requîre 400, 
or why reqnire 304. except that you have already virtually de- 
moraliz,ed the Convention'r If j'ou have men here who do not 
repreaent an organized party at home, they should not cast votes 
for their stnfes fora RepuI)Iiçan Président. It was for the pur- 
pose ol inquiry, not to i^roscribe or disfranchise auybody, that 
my motion was made. 
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Mr. Moiiti^omery Blair. of Mnr\ laiid, wiîl voit permit a deîe^Hh' 
from Maryiaiid to say one word, 1 wit*h iiiL i ely to say to the Con- 
vention— [voices—"Louder!"] — I can only make iny^elf heard over 
a 8înall space. But I mnst 8ay one word, and thât is, so far as my 
feelings are concemed, and of a larg-e majofity of tliose with 
whoni I aiii aH^ociated on this floor, the sentitnen ts uttered by the 
honorable içentleiuan from Peanayîvatiia meet our eutire accord. 
[Applauae.J We wîeh no largier voice in thie délibération than 
the jfentlenien of the Coiivt ntion with whom w,- are associated 
ahall deem our membcrs and those whom we repreaeut entitled 
to have on thie floor. [Cheers.] We do not corne herc (and I speak 
for m^'solf and, l believe, a larg'e portion of thopc representiug' 
the Blave states on thie tloor), we do not wieh to stantl hère as 
dictatingr to tbose who have to elect the candidates. We are 
willinpf; we aak only to bc heard, and if i)ermitled we will g^ive 
our votes in the direction which we thiuk ought to be taken by 
the Convention; but we do not wish, and we wiil endeavor ao to 
act— and I am »\iri- T r<»present the setitiments of those who are 
associated with uie upoa thië point as not to ^ive any cont^oll- 
ing voice in the Convention. [Applause.] That is ail I have to 
say upon the subject. I would be glad to have some action, if the 
Convention deem ît necessary, taken upon the point which the 
honorable g^entlenian from Pennsylvania bas. I think, tiniely 
made before this body, and I therefore second bis motion. [Ap- 
plauae.] 

Mr. Cleveland, nf Connecticut, I reftpectexceedingly the remarks 
of the gentleman from Mar^landi Mr. Mont^omery Blair; I can 
eee imminent danger in thie movement now made, and I look 
upon it as unfortunate. We are here to-day with high hopes of 
victory — with almost the assurances of victory. We shouid re- 
member that in conséquence of the action of one aolitary raan as 
a représentative in Congres», for the State of Maryland — to Henry 
W. Davis — we have a speaker by whom we have been able to 
expoee the corrupt frauds of the Administration and ^i\ e us the 
assurance of victory inévitable. [IvOml cîieers ] Andyetweare 
not willing to give her a full vote! lu the nanie of God and 
humanity what are we doing? I heard a Marylantl delegate say 
he was willinjjf to take a hali loaf of bread. I want to give berali; 
she bas gîven us ail. [Cheers.] This is ail on that point. We 
have been cliar^ed for 3 ears with bein^ a sectional party. The 
lie does not stick in their throats, but we can make it stick in ours 
and theire by our folly; we are not a sectional party! fCheers.] 
We want the slave state?^ to come here and be rey)rewented. I say 
in this very connection, that knowingly or not the understanding 
of the slave states is that the power is to be chani^ed from the 
hands of the slave oligarchj' and placed in the hands of the 
fricnds of freedom, in the free states as well as the slave states, 
and hence they deserve to share in this ^reat and f^lorious work. 
If we HMcceed next fall, as I l)elieve we sball, with men compétent 
to take charye of the government, and putsecessiou aud diesunion 
"where it belbngs (and God g^ant we may ail live to see it), we will 

Rrohably have the entire slave states represented in our next 
atioiiai Convention. [Loud cheers.] 1 believe it. Why should 
we not? The disunionists are in a small niinority in the slave 
states, and they keep dowu the majority by just auch unwise 
opérations as was attempted here this morning. 11 we treat them 
kindly and hold our hand out to them, as men compétent to fill 
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the hi^h oftices of the United States, we Bhall have the tuajority 
oui froin under the heel of the shive oligarchy. We shall unité 
the voice of the American people in favor of the Kepublican or- 

fanizatiou. 1 say, «ir, aud I wish it to be understood everywhere, 
am not here for the purpoae of makiug^ war ou the slave atatea, 
nor do I believe that there is a man in this house who is. We 
have been char^ed witli Huit U i,s fal^e and they know it, We 
are here for the purpoae ol satisfyiu^ the American people that 
we are willîn^ to gi ve the elave states theîr entire rig'hts. We «ay 
to thoHC ^ontlemen. witli tliat yon will be content beyond that 
you shall uot ^o. A lar^e tuajority of the votera South, if *they 
dare expreae it, in the South, would be with ua. Their bearta are 
with ua now. For God's sake, and humanity's snke, let U8 not es- 
tablish the fact, by our folly, tliat we are a sectioual party, aud 
hate the alave atatea. [Cheera.] 

Mr. Oyler, of Inâiana, I merely désire, g'entlemen, to call the at- 
tention of this Convention to the call inviting^ delegates to this 
Coiiventioti. Read and refb'rt for nnc minute wbat that call cou- 
tains and it settles this qucatiou. What is it: 

"The Republican electors of the several states, the members of 
the People't* party of Pennny 1 \ an ia, and of the opposition party 
of New Jersey, and ail othera who are wiiTingr to co-operate with 
them in support of the candîdateswhtcb shall there be nominated, 
and who are opposed to tlie |)oliey of the i)res«ent administration, 
to fédéral corruption aud uraurpation, to the extension of slavery 
info the territories, to the new and danserons political doctrine 

that tlie Constitution of îts own force cnrrii - -laver}' into ail the 
territories of the United States, to the opeuiuff of the Africau 
slave trade, to any inequaltty of rig^hts among* citisens; and who 
areinfavorof th - immédiate admission of Kanaas intothe Union, 
under the Constitution recentlyadoptedbyits people, of restoring 
the fédéral administration to a System of rif>:id economy and to 
the principles of Washinpcton and Jefferson, of maintainincr invîo- 
late the rig-hts of the states aud defeuding* the soil of cvery state 
and territory from lawless invasion, and of prescrvin^ the intepf- 
rity of tJiis Union and the stipremacy of the Constitution and 
laws passed in ]mrsuauce thereof against the couapiracy of the 
leaders of a sectional party to resist the majority prim iple 
as ef«tal)lished in this n;-overnment even at tho expenweof its exist- 
ence—are inviled to send from each state two dele^ates from each 
conj^ressional district, and four delegates at larg-e to the Con- 
vention." 

Why, when we have issued a call to those men, called them 
from the sunoy shores of the South to the bleak reg^ions of the 
North, to meet us, why should be mooted the right of thèse 
gentlemen to vote to select a candidate and with us go home to 
help us elect the man that we may nominate, and carry forward 
the principles that we proclaim here. [Cheera.] I say, gentlemen, 
you can't discuss this question. The question is settled hy the 
call. If we are honesit, ir we are not tlu' veriest hypocrites in the 
world, we have no ri^ht to question the right of the slave states 
to be represented here upon tnîs floor. f Applause.] 

I liavo ;i Word to say at)ont the territories. T don't tliink that 
they stand upon the same jr rouud. The call is uot to them. They 
have no vote for otir candidates after we have nomiaated them, 
and I am in favor of followin|çout the rule of the fédération— I am 
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in favor of the delegfatea from Ihe territories holding- seats upon 
thia floor, being heard, and attentively heard, on our part; I am 
in favor of ttaeir connselling* with us, but when it cornes to the 

vote, aa thev ha\ c tio vote for the ticket, they ouj^lit not tO vote 
formally. ïhc Diatrict of Columbia is in thé eame tix. 

Gov. Reeder, of Pennsylvanîa (in his Beat), Mr. Cbairman, [cries 
of *'Take the ptand."] I caii be heard hère if I can gfet started. I 
bave uot much to 8ay, but wbat 1 have to say, I shall eudeavor to 
aay to the point. It aeems to me that a g^eat deal bas been said 
altojçether oat?»ide of this question now before tbe Convention. 
The proposition before us, if I understand it, isto referthis report 
back to the cominittee for the purpoae of ascertainin^ç whether 
the?»e gentlemen now here upon the flot)r of the Convention from 
tlie statea denigiiated, repreaent the entire, or ieaô than the entire 
State. 

Xow, sir, ail the éloquence, and ail the fire of man}^ of the 
gentlemen upon the other side^is lu«t, when we make the avowal 
that we have not the most remote idea of disfrancliising the dele- 
^atcs who corne here from the Southern states. |Loud applause.] 
Sir, we humbly ask from our Southern brethren upon this floor, 
the poor privilège of being put upon an equality with them. 
[Renewed applause.] When Pcnnsylvania, Illinois, Indiana and 
lowa corne here, sir, with a délégation from one, two, or three 
congri s^ional diotricts, do you allow thetn to vote for the entire 
State? No, eir; tbeY would not aâk it. Tbey could notjret it if 
they did aak. If there is a délégation here from the State of 
Maryland from one, two, or thi - ^ congressional districts, we want 
tbein to vote for one, two, or three conjpreasioual districts. lAp- 

Î)lanse.l But, when they vote the entire vote of the State of Màry- 
and, and the vote of the electors at large, the}' have a great ad- 
vautage over us. What I wiah to avoid. sir, ia tbat, in any state, 
whether north or south, east or west, a few men should corne 
from a single countj',or a single congressional district, represent- 
ing only that county, or tbat congressional district, aud then 
corne upon the floor of this Convention and ask to cast the entire 
vot ' nf the State. 

Xow, sir, I ask thèse gentlemen who bave declaimed so loudly 
and eo eloquently in favor of our brethren of the South to listen 
tous; and no man on this tloor or awaj' from thia floor can go 
farther tlian 1 in my admiration for those gentlemen who stand 
up in tbe faceof thedespotism exercised oy the olififarcby that 
surrounds them, and contend for the ri^ht of free speech, free 
labor and free men. [Applause.] Sir, I know wbat the despotism 
of that oligarchy is. [Great applause.] I know, sir, that it hunts 
men like hounds wh(' hrîve the wpirit of freemen. [Renewed ap- 
plause.] 1 ret^pect and i admire every inan to whom God haa 

given the nerve and the back-bone to stand up and face that 
espotinm. [Continued applause.J I aîti ready to extend the 
rîght hand of fellowship to ail the gentlemen who have corne 
"tried out of the lire" to meet ua in this National conclave. Wbat 
I ask of tliem is the poor privilège of being on an equal footing 
with them in this Convention. I am anre they ought not and 
would not ask any more; but if gentlemen are here representing 
a single district from the State of Texas, or a single district from 
the State of Maryland, or from the State of Kentucky, will they, 
8ir, be imjn.^t and nnfair enongb to Hlatuî up here, being the rep- 
résentatives of a single district, aud ask to cast the vote of the 
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entire state? Aaauredly not, air; and assitredl^ thoae j^entlemen, 
when they conie to reflect upon this subject, will see tlie propriety 
of ascertaining- how luucb o£ tbeir state id repreaeuted, and hav- 
infç found that, to apportîon their vote accordiniçlj' to what they 
roally represent, giviiitj;; to thcni sucli a vote as they repre.ieiit ; 
aud î would be William to have them then throw the true vote to 
whîch they are entîtled. [Prolonged applause, and cries of 
"Question, question."] 

Mr. Buckland, of Miclii^an, I cannot discover what objo< t is to 
be gained by refcrriîic; hack that report to tlie coniiiiittee. but 
that the geutleiiiau iiiay liave the benefit of his motion. 1 wish to 
make an amendaient. I propose to include, alao, Oregon. 

Thb Chaik— I will put the question first, on the orisfinal recom- 
mitment. 

Mr. Bucklaïul, I i)ropose to make au amendineut, and I believe 
the vote shotild tirât be taken upon my motion to amend. 

Mr. McCrillis, of Maine, I have a sînjçle word to say in reply to 
the gentleman from Indiana. I af^rce with the <^oiitleman in the 
doctrines he announces, as to the territories; ail of them., sir, ex> 
cept Kansas. Why, I say Kaneas is in the Union now. It îs a 
rule of etiiiity that wiieti a tliiti^ ought to be donc, it i.s to be con- 
sidered as doue. (A.pplause aud laughter.j I âay, sir, that Kau< 
sas, if she is ont of the Union, is out of it on acconnt of the 
corrijpt and despotic Senate of tlie United State.s; and in this 
Convention she should be treated as a sovereigu state. While I 
am up, I will make a remark in reply to the ^ntleman from 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Wîhnot. who told the Convention that the time 
would come, although he qualitied it some, when South Carolina, 
Georgfia, Alabama and ail the Southern states would be represent- 
ed in thi? Convention. On behalf of tlie most far off New Engfhmd 
State in the Union, I say that we from that wild région wiH wei- 
come them — aye, thrice welconie them. [Applause.y 

Mr. Hacklernaii, of Indiana, I have nououbt nboutthepropriety 
of admitting Kansas to a vote in this Convention, but I have 

freat doubts in regard to the proprietj' of admitting the State of 
exa.'^. So far as Virginia, f^o far a^ Marylaîid or Missouri, or 
Keutucky are concerned, it is h matter of public notoriety that 
they have held Republicati conventions to appoint delegates to 
this Convention; but where is the notoriety of the convention of 
the State of Texas? I want to hear from the delegates from the 
State of Texa.s, to knowwho appointed them to comehere. Ail the 
others I .-^hall welcome with open hands. We are no sectional 
party. [Apphmse.] \Vc are tlie pariy lo coatrol this governnient, 
and we want ail thèse states here. But let us know ni regard to 
Texas. I understand that was the original proposition; the other 
was added by way of amendment. I do want an investigation, so 
far arf Texas is concerned. 

Mr. M. S. C. Crawford, of Texas, gentlemen of the Convention, I 
cannot believe that you areprepared to stifle the voice of Texas, 
becaii.se there the Republican party is in its itifancy; for thou<xh 
it is iu its iniaucy, it is nevertheless a hopeful child. [Loud 
cheers.] Gentlemen, the foreign population — the Germans— are 
with u.'^. rr.oud i lieera.] And there will be an électoral ticket 
in the iield tiiere. We corne liere with no axes to griend. 
We have our préférences to be sure, and when the time cornes, 
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îf we are permitt 1. we 8hall express thnt jjrcft'rence. I 
am âorry that this luotion abould corne from the >çentletuati 
from Pennsylvania, where there ia not sufiHcient pluck, where 
thero is not the rnor i! rnitrage to corne ont and take a inanly struid. 
in favor of the rig;hi as a Republican partj'. (Applause, cheere 
and a tVw his8es.J Organise youraelves and train under the 
Repuî)licaii banner before you accuse na in Texas of not havin^ 
a Republican org^anizatiou. It is unbecomiag^, it iss laimaul^, il is 
anti-Republican. [CheerH.] I hail from Galveston. There 18 free 
aoil- there iy anti-slavcry sentiment there, and itwill beexpressed 
next fall at the poil», dcpeud uponit ^.oud açplauseandcheerB.] 
We aak a hearin^ on the floor of this CotiTentlon, and we believe 
you wîll grant it to us |<"beers.] 

Mr. Eg-g-lestoii, of Oh 10. 1 iinderstand now that we are abuiit to 
go into the business for which we were convened, and that no 
part of that business!? ia the niakiiit^ of svmymthy speeche!* as to 
the right to admit this territory, or that isectiou of country, as 
delegates into this Conveutioa. New, sir, the gentleman from 
Indiana haa well said that this investigation only had to be niade 
80 far as relates to Texas. If the committee, which has reported, 
or attempted to report on credentials, has not the nerve to goout, 
and corne in and say to thia Convention what thej- believe ri^^ht, 
and -who ahonld vote, let them go out ai; a in, and iêt them comein 
with a (lefîiiite re])ort aiul we will say wtiellier we will support 
tbem or no. For ^^entlemeu to corné here and make apeeches 
about Kanaaa ia entîrely out of order. I hare spent m^' money, 
and I have worked for Kansas. but I am not here un v to talk 
about it. I am here now to uominate the men whoahall be Prési- 
dent and Vice-President of the United Statea. 

Mr. Goodrich, of Minnesota, I simply désire to say that I am in 

favor of less talk and more work. [*'Good, good," "no more 
speeches now."] I am not ffotng- to make a speech. I hope the 
discussion on thin question, for the présent, will here terminâtes 
and that the question will now be put [Cries of "Question, 
question."] 

Mr. Cartter, I would like to have the District of Columbia, Kan- 

eas and Xebraska iuchided. 

The (question beitiî*- on the adoption of the aniendment of >lr. 

Buckiand, of Michigan, rccommittin|( ao niuch of the report as 

relatée to the State of Oregon, the vote was taken and the amend- 
ment was voted down. 

The question then beinc;"on the adoption of the amendme?it of 
Mr. Wilmot, recommitting sucli portions as referred to Kentucky» 
Virginia aad Maryland, the vote was taken, and this aniendment 
was also voted down. 

The question then recurring* on the motion ol Mr. Davis, of 
Massachusetts, to recommit such portion as referred toTexaS,'tbe 
vote was taken and the motion lost. f Applause.] 

Mr. Lowrj^, of Pennsylvania, 1 now move that the whole report 
be recouimitted to the committee, and that we take the vote by 
States. 

Mr. Bgnfleston, ol Ohio, and I second that motion. 
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Mr. Lowry, tbat committee haa not given us anythîngf to act 
upon. It has ^îven usiiothin^. I ani tiot ^^oitij^^ to inflict a Speech 
upon thi^ï Convention, but 1 aak that the committee have it back, 
that tliey iiiay jfivc u» something^. 

Mr. Benton, of New Hampshire, I désire to atate that tbe com- 
mittee appointed a aulMïommittee, who conaid^ed the case of 
Maryland particularly, and they were unanimously of the opin- 
ion that the deleg-ates reported from that State were entitled to 
represent the State in this Convention. They had not the timeto 
make the investig^ation in reg^ard to Texaa that was désirable, but 
it waa nnderatood that the Convention waa in eeaaion, waiting^ to 
receive the report of the committee ; therefore it waa thoug^ht dé- 
sirable, it bein^ the opinion of a majorit}' of that committee that 
they were entitled to theirseats, ao to report. 1 thijik the commit- 
tee was entirely satisfied with the évidence funiished them as to 
ail the déléguâtes who have been reported here as being^ entitled to 
represent the several states from which they come. I state this 
at the requeHt of the members of that committee. 

Mr. Lowry, I call for a vote by statea. 

The Pkesidext The Chair will iuform the gentleman that 
there is no rule by which that can be arrived at. 
Motion to recommit lost on a viva voce vote. 
A division beingf loudly called for. 

The PRESIDENT — A division is called for. With the consent of 
the Convention the roll of the states will be called, and the 
délégations will then annouuce their votes. 

Mr. Benton, (of New Hampshire, and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials,) I will say here that the Committee are not 
satisfied that the delegates claiming seats from Texas were en- 
titled to them as a whole. The Chairman of the Committee 
thought it oug^ht to have inve.sti^ration. 

The roll of the states was then called on the motion of Mr. 
Lowry, of Fennsylvania, to recommit the report to the Committee 
on Credentials.

[Cries of "Texas," "Texas."] The committee have considered 
the question in reg^ard to the représentation froni the State of 
Texas; they have giveu to the exaniiuation ail that care which 
they were able to, and which the time from the adjoumment of 
the Convention thia forenoon would allow, and they have in- 
structed me alniost unanimoualy, with a solitary vote as an 
exception, to report that Texas be allowed six votes in this Con- 
vention. [Tremeudous applause and cries of " g^ood."] It was 
proved beiore the committee that the Convention which elected 
the delegatea from Texaa— reaident delegatea who are here in at- 
tendance, was a maaa Convention ; that it was called upon a 
pétition aigned by aome three hundred of the légal votera of 
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Texaa. [Applause.j That that call was pubiished in some two of 
the German paperB pubiished in tbe State; tbat written notice» 
and advertisenienta were posted up in varions parts of Texas» 

where there ia auy nutuberof people iii favorof the principles of 
the Republican party, anrî the coinmittee were aliiiost tiiiani- 
mously of the opinion that theae delegates, eiected under tliebe 
circumdtancea, were fairly entitled to act as the représentative» 
of tlie Republican party of tbe State of Texas. [Prolonged ap« 
plause.] 

The qtiestioti beinj»- nu the adoption of the report; it was 
adopted unanimouHly amid gr^'at chceririfr- 

Mr. Corwin (of Ohio, and Chairinan of the Committee on Rules 
and the Order of Business) moved to take from the table the re> 
port of that committee. 

The motion waa carried. 

Mr. Corwin proceeded to read tbe ruies reported by tlie Com- 
mittee, as followô: 

l8t. That upon ail subjects before the Convention, tlie states 
and territories shall be called in the followin^ order:

On motion the first rule was adopted. 

2. Four votée shall be cast by the deleg-ates at large of each 
State, and each Conj^ressional District shall be entitled to two 
votes, aiid tbe vote of each délectation shall be reported by its 
chairman. 

Mr. Goodrich, of Minnesota, moved as an amendment, that no 
délégation should cast a jpreater number of votes tban there were 

delegates in attendance. 

Mr. Sarment, of California, it aeems to me that the report of the 
Committee onCredeutiala just adopted, and which prescribes the 
basis of représentation in tliis Convention, ia in conflict with the 
rule now proposed to be adopted. This rulè provides that two 
votes shall be cast from each Congressional district. Now, with 
reff'Tcnce to Texas and certain other states, the rule lias hven 
chan^ed. We have adopted the report of the Committee on Cre- 
deutiala, which providca that Texas shall havc Ic^^ votes tlian are 
accorded to her by this rule. 

Mr. Corwin» 1 think the gentleman is mistaken in regard to tbe 
character of the report of the Committee on Credentials. They 
sîmply report, I think, the number of représentatives in attend- 
ance. 
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Mr. Sarment, the report fixe» the number of votea to be cast by 
each Cong^reaaional District in the Convention. I move, a f urtber 
amendaient hy adding^ theae words, " prorided that tfaia rule ahall 

not conflict with any rule reported by the Committee on Creden- 
tials and adopted b}' the Con%'enttoii." 

Mr. Goodrich accepted the amendment of Mr. Sarg^ent, aod the 
amendment of Mr. Goodrich waa adopted. 

The rule aa amended waa f hea adopted. 

3. The report of the Committee on Platform and Resolutiona 

shall hc acted itpon tiefore the Convctition proceeda to ballot for 
candidates for Prebideut and Vice-Président. 
Ou motion the rule waa adopted. 

4. Three hundred and four votea heing a majority of the whole 
number of votea when ail theStatea in the Union are repreaented , 

in convention accordinj^' to the rafen of représentation pre?<cril)ed 
iu Rule 2, shall be requirod to noniinatethe candidate of this con- 
vention for the offices of Président and V ice-Presideut. 
Voicea — No, no! 

The Preaident, the Secretary wîll now read the minority rule 
proposed as a aubatitute for that reported by the majority of the 

committee. 

4 That the majority of the whole number of votes represented 
in this Convention, according^ to the ratio preecribed by the Indi* 
ana rule, ahall be required to nominate candidates for Président 

and Vice- Président. 

The Président asaig-ned the floor to Mr. Kelly, 

Mr. Kelly, of Peunsylvania, [takin^ the stand.] 

Mr. James, of New York — Am I not entitled to the floor, having' 
oflfered the minority report? 

The Chair, the Chair thtnks the majority have a right to the 
floor first ; but it is a question of courtesy. 

Mr. Kelly, as I appear, Mr. Chairman, at tiie request of a major- 
ity of tlie committee, simply to state the views which governed 
that committse in arrivin^ at the conclusion they présent, I will 
cheerfully yield the floor to the g^entleman, and will présent thoae 
views after we ahall have heard him. [X«oud cries of "Go on," 
"go on,"] 

The Chair, it is entirely a question ot courtesy. 

Mr. Kelly, the subject whîch now eng^ages the attention of the 

convention, was one of deep considération to the committee It 
seemed to tlicm to be the most important question that came 
within the range of their duties. It is an important question for 
this Convention to décide, what vote shall noininate the candi- 
dates to be supported for Président and Vicc-President. In the 
fîrst place, Mr. Chairman, the committee asked what body had ap- 
pointcd them to report upon tliat question - nnd the answer was 
that the National Republican Convention iiad appointed tliem, 
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and that the candidates were to bethe candidates of the National 

Kepnblicaii party [grenf ch' ' r-]: rnul. coti ^f"i [ neiitly, that the 
number o£ vote» ùpon which a aiaii ijhould bc uoaiiiiated should 
bea majortty of the électoral colleg-e—no more and no lees (ap- 
plause] ; fo thnt. if Ihe charg-e were inade a^^ainst the party or ita 
caudidates that they were the candidates of a sectiou, or a sec- 
tional party, they h ad been nominated by delei^tes representinjg: 
a majority of the électoral colleffe, by the satue votô that, in a 
convention where the majority rule, and where the section «at in 
person through its représentatives, w^ould have nominated a can- 
didate. It is simply a majority rule as applied to tbe électoral 
colleg^e, 

\Ve lookod at the call of the Convention, and we found that it 
invited not only the people of the Northern States— not only the 
people of the border slave States — but the people of the United 
States; and if aii_v State is not represented, whether it be by acci- 
dent or deâiiçn, we count her as here. We do not cast her vote, 
but we count her as présent She is here in spirit she is here in 
contemplation of the call of the Convention; and we can .say phe 
had her rig^hts here, if we can Bay that our candidates were nomi- 
nated by a vote they wouhl have had had «heand her siatera been 
here looking- to their diities. Thia waa tlie first vtew that con- 
troUed a majority of the committee — that a précèdent niight be 
set here» and now, that to nominate a Republican candidate, 
shonhl reqnire a delej>-ate for every elertor that it would take tO 
gi\ e him a bure majority in the électoral collej^e, 

Havinff paaaed that cardinal point, minor, but very weijçhty and 
important cousiderationa added theniaelvea to thèse. A queation 
was raiaed before the committee, when we came to flx theorder in 
which States shonhl be callcd. When they liad namedthe States, 
Kausas was uot simong thcm. A dele|;^ate from Nebraska waa 
présent, and a list of members handed ua t)y the Secretary of the 
Convention contained not only the name^ jf the States, but Kan« 
aas and Nebraska and the District of Coiumbia. So far as send- 
ing that list was concemed, this Convention had told us that the 
Statea were to be repreaented — ihatKansas was to be represented 
— that Nebraska and the District of Coiumbia were to be repre- 
sented— as they were constituted States, and liad an électoral 
powcr hehiiuî them. We knew, Mr. Chairman, that th ère were a- 
£ew gallaut men— brave spirita- honored throu^^hout our country 
— honored wherever courage commanda honor — here from Mary- 
land, from Virginia, and froin Kentiicky. We knew that thèse 
men were here to testif^' to tJieir manhood, their appréciation of 
their ria^htw under the Constitution, and to proclaim to the men 
of the North that they were Americaua, who, under a despotism 
more dreadful, and ^franping- and audacious than that of Naplea, 
Auatria or Russia — Americans, who, under such a despotism -[A 
Voice— "Time!") would take their lives in their hauds aud would 
g;'0 forth to sa}' ''We are freemen, and will unité with the freemen 
of thia country in restoriu^ the Government to the line of the 
fathers." Aud we suppoaed that thèse men would ail be admitted 
to this Convention as thoufçh they carried with them the full 
électoral vote of their States reHpectively at their back. 

Now, Mr, Chairman, it occurred to your committee that it might 
sofallout, in view of the admissiou oi Kansas here,and permit 
me to say that the humble individual who now addressea you as 
the organ of that committee, wheu it was proposed to exclude 
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from our list that Territory and the District of Columbia. took 
the ^roiind that Kansas was a State on the very j^round taken by 
the éloquent gentleman from Maine, that oquity holds tliat to 
h ave beenwhich oug^ht to have been. For three years Bh« has 
been in powtT and iti rig-ht a State, aiid if thèse dele^ates ar<» not 
representing a State it is by iio icason o£ theirs or tlieir constitu- 
ent», but by reaaon of the oppression and lawlessness of the Uni- 
ted States 3enate. Therefore we hold it rig^ht that she should T)e 
here. But there was not the same ground for Nebraska, [a voice, 
**How about Oregonr") Now we saw that unlefes thia rule was 
adopted it uiight so happen that our candidate would bc nomi- 
nated hy les» than a majority of this Convention. (Cries of 
"Question."] I am drawing- to a close. Mr. Cliairmaii. I ani not 
here in defence of the rule proposed, pereonally. i am here at 
the reqnest of the committee to présent the rules they instrncted 
me to présent. When I have donc that as brietly a.'^ 1 can. T will 
retire. [Voicea— "AU right, go on."l Ferceiviug' that it was pos- 
sible under the list of deleg-ates to be admitted, that a candidate 
might be notnitiatcfl who .^hould not liave a niajority of the elect- 
ors who represent the States and Congressional Districts, there 
seemed to be addttional reason why the rule, in itself so equita- 
ljlf\ that a tnajority of the wholc électoral collège shoiild fi.K the 
uumber of votes required,aud they determiued to submit it to 
the Convention. [A Voice— "What about Oreeon?*'] Oregon is a 
con5;titiite(l State and there was no question about Orc^on. I am 
holding no dispute about her. The malter is now before the 
Convention with the reasons that governed the committee; and 
having donc m y dut y T will give way, as Iwas ready to do before 
1 began. [Applause.l 

Mr. James of New York, as the Chairman of the minority of the 
committee which presented the minority report, I arise for the 
purpose of giviug the reaaons why we saw tit lo présent auiiaori- 
ty report against that presented by the majority, and I dou*t pro- 
pose to entertain you with nny particular eloqiT Tu e. but to state 
Himply the reaaon. B3- the vote which hus aiready passée! tliis 
C'oiivention, as to the number of delegates represented upon this 
tloor, if T understand the committee aright there are 44ti voting 
delegates upou the lloor — 

Secretary— The number is 466. 

Mr. James, tlien there is a mistake. One of the Secretaries in- 
forms me that it is 466. I took the list from a reporter who took 
it from the calling off of the Chairman of the Convention, and we 
made it différent. We will call it the largest nuiul>er, then, 4(56, 
That was thought to be the number when this question arose in 
the committee, the report of which is now presented. There were 
but .^e\ entcen nieiiibers of that committee présent, ten being al)- 
sent, and upon the sensé of that body being called, they stood 
nine to eight — ^nîne for the majority and eight against it. You 
will thus see the diCferetice between th^ two reports. One is sub- 
stantially the "two-thirds rule." If there are 46<) votes, 311, 1 be- 
lle ve, is two-thirds of that vote, and this rule requires 301. There- 
fore it is only seven short of the two-thirds rule which has been 
adopted by the Démocratie party in the management of their 
conventions. I am not aware that any such rule was ever adopt- 
ed by any party in opposition to that party, and T was not aware 
that that party ever adopted that rule until Iti^b, and again in 1844, 
when it became necessary for the interestand purposesof slavery 
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that the minority should rule the majority. For that reason 1 am 
opposed to that riile. [A voice— "That is right."] I have sufficient 
confidence in the intej^rity and jti<lo;inent of this Convention to 
trust the iionihiation of ita candidate to the majority of the dele- 
jçates here. If the minority report is adopted, instead of a two- 
thirds rule, the resuit will be left to the wiadom and patriotiem 
of a majority of the Convention. 
Cries of ^'QueBtion.'* 

Mr. Mann, of Pennaylvania, Mr. Président — 

The Président— I will read. 

Mr. Mann, I should like to understaad if I am out of order in 
addressing the chair aa other men do? 

Thb Prbsidbnt— I vas about to read the rule reported by the 
majority and then that reported by the minority, and straighten 
the Convention as to the question npon which a vote is to hc had. 
But l will hear the ^-eiitlenian before I do so if he insists tijioii it. 

Mr. Mann, 1 deaire to call the attention of thia Convention to 
this new rule introduced here. I corne here from a land where 
we acquiesce in the will of the majority [applause] on ail questions 
whenever men are invited tojçether to deliheratc. T knownowhere 
in a Kepublican Convention where men are entitled to vote by 
proxy. I do conceive that to adopt auy such rule here would be 
distinctive of its character; it would be considered as to be aimed 
at the aspirations of an individual, and il an individualcannotbe 
struck down in this broad country withoutdoing-a wrong', I should 
bethe last on God's earth to do it. Thèse are my sentiments, and 
the sentiments of the true, loyal bearts around me iu Pennayl- 
vania, [applause»] and when I barely announoe them I sluUl 
trouble this Convention no f urther. 

The Chair (Cleveland) stated the motion. The roll was called, 
with the followingf resuit:

If he did, I ahould be £^lad to know 
wbo he is, and where he cornes from. [Immense applauae and 
cries of "Goodrich."] 

Mr. Goodrich, I rise, Mr. Président— [cries of "Sit down," and 
hisses.] I will. 

Thb PKBSmBNT— Gentlemen do not forget yourselves. Tou 

must keep order. 

Mr. Goodricli, Mr. Président —[cries of "Sit down," and hisses.] 
Iwill iiotsitdown. [Cou fus ion.] 

The l'KESiDENT — Tlie gentleman upon niy ri^ht is désirons of 
explaining to the gentleman from Fennsylvania so that there 
may be no 111 blood in the Convention, even for a moment Will 
you allow him to do it. Let us act, gfentlenien, in a friendly f^pirit, 
and if men make remarks that are not exactly correct, let them be 
forpfotten on the moment. 1 would any to the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania that the expression was proniply rebuked by the 
chair. 

Mr. Goodrich, l' wish to state to the gentleman who desired to 

know who it was that harl Htig-pcsted that Pennsylvania had not a 
rigfht to vote here, I propose to reHj)ond to thrit interro^^atory. I 
made no such reaiark. [Chcers, and cries ot "order."] When the 
roU was called, Pennsylvania was called for a third time, when a 
gentleman answered^who I supposedwasspeakingauthoratively 
for Fennsylvania, that she abandoned her proposition, the major- 
ity report, and then, ap an act of hnmanity. I moved that she be 
excused from expressing her opinion. lL<aughter and cries of "sit 
down."]

THIÎ KKl'LiiLTCAN" PLATFOKM. 

The Président— The chair is mloruied that the Committee ou 
Résolutions and Platform isready to report. [Immense applause.] 
Mr. Jessup, of Pennsylvania, the Committee on Platform and 

Resolutions have dîrected me to say to the Convention that thèse 
résolutions have been adopted with g-reat unaniniîty, there being 
upon one or two of thèse resolutions sonie dissentlnti- voiccs in 
the committee. The greater portion of the résolution» were 
adopted with entire unanimity in the committee. 
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THE PLA'rrOKM AS AMENDBD ANI> AUOPTED. 

Resolved, That we, the dele^ated repreaentativea of tlie Repub- 
lican electors of the United States, in Convention aaee i n i > i cd, in 
dischar^e of tho duty we owe to our conatituents and to OUT 
country, uuite iu the foUowiug déclarations: 

1. That the hiatory of the nation during- the lastfour yeara, has 
fully established Uie propriety and neceasity of the organization 
and perpétuation of the Republican party, and that the causes 
which calW'd it iiito existence are permanent in tlieir nature, and 
now, more than ever before^demaudita^eacefulandcouatitution- 
al triumph. 

2. That tlie ni.n ntenance of the prîiici ries pro!nulp;'ated in the 
Déclaration of ludepeudence and embodiedin the Fédéral Consti' 
tution, "That ail men arc created equal; that they are endowed by 
tbeir Creator with certain in n 1 ienable rig'bts; that amonj^ thi 
are life, liberty and the purauit of happinesa; that toaecure theae 
rig-hts, governments are instituted among- men» deriving their 
jusî pMwers from the consent of the ffoverned" ia eaaential tothe 

ë réservation of our Republican institution»; and tliat the Fédéral 
onstitution, the Rij^hts of the States, and the Union of the States 
must and shall be preacrved. 

3. That to the Union of the State» this nation owes ita unprece- 
dented increase in population, its surpriaing development of 
material reaoïirces, its rapid aup^mentation of wealth, ita happi- 
ueaa at home and ita honor abroadj and weholdin abhorrence ail 
schemes for dirinnion, corne from whatever source they may. And 
we congratulate the country that no Republican meniber of Con- 
greas has uttered or countenanced thethreata of diaunion aooften 
made by Démocratie members, withont rebuke atid with applause 
from their political associâtes; and we denounce those threata of 
disunion, in case of a popular overthrow of theîr ascendancy as 
denying- the vital i)rinciples of a free governinent, and as an 
avowal of contemplated treason, which it is the imperative duty 
of an indignant people sternly to rebulce and forever silence. 

4. That the maintenance inviobnte of tlv righta of the statea, 
and especially the right of each state to order and control its owu 
domestic institutions according to its own j udgment exclnsively, 
18 essential to that T)alance of powers on which the perfection and 
endurance of our political fabric dépends; and we denounce the 
lawless invasion by armed force of the soil of any state or terri- 
top"» no matter under what pretext» «s among the gravest of 
crimes. 

5. That the présent Démocratie Administration has far exceed* 

ed our worst appréhensions, in its meastireleas aubaerviency to 
the exactions of a sectional interest, as especially evinced in itS 
desperate exertions to force the infamousl»ecompton Constitution 
ùpon the protesting people of Kanaas; in constriiing* the Person- 
al relation betwecn master and servant to involve au unqualitied 
property in peraons; in its attempted enforcement, everywhere, 
on land and sea, through the intervention of Cong^ress and of the 
Fédéral Courts of the extrême pretenaious of a purely local in- 
terest; and in its gênerai and nnvarying abuse, ôf the power 
entrusted to it bj' a confiding people. ^ 

(k That th^ people justly view with alarm the reckless extrava- 
Ifance which pervades every departtnent of the Fed r;il Goyern- 
ment; that a return to ri^id ccouomy aud accouutability is 
indispensable to arrest the systematic plunder of the public 
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treasury by favored partisane; while the récent startlingdevelop- 
ments of frauds and corruption at the Fédéral metropolis, show 
that au entire chan j^e of administration is imperatively demanded^ 
7. That the new dog^ma that the Constitution, of ils own force, 
carrieH alavery into any or ail of tlie tcrritoru - if tli- T'nited 
States, is a dau^erous political heresy, at variauce with the ex* 
plicit provisions of that instrument itBelf,with contemporaneottS 
exposition, aiid with législative and jiulicial précèdent; isrevola« 
tionary iu ita tendency, and subversive of the peace and harmonjr 
of the country. 

S. That the normal condition of ail the territory of the United 
States is that of freedom: That ais our Kepublican fathers, when 
they had abolished slavery in ail our national territory, ordained 
t>int "!io person should be deprivcd of life, liberlj- or propertj', 
wiihout due process of law," it becomes our dnty, by législation, 
whenever such leg'islation is necessary, to maintain this provision 
of the Constitution against ail attempts to violate it; and we deny 
the authority of Cong^ress, of a territorial legfislature, or of any 
individuals, to giye légal existence to slavery in any territory of 
the United States. 

9. That we brand the récent reopening of the African slave 
trade, under the cover of our national flajç, aided by perversions 
of judicial power, as a crime against humanity atul a burning 
ëhanie to our country and a^c; aud we call upouCon^i csstotake 
prompt and efficient measures for tbe total and final suppression 
of that exécrable traffîc. 

10. That in the récent vctoes, by their Fédéral Governors, of the- 
acts of the leo^islatures of Kansaa and Xebrat^ka. prohîbiting" 
slavery in those territories, we tind a practical illustration of the 
boasted Démocratie principle of Non-Intervention and Popular 
Sovcreif^nty embodied in the Kansas-Nebraï^ka bill, andademon* 
stration of the déception and fraud involved therein. 

11. That Kansas should, of right, be immediately admitted as 
a State under the Constitution recently fortncd and adopted by 
her people, and accepted by the House of Représentatives. 

12. That, while providing revenue for the support of the gên- 
erai government hy duties upon imports, sonnd policy recjuires 
such an adjustment of thèse imposts as to encourage the devel- 
opmentof the industrial interests of the whole country; and we 
commend that j)olicy of national exchanges, which secnres to the 
working meu libéral wa^es, to agriculture remuneratiut; priées, 
to mechanics and mantiiacturers an adéquate reward for their 
skill, labor, and enterprise, and to tbe nation commercial pros- 
perity and îndependence. 

13. That we ])rotest a^ainst any sale or aliénation to others of 
the public lauds held by actual settlers. and against any view of 
tbe free homestead policy which reg^ards the settlere as paupei« 

or suppliants for public boiinty; and wi' deniand the i^assage by 
Conffress of the complète and satisfactory homestead meàsure 
which bas already passed tbe House. 

14. That the Republican party isoppoped to any change in our 
naturalisation laws or any atate législation by which the rights 
of citissenship hitherto accorded to immigrants from foreig^ 
lands shall be abrid|r("d or inipaired; and in favor of givinç a full 
and efficient protection to tlie riglits of ail classes of citizeuS). 
wbether native or naturalieed, botta at borne and abroad. 
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lô. That appropriations b}- Conpress for river ntul liarbor im- 
proveiuents of a national character, requirecl for the accomuioda- 
tioii and aecurity of an exiating^ commerce, are authorized by the 
Constitution, and justified by the obli^atioa of Goverxtment to 
protect the livea and property of its citizen». 

IH. That a railroad to the Pacific Océan is iniperatively de- 
manded by the interesta of the whole country; that the fédéral 
jfovernment ouj^ht to render immédiate and efficient aid in its 
construction; atid tliat. aa preliniinarj- thereto, a daily oTerland 
mail should be protnptly eetablished. 

17. Finally, havin^^ tha» set forth our distînctive principles 
and viewa, \ve invite the co opération of ail citizens, however diff« 
ering^ on other questions, who subatantially ag;ree with ua iu their 
«ffirmance and support 

The reading- of the sections was intcrrupted by tremendous 
Imrsts of ai)plnn8o — the most enthuHiaHtic and lon^ continued 
being; given to the taritï and homestead chmaes. 

Mr. Cartter— Mr. Chairman : That report is so eminently uu- 
•questlonable from beginning- to end, and so eloquentl> carries 
throu£^h with it its own vintdication, that I do not believe the Con- 
vention will désire discussion upon it, and I therefore call the 
prevîoii» question upon it. [Applause» and mingfled cries of 
"good, good," and "no, no."] 

Mr. Giddlngs, I arise, sir, solemnly to appeal to my friend— 
"[great confusion; cries of "withdraw the previous question.'* A 
voice—'^Nobody wants to speair, but we don't want to be choked 
off," &c.] 

Mr. Cartter. I insist ui)on the previous question. 

Mr. Gîddinjça, 1 ariae, and 1 believe I have the ri^^ht, with the 
leave of my colleague, to ofifer a short amendment before the pre- 
vious question is called. 

Mr. Cartter, I did it to eut you off, and ail other amendmenta 
and ail discussion. [Great confusion, and cries of "Giddinga" by 
the audience.} 

A delegate at the south end of the platform, the résolutions 
have not been dlstributed amongr the members yet, and will the 
gentleman ask us to vote upon a party platform we have not 

-seen? 

Mr. Cartter, 1 insist uî>on the previous question. They can 
read it by cop3 . It's priuted. 

Mr. Giddings, would it be in order for me to aay that I request 
my friend to withdraw the previous question, that I niay offer an 

amendment? 

A deleg"atc from Maine, T rîne to a point of order. la the mo- 
tion of the gentleman from Ohio seconded? [**Ye8," "yes," "yea."J 

Mr. Andrew of Massachusetts, I rise to a point of order. The 
motion of the gentleman from Ohio is not in order, for the reason 
that this Convention have already paased a rule that the corn- 
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raittee on platform and résolutions 8liall make tlieir report in 
print, and that printed report has not been received by thia Con- 
vention. 

The PRB8IDBNT— We will bave that resolution read. 

Mr. Cartier, there is no such rule. 

The Président— Wiîl fçentlemen give their attention': The Chair 
will State the position of the question. The committee on Plat- 
form and Resolutions have preaented a report whicb has been 
read by the Chairman.

[Mncli confusion was here caused \yy the anxiety of delegates 
and the crowd in the wigwam to obtain copies of the platform, 
which by this time had been brought into the hall and wae bein^f 
distributed.)

for the previous question. 

Mr. Tracy of Cnlifornia, I hope, a.s a tneniber of the committee 
on Resolutionti and Platform, and as one of the sub-committee 
thatdrafted thèse resolutions, that the previous question will 
not be sustained. 

The Président— Il is not a debatable question. 

Mr. Tracy, X kaow it is not debatable. I only expreseed a 
hope. 

2»ir. Giddings, 1 désire my colleague to withdraw the cail for 
the previous question. 

Mr. Cartter, It has f^ot to be voted down or it has to be voted 
up. 

The PRESIDENT— The question is, is there a second for the call

Mr. GiddiiijifHi of Ohio Ic^ok the lloor. 

Mr. Kceder, I ask the geiitlenian if lie will give way while vve 
take up thèse resolutions singly? 
Voices, no, no. 

Mr. Giddings, Mr. Président, I propose to ofiFer, after the first re* 
solution as it stands here, as a déclaration of principles, the fol- 

lowing: 

"That we solemnly reasaert the self-evideut truths that ail men 
are endowed by their creator with certain inaliénable rig-hts, 
among- which are those of life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness [cheers] ; that goveruuient are iustituted amoug men to 
secure the enjoyment of thèse rig^hts." 

Mr. Cartter, of Ohio, interruptlng, Mr. Président, I— 

Mr. Giddings, niy colleaçne will ask no favora of me, I take it. 
[Applause.] ± will detaiu the Couveutiou but a moment. Two 
nundred years afço the philosophers of Europe declared to the 

world thathuman governnients were based npon hnninn rii^hts, 
and ail Christian writers have sustained that doctrine until the 
members ofthis Convention. Our fathers, impressed with this 
ail permeating truth, — the right of every hunian beinyf to live and 
enjoy that liberty, which enables him to obtain know led^e and 

{>ur8ue happinens, and no man has the power to "withhold it from 
lim. [Prolonged cheers.) Our fathers etubraced this soletnn 
truth, laid it downas the chief corner stoue, the basis upon which 
this Fédéral Government was founded. By consent of ail parties 
the suprême court included, thèse were the primitive, 1 ife-j'iving' 
vitalizing principles of the Constitution. It is because thèse 
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prîîicîples have been overturned, uprooted and destroyed by our 

oi^potients, that we now exist as a party [cheers.] At Phila- 
delphia, we prepared and propouuded thia issue to our ojppon- 
enta. We cailea o« them to meet ît They have not met it. They 
put forw ird tho Huprenie court (o tiicet it. That court denied 
those priuciplea, but .thc Démocratie ])arty to thia day dare not 
detiy tbem; and tbroneh the canif)ai^n, and for four yeara, no 
Deiiiocrat has stood before the world denyinpf that truth, nor will 
they deuy thetu. Now, I propose to maintaiu the doctrines of our 
fathera. I propose to maintain the fnndamental and prima! ia- 
sues iipon which the g-overnmcnt was foiinded. I will detaîn this 
Convention no longer. 1 otfer Ihis because our party was formed 
upon it It bas exieted upon it— and when you leave ont thia 
truth \ 'Mi leavc ont the party. (r>ouil chtn>rH.] 

Mr. Cartier, 1 call for the readin^^ of clause No. Z in the report 
of the committee. 

Mr. Lowry of Pennsylvania, I rîae to a question of order. We 
have upon our journal a resolution that ail questions that corne 
up by resolution, should be referrcd to the committee appointed 
for that purpope. withonf debate. I thcrcfore call upon thePreai* 
dent of this Cotivcntioii i\o\v to eiiforce tlie rule. 

The PkESIDEiNT — The chair iej of the opinion that thie proposi- 
tion does not corne within the principle of the rule that the gent> 
letnan alludea to. 

Mr. T.riv/ry. theti Mr. Président — 

Mr. Cartier, 1 wiah simpJy to read in reply to this — 
Mr. Lowry, well, Mr. Président, 1 move that the report of the 
committee as prei^ared and presented be adopted. 
The Président— The ^ntleman is out of order. He has not 

got the floor, 

Mr. Cartter, the only reply l \Yi.Mh to make on this amendment 
and the ^a.s exj)ended upon it. is in clause two of the report, 
whicli reads as follows *' that the maintenance o£ the principlea 
promul^ated in the Déclaration of Indépendance and embodied 
in the Fédéral Constitution, is essentiel to the préservation of our 
republican institutions ; and that the Kederal Constitution, the 
rig^hts of the States, and the union of the States, must and shall 
be preserved." 

Mr. Thayer,of Oregou, I agrée wîth the vénérable delegate from 
Ohio (Giddin^s) in ail that he has affirmed to this Convention 
concemlngr the privilégies of the Déclaration of Independence. 

There nrt- -ds») Tnany other trutha than are enuncîated in that 
Déclaration ot J ndepeiidence Truths o£ science, triiths of ]>>i\ si- 
cal science, truths of governiuent, and ^jreat religioua truiiia ; but 
it is not the business, I think, of this Convention, at least it is not 
the purpose of this party, to embrace in its platform ail the 
truths that the world in ail its past history has recog^nized. [Ap- 
planne.] Mr. Président, I believe in the ten commandmeuts, but 
1 do not want them in a political platform. 
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Mr. Tracy, I moye that the reaolutioa be referred to tbe Commit- 
tee on Reaoltittons and Platform. 

The Président— The motion is ont of order. 

A Dele<^ato froni Cuiinecticut — I inove that the aineudment 
ottered by the g^entleman from Ohio be laid upon the table. 

The Pj(E8IDBNT— That is out of order. It will take the vhole 
with it. The question must be on the adoption of the amend- 
ment 

Amendment aubmitted and lest 

AMOTHBR AMBNDKENT. 

Mr. Wîtmo^ of Pennsylvania, I move that the resolutions be 
adopted !«cparately. (CiieH of "No," and "Take them in a lot." 
&c.] 1 ha\ e an ameadinent to oflfer whicli 1 believe will commend 
itâelf to the good sensé of every gentleman here. The amend- 
ment ia thia: in the lith reaolution we aay ''that the Republican 
party ia oppoaed to any change in our Naturalisation Lawa, or 
Siaie législation /^y which the rights of citizenship hitherto 
accorded to immigrants from foreign lands «hall be abrid^^red or 
impaired ; and in favor of jEfîving a full and efticient protection to 
the rights of ail classes of citiïeu8,whether native or naturalized, 
both at home and abroad." Hy amendment is to strike ont the 
vrords " State législation," because it conflicls directly with the 
doctrine in the 4tli resolntion, wîiicli readn thns : 

"That the maintenance inviolate of the Hights of the States, and 
especially the ri^ ht of each State to order and control ite own 

domeï»tie institutions aecordinj^- to its own ju l^ment exclusivelj', 
is essential to that balance of powers on whichthe perfection and 
endurance of our political faoric dépende^ and we denounce the 
lawless invasion, by arnied force, of the soil of any State or Terri- 
tory, no matter under what pretext, as amoug the gravest of 
crimea." 

The resolution would then read, ''That the Republican party ia 

opposcd to any change in otir natnralization laws, by which the 
rights of citizenship hitlierto accorded to immigrants from for- 
eign lands shall be abridged or impaired." 

Judge Jessup, (of Penneylvania, and Chairman of the Commit^ 
tee on Platform). the rea.><on wln' thèse wordg were inserted in that 
resolution 1 will state. 1 désire brietly to state to tlie Convention 
that the naturalization lawa are producing a aad state of feeling^ 
among-a large nimiber of the Republican party. A ureat many 
Republicaus are of foreign birth, and they have felt that it was 
due to them that the Republicaus should affîrm first, that they do 
not désire to interfère with the présent existing nattiralization 
laws; secoadly, that they an a party do not approve of the change 
of the naturalization hiws hy the several States, and that they do 
not approve of tliat le^^-islati(m which wetit to impair the ritrht?* 
which the naturalization lawa o£ the L'nion give to naturalized 
Citizens. That, Mr. Président, was what was intended by the 
words which are now propoaed to be striclcen out. X state, there- 
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lore, tbatit is not proposod to interfère with State riglits. It is 
not propoeed, nor does it in the least conflict with any principle, 
if it be looked at prox)erly, before establiahed in thèse resolutions. 
It simpl^ affirniB that the Republican party is "opposed to any 
change in the naturalization laws, or any le&^slation — State lejfis- 
lation — by which the rights of citizens hitnerto conferred upon 
emigrants froni foreign lands shall bc abrid^ed or inipaired." 
Now, I wiâh to kuow il my colleague from Penusylvaaia affîrms 
that he Î8 rcady to permit, with hie consent, the State legielatures 
to ivnpaîr the ri^hts that are flfuaranteed, under fun law!^. to emi- 
grants becomingcitizene. Imink it ia a misappreheusion on the 
part of my colîeague, of the true Intent and import of this résolu* 
tion. I trust if he looks at it airain» he wiU wtthdraw his ameud- 
ment. 

>Ir. Wilmot, of Pennsylvania, I do not know but I inisappre- 

hend thîs clause. The déclaration here reads thus: 

"That the Republican party is opposed to atiy chan^io in onr 
naturalization laws, or aay State legialation, by which the rights 
of citisenship hitherto afforded to emigrants from foreign lands, 
shall be abrîdg^ed or impaired." 

No-w my amendment wa?* to strikc ont " or any State legishitiojt." 

My idea waa this (and you nia\- jud^e wbether I was correct or 

not), that it conilicted with the fourth résolution, which déclares: 

"That the maintaining* iniriolate of the ri^i^hts of the States, es* 

pecially of eaoh State, to order and control iî« own d'inn -tic 
institutions according to its own judgment exclusively is essen- 
tial to that balance of ixnver," &c. 

This is a broad déclaration of State rif^hts -a just déclaration 
of State rights; and uuder that any State in ihis — every State in 
this Union has a perfect power to prescribe qualihcation of 
voters. Pennsylvania. Massachusetts or any other State niay to- 
morrow, if it sees fit, by a change of her constitution, not only 
impair the right of foreign citizens, but ma^' modifjr and impair 
the rioflit? vested in native born citizens. bhe may change her 
Constitution aud provide that a reaidence of two years ëhall be 
re([nired to entitle a man to vote. That was the old Constitution 
of Pennsylvania. Pennsylvania may go back: she may require 
that any person coming from a foreign land or from another 
State shall not vote nntil he has been a résident two years, and on 
the doctrine of State rights has'ahe not a right to do it ! and who 
has a right to complam? But as there seems to be a doubt or 
misunderstandini^, and it has been expîained to me here that 
they do not coutrovert the right of the State thus to modify the 
rights of foreign or native citizens, but merely wish to make the 
déclaration that the Republican part)', as a party, is opposed to 
it. If that be the object, I agrée to it, aud in that view I ani will- 
inir to withdraw my amendment. [Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Cari Schurz, of Wisconsin. as the amendment is withdrawn 
by the gentleman from Pennsylvania I find it hardly uecessary to 
address the Convention upon this sub^ect. I wish that this reso« 
lution might be passed without opposition. TheGertnan Repub- 



plausej» and I wish that they should find it consistent with tâ eir 

houor and tlieir safety to g^ivc yon HOO.OOO more, [increased ap- 
piause.] That paragraph, I think, could never have been asked 
for by the German représentatives if one occurrence had not 
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taken place. The year 1856 waa the year of ^ood feeling-; we ail 
joined together in a common cause, and we ail fovi^hl the coni- 
mon eneniy. We did ao with honor to ourselves and with confi» 
dence in each other. There was no German Kepublican, I believe, 
who woiild liavc asked for aiiythin}^ more in the Philadelphia 
piatform but the resolution which ia there. But, since it has 
been found that that resolution ia not sufHcient to protect thèm 
froni intrenchiiient uijoii their ri^hts in the States, I will show 
you how they reaeon. They said our ri^hts may be ^uarauteed 
to VLB in a national piatform by a jçeneral sentence, ancl neverthe- 
less the Leg'islatiirr^ i sf Uie différent States ma}' 'l* feat the very 
purpoae for which that national piatform %\'^as enacted. Of what 
use, then, 1« a plank in a piatform !f its purpose thtts can be frus- 
tra te d h}' an act of a State Leg^islature? It haa been very well 
said that it waa not the purpoae of thia résolution to déclare that 
no State haa the ri|^ht to ref^late tbe attfihra^ of ita citizena by 
legislative enactnu nt, btit it was the purpoae to déclare that the 
Republican party, in ita national capacît3% isoppoaedto auy auch 
thing: in principle. [Renewed applauae.] Gentlemen, the ques- 
tion ^inij ly lliis, on one aide there stands préjudice, on the 
other aide there atanda righL You pleaae calculate, will préju- 
dice give tia morevotea or will right give uamore votes! [Ap- 
plauae contînued.] T.et me tell yon one thitig, that the votes you 
get by truckling^ to the préjudice» of peuple will never be safe; 
while thoae votes you get by recog-nixinjç constltutional rights 
may every time he counted npon. Ilmmense applauae.] Why 

fenUemen. the German Hepublicana of the Northern States have 
een not only among the moat faithfnl, but we have been among 
the most iiTi ^rltish membera of the Republican party. We never 
corne to you aaking^ for any favor; we never corne toyou with aoy 
pretensions; the only thing: weaskof you is this; tbatwe ahall 
be porinitted to fight for our common cause; that we ehall be 
permitted to light in your ranks with confidence in your prin- 
ciples and with honor to buraelves. IGreat cheering.] 

Mr. Hassanreck, of Ohio, [Applausej — Gentlemen of theConA cn 
tion: I am notgoing to detain you for any lenerth of time in sup- 
port of the motion now before the Convention,i>ut I am in favor, 
gentlemen, of the adoption of this resolution, not becauae I am an 
adopted citizen, but becauae I claim lo be a true Americau, 
[Cheers.J Gentlemen,! claim to be an American, although I hap- 
pened to be born on the other aide of the Atlantic Océan. [Re- 
newed applauae.] I breaihed true Americanism before ray loot 
had ever atepped on American soil.' [Applause.] I loved this 
country before my eyea had ever beheld its hospitable soil. I 
had sworn allegiauce to the spirit of ita free institution» yeara be- 
fore I made the formai déclaration of loyalty. [Enthusiastic 
checrs.J Gentlemen, I felt the spirit of trtte Americanism tfirill 
my heart when, as a boy in echool, I tirst read of the heroic deeds 
of the immortal Washington. [Great and prolonged applauae.] 
I hailed true Americanism when T fîrst heard of the great Thomas 
Jefferson, wiio, upon the altar of God, iiad sworn eternal hoatility 
to tyranny in every form. [Kenewed applauae.] Gentlemen, as 
nne who has aufïered the atinga and oppressions of despotisni, I 
ciaim to be doubly capable of appreciating the bleesinj^s of lib- 
erty. [Loud cheera.] Gentlemen, I have aeen the nations of Eu- 
rope smartin^ under the arbitrary rule of despots, and I know 
what an inestimable treasure, what an incalculable boon freedom 
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i« to man. It is, therefore, one of the protideat moments of my 
lifCt to avail m^ Helf «if tliis opportunity as one of the libcrty lov- 
ingf Germaaa of the free West, before thia vast asaerably of dO 
many of the beat and tnie men of the nation, loudly to proclaim 
my iindyiii}^ and tinfalterinj^ love aiul adhérence to the principles 
of true Aiuericauiam. IGreat applause.] Gentlemen, iî it is Am- 
•ericaniam to believe.relijriously to believe in those eternal trutha 
•announced in the Déclarât ïdti of Independence, that ail nien are 
•boru equalaud free, and eudowed by their creator with certain in- 
aliénable ric^hts, among which are fife, liberty, and the purauit of 
happinees, Inm proud to be an American. (Applansr | If it is 
Americanism lirmly to believe and warmly to cherish the mem- 
ory of the fathers of the Republlc, to maintaln the faith and per- 
peluate the glorious inheritance which thej' have loft to an 
^idmiring posterity, I shall ever be an American. [Loud cheera.) 
If it is Americanism, g^entlemen, to believe that governments are 
instituted for the benefit of the ^overned, and not for the benefit 
■of the privileged few — if it is Americanism to believe that thia 
glorious Fédération of aovereign Statea hae a hig^her object and 
n nobler ptirpose than to be the mere means of fortifyinu: T>ro- 
tectingand propagatincf the institution of human servitude— if 
(t is Americanism to b^ieve that thèse vast fertile Territortes of 
the We.st are foreverto reniain 8acred,to remain as free homes for 
free labor and free men, I shall live and die an American. [Tum- 
ultuous clieering^.) Gentlemen, if it is Americanism to believe 
that the Americnn ronatitution as framed by the Fathers was 
designed as a bulwark of frcedom, and intendcd to secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and to our posterit3% and that it 
does not of its own force carry slavery into the Territoriea of the 
United States, but, on the conlrary, means freedom and justice 
-wherever it gœa, 1 shall ever claim to be an American. [Great 
applause.] 

And,Mr. Presniciil, ior this reason I am in favor of the adoption

Mr. Curtis, I then ofifer as an amendment to the report, as pre- 
sented by the committee, the following-: That the second clause 
ot the report ahall read, "That the maintenance of the principles 
prouiulgated in the Déclaration of Independence and embodied 
in the Fédéral Constitution"— and then, sir, I propose to amend 
by adding'these words, **That ail men arc createdequal; that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain inaliénable rights; that 
among^ thèse are life, liberty, and the pursuit of hai)piness; that 
to secure thèse rights, governments are instituted aniong^ men, 
deriving their just powers from the consent of the governed" — 
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then proce«d--^' iaesoential to the préservation of our Republican

(Great applause, and many p-onlIrfiK'ti strujçjçlinj^ for the floor.J 

Mr. Thayer, haa not that auiendment beea once voted down? 

Mr. Cartter, 1 riae to a question of order. 

Thb CHAIK^-There is one question of order aiready. Thejc^n- 
tleman front New York» Mr. Curtis, moved to amend the second 
résolution in the words which he has rend. The g-entleman from 
Oregon, Mr. Thayer, raises the question of order t)i;it thi.s is snb- 
stantially the nanie proposition aîrendy votod iipiui; and the 
Chair sustainH the question of order, and the question recurs ou 
the adoption of the report. 

Mr. Blair, of Missouri, if it is necessary. I shall appeal from the 
décision of tlie Chair. The aniendment which waa fîrat oflFered 
was to the tîr.st claiiJ<e or section, and the amendnient offered now 
by the gentleman from New York is to the second section, and it 
an entirely différent question. I think, if it is necessary, I am 
ready to take an appeal from the décision of the Chair. 

ThB ChAIK— I took it from the statement of the gentleman from 
New York, that he offered the same ameudment offered before by 
Mr. Giddings, and roted on. 

Mr. Blair, it is otïered now as an amendnient to the second; theu 
it was to the first résolution. 

Thb Chais— Then the ameudment is in order. 

Mr. Curtis, have I the floor? 

TnK r AHIR— Ye.s, sir. 

Mr. Curtis (from his chair), Mr. Président, I have a word to say 
on that amendment— [cries of "take the stand."] I can epeak as 
well, gentlemen ,froin thi.s seat. T have to ;i^k ibln Convention— 
the second National Convention the Republican party has ever 
held— I have to aek this Convention whether they are prepared to 
go upon the rec r 1 and before the country as votin^ down the 
words of the Déclaration of Independence? [Cries of "No, no," 
and apphiuse.l I have, sir, in the amendment which I haveintro- 
(luced, quoted simply and onlyfrom the Déclaration of Independ- 
euce. Bear in mind that iu Philadelphie in 1856, the Convention 
of this same great part^ were not ah^id to announce those by 
which aloii Il e Republican party lives, and U[) ri which nlone 
tbe future of this country in the hands of the Republican party is 
passing. [TremendouB cheeritij.j.1 • 

Now, sir, I ask gentlemen <:::ravely to consider tliat in the amend- 
ment which I have propot^ed, I have done nothiug that the 
soundest and safest man In ail the land might not do; and I rise 
simply for I am now sitting" down — I ri-e simply to ask gentle- 
men tô think well before, upon the free prairies of the West, in the 
summer of 1860, they dare to wince and quail before the men who 
in Philadelphin in 1770— in Philadelphia, in the Arch-Keystone 
State, eo amply, so nobly represented upon this platform to-day 
—before they dare to shrink from repeatingr the words that thèse 
great men enunciated. [Terrifie applause.]

I say no. I aay ît is efioii<rh 
for us to assert a belief in, and our confidence iu, aiidllrni reiiauce 
in the Déclaration of Independence and the Constitution. 

Mr. Nye, of New York T wnnt. sir, womething done in this Con- 
vention. [Cries of "\ utel j 1 ani i>al \ anxious, sir, that soniething 
Should be done in this Convention to mark with jç^reat distinctness 
and in unmist.iVnbl»' ternis, that we eiulorsc the lang-ua^çc and that 
portion of the lau^ua^e of the Decbiratiou of Independence that 
18 moved as an amendment to the aecond résolution. [Cheers and 
VOices, "Yoii shall haveit," "We will." "Von shall have it if 3'Oii Bny 
no more about it."] That, air, is all I waul. I amexceedingly glad 
that simply the fear of a speech from me should induoegpentlemea 
to vote in that way. fLaughter and ipi3lause.[ 

The (lupstion bein^ on the amendinent ofTered by Mr. Curtia, of 
New York, tlie vote was taken and the amendment adoplcd. 

The question now recurring: on the adoption of the report of the 
committee, the Platform was adopted unanimously with a shout 
of api)laiiae. 

l'pon the adoption of the Platform, the delepfates and tbe whole 
of tbe vast audience rose to their feet in a transport of entliusiasm, 
the ladiea waving their handkerchiefs and the gentleman their 
hats, while for many minutes the tremendous cheers and shouts 
of applause continued, and again and again were renewed and 
repeated. 

The Chair, aa poon as order was partialiy restored, annonnced 
that several gentleman would apeak in the Wigwam at night. 

Mr. Goodrich, I move that we adjourn. [Cries of "No," "No," 
"Ballot," ^Ballot."] I wtthdraw the motion, and' move that we 
now proceed to ballot for a candidate for the Presidency. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. l*!p:pfleston. I renew tbe motion to adjourn.

Mr. R. M. Corwine, I move that we now proceed to ballot for 
Président [Great disorder, and cries of "Ballot," "Ballot."]

and cries of "Cnll tlu' roll."] 

The Chaik' — I am rcquested by the Secretar}" to iiiforiti tlie 
geatlemen o£ the Convention that the papera uecessary for the 
purpose of keeping the tally are prepared, butarenotyetatliand, 
but wiil be in a few minutes. 

A voice— I move that this Convention adjourn until ten o'clock 
to-TTJorrow îiiorning". 

The motion i)ro\ ailed, and the Convention adjourned until ten 
o'clock to-morrow mornin^. 

THIKI) DAV. 

The Convention rca.ssembhîd at ten o'cloclt, agreeably to ad- 
jouruuient A£ter the deleg^ates had aeated themselvea, the 
proceedings werc opened by the following^ prayer, by Rev. M. 
Green, of Chicag^o: 

Our Lord, our God, wc ndorc thee as the Etcrnal, ininiortal, in- 
visible, and only true God. Every excellence adoras thy nature; 
every attribute of majesty supports thy throne. Thon art our 
God, and we will praise thee; oiir father's God, and will exalt 
thee.

We entreat thee, that at sonie 
future but not distant day the eviis which now invests the body 
politic shall not only have been arrested in tboir progress. btit 
wholly eradicated from the systeni. And may the peu of the 
historian trace an intimate connection betweenthatg^lorious con> 
sunimatioTi :nif1 the transactions of this Convention. O Lord, onr 
God,tiiou an m lieaveuand we on eartli,tlierefore should our worda 
be few. Our prayer is now before thee. Wilt thou hear, accept 
and anawer it, for the sake of our Redeemer* Amen.

êoint,held on the eveningr of the 16th inat, at Union Hall, lOS 
;owerv, it waf — 

Resôlved, That the otiicera of the meeting be iiifjtructed to ad- 
dreaa the Republican National Convention, to assemble at Chi- 
cago, and respectftilly rocjn^'-^t the Convention to déclare itself 
oppoeed to ail further traliic m the public lands of the U. S., and 
in favor of lay in g them out in farma and Iota for the ezclualve 
uae of actual settlers. 

We see this singular condition of aflfairs, that while wealth in 
our own country is accuniulating; while internai improvements 
of every descrii)tion arc fast increasing, yet with ail thèse advan« 
tages, the couipcusation for useful labor is getting less and lees. 
We aeek the cause of this anomaly, and we trace it to the monop- 
oly of the land, with labor at the niercy of capitaliste. We there- 
fore désire to abolish the monopoly, not by interfering with the 
conventional rights of persons now in possi-ssion, but, by arreBt^ 
inc" the further paie of ail land not yet appropriated aa private 
property, and by allowing those lands hereafterto be freely occti- 
pied by those who may choose to settle on thetn. We propose 
that the public land hereafter shall not be owned, but occupied 
only. The occupant having the right to the aale of hie or her îm- 
provements tf) anv one not in possession of other lands, so that by 
preventin^î individuals from becoming possessed of more than a 
limited quantity, any one may enjoy the right 
Reapectfully youra,

THE MAKYLAND DBXrSGATION. 

Mr. Blair, of Maryland, beforc the vote îe taken upon that quee 

tion I wish to aak hâve to file the credentials of additional 
déléguâtes to iill up the délégation from the State of Maryland. 
This is made necessary by the resolution or rule adopted yester- 

day by the Convention, which proviiîed that the votes of the 
délégation froui each State shouid Le contined to the number of 
delegates présent. The dele^^tion from Maryland, not being f ull, 
it becaïue necessary, under that rule, in order to cast the full vote 
of the State, that the délégation should be lilled. At a meeting 
held iast evening, the délégation was filled, in purauance of the 
authority given us by the State Convention of Marj'laiid, which 
we represent on this floor, 1 therefore otîer the credentials of five 
additional delej^ates now présent in their seats completinj^ the 
délégation. (Cries of " leave," ', leave."] 

The Cuair— Xo objection being made they will be received. 
What do you say? 

Mr. Sarf^ent, of California, the ratio of repre!=?f ntrîtion, as at 
présent cunslituted, gives to Marvland eleven votes. I wish to 
inqulre if the eff ect of receivingf thèse credentials is to increase 
the number of votes to sixteen, or twice the number of her élect- 
oral vote, or if the vote is still simply eicven? If it is merely to 
receiviug the«e gentlemen upon this floor to advipe with the 
Maryland deli'^ation, there can be no objection to the increase — 
letting the Maryland délégation ataud ou the aame footing as 
now ; but if it is proposed to increaae their vote in this Conven» 
tion, I sliall certaiiily opf>n-ie it. Tf it is proposed now to increase 
the vote cast by that or au\ other State. I object. It seems to me 
that this matter was fulh considered by the committee on cre- 
dential.s, voted on by ihe Convention when ihey received the 
report of tliat coniuiittee ; their report it» before the Convention, 
having been received, and before the vote of any State ia in- 
creased, it seems to me that the matter oiiofht to l)ack to the 
committee, aud they should invcstigate tlic matter, and under- 
stand by what autliority this increase is made. I therefore ask 
for information whether this proposition is to increaae the vote 
of Maryland, or to increase the number of perdons who will cast 
the vote already determined upon? If I am right in eupposin^ 
that it is to increase their vote I shall oppose it. 

Mr. Coale, of Maryland, I will answer the gentleman. W'e liad 
to come some distance to get here ; and we found when we met 
that there were only eleven gentlemen présent. And so I, as a 
member of tiie committee on élections, handed in eleveu uames^ 

10 
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because there were ouly ele ven of us preseut: I atatedi ai the same 
titne, that there was a full délectation elected,and that we had full 

power from our constitiietits lo fill up ail vacancies. We had the 
power aad we bad tbe rig^ht, but we deeiued it improper and im- 
modest in ne to come forward at firat and claim to cast the vote 

of the whole convention until we found Maniandcrs enougfh 
were présent, ready and willing^ to take their places with ua. 
Our délectation then held a meeting?, and accordin^ to the rigfht 
that bas been exercised by every otht r délégation, and the au- 
tbority given to us by our constitueiiti^, we tiiled the vacaucies; 
and*the g-entlemen are here présent Shall we be thrown ont 
nowr Shall we be told that we arc not to have the privileq^es of 
otlier délégations? That we are forbidden to do that which bas 
been done by others? I have no idea tbat such illiberality will 
be extended to us. 

Mr. Sarjrent of Califomia, by the report of the committee, Mary- 
land is entitled to caat eleven votes. The question ia now, whether 
Marjdaiid proposes to cast any beyond the eleven votes? 

Mr. Coale, o£ Maryland, No, sir. We have six cou^resj«ional dis- 
tricts, and we have six votes in virtue of thèse districts, and we 
bave two senators. making eijïht, and to cast the full vote we 
double that nuinber, tuakiugsixtecn. In that way we would vote 
accordin^ to the same ratio with tlie other délégations.— ["That's 
rie-bt, "that's rig^ht.'l 

The Chair— The chair understands that on yesterday the Con- 
vention adopted a report of the Cotuniittee on Credentials, de- 
clarin^ Marv land entitled to eleven deleg^ates, to cast eig;lit votes; 
and understood also, that proposition made this inorning, if 
adopted and ratified by the Convention, wiil give the power to 
sixteen (rentletnen to cast eig^ht votes— the same number, pre- 
cisely, as bcfore. 

Mr. M. Blair of Marjdand. The Committee on Credentials re- 
ported that tlie délectâtes présent shouldcast the vote of the state. 
Our State ia entitled on this floor, to sixteen delegates. While 
that report was before the Convention, and before the vote was 
taken on it. the p^entleinan from Minnesota, Mr. Goodrich, offered 
au anieudnieut which limitée! the vote of the state to the delegates 
présent, and that made it incumbent upon us, in order to cast the 
vote of the state. to fill up the délégation. That is the explana- 
i on, gentlemen, why wedid not fill it up when we first came here. 
The body lias before allowed the delegates to cast the vote of the 
state, whether more or less were présent. We expected to cast 
the whole sixteen votes of Maryland. Now, we ask, in pursuance 
of the authority given ns l)y the State Convention of Maryland, 
to fill up our délégation, and be able to cast the whole vote of the 
state of Maryland. I have not heard any gentleman object to our 
proposition to cast the full vote. 

Mr. Benton of New liampshire, aud chairmau of the Committee 
on Credentials. It wa» proposeid to limit the nnmber of votes to 
the nuniher of delei;ates Mctually présent. This wa.'^ a^reed to 
not only in référence to the state ôf Maryland, but Virginia, Ore- 
gon and Texas. It was discussed in committee, and it was finally 
agreed that this state should be allowed to cast eleven votes. 
After tbe committee adjourned oue gentleman appeared and 
asked to be allowed to appear on the floor and vote. l'told him it 
\v;is too late. It was generally undrrstood, and it was acled uj)on 
by almost uuanimous cousent, tbat the States which were not 
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fully représentée! shoiild claini tio more votes in the Coiivention 
than those here actually preâcut either real or aubâtituted dele- 
gâtes. 

Mr. Armour of Maryland, hb one of the deleg-ate.s froni tlie state 
o£ Maryland, I object to the credentials beiaj^ received. ["Loud- 
er."] This îs a matter of business and îs not for outsider^). [A 
Yoice— "Wc aiii't*out8iders."] I say tlien that tliere are only eleven 
of ua bere» of the sixteea appoiuted by our State Convention. Xhe 
Commîttee on Credentîa!» reported tnat fact. Since the adjonrn- 
iiieiit i)f tlie Cou vcntioti — [A voice — "If yoiî will take your seal on 
thiâ side of the liouse, the Convention eau hear you. We cauuot 
hear you now. "| I have a reaeon as one of the eleven delegates 
from the State of Maryland. to enter solemn protest against 
the réception of the credentialn as filled up. We met in the city 
of Baltimore and appointed ekifht déléguâtes and eight alternâtes. 
But ele\en of n- ari> here. Eleven nanies were yesterdax' pre- 
sented to the Coaimittee on Credentials, and the Conimittee ou 
Credentials made their report, and reported us eleven présent 
and entitled to eight votes. Since the adjonrnnient of tlie Con- 
vention onyesterday a poxtiou of my co-dele^atea — I ani not here 
to inipiig^n their motives, nor do I intend to do so— a portion of 
them met witlioiit my knowledo'e. withoiit the kiiowledi^-e of at 
least one more, and perhapa two more of the delegates, and have 
filled up our dele];|:ation froni g^entlemen, God almig-hty onl^^ 
know?! whcre they livc. [Applauae and laujçhter.] 

X do not wish to place uiyaelf in an attitude hostile to the ma- 
jority of my deleg'ation. I do not wish to throwany embarrass* 
ment in the way of the peacefiil settlement of ail the business 
that bas broug^ht us tog^ether, but 1 wish to aay that there ia a 

Sentleman here from iHaryland, who has been knockingf at the 
oor of this Convention, but who lias not bcen received; my co- 
dele^atea have refused to fill up the délégation with hia nanie, 
andnave, for purpoaes only kuown to themselves.fîlled it up with 
outsiders. For this renson, for the reason that tlie délégation haa 
beeu made full by placiug upon it the namea of men unkuown to 
me; by placing upon ît the namea of non-residents of the state of 
Maryland; and hecause T had no knowledp^e that this meeting' 
was comiu^j together; becauae 1 have not co-operated in thift 
movement; because 1 do not know the purpose for whicli the de- 
leiT-ation has been fiUed up, and because T think we ahould not 
prétend to présent in thiti convention, a strouger frout thau that 
which we possees. Wc have eleven men here, and we shonld only 
vote our eleven votes. I hope i;eTif1emen of the convention, you 
will vote thia tliing down. [Appiause aud criea for the question.] 
Mr. Cartter of Ohio» I call for the prevtous question.

Mr. ïracy, of California, I wish to say, as there bas been one 
▼ote cast for Mr. Fremont, that he ia not a candidate before thie 

Convention. 

When the Stnte of Maryland was calJed, duving thc votCi WLr. 
Cochrane, Chairiiian of tlie delc^^atloîi 8aid: 

The Repttblican State Convention of Maryland iiaving^requeated 
that the délégation ahould vote as a unit, I therefore, in accord- 
ance with the wiahea of a majority of the délégation, caat 11 votes 
for Edward Baies. [Applause.] 

Mr. Coale. of Mar3'land, I objcct (o that. I ani a freeman in 
Maryland, although burrounded by slavery. If I were going to 
look for a place to be immolated upon the altar of slavery I 
ahould not corne to Chicago— {great confueiou and cries of 
"order."] Well, hear my point then. We are not instructed to 
vote for Edward Batee. Siicb a resolution was preeented there 
aiul wa8 itiHtanlly voted dowu. [A voice — You are not in ordt^r.] 
Well, my point is that we were not instructed, and that wo will 
not act accord ing to the recommendation except so far as we 
please. 

Mr. Armour, of Marj^land, I will présent the point of protesta- 
tion a little clearer thau my aged friend has donc. (Cries of 
" Call the roll.") 

Thb Psbsidbnt— It is not a subject of debate. The question is, 
shall the Convention reoeive the eleven votes from the State 

of Maryland for Mr. Bâtes? and this must be decided withoiit de- 
bate. (Voices " Call the roll," " hcar him,,' and fjreat confusion.] 
Mr. Armour, I do not wis<h to debate tlic pobît. I wish tO State 
succinctiy aad cloarlj' the point o£ our protest. Have I leaver 
(Cries of "Yes" and "No.") At the Convention which aasembled 
at Maryland, a résolution was offered inetructingthe delegates of 
the State of Maryland to vote as a unit. There was a çeneral 
feeling- at^ainst that résolution, and a nuniberof t^ontletneii spoke 
agaiust it, and i had risen to protest aj^aiust it when some ^en- 
tlemati in my rear moved that we be simply "recommended." 
Not one man in that Convention considered that ** recommend" 
and "instruct" were synonymous terme. Not one of us consid- 
ered tîiat the recom mendation was équivalent to an instruction. 
Therefore, we le t it pasa, believing then and now that we were free 
to caat our votes for the man of our choico, and we now claim 
that right on the floor of the Convention. (Cries of ** Good,*' and 
applause.) 

Mr. R. M. Corwine, of Ohio, one of the rules adopted 3'esterday 
déclares thut the Chairmau of each délégation shall cast the vote 
of his délégation. 
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A Voice— No, no I it Baya he ghall " announce" it. 

Mr. Coale, we will vote as we please and we wiU not vote any 

other way. 
The Chair then stated the question. 

Mr. Frank P. Blair, of Missouri, I rise to a point ol order. I dé- 
sire to know whether this Convention is to be governed by ita 
rulee or not? I call the attention ol the Président to the rule 
which we have adopted, and under which we must act, unless it 

is intended now to violate it. 

The Chair— The ( hair is aware of the rule. The rule adopted 
was that the vote of each State ahould be announced by its chair, 
man. 

A Voice— He must but annoance it and announce it truly. 

The Chair— And the Chair rules that he is bound to receive the 
report made by the Chairman of the delenfation, and announce it 
to the Convention as their vote, unU ^s it ia rejccted by the Con- 
vention ; and the Chair, not wishing to take the responaibitity of 
settlini; this question, may refer it to the Convention, and the 
Chair now puts the question to the Convention: Shall the vote an- 
nounced by the Chaintian h - roceiTed by the Convention as the 
vote of the State of Marylaud.' 

The question wae decided in the négative. 

At the conclusion of the voting^, which occupied considérable 
tinte, the resuit was announced by the Secretary of the Conven- 
tion as foUows: 

For William H. Seward, of New York, 113%; for Abraham Lin- 
coln, of Illinois, 102; for Edward Bâtes, of Missouri, 48; for Simon 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, r>(ii2; f'^r Jolm Mcl.ean. of Ohio, 12; for 
Sâlmon P. Chase, of Ohio, 49f for Benjamin F. Wade, of Ohio, 3;

Sumner, of Massachtiaetts,!; for John C. Fremon^ of Califoruia,l. 
Whole number of votes cast^ 463; necessary to a choice, 233. 

The Chair announced, that no candidate havingp received a ma- 
jority of the whole number of votes cast, the Convention would 
proceed to a second ballot.

Mr. Andrew, of Massachusetts, Mr. Chairman, I song;-ht an op- 
portunity eome time since, and before finishing-the roll call of 
the States, at the direction of many ol my associâtes of the Maa- 
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eachuaetts delegratiou, to correct their vote. I am inatructed to 

report that the vote from Maasachusetts stands: for Abraham 

Lincoln, 18 ; for Willintn IT. Seward, S. [Applause.] 

Mr. McCrills. of Maine. Mr. Chairaian, the yoim^ ^iant of the 
West has become of âge. He is 21 years old. [Loud cries of

[L.oud 
cheers.J 

Mr. North, of Minnesota, I am authorised by the délégation 
from Minnesota, to make it unanimous for Abraham Lincoln. 

A delegate from Virginia The délectation from Virginia askto 
have tlieir full vote recorded for Abraliatn Lincoln. [Applause.) 

Mr. Tracy, of California, 1 am directed by the délégation of Cali- 
fornia to change âve votes in favor of Abraham Lincoln, making* 
her vote 5 to 3^ 
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Hr. Fitch, of Texaa, I am autliorised hy the deleg^ation oi TesaB 
to hâve her vote recorded for Abraham Lincoln. 

Mr. Wyae, of the District of Columbia, I am authorlzed to 
change the vote of the District of Columbia from Wm.H, Seward 
to Abraham Lincoln, of llliiiois. 

yii. Wilder, of Kantiaë, I ain authoriaed by the deleg^atioa from 
Kanaaa to change her vote to the i^Iant disciple of the " irré- 
pressible conflict," Abraham Lincoln. 

Mr. Webster, of Xebraeka, Nebraeka caatB her unanimous vote 
for Abralxam Lincoln. 

A Delegate from Oreg^ou — Oreg^on alao casts her unanimoua 
vote for Abraham Irincoln. 

The vote waa then announced by the Secretary ae followa: 
Whole number of votes cast, 406 ; necesaary to a choice, 234 

For Abraham Lincoln, of Illinois, 3fi4 votes. 

The Chair — Abraham Lincoln, of lliinoi.^, is selected aa j'our 
candidate for Preëideut of the United States. [Thundera of ap- 
plauee and great confusion.] 

Hr. Evarts, Chairman of the New York deleipation» then took 

the stand and said 

Mr. Presideut aud Gentlemen of the National Republicau Con- 
vention: The State of New York, by a full delegfation, with com- 
plète unanimity of ijurpose at hotne, came to this Convention and 

treaented to its choice one of its citizena, who had aerved the 
tate from boyhood up, who had labored for and loved it We 
came from a g-reat Stat* \. îth, as we thoiif^lit. a i;reat Statesman 
(prolon^ed cheers), and our love of the g^reat Kepublic from 
which we are al! deleg'ates, the g^reat American tJnion, and our 
love of the grcat RcpuV)!îcan party of the Union, and otir love of 
our Stateamau and candidate, made us think that we did our duty 
to thecountry and the whole eountry, in expreestngf our préfér- 
ence and love for him. (Loud cheera.) For, gentlemen, it was 
froai Gov. Seward that moat of us learned to love Republicau 
principlea and the Kepublican party. (Renewed cheera.) His 
tidelity to the eountry, tlie constiintion and thelaws, his fidelity 
to the party and the principle that tiie majoritj' govern, hia inter- 
est in the ad\ ancement of our party to ita victory, that our eoun- 
try niay rise to ita true glory, induces me to assume to speak hia 
sentiments as I do indeed the opinioncs of our délégation, when I 
niove you, as 1 do now, that the nomination of Abraham Lincoln, 
of Illiuoia, aa the Kepublican candidate for the aufirages of the 
whole eountry for the office of Chief Magistrate of the American 
Union, be made unanimous. [Bnthusiaatic cheers.] 

Several speakers then attempted to get the floor, which was ac- 
corded to Mr. Andrew» Chairman of the Masâachuaetta délégation. 
He said: 

Mr. Président, Gentlemen of the Republican National Conven- 
tion and Fellow CitizA tis of flu- T'^iiited States of America: 
1 am deputed by the uniled voice of the Massachusetts deleg^a- 
tion to second tlie motion just proposed by the dîstia^isbed 
citisen of New York, who represeuts the délégation of that noble 
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State. I second tiiat motion, therefore, in the name of Massachn- 
S''lt" that the nomination of Abraham TJucoln bt* niadc nnani- 
mous. (Loud cheers.] Gentlemen, the people of Massachusetts 
hold in their heart of hearts, next to their révérence and love for 
the Christian faîth, their révérence and love for the doctrine of 
equal and impartial liberty. [Renewed cheers.J \Ve are Republi- 
cans by a liundred thousand majority of the old stamp of the 
révolution. (CheerM.) We have co!iie tip here— the délégation 
from Massachusetta- from the grouuci where on Bunker's Hill 
the Yankees of New Eng^land met tlie deadly fire of Britain. We 
have corne froni Coucord, where was apilled the first blood of the 
révolution; from Lexington, where its embattled farmers fired a 
ahot that was heard around the world. We have come from 
Faneuii Hall, where spoke the patriots and sages, antl soldiers of 
the earlieat aud best days of Aaiericau history, where our fathers 
heard propounded those doctrines and principles of liberty and 
hiiman ec^uality which found their ennncîatîon and exposition in 
the Constitution of Massachusetts, and by which, uuder judicial 
deci.sion, human slaver>' was tjani^hed from the vénérable soil of 
that ancietit commonwealth, beiore the colonies were a united 
pcoplc. [C hecr:?.] We have come irotn the shadows of the old 
South Church, where American liberty wa s baptized in the waters 
of religion. [Loud applause.J We hoid the purpose firm and 
strong, as we have through the tedious struggle of yeara now 
gone by, to rescue, before we die,the holy ark of American liberty 
from the grasp of the Philistines who hold it. Yes, air, whelher 
in the majority, or without the majority of the American people, 
there we stand. [Enthusiastic cheers.] Whether in victory, orin 
dcfeat, there we stand, and, as said the apostle, "having done all, 
still there we will stand, and because of our love and of ourfaith." 
The affection of our hearts and the judgment of our intellects 
bound our political fortunes to William Henry Seward, of New 
York [cheers]; him, who is the brightest and most shining light 
of thia political génération [applause and cheers]; him, who, by 
the uuanimous sélection of the foes of our cause and our uien, 
bas for years been the determined standard-bearer of lîbertj\ 
William H. Seward. [Loud cheers.] Whether iti the le^ î.-^lature 
of hia native State of New York, whether as goveruor of that 
young and growing impérial commonwealth, wnethcr as senator 
of the United States, or as a tribune of the people, ever faithful, 
ever true. [Cheers.] In the thickest aud the hottest of ever>- 
battle there waved the white plume of the gtillant leader of New 
York. fCheera.] And, >;entlemen, by no hand of Massachusetts 
was it for him to be stricken down. Dearly as we love triumph 
we areusedto momentary defèat, because wë areright; and what- 
ever stornis assail our ahip before, in wliatever gales she raay 
réel and quake, we kuow that if the bark siuks it isuut to another 
sea. We know that this cause of ours is bound to triumph, and 
that the American people will. one day, be con-, i n ced. if not in 
tiiat the path of duty and patriotism leads in the direction of 
the Republican cause. It was not for us to strike down William 
TIenry .Seward, of New York. Tînt Mr. Président and gentlemen, 
as we love tlie cause, aud as we respect our own convictions, and 
as we mean to be faithful to the onl}- organisation on earth which 
is in the van of the cause of freedom, .so do we, witli entire fîdelity 
ot heart, with entire concurrence of judgment, with the firmest 
and most fixed purpose of our will, adopt the opinion of the ma-

the "irrépressible conflict" is the "niaiiifesf destiny" of the Demo- 
cracy. [Checrs.] The Republican party ii> to-day gentlemen, the 
only united national party in America. Il is the cause of liberty. 
By universal concession, ît is the cause of the Union, as it is the 
only party ia the nation which stands by the Union and holdsno 
secessionists in its ranks. New, since the resuit (if it may be 
called a resuit), is known of the Convention at Charleston. the 
Démocratie party is the only sécession party in existence. That 
Deniocracy, which with proud défiance, bas arrogated constant 
title of "National," exista only to-day iu two sections.one of whicli 
is absolutely devoted to 8lavery,anatheotherof whîchîsopposed 
to lî!)erty. [Loud clieers and lau^^^hter.] A^aiiiï^t that party, Mr. 
Président and g^eutlcmea, and ajj^aiust ail those who bold its 
doumas, or preach its hérésies, with whatevf*r associâtes, and 
tin<h r whatevcr lead, Massachusetts cornes into the line, and 
under Abraham Lincoln, of Illinois, we are bound to mardi with 
you to vlctory. [Tremendous cheers.] 

Mr. Cari Schurz, Mr. I^reFÎdent, T ani cotnniissioned by the deîe- 
jj^ation of Wiacousin to second the motion made by the disting^- 
uiahed g^entleman from New York. The delegates of Wisconsin 
were instructed to cast their votes nnanimonsly for William H. 
Seward, and it is unnecessary to say that ihe instructions we re- 
ceived added but solemn obligations to the spotaneous impulses 
of our hearts. [Grcat npj>!nu.^e.] It would be rieedless to s^ay 
anj'thing of Mr. Seward. His claims stand recorded iu the aiinals 
of the country, and they are reported in the hearts of the people. 
He needF« no eiilo^ hère, and my voice can add nothing to so 
powerful a testimouy. We, *^eullemeu, weut for liim because we 
considered him foremost among^ the beat, and towhatever may be 
Baid in his praise I will add but one thing. I know 1 am speaking^ 
in the spirit of Mr. Seward, when 1 say that this ambition will be 
satistied with the Huccess of the cause which was the dream of 
his youth, and to which he has devoted ail the days of his man- 
hood, even if the name of Wm. H. Seward shonld remain in his- 
tory, an instance of the highi-st tnerit, microwned with thelii^liest 
honor. [Loud clieers.J We stood by Mr. Seward to the last. and X 
tell you we stand by him yet, in support of Abraham Lincoln, of 
Jllinoi.^. [Api>lause.] With the i>latfornj we adopli'd yesterday, 
and with the candidate who so fairly représenta it, as Mr. Lincoln 
does, we defy ait the passion and préjudice that may be invoked 
against us by our opponents. We (lefy the whole f*lave power 
and the whole vassaiage of hell. [Cheers universaliy prevailin^f.] 
Aye, and let them bring- on their "Little Giant" himself. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Again, do we stand by Mr. Seward us we did before,for weknow 
that he will be at the head of our column, joinin^ in the battie 
cry that unîtes n< now, "Lincoln and \'ictory." [Great applauae.] 

Mr. Austiu Jiiair, ot Michigan, (jeiUleaien of the Convention: 
Like my friend who as jttSt takeu his seat, the State of Michiji:»»' 
from first to last, has cast her vote for the great stateeman o£ 
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New York. She hae nothin^- to take back. She lias not sent me 
forward tu worship the risiuj^ sun, but she bas put me forward to 
8*»y that, at your behests hère to-day, she laye down her first^best 
lovcd candidate to take nji \ iiin -, vvitli some beating of the hearl, 
with some quivering^ la the velu» l^much applausej; but âhe doeâ 
not fear that the famé of Seward will siiffer, foraheknows thathis 
name is a portion of the history of the American Union; itwill be 
written, aud read, and beloved loii£ after the temporary excite- 
mentof thiada^rhaa paaaed away, and when présidents themselves 
are forgotten in the oblivion which comes over ail temporal 
thin>ç8. ^ e atand by him sttll. We have ioUowcd him with a 
sinf^le eye and unwaveringf faith in timea paat We marshal now 
behind him \u the gfrand column which ahall go ottt to battle for 
Abraham Lincoln, of Illinois. 

Mark, you, what has obtained to-day will obtain in November 
next. Lincoln will Vie elected by the people. We say of our can- 
didate, God bless lus ma^aaiiimous soul. [Trcmendousapplause.] 
I promise yott that in the State of Michigan, which I haire the 
honor to represent, whcre tlic Republican party from the days of 
its organixatiou to this hour, never sufîered a sinj^le defeat, we 
will give you forthegallanteon of Illinois, and g-lorious etandard- 
bearer of the West, a ronnd twenty-five tlionsand majorit)*. 

Mr. Kvarts, I liave no désire to eut short nny .^pceches of a 
gênerai character that are desired to be made, but I would sug- 
gest to the Convention that we have perhaps given a libéral share 
of our time to this enthusiasm at thia stage of our duty. I rise, 
merely to make a suggestion and a motion in regard tO the fiub* 
ject of \ ice-Presidetit ntid the adjournment of the Convention. 
Will the Coin ention allow me tn <]n se? 

Mr. Judd, Illinois desires to respond by Mr. Browning for a few 
momeutB. 

Mr, Bvarts, I did not exactly understand the nature of my 

friend'ssuggestiottf but I suppose i^m what has passed between 

him and me that I gatherlii^ piirpoae, and if he proposes to do 
it now hefore I make my business motions, it is ail the aame to 
me. [\ oicea— -"Go on."] If I go ou he can have an spportunity 
to eay what he wishea to say afterwarda. 

Now Mr. Chairman, it ia half paat one o'clock, and I think we 
require as much time as from now till five o'clock, on the riae of 
this Convention. T would 8Ug.C'"!^t, if no more désirai)!'^ or rapid 
plan can be su tf^ested, that tht' chairman of eacl) '1 'li ^ation, 
States and territories, hère présent, meet at soaic hour lu the in- 
terval, at the headquarters of the New York délégation at the 
Richmond Houee. Is that agreeable and convenient? [Voices — 
"Agreed."] I would auggest then that they shoTild meet at that 
place as earl y as three o'clock. Is that suitable? [Voices — "Yes," 
and "Ail ri<vlit."| 

Then allow nie to say to my own délégation that I wish they 
would meet at the same place, the headquarters of our délégation, 
at the Richrnond House, immediately after the adjournment of 
the Convention.

ILLIXOIS RE8POXDS. 

Mr, Browninpf, of Illinois, Mr. Président and gentlemen of the 
Convention: On behalf of the Illinois délectation, 1 bave been re- 
queeted to make some proper response to the speeches that we 
hnve heard from our frit» nda of the other states. Illinois oug-ht 
hardly on this occasion to be exj)ectcd lo make a speech, or be 
called upon to do ao. We are so much elated at présent that we 
are acarceh- in a condition to collert otir own thonn'hta, or tO 
express thcni intelli|^entiy to those wiio may listen to un. 

I desirr to -say, gentlemen of the Convention, that in the conteat 
through wliicii we liave just passed, we have been actuated byno 
feeling of hostility lo the illustrious state^maii from A»ie\v York, 
who was in compétition with our own loved and gallant son. We 
were actuated solely by a désire for the certain advancement of 
Kepublicanism. The Republicans of Illinois, belicviug that tlie 
principles of the Republican partyare the same principles which 
embalmed the hearts and nerved the arms of our patriot sires of 
the révolution; that they are the same principles which were 
vindicated upon every battle field of American freedom, were ac- 
tuated solely by the conviction that the triumph of thèse princi- 
ples was necessary not only to the aalvatîon of our party, but to 
the perpétuation of the free institutions wliose hlessings we now 
cnjoy, and we have struggled against the nomination of the illus- 
trious statesman of New York solely because we believed here 
that we oould i^o iiito batfle on the prairie^ of Illinois with Ttiore 
hope and more prospect of success under the leadership of our 
own noble son. No Republican who has a love of freedom in hia 
lieart, and who has marked the course of Go\ et Txor Seward. of 
New York, in ilie councila of our nation, who has witnessed the 
many occasions upon which he has rîsen to the very hei^ht of 
moral sublimif}' in his contlicts with the enemies of free institu- 
tions, no heart that has the love of freedom iu it aud has wit- 
nessed thèse ^eat conflicts of his, can do otherwise than venerate 
his name on this occasion. I désire to say only. that the hearts 
of Illinois are to-day iîlled with émotions of gratification, for 
which they have no utterance. We are not more overcome by the 
triumph of our noble Lincoln, loving hini as we do, knowniu the 
puritj of his paat life, the integrityof his character, and dévotion 
to the principles of our party, and the gallantry with which we 
will he conducte<l throtiii^h this contest, than we are by the mag- 
namity of our friends of the fçreat and glorious State of New York 
in moving to make this nomination unanimous. On bebalf of the 
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delegfation from Illinois, for the Republican party of this ^rreat 
and ^rowin^- prarie state, I return to ail our frietids. New York 
includcd, our heartfelt thaaks aud gratitude for thc uouiiuatioii 
of this Conventioa. [Applause.] 
The Convention then adjourned until five o'clock p. m.

The Pkissident— Gentlemen of tiie Convention: Itbecomesnuw 
my duty to put to you the last motion which, in the order of 
parliamentary law, the Prci-'iflf^nt bas the power to propose, It 
will probably be the last proposition which hecan ever make to 
most of you in any convention. But before doing* it, and before 
making- a single other remark, T beg- to tender you each and ail

UNION XATTONAL CONVENTION. 

The undersifi^ned, who by original appointment, or subséquent 
desifniation to nll vacancies, constitute the Executive Committee 

created hy tlie National Convention hcld nt Chicago, on the léth 
•day of May, 1800, do hereby call upon ail qualitied votera who dé- 
sire the unconditional maintenance of the Union, the supremacy 
of ihv Constif ntion, and the coini:)lete snpi)res3ion of the existing- 
rébellion, witli the cause tliereof, by vigorous war, and ail aptand 
efficient means, to send delegatea to a Convention to assemble at 
Baltimore, on Tuesday, the 7tli da}' of June, 1864, at 12 o'clock noon, 
for the purpt)se o£ presenting^ candidates for the offices of Prési- 
dent and Vice-President of the l' n ited States. Bach State havingf 
a reprcpontat ion in Congress will be entith'd to as many delcufates 
as shall be equal to twice the number of electors to wliicli such 
State iS entitled in the Electoral Collège of the United States.

A splenâed band, from Port McHenry, animated the crowded 
théâtre with national airs, and the aseemblag^e was graced by the 

prepencc of tiiatiy Iadiet<, who were accommodated iii otk* of the 
tiers of boxes. Major-Gen. L,ew. Wallace. who is in cotumatid o£ 
the Departiueut, and Siaff, the Uou. Johu Lee Chapman, Mayor of 
the city, the finit and second branches of the City Cottncil, officera 
of the Army and Navy, and many other diatin^ uiahed invited 
guests were spectators of the proceedînga. The delegates and 
alternâtes were afforded facility of entrance by a side door, nnd 
the arrangements for their accommodation and for the ofilcer^^ ol 
the Convention refiect crédit on thoae gentlemen to whom tbat 
duty had been entruated. The local preaa give eapecial crédit to 
HeBsrs. W'ilmot, Meyer and Foreman, of the City Council Commit- 
tee, and >lr. Samuel M. Evans, thf Ser;L;ennt at Arma of the Con- 
vention. The newspaper press was numerousiy represeuted and 
suitably accoinmodated. 

The Preaidenf 8 deak was placed on an elevated platform on the 
stage» which had been eularged to the extent of the parquette, 
which was boarded over, thus< g-iving ample room for ail the mem- 
bers in the discharge of their dulies. 

The Hon. Kdwin D. Morgan, of New York, Chairman of the Na- 
tional Union Executive Committee» called the Convention to order 
at the preacribed hour, and apoke as foUowa: 

Members of THK COiNVEXTiox — It ÎB S lîttlc more than eight 
years siTH v it nas reaolved to form a national party to be con- 
ducted upon ihe principleH and policy which had beeri established 
and maintained by those illustrions statesmen, George Washing- 
ton and Thomas Jefferson. A Convention was held in Phila- 
delphia, under the shade of the trees that surrounded the Hall of 
Independence, and candidates T'remont and Dayton — were 
chosen to uphold our cause. But the State of Pennsylvania save 
its électoral vote to James Buchanan, and the élection of^l^ 
was lost. 

Nothiuff daunted by defeat, it was immediately dctermined "to 
fight on mis line/' not only «ail summer," [applause,| but four 
sumniers and four winters; and in 1860 the party banner was 
agaiu unf urled, with the names of Abraham Lincoln [applausej 
and Hannibal Hamlin inscribed thereon. This time it was suc- 
cessfnl, but with sticcess came rébellion; and wilh rébellion of 
course came war; and war, terrible civil war, hat? coutinucd with 
varying success up to nearly the period when it is necessary, un- « 
fier onr Constitution, to prépare for another Prei^id ^nt ial élection. 
It is for this highly re^pon.'^ible purpose that you are to-day as- 
sembled. It is not my duiy nor my purpose to indicate any gên- 
erai course of aciion for this Convention; bnt I trust I may be 
permitted to ya^" that, in view of the dread rcalities of the past, 
and of what is passing at this moment — and of the fact that the 
boncs of our soldiers lie bleaching in every State of this Union, 
and with the knowledge of the further fact that this has ail been 
caused by slavery, the party of which you, gentlemen, are the 
delegated and honored représentatives, will fall short oi accom- 
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plishin^ itR great misaîoii, unless, among its other résolves, it 
«hall déclare lor such au atnendtnent of the Constitution as wili 
poeitively prohibit African elavery in the United State». fPro- 
lon^-ed applause. followed by three cheers.] 

In behaU of the National Committee. X now propose for teiupo- 
rary Président of this Convention. Robert f. Breckiiiriclt;e, of 
Kentiicky [ai)plan!^el, and appoint Govcrnor Knndall, of Wiacon- 
sin, and Governor Kiu>(, of New York, as a committee to conduct 
the Président pro tem, to tlie chair. 

The nomination was enthusiastically concarred in. 

Dr. Breckinridfye havinpf taken the chair, amidst enthusiastic 
g:reetin^s, tliree cheers were given for the " Old War Horse of 
Keutucky, " and he spoke as followa : 

Gentlemen OF the Convention— You canaot be more sensible 

than I atn, that the part which I have to perform herc to-day is 
merely a matter of form; and acting upoti the principie of my 
whole life, I was incliued, when the sug-;^estion was made tome 
froîTi varions qtiarters. that it was in the tuiiitl of many members 
of the Convention toconfer tiiis distinction upon me,to earnestly 
décline to accept: becanse I have never sougfht honora — I have 
iiever souft'ht clistinction. I have been a workino;' nian; and 
nothin^ else. But certain considérations leil me to cliauiçe my 
niind. [Applause.] 

There is a class of men in the country, far too small for the g;ood 
of the country — those men who merely by their example, by their 
pen, by their voice, tr\- to do g^ood— and ail the more in perilous 
tinies — without reirard to the reward that may corne. It was 
^Iven to many such men to understand, b}- the distinction con- 
ferred upon one of tîie humblest of their class, that they were 
men wbom the country would cberisbi and wUo would uot be 
foriçotten. 

There i? another tuotive relative to yourselves and to the coun- 
try at large. It is good for you, it is good for every nation and 
every people, every otate and every party,to cherish ail gênerons 
impulses, to follow ail noble instincts; and tfi re are none ninre 
noble, none more gênerons than to purge yourselves o£ ali self- 
aeekers and betrayers, and to confer officiai distinctions, if it be 
only in mere forms, tipon those wboare worthy to be tru8teâ,and 
ask nothing more. (Applause.J 

Now, according to my convictions- of proprietj% having said 
this, I should say nothinp: more. (Cries of "^o on."J But it haa 
been intimated to me from many quarters, and in a way which I 
cannot diaregard, that I sbould disappoint the wishes of my 
friendn, and perhapa the just expectaliona of the Convention, if I 
did uot as brielly, and yet as precisely as I could, aay aomewhat 
upon the great matters which have brought us here. Therefore, 
in a very few worda, and as plainlj^ as I eau, I will endeavor to 
draw your attention to one and another of thèse great matters in 
which we are ail enf^a^ed. 

In the tirst place, nothing can be more plaia than the iact that 
you are here as the représentatives of a great nation — ^voluntary 
représentatives chijsen withoiit forms of law, but as really re]jre- 
seutiug the feelings, the priuciples, and if you choose, the préju- 
dices of the American people, as if it were written in lawa and 
alread}' passed by votes — ^for the man that you will nominate here

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for the Presidency of the United States, and ruier of a great peo* 

pic in n great crisis, is jtist as certain, T snppoMc, to become that 
ruier as auylhiuy; uudcr heaven is certain before it ità cloue. [Pro- 
lonflfed cheering.J And.moreover, you will allow me to say.thou^h 
perhnps it is hardly strictly proper that I should— but n - far as 
I know your opinions, I suppose it is iu«t as certain an now. l>e- 
fore you utter it, whose name you will utter, and which will be 
respond»"'! tf) froni one end tothe other of thi» nation, aB it will be 
after it iuiH been utlcred and recorded by your Secretary. Does 
any man doubt that this Convention intends to say that Abraham 
Lincoln shall be the nominee? (Great applause.J What 1 wish, 
however, to call your attention to, is the gfrandeur of the mission 
upon which you art- met, and tlicrt'fore the di<;nity and solemnity, 
earnestness and conscieutiousness with which, fepresentiugf one 
of the g-reatest, and certainly one of the firet peoples of the world, 
you ouj^ht to (lischargfe theao dutien. jApplaiise.] 

Now, besides the nomination of Président and Vice-Président, 
in regard to which second office I will say nothing-, because I 
know there if* more or less différence of opinion ;uiiong'you; but. 
besides thèse nominations, you bave other most soiemn duties to 
perform. You bave to organize this party thoroughly throug-h- 
out the United states. You bave to put it in whatever form your 
wisdom will su|^£^est that will unité ail your wisdom, enercfy and 
détermination to gain the vîctory which I hâve already satd was 
in our power. More than that, you bave to lay down with clear- 
nees aud précision the principlct* on which you intend to carry 
on this great political conte8t,and prosecute the war which is un- 
derneath them, and the glory of the country which lies before us 
if we succeed, — plainly, not in a double sensé — briefly, uot in a 
treatise, with the dignity and précision ol a great people to utter, 
by its représentatives, the political principles by which they in- 
tend to live, and for the sake of which they are willing tu die. So 
that ail men, everywhere, niay underniand precisely what we 
mean, and lay that furrow ao deeply and clearly, that while every 
man who is worthy to associate with freemen may see it and pass 
over it. every man who is unworthy, may be unable ritlier to 
pasa it, or mky be driveu far from us. We want none but thoae 
who are like us to be with us. | Applause.] 

Xow, among thèse principles, if } <>\\ ^ ill 11 nv me to say it.the 
first and moat distinct is, that we do nut inteud to permit this na- 
tion to bedestroyed. [Applause.] We are a nation — ^no doubt a 
peculiarone — a nation fornied of States, and no nation excf pi as 
thèse States form it And thèse States are no Statea except astliey 
are States in that nation. They had no more right to repudiate 
the nation than the nation had to repudiate tliem. None of them 
had even the shadow of a right to do this, and, God helping us, 
we will vindicate that truth so that it shall never be disputed any 
more in this world. fApplause.J It is a fearful alternative that 
is set before us, but there are great compensations for it. Those 
of you who bave attcnded to this «ttbject know, or ought to know, 
that from the foundation of the présent Government, before and 
since our présent Constitution was formed, there havc al ways been 
parties that had no faith in our Government. The men that 
formed it were doubtful of its success, and the men that opposed 
its formation did not désire its success. And I am bold to say, 
without detainiui; you on this aubject, that. with ail the outcrj- 
about our violations of the Constitution, this présent livin^ gen- 
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eratioii aiid Uns prévient Uiiioti party are more thoroughly de- 
voted to tîiat Ctnislitutiotj thaii any génération that has ever lived 
imder it. ( Applause.) Whilo 1 nay that, and soletnnly beliove it, 
and believe it is capable of the «trongest proof, I may alao add 
that it is a fpreai error which is beiDgf propasfated in our land, to 
8oy that oiir natiotial lifc dépends merely tipon the sustaininu^ of 
that C ouàtitution. Our fatherw made it, and \ve love it. But i£ it 
8Uits US to change it, we can do so. [Applause.] And when it 
suit? lis to chanpfe it, we will change it ' Vpplause.] If it were 
toril into ten thousaiid pièces, the nation woiild be aa niuch a na- 
tion an it was before the Constitution wa .s inade — a nation alwaySf. 
that declared its independence as a united people, lived as a 
united people iintil now — a nation independent of ail i)articular 
institutions under which they liTed, and capable of modeling 
them precisf'lv a.^ their interesta require. We oup^ht to have it 
distinctly undt-rstood by frieuda aud eueniieH, that while we love 
that instrument we will maintain it, and will, with undoubted 
certainty, put to death friend or foe who undertakea to traniple it 
uuder foot; yct, beyond a doubt, we will réserve the riirht to aller 
it to suit ourselves from tiine to time and from i^eneration to gén- 
ération. (Applanse,] One more idea on that subject. We have 
incorporated in that instrument the right of révolution, which 
ffives us, without a doubt, the ri^ht to change it. It never existed 
before the American States, and, by the rig-ht to change, there 
is no need of rébellion, insurrection or civil war, except upon 
a déniai of the fundaniental principles of ail free gfovernments — 
that the major part must rule; and there is no other method of 
carrying- on society, except that the will of the majority shall be 
the will of the whole — or that the will of the minority .shall be the 
will of the whole. So that, in one word^ to deuy thé principles I 
have tried to state, is to make a dogtnatic assertion that the only 
forin of ^overninent that is jjossible with perfect liberty and ac- 
knowledged by God is a pure and absolute despotism. The 
principles, therefore, which I am trying to state before you are 
})rincipl< \\1im h, if they be tiot trne, frecdoni is inipossi!)lc, and 
no g^ovemment but one of pure force eau exist or ou|^ht to endure 
among* men. But the idea which î wished to carry out, as the 
reniedy for thèse troubles and sorrows, tîii.s: Dreadfnl i tliey 
are, this fearful truth ruus throu^h the whole history o£ man- 
Idnd, that, whatever else may be done to jerive stability to author- 
ity, whatever else may be done to give i)erpetijity to in.stitntions 
— however wise^ however g^lorious, practicable and just may be 
the philosophy of it— it has been found that the only endurin^^ 
the only imperishable cernent of ail free iiistitntions. has I)een 
the blood of traitors. Mo j^overument has ever been built upon* 
imperishable fbundations which foundations were not laid in the 
blood of traitors. It is a fearful truth, but we may as well avow 
itatonce; audevery blow you sirike, and every rebel you kill, 
- every battle you wm, dreaaful as it is to do it, you are adding-, it 
may be, a year it ma}' be ten years — it may be a century it iiiay 
be ten centuries to the life of the Government and the freedomof 
your children. [Great applause.] 

Now, paesinp: over that idea—passing- over man}- other thinga 
which it would be right for me to say, did the time serve, and 
were this the occasion, — let me add, you are a Union party. [Ap- 
plause.] Your oricfiu has been referrcfl to aa having- occurred 
eig^ht years ago. In one sensé it is true. But you are far aider 
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than that. I see before meuot only primitiire Republicans and 

primitive Abolitionists, but I pee alsjo primitive Democrats and 
primitive Whiga— primitive Americana, aud, if you will allow me 
to «ay BO, I myaelf am hère, who ail tny lifc bave been in a party 
to myself. [Laughter and applause.] As n Uiiinn party 1 will 
followyou to the enda of thc eartb,and to thegalea o£ death. [Ap- 
plause.] But ae an Abolition party — as a Republican party— aa a 
Whig party— as a Democratir party— aa an American party, Iwill 
not foUow you one foot. [Appiau.se ] But it ia tt UL* of the mass 
of the American people. however you may dîvidc and acatter, 
"while thia war laata, while the country is in péril, w hik- you call 
youraelvea as you do in the call of {he Convention, the L'niou 
party — you are for the préservation of the Union and the destruc- 
tion of thia rébellion, root aud brauch. Aud, in my judgmenl.one 
of the greateat errora that haa been committed byour administra- 
tion of the Fédéral 0()\ erninent the Chief of which \ve are about 
to uominate for auother term of office — otie of ils errora haa been 
to believe that we have eucceeded vrhcre we have not succeeded, 
and to act in a manner which ia precisely a.-^ if we had auc- 
-ceedcd. You will not, you caauot, succeed until you have utterly 
biH>ken up the milîtary power of thèse people. [Applause.) 

I will not detain 3'ou upon theae incidental pointa, one of which 
bas beeu made prominent in the remarka of the excellent Chair- 
man oithe National Committee. I do not know- that I would be 
willing to go so far aaprobably hc wonld. Hut I cordially agrée 
with him in this — I think, considering wbat haa been doue about 
alavery, taking tlu thing'as it now stands, overlooking^ altoj^ther 
either in the way of cotînomnation or in the way of approval, any 
act that bas brought us to the point where we are, but believing 
in my conscience and with ail my lieart, that what haa brought 
us where we are in tlie matter of slavery is tlic original sin and 
folly of treason and seceaaiou, becauae you remember that the 
Chicago Convention itself was underatood to say, and I believe it 
virtually did explicitly say.that they would not touch slavery in 
the atatee. — leaving it, therefore, altogether ont of the queation 
how we catne wliere we are, on that particular point, we are pre- 
pared to go furtlier thaa the original Republicaua themâelveâ 
■were prepared to go. We are prepared to demand not only that 
the whole territory of the United States shall not be niade slave, 
but that the gênerai government o£ the Americau people sball 
do one of two things— and it appears to me that there is notfaing' 
«Ise that can be done— either to use the wliole power of the Gov- 
ernment) both the war power aud the peace power, to put filav- 
•ery as nearly as possible back where it was — ^for, although that 
would ! >(* M fearful atate of society, it is better than anarchy; or 
«Ise to use tiie whole power of the Government, both of war aud 
peace, and ail the practical power that the people of the Uuited 
States will give them, to exterminate and extinguish slavery. 
[Proionged applause.] 

I have no hésitation in saying, for myself, that îf I were a pro- 
slavery man, if I Ijelieved tins institution wan an ordînance of God, 
and waa given to mau, I would uabeaitatingly joiu those who de- 
mand that the Govemment ahould be put back where it was. But 
T am not a pro-elavery man — I never was. I unité myself with 
thoae who believe it is contrary to thc higheat intcrests of nll 
men and of ail Government, contrary to the apirit of the Christ- 
ian religion, and incompatible with the natural rigbts of man. 
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I joiu uiyself with tlioae who eay, away with it forever, [ap- 
plausej; and I fer\'ently pray God that the day may come wneiv 
throug-hout the whole land every maii may be aa free as you are, 
and as capable of enjoying regulated liberty. fProlon^ed ap- 

plauae.l 

I will uot detain you aoy longer. One single word you will 
allow me to say in behalf of the state from whtch I come, one of 

the smalleRt of the tlionsaiuLs of Israël. Wc know very well 
that our eleven votes are of no conséquence in the Presidential 
élection. We know very well that in our présent unhappy condi- 
tion, it is by no means certain that we are here to-day represent- 
ing the party that will cast the majority of the votes in that un- 
happy State. I know very well that the eentimente which I am 
uttering- will cause me g^reat odium in the state in which I was 
born, which T love, where the bones of two générations of niy au- 
cestors aud »i>nu' of my chiidren are, and where, very eoon, I ahall 
Iny niy owu. I know very well that my collenf^ues will incur 
odium if they indorae what I say, and they, too, know it. But we 
bave put our faces toward the way in which we init iul to i> t), and 
we will 540 in it to the end. If we are to periph. we will j)erisli iti 
that way. Ail 1 have to say to you ie, help U8 if you can; i£ you 
cannot, believe in your hearta tbat we have dîed like men.

Tue Chaiwmax. il lias been usual on «uch occasions, gentle- 
men, and it is moat proper in itself» to have the blessing of God, 
in whom is ail our hope, invoked, at tbis atage of the proceed- 

ing8, upon o^^r conduct, and the resuit of it. The Chairman of the 
National Commiltee will now introduce to you. thereforc, the Rev. 
McKendree Reiley, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, who will 
lead ua at the Throne of Grâce. 

Mr. Retley made a prayer in the following langnage; 

Our l'^alher which nrl in Hcaven, liallowed be thy naine. Aî^

We thank Thee that 
tb at banner floats in triumph over onr State and over otir city; and 
we thank Thee that the Convention which, coniposed of the repré- 
sentatives of the people, ia to indicate the uext Président and 
Vice-Preeident of the United Statea, holda ita aeaaion bere. We 
pray Thee to grant to thcsc Thy servants wisdom, that they niay 
couduct their plans ail in the fear of God, and for the promotion 
of the beat purpoaea. May they eelect the ri^ht men to take the 
responsible positions that are now po interesting' to us; and uTant 
when they have selected the men as candidates for those posi- 
tions, that the people may corne up and roll in an overvrhelniin^ 
iriajorïty that pli ail tore ver pettle the question that the authority 
of the United States Government is the suprême law of the land.

ORGANIZATION. 

The ChAIKMAN— What is the further pleaeure of tbe Conven- 
tion with regard to the earlieat posaible permanent organization? 
Divers conimittees, I fînd, were appointed at the la^^t Convention, 
the proceediniT-s of which f ha\ e l^efore me. I think the iiext bus- 
iness which was trantjacted four years ago, was the calling of the 
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Statea for the purpose uf aclectinjç a Cotumittee to report officere 
for the Convention. Ib it the will of the meeting that the States 

ehoiild be now called for that purpose? 

Mr. Simou Canicron, ot Peniisylvania, I inove that the lîstot the 
States be called, and tliat some itiember of the delejçatioti froiu 
each State furniah the Secretary w ith a list o£ ita dele^ates. 

The motion, being^ seconded, wae put and carried. 

The Chairman— In what order Bhall the liât be called? 

Mr. Cameron, the Secretary haa a printed list of the States, and 
he had better call thcm ticrordinpf to his roll. When the States 
are called, some dele^atf froni eacli .State can furnish the Secre- 
lary with a list of the uatues of the delegates trom lus State. 

The Chairnan— The Secretary will pleaae proceed to call the 
list in the order mentioned. 

The SFX'KETAKY--The firat State on the liât ia Maine. 

Ml ï.ot M. Morrill, of Maine, I beg- to sujfg'est that there is a 
lîiisapprcliension in re«»-ard to the motion jiist adopted. I think. 
perhaps, it will be iaipiacticable to carry it inlo exécution. 

The Chairhan— It is not in order to diseuse it now. It has al> 
ready been adopted. 

Mr. Lot M. Morrill, of Maine, I rise to obviate the difficulty by 
a tîiotîon wliich I shall suinnit. if the Chair will entertain it, I 
tnove to rccoasider the vote by which the liwt of delepfaten wps 
directed to be called for, with a view of subaiitting a motion to 
raise a Committee to receive the credentiale and report a list of 
delejfatea. 

The Chairmax— That motion is in order. 

Mr. Simon Cann-roti, of Pennsvl vHnia. with ij-reat deferen<^«' t«-)' 
the gentleman froni Maine, I think he could not have undert-iood 
ruy motion correctly, or he would not object to it. My motion 
was that the roll of States should be called over, and that, as each 
•State was called, some g^entleman of the dele|çation should pré- 
sent such a list of delegates as has 1)een made ont by the déléga- 
tion. Aftcr that, of course, a Couiniittee will be fornied froni ail 
the States for the purpose of investigati n^ thoae roUs, seeing if 
there are any contested seats, and deciding between the contest- 
ants; or, if there be none contested, the list will corne back in full. 
That will save a great deal of timdl and there can be no dilBculty 
in carrj'inj^- it ont. I trnst there wllî lie no reconsideration. 

Mr. L. M. Morrill, of .'^laine. 1 perceive tiiat between the ifentle- 
mau from Petmsylviinia an<i myself there is no ditïereace as to 
the object to be attained. But, in a body where the delegates are 
unknown, where, possibly, some of the seats are contested, it 
seems to me ntterly impracticable, at this time, to présent a list 
of the delei^ates froin the several states; and my purpose is, if 
this vote shall be reconsidered, to propose that the roll of the 
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stateri be called, and that each délégation be recjuested to propose 
one name from its deleg^atiou, to constitute a Committee on Cre- 
dentials, to whoiu the credentials of the delefçates from the 
several states ahall be referred. 

Mr. Thompson Campbell, of Califoriiia. I tliink the cotirs-e ?ng- 
gested by the trptjtleiiiaii from Teiirisylvania i8 the course ordin- 
arily pursued in such conventions, and 1 see no difficulty in it. 
When the State of Maine is called, I apprehend the deleg^atioa 
from that atate will be prepared to présent their credentials. 
Therc are no self-constituted déléguâtes in thi 8 Convention. They 
a]I corne by autbority, as représentatives of the constitneneies 
which have elected tiïeni. I apj>rehen(l, tlierefore, tliere will be 
no diflûculty in carryiog out the motion alreaUy adopted, and it is 
the beat and speediest course of ascertainin^ whoarethemember» 
of this Convention* 

The Chairman put the question on the motion torecoti8id»'r8nc[ 
decided that it was agreed to, and that the question recurred on 
the original iii«'tiou of Mr. Cameron. 

Mr. Simon Caaieron, of l^enusylvania, Now, Mr. Président,! sub- 
mit another motion. I move that a committee, composed of one 
delegfate from each state, be appointed, for the purpose of receiv- 
in^ a list of the déléguâtes» and decidiniç who are entitled to be 
présent. 

Tue Chairman Does the gentleman olïer that as a substitute 
for the other molionr 

Mr. Simon Cameron, of Pennsylvania, yes, sir. 

Mr. James H. Lane, of Kansas, is that to apply only to statee 
where there is no contest? 

Mr. Simon Cameron, of Pennsylvania, no; I mean that it shall 
embrace ail. 

Mr. George W. Patterson, of New York, I think it is the most 
simple thing- in the world, when a state is called, for the chairman 
of the délégation from that state to rise in his place and send to 
the Chair a list of the delegates from that state. I cannot but 
think that some deleoate from the State of Maine ha«i a list of ail 
the delegates from that state, aad if he has, he can send it to the 
Chair. [Order.] ^ 

The Chairman— Allow me to remind the gentleman that the 
house have not only reconsidered the question to which he is 
speaking, but are considering another motion which has been, 
substitutetl forit hy the gentleman fioin Pennsylvania. 

Mr. G. VV. Patterson, of New York, i move to amend that motion 
by inserting in place of it the original motion that was made, that 
the délégation from each state, as the states are called, f urnish to 
the Chair a li.st of the members from that state. The State of New 
York, l'believe, has about as many delegates as the State oC 
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Maine, and the chairman of our délégation will be able, when the 
State of New York is called, to présent a full list of the déléguâtes 
from tlint stnte. Now, sir, I inove yon that, as the states are called, 
one deiejçate from each state furuish to the Chair a list of the 
members from that dtate. 

X. Simon Cameron, of Pennsylvania» to aave time, I accept the 
proposition to amend. 

Mr. A. Brandagee. of Connecticut, I have an objection, for two 
reaBons, to the proposed ntîicndment of the ^[•entleman from New 
York. In the ûrst phict% it is not an ameudment at ail; iu tlie 
next place it ia not ^ermane to the résolution ofltered hy the 
j^entleman from Pennaylvania; it is a substitute for it, and there- 
fore not in order. I insist upon the orig'inal motion being^ put 

Mr. G. W. Pattcrson, of New York, the gentleman from Pennf»} 1- 
vania h as withdrawn his motion, and the question uow is on 
mine. 

The Chaibh AN—The chair will state the position of the case as 
he understands ît The House passed the résolution offered by 

the gentleman from Pcnnsyl vnnîa, and thcn reof^midcrtvl if The 
eflfect of the reconsidcration was, to leave the motion that \va8 
originally passed standing upon its passage. Therenpon the 
mover of the resolution, nobody objectinsf, offered a eubstiute for 
it. Whether or not the substitute and the original motion were 
8o différent that the substitute could not properly be received, as 
has been suggested, I «hall not now undertakc to aay; btit, nnder 
the circumatances, 1 décide that it waa properly presented. I 
have doubts, however, whether, after that has been done, the 
gentleman from Pennsylvanie, or anybody in his place, can o£Fer 
again the original résolution for which he accepted the substitute 
as an amendmont to i t; secino . iri fact, tliat it irt not ati amendment 
bnt a totally diUerent thing. There is the embarrasment that I 
a m in. 

Mr. Henry J. Raymond, of New York, I désire, Mr. Chairman, 
simply to make a suggestion for the considération of the Conven- 
tion which may possibly facilitate business. We are here now 
simply as a mass meeting, AVe liave appointed a tcmporary 
Chairman for the purpose of organiicing that mass meeting. an<l 
converting it into a convention of delegates. The hrst thing, 
therefore, to be done is to décide what states have sent delegates 
here; the next thing to be decided is what déléguâtes they have sent; 
and the third thing to be decided is by whal anthority do those 
delegates come from thoae states, and appear here -.x^ their repré- 
sentatives. It scems to me that is the natural order in which we 
are to make oureelves a convention instead of a mass meeting. 
Now, as I understand it, the motion submitted by the géntleman 
from Pennsylvania is, that we appoint a Committee on Creden- 
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liais. Well, sir, in the first place, we hâve no credentîals before 

this body. and in the next place, we have no dele^ates oflicially 
kiiown to thi3 bod3% f rom whom to niake np that cointiiittee. The 
first thing to be doue, it «trikeë me, is to call the liât of states be- 
long^ing to this Union, and, as each state is called, if there is any 
one hère présent who can say for that state that she haa a délecta- 
tion here, it ia his business to rise and say so, and to présent to 
the Chair the credentials on which tliat dele^^afîoit claiiiis seats. 
If there are conteatiii^»' (lelct^ations froin aiiy state, 1 take it for 
granted that it ië the duty of ejoiiic oae froni that state to présent 
the list of both claimants. Then when that has been done, a 
committee can be appointed to examine the credentials thus 
handed in. 

Mr. S. Cameron, of Pennsylvani:!, allow me to say to ihe gentle- 
uian from New York, that my original résolution was precisely 
what he is uow advocating, but there were objections to it, and I 
withdrew it for the purpoae of savinjç time. I offered my first 
resolution because I thoug^ht it was the quickest way of bring^infi: 
the mass meeting^, as the gentleman haa called it, into a conven- 
tion; and I intended tofollow it up by offering anotherresolutiou, 
that a Committee on Credentials be appointed, of one from t ach 
state represented here, and let that committee examine the piipcrs 
presented under the first résolution, and détermine who are en- 
titled to seat.s. It could have been settled in a few minutes if my 
honorable friend from Maine had let it*^o; the effectof liis motion 
to reronsider haa been to waste more tinie already thau would 
have been occupied in organizing tlie Convention. 

Mr. H. J. Raymond, of New York, I suppose the only diCBculty 
has arisen from the fect that, owing^ to the somewhat feeblevoice 
of the gentleman who made thèse motions, their exact ténor was 
not fully luiderstood by the whole bod}' of tlie Convention. Tf, 
now, tlie ^entlemon from Pennsylvania w ill renew his motion, I 
have no doubt, with the explanation he has made, it will be 
promptly acceded to; if not, I will make it mysell 

Nr. S. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, that motion is now before the 
Ilouse. 

Mr. II. J. Ka3'mond, of New Yorli. tîiat motion, a? I understand 
it, ÏH that the Secretary of this meetini;- call the list of states, and 
that, as the iiame oi eacii state is called, dome one ou behalf of 
that state ahall respond to it, and présent the list of delegates 
claimingt seats from that state, together with their credentials. 

Ht. s. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, I have those of Pennsylvania 
in my hand now, readj^ to présent. 

The Chaikman— The question ison the motion of the gentleman 
from Pennsylvania, as it haa been just stated. 

The mention was agreed to. 
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Mr. Shaw, the Secretary, proceeded to call the roll of atates» and 
lista of déléguâtes were handed in froin Maine, New Hampsliire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts. Rhode Tsland, Connecticvxt, New ^ ork, 
New Jersey, Pennsyivania, Deiaware, Maryland, Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana, lUiuois, Michigan, Wiscousiu, lowa, HinneBOtai Cali- 
fornia, Oresfon, Weat Virginia, and Kansas. 

From Missouri Iwo liatS of delegates were presetited, one elected 
by tlie Radical Union Convention, and the other by tlie Uncondi. 
lioual Union Farty o£ Missouri. 

CONTESTED SEATS. 

Mr. ïhaddeus Stevens, of Pennsylvania, I move that ail con- 
teated cases be laid over, and that the deleg:ate8 from duch statcs 
shall not be entered on the roll until the credentiaU shall have 
been aent to a Committee on Credentiala and reported back. 

The motion waB agreed to. 

The District of Cohimbia was also called :ind it was announced 
that there were two sets of delegates froiu the district. 

The Chaikmax— Ail the states embraced iu the call o£ thia Con- 
vention have been called by the Secretary. la it the mind of the 
Convention that he shall stop there, or ahall he call the other 
States? 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, of Pennsylvania, I move, Mr. Chairmau, 
that if there arc any représentatives here from states whîch have 

not been called— and 1 utulerstaiid that soiiie of the .^tates in 
sécession claim to be represented here — they i)rt sent their credeu- 
tials to the Committee on Credentiala when appointed, but that 
they be not cjilled in this order. 

Mr. J. H. Laue, of Kansas, 1 move to aiueud the motion of the 
l^entleman from Pennsylvania, by directiu|ç the Secretary to pro- 
cccd with the call of the states and territories, with tlie iinder- 
standiniç that the credentials which niay be presented shall be 
referred to the Committee on Credentials. 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, of Penn.. l ani afraid that that will l)e 
some récognition of the ri^ht of States wliich now belon^ to the 
Southern Confederac y to l)e represented here, and, of course, to 
be represented in the Klecttjral Collecte. 1 think \ve ouftlil to 
mardi with ^reat caution ia thia niattcr; for, allhough 1 have no 
doubt there are many very excellent nien here from auch States, 
yet it iy a question which ought to be settleil Ijefore we commit 
ourselvea at ail, whether they arc entitled to be represented here 
or noL I may as well say at this point— though, perhaps, it haa 
nothinff to do with this cjnestion— that, in a meeting of the Union 
Repubucan menibers of the Houae of Représentatives, they haye 
nnanimously declared that no such States can l)e represented iu 
Cou^ress, or ought to be represented in the Klectoral Collège, or. 
in their judgment, ought to be reT>re8ented here, as that would 
give them a ri^ht to lie représentée! in the Electoral Colleg'e. I 
do not «want to liave that question now discussed, or uow decided. 
I have, therefore. made a motion, whîch I thought would leave it 
open for considération, to refer it ail to the Committee ou Creden- 
tials, who will carefuUy examine the whole question, aud report 
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to this Convention, «o that the bnsînesB tnay not now be inter- 

rupted by wbat mny be a pr<itrnrtrd discussion f liopp ihe gen- 
tleman irotu Kaiisas wili see tlie propriely of tins procecdiug be- 
in^ taken, as it will décide nothing-, but âimply place the question 
in a position for adjudication hereafter. 

Mr. J. U. Lane, of Kausas, it will be timc enoiu^h to décide 
against the daims of Nevada, and Colorado, and Nebraska, who 
expect to cast électoral votes for otir candidate [applause]. after 
an examination by the Committee on Credentiala. It will be time 
enou^h to décide a^ainst the free State of Arkansas, whose aena- 
tor8 and représentatives are knocking at the doora of Congress 
for admission, after considération b^ the Committee on Crëden- 
tiala. It will be time enou^h to décide ag-ainet the g'allant Free* 
State men of Louisiana [applause], who propose to elect ?enators 
and représentatives so soon as they can, under their ameiuU'd 
Constitution, after an examination by t lie Committee on Credt n- 
tial.'s. Thèse States are here vvith their delegates. Ail they ask is 
the poor boon of bein^ç ranked in the call with their sister States 
[applause.] They are willin<»- to abide the décision of xhv Com- 
mittee on Crcdentials, and the dfeisioi\ of this Convention. The 
State of Missouri ha» two e>et« of delegates liere; there is a ques- 
tion to adjudicate, and we have received tht t < Jentialsof both 
sets of del( .tcî^tes, and referred them to the Committee on Creden- 
tiala for adjudication. The dele^ates from Arkansas. the dele- 

Sates from I.,oui8iana, the delejçates from Tennessee, the dele- 
evada, Nebraska. and Colorado, have a question to be adjudi- 
cated. Seud their credentials to the Committee on Credentials, 
asyou have done in the case of the contestants from the State of 
Missouri. Let me add, the delegates from Nevada, Nebraska and 
Colorado cspecially, ask recog-oitiou here for the purpose of 
strengfthening- the State niovement within tbose territories; and I 
hope, as a matter of policy, if not as a matter nf justice, that 
you will permit tlieir credentials to be received aiid referred to 
the Committee on Credentials. 

Mr. Horace Maynard, of Tennessee. I rise to sny that T appear as 
the chairman of the délégation from the State of Teaoessee, sent 
here by the loyal Union portion of the population of that old 
State, extenditiji^ as they do from the mountains to the banks of 
the Mississipi)i river. I presuiiie that. as to the mere matter of 
their credentials, there can be very little dispute. The question 
for the Convention to décide is, as I understand it, wlu ther the 
State of Tennessee, by her loyal, Union, liberty-lovîng po{)ulation 
[applause], shall have a position and a voice in the délibérations 
of this t)ody. As a right, we are free to concède in one sensé that 
we have uot; but this, as it has been very appropriately styled by 
the chairman, is a voluntary représentative body, not provided 
for either hy the Constitution or the laws of our country, but 
g-rowing up by established party usages for a period of almost 
one génération. Anj' body of men who ehose to assemble tbem- 
selves within the limits of the United States, to designate candi- 
dates for the high offices of Président and Vice-President, un- 
doubtedly have the right to do so, and have equally tlie right to 
sa}' who shall and who shall not assemble with them. We con- 
cède that fully. We conie, niaking no «uch claims. In another 
sensé, and if I may \>v pt-rniitted to say, in a much larger and 
higher sensé, they who have sent us here do claim that they have 
a right to be represented in this body of American citizens [ap- 
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plause.] Wliat is ttae aaaemblag-e? What does it purport to be? 
A:i iBsemblage of delegates repre-^eiitîng; that portion of the 
American people who are qow, by tlieir etforts iu tbe fîeld, aud 
hy their auetaining' and co-operative efforts at home, attemptinjp 

to suBtaiti thc honorand the existence of thc g-overiimciit ïij^aiiist 
the iiieu who are in rebellioua array, endeavoring^ to break it up 
and overthrow it Aaaembled here under that sytnbol whlch 
typifies our common nattonality. we, ihe loyal pcople of Teiinea- 
see, claim the i i^ht to lie represeuted iu aiiy t*ucli aaacuiblajçe. 
wherever upon this broad continent it may be met [applause.] 
You have decorated and adonud 30111 bnll uiost beautiiully and 
mo8t appropriately by that tla<; whicb is liie sj'nibol of our com- 
moo nationality. Count. 1 beseech you, before you pronounce 
upon this question, the stars that emblazon it [great and con- 
tiaued applause]. That, sir, ia our argumentj that, «ir, is our ap- 
peal. The sixteenth star in that constellation symbolizes the 
existence of Tennessee. And we iuteud, God helptngf us, and by 
the assistance of the loyal arms of the loyal men of our countrj-,' 
that that star shall never set. 

I do not propose, iu thiepreliminary perîodof the délibérations 
of the Convention, to enlarg^ on this topic. I rose simply for the 
purpose of enteringf, in ln half of tbosc mnch ondurin^ç, lonjr-suf- 
ferinii: men who sent us here, a protest that you should uot pass us 
by. or f or^et or i ^-nore our existence. Let me say that, for you that 
drink in ihc r m I breezes of thc Xorthcrn air, it is easy to rally to 
the flajç to «ustain the houor of your country; and, if we had uot 
melancholy évidence to the contrary, I should say that it was îm» 
possible tlint any of you should do otlu-rwise. Rut wc represent 
those %vhu have stood in tiie very furiiace of the rébellion, those 
who have met treason eye to eye, and face to face, and fou^ht 
from the be^inninjç for the support of thc fla^ and the honor of 
our country. [Great applause.j 1 will uot repeat the story of that 
people. It has been told many times. Ali 1 have to say is that if, 
after the ncumulated évidence that has been thrust upon the 
country. auy uuiu in still iucredulous of the suhlime, romantic 
patriotism of that noble people, I beg^ that he will return with me, 
and see for himself; let him put bis liands into tlie very print of 
the naila, and he will have such demotistration as shall satisfj' 
hini. Sir, that people sent us here becausr ilu y arc iutcrcstcd iu 
the great question to be decided here. The}' are iuterested witb 
you in sustaining^ and upholdingthecomtnon jrovernment of this 
■country, a lul tlic}' bave sent us lu'ic to attest, I)}' an addilional 
act, their dévotion to our common country, aud their désire to be 
reckoned amonj? those who are ready to maintain, at every cost, 
our conmion bonor and nationality. Tlicir sons arc dyiui; in the 
iield under the national Uag. Their blood has scarceiy even now 
dried upon the sand. It was spilled the other day in the deiiles 
of Georgia, ntul it bas marked all the nionntain passes iu Tennes- 
see. Frorn an humble beginnin^. at Mil! Spring, to that g'iorious 
encounter above the very çlonds, their blood has been shed on 
every field. In the nnrne ni thèse lu'roes we cnll upon you to re- 
ceive us aiuoiig' the friends of the Union here asHembled. (Great 
applause. I 

M.r. Hanks, of A rknîisas, on the western side of the Mississippi 
River ia the State ol Arkansas, whicli, allhou^^h almost blotted 
out, has sent here a full délégation of true Union men. We have 
•suffered for three long^ years; we have been trampled down be- 
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neath the heel of despotism; many of our people have beeo car- 
ried oflF to captivity, bat we are hère to-day to présent true Union 
men, friends of the government Within our limit!* was foug-ht 
the battle of Pea Rid^e. (Applause.] Ilaving paased through 
the fiery ordeal, we conte here afl representing twelve thonsand 
loyal men of Arkansas, who have put down that distiirî)in£>; élé- 
ment which was the source of ail uur woes. [Applause.j We are 
here; we claiin to be a parcel of you; and we claitn that we have 
yet a star in the glorious g-alnxy of the American Union. 

Mr. Iv. 11. Chandler, of VirLi ma. before this question ie put, I 
désire to aay a word in behaif of the délégation from Virginia. I 
wiah to know the name ot the last Stato or Territory that was 
called before the motion was subnùtted by the i^entleman from 
Pennsylvania. 

The Secretary (Mr. Shaw)— The last name called was the Dis- 
trict of Colnml>!a. 

Mr. L. H. Chandler, of Virginia, now, I wish to know, Mr. Chair- 
man, why the District of Columbîa shotild be called, and the State 

of Virginia left out. Wh}% air, the District of Coltmibin ncver can 
be hatched or piped into a State. [Laughter.] Act as you please, 
vote as you please, décide as you please here, willi ail rfMipect for 
the District of Coliiinbia — and I believe 1 am standing almost 
within speaking distance of her— how can she ever throw an élec- 
toral vote? But the .State of Virginia has contributed 25,000 men 
to the Union army. (Applause.) She is this day reprrsented in 
the Senate of the United States, and, but for the' in^crutable dis- 
peneation of Divine Providence in the death of the lamented Bovr- 
don.wotild be fuUy represented; and ^he would, to-day, have tlirce 
Représentatives on the floor of the liouse of Représentatives but 
for the fact that the Committee of Elections decided, not that ahe 
was not a State, but that the vote of the respective districts was 
not suflicient if scattered over the districts, or, ia other words, 
that a sufRcient number of counties in each district had not 
voted. that State to be sluit ont? The meniber froni Pennsyl- 
vania who submitted that motion has hiuiself rccognixed the State 
of Virii^inia as one of the States of this Union. [Applause.] 

Mr. T. Stevens.of Pennsylvania, may I ask the gentleman when 
I ever recoguiiied Virginia, siuce her Ordiuance of Sécession, as 
being in the Union? West Virginia, eut ofif from Virginia, I voted 
for admittinq- into the Union a? an indejjendt'nt State, and the 
gentleman wiii do me the justice to say tliat 1 then declared that 
Virginia herself had no business to be considered in the Union. 
I was very sorry, Avhen the g-entleman was himsclf lately an ap- 
plicant for a seul in Con^resa, that 1 was obliged to vote a^ainst 
him, because I believed that Virginia and allother States in Sé- 
cession — althoujjh [ knew some of their men wer*- loyal, and 
althou^li 1 know thcre is no belter Kepublican tliau the gentle- 
man to whose voice we have been listening with pleasure — ail 
States which, by a regular majority of their votes, have declared 
themselves out of thè Union, have no right to be recognized or 
represented in the Union. I am sure I never admitted such a 
doctrine as that. The applause which I have heard of the princi- 
ple of such récognition has alarmed me more for the safety of 
this nation than ail the armies of the rebels; (Applause.] 

Mr. Jv. H. Chandler, of Virginia, I wili anewer the gentleman 
from Pennsylvania, and will tell him how and why and wheu he 
recog;nized the State of Virginia. He admits the fact that he 
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voted in favor of niakiu^ West Virginia a new State. Pray, how 
did lie do that uiiless he in the first place ackiiowled^^t- d Virg^iiiia 
a» a State? [Applavise.] Sir, that gentlemati is too well i>oâted in 
re^rd to the Constitution not to kno v i liatiionew State can be 
carved out of an old State save by the consent of the old State, 
and then ConjErreas passes on the question: so that,when the gen- 
tleman voted iii favor of inakiiig West \ irginia a new State, he 
either recogoi^ed the State of Virginia, or be voted for a measure 
which he himself believed to be unconstitutional. 

The Chairman— I have very i^eat doubts whether any part of 
this discussion that is purely personal is in order. I doubt 
whether it is in order or for edifioation that p<'rsonal questions of 
this sort shonhl tu' introdtiee(J, not gerinaue to the isnue; and, 
unies» the llouse order otherwiae, 1 shall hold that no part of 
thie side-diacuaeloti ia in order. • 

Mr. L. H. Chandler, of Virg^itjîa, Sir. there was nothing personal 
intended. The gentleman froiu Feunsylvania knowa very well 
indeed that the personal relations between us have always beeu 
of the iiiost pleasant cliaracter. T was simply puttîtljf the ques- 
tion in a atrong way to the Convention. 

Mr. T. Stevetis, of Penosylvanîa, Wîll the g^entleman allow me 
one word? n ni it is ail î It ive to say. I did not consider the gen- 
tleman as making any retlection on me personally. I wish to ex- 
plain, however, one diflSculty which the gentleman ia under. I 
présume he did not read the poor remarks which I made when 
Weat Virginia was admitted as a State of the Union. It was pro- 
poaed to admit h er on the iKTOUod that Old Virginia had given 
her consent, and that new West Vir^inin shonld come in with 
that consent. I exi}res8iy said that i hoped nobody would con- 
sider me so ignorant as to suppose that Virginia was divided ac- 
cording to the print iples of the Constitution; Imt that W'est Vir- 



war we had a right to do with tlie conquered territory just as we 
pleased fnpplnuHeJ ; and 1 voted for lier admission, clisclaiming 
the idea thaï ilie division waa according' to the forms of the Con- 
stitution, but under the laws of war and the laws of conquest. 
The gentleman did not read that, or he would not have charged 
me with having admitted the existence of Old Virginia in my 
vote in regard to West Virginia. 

Mr. L. H. Chandler, of Virginia, I will remove ail diflHcuJty with 
regard to the question of order. I eay nothing with regard to the 
political action of the distinguislied gentleman from jPenusylva- 
vania. It ia enougli for me to kiiow that the Uouae of Kepresen- 
tatives and Senate, at Washington, decided in favor of admittîng 
West Virginia, and coiild do it npon no oth«>r grotuul (h an {îiat 
she was part and parcel of the State of Virginia. It is euough for 
me to know that every department of the Government» legialative, 
executive, atid judicial, the Pîesident, witli every head ot each de- 
partment under him, haa recognized and to this day recoc^nizea 
Virginia «s a State. The only différence between the gentleman 
from l^ennsylvania and myself is. that whilst he wishes a re- 
markal)l> large slice to be overrun by onr arniies before he can 
acknowlédgemat elice as a terrîtory,! am a little more moderate, 
and I a^k tJiat a slice twicc as large as Rhode Island. and nmch 
larger thau Delaware, that haa been conquered by our armies, and 
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that my associâtes and myself here, shall hm • th - simple boou 
g^ranted of haviu£^ their names called ov^er nidc by ^idewith thoae 
of the District of Columbia nau«:hter and applattse]. It is a 
question of degree; the genUeman and I recognize the same 
principle. 

Mr. A. H. Reeder, of Pennsylvania, allow me to ask a question. 

Does the ffontlemnn from Virginia conteiid that the delcg^ates 
from Vir^^inia eiititled to seats liere, the people whoin they 

represeiit woulcl therefori.' be entitled t(; att électoral vote? 

Mr. L. H. Chaudler, of Virg^inia, "âu(licient unto the day is the 
evil thereof." 

Mr. A. H. Reeder, of Pennaylvania, Will the j^ntleman allow 

me to finish my sentence? Bccauae it seems to itie a logfical con- 
clusion that if yoii allow the people of V'irefinia to participate in 
the sélection of a candidate for the Presidency, you nuist also 
allow theni to participate in liis élection at tîie poils. Mow, then, 
you cari escape the réception of the votes of the people of the 
city of Kic hmond, I cannot understand. 

Mr. L. H. Chandler. of X'irtjinia,- calling^ our names here settles 
nothing. Our credentiaLs go before the conimitteej when that 
committee ahall have reported on theni it will be time euough 
fortho^ nf us who are from \'iry^inia to i;ive onr views to this 
Conveuiiou in relation to that queaiioa. Ail wo a-nk now is that 
our names shall be called, that our credentials shail be sent be- 
fore the committee; then that question atid otlier questions will 
properly corne up. And bear in mind. sir, that \ve have been very 
modest, we have not sent here any (U l('<rates representinjç the 
Richniond confçressional district (laut^hter.) We have onl}' sent 
t\\ o delegates here as delegates at large, for the two jsenalorâ that 
\ ir^^iuia had when the présent Senate assembled in December 
last, and three dele^ates from three congressional districts in 
whicli élections were regulaily held. We otïer here to give only 
five votes. Now, I ask, wlien the State, as I have said, has been 
recojçnized by everj' department of this Government, why we 
ought not at least to be called in the roll of States. I do not wish 
to say a single word that may be considered as going towards 
making a speech [laughter.J Strike ont ail thèse States, if you 
please, let them be like the lost Pleiads, seen no more below; only 
give us a fair show; that is ail we ask before the Convention. 

The Ch A IRM A x — The question is on the amendment of the gen- 
tleman from Kaiisas. 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kansas, m^' amendment is, that ail the States 
having delegates ou this floor be called, and that the credentials 
handed in be referred to the Committee on Credentials; and that 
the Terri tories of Nebraska, Colorado and Nevada, who are now 
enga^ed in orgnnizing State governments under enabling acts 
from the C"onu,ress ot the Pnited States, whose électoral votes will 
be cadt for our candidates for the Presidency and Vice-Presi- 
dency, be called, and that the credentials of their représentatives 
be referred to the Committee on Credentials. 

The amendment vvas agreed to. 

Tlie Chairmax- The Chair wislies now to State ( what he forbore 
to State ditring tlie discussion) that the eailing of the District of 
Columbia was an oversight, and he would have stopped it if he 
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had been aware that it was on the liât; and he wîl] now give in- 
Btrttctions to tlie Secretary to strike it ont unlesa it be put in by 

an order of tlie Hoii^e. Ho considéra that it sliould g"n witTi the 
Territories. and it will not lie called imlcns the House so order?*. 
The Secretary wili now cal i the roli of those who have been or- 
dered to b« called by the motion jtist adopted. 

The roll of the remainingf States betngf called, déléguâtes re- 
Bponded £rom Virgfinia, South Carolina, Florida, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansasi nnd Tennessee, and tlieir t r^^delltiala were ordered to be 
referred to the C\)ininittee on C redentials. Deleg"ates responded 
from JS évada, Colorado and Nebraska, and their credentials re- 
ceîved the same référence. 

The Chaikhan— -It now rémains for the House to g^îve what or» 
der they see fit, if any, in regard to the remaîning^ Territories, 
includin<r the District of Columbia. They will not be called un- 
lesM by order oi the Hovise. 

Mr. J. H. L,ane, of Kansan, I îuove that they be called, and I 
désire to state that the Chicago Convention in 1860 received the 
délégation from the Texxitory of Kansas, and permitted them to> 
vote. I move that the remainiujf Territories and the District of 
Columbia l)e called, and that the credentials ofathe delegates be- 
referred to the Coniniittee on Credentials. 

The motion wan a^reed to. 

The roll was called, and delegates appeared from the District of 
Columbia, and the Territorles of New Mexico, Washington, Da- 
kota, Idaho, Arizona and Montana.

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Mr. DenniBoti was condiicted to the chair by Hon. Henry S. Lane^ 

of Ttidiana, and Hon. Galiuslia A. Grow, of Pennsyl vania; and on 
taking^ the chair, addressed tlie (^»^lvt*uti()n aa follows: 

I thauk you for the honor you iiave conferred upon me, and 
while I shall bringf to the discnarge of the duties of the Chair Ut- 
ile expérience in parlianientarj' rtilea, il will be my pleasure, as 
my duty, to Bpare no effort in contributing, to the extent of my 
ability, 10 the facilitating^of the business of the Convention, and 
pecnring auch re?«nli8 from 3'onr délibérations aa will meet the 
loyal expectationë of the countrj-. 

We meet here as représentatives of the trne friends of the Gov- 
ernment and of impartial Hlx rty of that larg-e portion of the peo- 
ple who g^ratefully apiJiociatc the uninatched blesainga which 
flow from our institutions well administered, and reject any form 
of hunian enslavenient, not in punishment of crime, as no less 
incompatible with the rij^bts of humanity thau with the g^eniu8. 
and the peaccful workings of Sepubltcan Government. [Pro- 
longed applause.J 

In no sensé do we meet as members or représentatives pf either 
of the old political parties which bound the people, or as the 
champions of any principle or doctrine peculiar to either. The 
extraordinarj^ condition of the countrj- since the oiitbreak of the 
rébellion lias, from neces^it}-, takrn from tlie issues of thèse par- 
ties their practical sijçnilicâuce, and compelled the formation of 
siibstantiallj^ new political organizatîotia; hence the origin of the 
Union party if party it ean be called -of which (liis Convention 
is for tbe purpose of ita asaemblino;. the accredited représenta- 
tive, and tne only test of membersliip in -which ia an tinreaerved, 
Unconditîonal loyalty to the Governtïient and the Union. 

l,et me cone;ratulate you upon the favorable auâpicea of your 
meeting-, Wnile the deepeat anxîety îs felt by al! patriotic men 
as to the resuit of the war un justifiably forced iipon the Govern- 
ment by tbe bad, ambitions men and their deceived followers in 
the rebellione Statea, and the country ia filled with diatresa and 
niourninqf over the lo38 of so many of our brriv, men who have 
faUen in battle, or died in hospitala from wouuds received in de- 
fence of the conatittitional anthorities of the Government, we yet 
have, in what haa bctn ,u roin{)lished towards the suj)i)re38ion of 
tbe rébellion and the extinjfuishment of its cause— in the heroic 
deede of our noble armiea and ^^fallant navy— in the renewel of the 
patriotism of the countrj' that almost seemed to be paralyzed un- 
der the influence of our National prosperity — in the unprece- 
dented g^eneroaify of the people, awakened by the wanta of the- 
Government and the necessities of its defenders — much, verj"" 
much of the hi|^est felicitation, and for which the country is 
grateful to Almipfhty God. [Applauae.] 

And may I not add to thèse causes of cong^ratulation the forma- 
tion of the political org;anization of which this Convention is a 
représentative, which haa eo nobly austained the Government in 
it- ' fforts to put down the rébellion, and to the complète accom- 
plitihment of which its ener|çiea are consecrated* the patriotic 
narmony that haa marked onr aaaembling- and will characterize 
ail "tir ])roccedinf:^9, and presentinç- that harmony which will dis- 
play iiaelf in the unanimoua nomination, for the Presidency of 
the United States, of the wise and g^ood man whose unselfish dé- 
votion to the country, in the administration of the Government 
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lias securt-d to him not onlj- the admiration, but the warme8t 
•affection ot every Meud of conatitutional liberty r [Applause.] 

I need not retnind you of the very grave reaponsimlities tnat 
•devolve uj>oii yoii aa inenibers of tins C invention. The loyal 
people of the country have authorized aud expect youtorenewou 
tbeir part the pledg-e of their faith to support the Govemment, in 
the niost vii^oi i M 1 s [)rr>secution of the war, tc> îln cotnplctc 8Up- 
presâion of the Kebeliion» reir<'>rdlos.s of the titne or the reHOurces 
required to that end, and they (Miually expect and call upon you 
to déclare the cause and the .sui)])ort of the Rébellion to 
«lavery, which, as well for its treasouable oifeuses a^^ainst the 
Govemment, as for its incompatibility with the rig^hts of human* 
it}*, and the permanent peace of tb'^ contitry, mu,««t, with the 
tertnination of the war, aud aamuch speedieras possible, be made 
to cease forever in every State and Territory of the Union. But I 
mnst not refer to other subjects of interest that will challduge 
your attention. 

Let me repeat my thanks for your expressions of conridence in 
me, in havinnf selected me to préside over your délibérations.

Mr. G. W. Patterson, of New York, I move that the Rev. W. G. 

Brownlow be requested to address the Convention. 
The motion was agreed to iinanimously. 

The nienibers of the Convention rone to thcir fret and j^avethree 
cheers for "Parson Brownlow" as he advanced to the stage. 

The PRBSIDBNT— Gentlemen of the Convention,! have the honor 
of presenting to yon one who has done the country much service, 
who has been g-allant and true— Parson Brownlow, of East Ten- 
nessee. fGreat applause. 

Mr. Brownlow spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Convention— I assure you you have to- 
night walred up the wrong- passenger. I am a very Bick man, and 
oujçht t I ÎM iii my bed and not here. T have journt yeil on, liow- 
ever, through great tribulation. to meet you. The last regular 
meal T tookwason Saturday, upon a boat. and upon the X)hio 
river. I am sick ,sick -and siifferinjç -and I corne forwanl be- 
cause so enthusiastically called for. to inake my bow to you, and 
my apology for not attempting to speak; but, before I take my 
Seat, I know J'OU will take of me kitidly an\' .su^i.;("stion 1 tnaj'^ 
make, or any rebuke 1 may attempt to aduiinister to you. I am 
one oîf the elder brethren — one of the old apostles. (Laujçhter j I 
have heard since T came t > i<<\vn that yon had sonie doubt in your 
minds about the propriety of admitfing a délégation from Ten- 
nessee — a State in rébellion. I hope you wîM pause, gentlemen^ 
befor«' you commit .'*o rash an act as that. :u\<] tliereby recog-nize 
Sécession. We dou't recojjf^nize it in Tennes^iKce. [Applause.] We 
deny that we are out. [Applause.] Wedeny that we have been 
ont. [Applause.] We maintain that a minority fif^^t voted n.*i out, 
and then a majority whipped the minority out of the State 
with bayonets, winning over a portion of our men to their ranks. 
But we are here toparticipate in your délibérations and toil8»and 
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to share your honore. I pray you not to excJude us. We have a 
full délégation from Tennessee, a patriotic délégation, a talented 
délégation, always excepting the présent speaker. [Ivaughter.J 
Dur beat men are here. We have in Tennessee, as you have in 
moBt of the Northern States, a Copperhead party* jast begfinnixifl^ 
to corne into existence. Tliey have existed here a good while. I 
have fought the venotnous reptiles for the last two years among- 
you; but they are beginnin^ to organize in Tennessee, and I con- 
ridently look for tliem to be represented at the fortlicoming Chi- 
cago Conveiitiou, to send up a délégation there iiiider the nose 
and scent of that pink of patriotisni, loveliiiess and virtue, the 
editor of the Chicago Tima^. fLaughter.] The deh^gation that 
our State aeada up to you would iïcorn to go to the Chicago Con- 
vention; they would décline having anything to do with the late 
Cleveland Convention. [Applause.] We are for the Baltimore- 
Lincoln- Arming-of-Negroes Convention. We are for the 
Convention and the party that are resolved to put down ihi» 
wicked, this infernal Rébellion, at ail hazards, and ail cost of 
money and lives; and onr Convention instructed us, before we 
left hotne, to advocate and vote for Abraham Lincoln tirst, last 
and ail the time. [Applause.] He has got his hand in; he has 
learjied the hang of the ropes, and we want to try him for a sec- 
onfl terni. Let us get along iti harniony. There need be no de- 
taining^ this Convention for two days itî discussions of variou» 
kinds, and the idea I suggeat to you as an inducement not to ex- 
clude our delegaticni is, that we tmiy take it into our heads. t)efore 
^ the thin|$ is over, to présent a candidate from that State in rébel- 
lion for the second ofBce în the gift of the people. [Applause.] 
We have a nian down there whoni it has been rny good luck and 
bad fortune to ûght uotiringly aad perseveringly for the last 
twenty-five years— -Andrew Johnson. [Aj>platise\) For the firet 
time, in the Providence of God, tbree years ago we got togethcr 
on the same platform, and we are hghting the devil, Toni Walker 
and Jeff Davis side by sîde. [Applause.] 

I again thank you, gentlemen of the Convention— [Go on, go on.) 
I never refuse to speak whea I am able to speak, and my old 
friend Deacon Bross knows it well. I ahould like to help him 
canvass IllitHMS, and goiige for hîtn among the Copperheads. If 
I werc able to speak and could interest you, I would; but I atu 
sick, and I must be excused. I thank you for the honor you have 
done me.

Convention, tojjfether vvitli the nnmber of votes towbich they maj»^ 
be entitled, a majority o£ ail Ihe votes so determined shall be re- 
quisite to nominate candidates for Président and Vice-President. 

Rulr ô. When a majority of the dele<j;'ati<)ns fromanytwo states 
shall dcmaud that a vote be recorded, the same shall be taken by 
States, the Secretary callinfi;: the roll of states in the order hereto* 
fore stated. 

Rule 6. In a recorded vote by States, the vote of each State shall 
be announced by the chairman of the respective délégations, and 

in case the vote nf any State shall be divided, the chairman shall 
aniiounce the nuniber of votes cast for anj" candidate, or for or 
a^inst any liroposition. 

Kule 7. riiat when the i)revions finestîon shall bedeinanded b}' 
a majoritj' o£ the delej»aliou from any State, aad the deniaad sec- 
onded by two or more State.s, and the call sustained by a majority 
of the Convention, tlie question shall then be proceeded with and 
dirtportcd of according to the rules of the ilouse of Représenta- 
tives in similar cases. 

Rule 8. No meniber -li ill «peak more than onc'^ to the same 
question, aor longer lliaii live niiaulct?, with the unauimou.B con- 
sent of the Convention. 

Kule 0. The rnles of the TTouse of Representativen shall con- 
tinue to be the ruletJ t>£ this Convention, so far as they are appli- 
cable and not inconsistent with the foregoingf rules. 
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The report was adopted. 

Mr. E. F. Drake, of Ohio, tbc Conimîttce on theOrderof Busi- 
ness have directed me to make this furtlicr report: 

A National Union Committee bliall be appointed, to consist of 
one member from each State, Territory and District repreaented 
in this Convention. The roll shnll be called. and the deleg;ntion 
from. each auch State, Territory and District sball uaniq a person 
to act as a member of sald committee. 

Tbe report was adopted. 

8BP0ST ON CSEOBNTIALS. 

Mr. Preston Kin-. of Xew York, Mr. Président, the Committee on 
Credeutials, after a very patient hearin^^ of tbe représentations 
made by the g-entlemen wno have appeared and claimed seats in 
thÎ8 Conventioti. wborever thcre haa bi-en a que8tit)n of tbeirright 
to sit, from whatever cause that question jiiay have arisen, have 
corne to concItisiOTie which they report as the report of the com- 
mittee t I the Ct»n vention, without. howevcr, entire unanimity in 
the counnittee ou some points. Upou the luaiu questions a lar^e 
majority of the committee have af^'eed. There will, on some 
points, be a minority report with tlie assent of tbe committee and 
of the Convention, by the member of the committee from West 
Virginia, witfa some one or two others joining- him in it. l'desired 
that our report should be reg-arded as the report of the commit- 
tee without any minority report; but as I dinered from the com- 
mittee on two or two or three points, I gave them notice (and I 
have their assent), that T .«liould m<)\ r to amend the report upon 
my individual respousibility as a member of the Convention, i 
wiU now proceed to report to the Convention the points upon 
which the great mass of the committee ajçreed : 

"First, the committee find that the credentials of the delegates 
from the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa* 
chusetts, Rhode f s1 md, Connccticut, New York, New Jersey, Del- 
aware, Marylaud, Keutucky, Ohio, ludiana, Illinois, Michi|j^au, 
Wisconsin, lowa, Minnesota, Califomla, Oreg^on, West Virginia 
nn(] Km !i sas, as preeented by the delegates, are sufiicient and 
satislactory." 

That of course admits their délégations. 

"In the next place, the committee titul that tbe certificates from 
Pennsylvania are ail regular, with the exception of the ceriiticate 
for the first district of that State. In that district, the certificate 
States that four deletrates were elccted. The district is cntitled to 
but two. The factn were reported to the committee, and the com- 
mittee recommend that the two having the highest number of 
votosi, be .ubnitted as deiegates, and that the other two be admtt- 
ted as alternâtes. 

"In the case of Missouri, the committee report and recommend 
that tbe délégation known as the "Radical Union Délégation," be 
admitted to tnis Convention. (Applause.) 

"The committee further report, that the délégations from Vir- 
ginia. Tennessee r (uiisiana, Florida and \rkntisas, be admitted 
to tliis Convention with ail the riglits and privilèges of delegates, 
except the right to vote. 

"The committee report respcctinii- South Carolina, that tbere is 
not in their judgnient, sutticient reason for the admission ui the 
délégation which appears from there, and therefore recommend 
that the délégation appearing frpm that State, be not admitted. 
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» '* The conituittee aleo report, tliat the délégations £rom the or- 

gfanised Territoriee, and from the District of Columbia, be admit» 
teci to tlic Convention with ail the rights and privile^S of dele« 
^ates, except the rij^ht to vote." 

This, Mr. Président, is the report of the commîttee; and I now 
n^-k that, before takiiig" any action upon it, the Convention receive 
ihc tniuority report which> by the asseut of the committee, tlie 
delegate from West Virginia was authorissed to make as such, and 
then I 8hall niove iny own proposition of amendnient. 

The PrTvSfdent — It ia moved that the ininorit}' report sîiall now 

he read, reserving" to the chairnian of the Committee ou Cre- 

deutiaLs the privilège of moving anieudments to the majority 

report 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. W. E. Stevenson, of West Virginia, I désire to State, Mr. Prés- 
ident, that the minority report which T now présent waa prepared 
very hastilj' this niornin^, the committee having laborpd until 
long after niiduight, and 1 have not been able to see a number of 
/gentlemen of the committee who desired to be consulted in référ- 
ence to it, and therefore I have been unable to obtain as many 
signatures as I designed. I will, however, read the report and 
send it to the Chair: 

" To the Président of the National Union Convention: 

'*The undersigfned coocur in the report of the majority of the 

Cotiimittee on Credential;^, except that portion which ]jroi)o,^es to 
exclude from the privilège of voting In the Convention the dele- 
gates from the States of Virginia, IfOuisiana^Arkansas, Tennessee 
and Fiorida, and from the Territories of Colorado, Nevada, New 

Mexico Dakota and Montana. 

"Therefore, the undersigned recotnnioud that the delegates 
from tlie States and Territories aforesaid shall be entitled to vote 
upon ail questions brought before the Convention. 

«W. E. Stevenson, W. Va., 
"HfRAM Smith, Oregon." 

Mr. Preston King, of New York, I learn that siuce the report 
was agrée d tii>on, h ave was alao granted to another gentleman 
of the couiiniitee to make a minority report. 1 am informed 
since I was last up that the delegate from Kansas desires also to 
submit brieHy a minority report. It was fatrly covered in the 
consent of the committee to thèse gentlemen, and I therefore 
hope the Convention will also receive the report of the delegate 
from Kansas as a i^iinority of the Committee on Credentials. 

The PRESIDENT— is it the pieasureof the Convention that a sec- 
ond minority report shall be received? 

[Yes.] 

Mr. J. H. I.ane, of Kansas, Mr. Président, at the request of Mr. 

Insley, the nieml>er from Kan?as on the Committee on Creden- 
tials. I pre8( lit a minority report prepared by hiui, and I wili read 
it to the Convention: 
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"The under.signed respectfully deaircs to présent a minoiity re- 
port from the Committee on Cre(h'iitial8,of wliicli hc is aniember, 
in relation to the admission of the delegatcs froni the Territoriea 
of Nebraska. Colorado and Nevada, toseats^ and votes in this Con- 
vention. Differing wîth the niajority of the Cotniiiittee only on 
this point, it is titting that I présent uiy reaëou» for the course 
herein urged. 

"First and foreniof^t i-^ tli»- fael tîiat the Ihree Territorie?* natned 
are about to pa8« iroui the territorial condition of dependence on 
the General Go veramentto thatof State sovereic^nties, subordi- 
nate only to the suprême law and ncce^Hilies or the nation, the 
présent Conuress iiavmi;- passed enablin*;" acts, whereby thèse 
Territorien receivea pledge of athnission into the Fédéral Union, 
provided only thc^' corne clothed in the robes of freedom; and the 
people of thèse Territoriea havin^ ^ifladly accepted the suprême 
condition, are even now enjj^a^ed in the work of State orjfaniza- 
tion, with a fair prospect of completinjjf the same in time to wheel 
iuto line with the other loyal States, and, by voting for the nonii- 
neea of the Union party, aid politicully, as they have already 
done materially and by arms, in the establishment of the 
national authority, and securing- tbe perpetuity of the Union, 

"Secondly, the récognition of the delegates frotn thot^e Territo- 
riea, hy this Convention, will very materially aid the party of na- 
tionality and freedom in those communities. 

"Our interests lie with the movements now bein;^- inade. under 
the authority of Cong^ress, for their or^auization and admission. 
It Î8 our duty.both as loyal men eeekîngthe suprême good of ihe 
nation, and a^ inembers of a great {lart}' having that end for its 
primary purpose, to £^ivc ail the aid and atreng^th we le^itimately 
may for the turtherance of that object. It Î8 belîeved that the re- 
cognitiou of the.se delegates will materially !)enefit our eatise na 
well as the State movements uow peuding^. The loyalty of thèse 
Terrîtories none can question. Nebraska has sent ner cîtizens to- 
the fîeld, and frora Donelson to Chattanooga tlieir courage and 
sacrifices havc been freely ofifered. Colorado niakes the proiid 
boast of never having- had a Copperhead in her Territorial Légis- 
lature. Slie haa a pronder boast tlian this. in that cainpaign 
where her volunteers won auch imperishable honors, saviug' 
thereb\' the immensely important monntain Territoriea of the 

far West froni beîngoverrnn by the T< x iti re bel s, and seCUritlg' 
uninterrupted our communications with the Pacific 

'*For Nevada, let the treasury of the Sanitary Commission speak 
in praise. Under the wise rtile of Governor Xye, that distant ter- 
ritory is cmcr£^in|g^ as not only one of the richest but one of the- 
most loyal States. 

"For tfH>-(' n-asons, I urge the admis.«ioii of 1hi^-e gentlemen 
with ail the nghts of delegates, into this Convention. Let me re- 
fer you, as a précèdent for such action, to the course taken in rela- 
tion to that State — Kansris which T havc the honor in part to 
represent here. The Republican Convention of 1856 admitted its 
delejrates to seats and votes. It was then aeeking admission into- 
tlic TTnion tinder what was known as the Topeka constitution. 
Again, at Chicag^o. in 18tjO, was the same course adopted. Its ad- 
mission was pending before Cong^ress» nor was it recog^nized as a 
State until the party of freedom, under the lead of Abraham Lin- 
coln, obtained power. 
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"It will not do in thia hour, wîth thia prert rlrnt, with the factS 
before us, and the stron^ probability preaenied by thèse commu- 
nitiea of bein^ enabled to awell the vote of the next Président of 
the United StatcH, Abraham Lincoln, by the welrotne addition of 
three meuibers of the Electoral Collège, to ignore the claims of 
Nebraska, Colorado, aod Nevada. M. H. IN8I.BY. 

Mr. Prestoo Kin^tOf New York» Mr. Président and gentlemen of 

the Convention, the paper which I read to you waa the report to 
which the majoritj' of tlir coinmittee, the hirpfc majoritj' I niay 
say. agreed, and thu papers which have since l)een read etiibody 
the conclusions to which the gentlemen who have tuade the^e 
other report» came, diaaenting from that majority. There waa 
acarcely any proposition upon which aome member did not 
dissent. T propose, upon three propositions on which I dis- 
sented. to make a motion to amend the original report, as a 
substitute for both propositions that have conie in ; and I 8hall 
move to amend because I determined that I would not make a 
minority report I move, in the first place, as a substitute for 
the propositien of the report in regard to the Missouri case, 
the following: 

"That the délégation, known as *The Unconditional Union 
Délégation' from Missouri, be admitted as delegates with *The 
Kadical l'nion Delet^ation' from that State, and that where the 
délégations agrée they shall cast the vote to which the St^te is 
entiûed, and where they do not agrée the vote of the State shall 
not be cast." 

The majority report, it will be remembered, proposes to ad- 
mit the delegates from certain States, and the Territories and 
District of Columbia, without the right of voting. I propose 
to amend it by providiug that ail the delegates who shall be 
admitted to this Convention shall be entitled' to vote, and to 
ail the rights and privilèges of delegates without any excep; 
tion, but that the District of Coluiîibin nnd the Territories re- 
spectively shall be entitled to but two votes, and that no Si ite. 
District or Territory shall be allowed to cast more votes thau 
it has delegates présent in the Convention, and in no case 
more than it is entitled to under the ruies of the Convention. 
Thèse are the amendments which I offer as substitutes for the 
proposition? of the committee. 

The PKEtiiDENT— The Chair nnderptaiuls that the tpiestion be- 
fore the Convention is upon the majority report and upon such 
amendments to that report as may bc prupused in their order. A 
minority report as such cannot be received. Any amendment in 
a minority report may be otïered in the fonn of an amendment tO 
the jîropositioiis of the iiiajorit> report. The question is now 
tipon the amendmeuta otfereil l)y ."^Ir. Kioi;. in the order in which 
he hua presented them. liefore tlie «question is put to tiie Couven* 
tioni however, the Chair desires to say that he has been informed 
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by eue of the fçentlemen, belong-ing^ to the eo-called Unconditional 
Union Delejçation of Missouri, that he desires to be heard l)y the 
Convention before a vote shall be taken npon the report of the 
cotnmittee. If it is the pleaaure of the Convention to hear him, 
tbey wiil so sigiiity, 

The question beiog put» the CooTentioii refused to hear the 
gfentleman. 

Mr. C. C. Sholes, of Wisconsin, I ank the g^entleman from New 
York to withdraw lits amcndment so that we inay conaider one 
question at a tinie. 1 prefer fîrst to take the vote on adtiiittiiig 
the deleg^ateë frotii the neceded stalea; uext in reg^ard to the State 
of MiMouri; and next in regard to the territoriea and the District 
of Columbia. I think it will be impracticable to consider ail 
theee three questions together. 

Mr. PrcMton King^, of New York. I prefer that the vote shall be 
takeu to^ctlier. 1 désire to say a very fow words upoti the ques- 
tion. Auy uicmber of the Convention, I suppose, has a rijj^ht to 
call for a division of a proposition which is divisible* It is his 
rigrht, and he had better make the call himself rather thanrequest 
me to do it. 

Mr. C. C. Sholea, of Wisconsin, iti order that we ma}" have a 
properly constituted Convention, I (U'^ire to inove first that that 
portion of the report of the Conniuttee which has been unani- 
mously presented, be adopted by this Convention. 

The Pkbsidbnt— The Chair thinks that the amendmente pro- 
posed hj the grentleman from New York are susceptible of a 
division. 

Mr. Preatoa King, of New York, when a call is made for a 
division. 

Mr. A. H. Reeder, of Pennsylvania, I suggest to the gentleman 
from New York that he withdraw his proposition until the report 
of the Committee on Credentials be adopted, so far as relates to 

the uncontested seats, because, before we get through with thèse 
questions, we may have to call the yeas and nays. or take a vote 
by States, and to do that we should have a Convention to vote. 

Mr. Président, does the gentleman from New York witlitlraw 
his proposition for the présent? 

Mr. Preston King, of New York, I prefer not to withdraw the 
motion, becaune I do not wish to lose the order in wlilch the 
questions striti*!: but, to ohviate ail difUunilty about tliat.aë I have 
a right to niodity my owu motion, I move tîrst that that portion 
of the report be adopted which relates to the uncoutested seats 
of dele£fates, as reported by the majority of the committee. 

The PRESIDENT— The Chair will put the question on that 
motion. 

The motion was agreed to. 
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Mr. Preston Kinjç.of New York, the motion which huB just been- 
adopted, refera to dele^atinns froin States which are nncontesteU, 
and now we conie to the othiT question». Tlie tnajority of the 
committee propowe that the Radical Union Pele^çatiou from the 
State of Missouri, and they only shall be admitted as the dele- 
gatee of that State. I propose to amend this clause of the report 
so a a to rcad: 

"That the délégation known ag 'The Uncondition: ! Ttiion Délé- 
gation' from Missouri, be adntitted irith the deie^a\e8 of 'The 
Radical Union Délégation.' and that where the délégations a^ee 
that they shall ca^t the vote of the State, and where they do not 
agrée, the vote of the State shall not ]>e cast." 

The Président— Tlie question is on the ameudment juatread 
by the gentleman from New York. 

Mr. Preston King, of New York, Mr. Président and gentlemen— 
I think the suggestion of this proposition is ail that is required 
by this Convention. Unless its sii^-g-cstion î.'^ ■^nrh as meets its 
approbation, no argument eau carry it there. l ninke the suq;- 
gestiou, and simply say that in the spirit of brotherhood aiid 
union and harmony with which we corne together here, and in 
thecommon détermination that animâtes us ail to sustain one 
anothcnr and to strike down otir common enemy and tO strike 
down nobody else, I have Hui^posed it was wisest and best to ad- 
mit ail thèse délégations as brethren [applause], with the powers 
and privilèges that pertaiu to other delegates. I would not 
adopt ail the propositions that I bave made here, in ordinar}' 
times, and I do not propose that they shall be a précèdent. I 
hope we shall nover have a conflitîon of afTairs in this country 
(and I do not believe we fver nhall) when things done now ma\' 
properly be quoted as a précèdent for things to be done then. 1 
have stated my proposition ; I will not debate it. 

Mr. A. Brandagee, of Connecticut, Mr. Président I was very much 



New York (Mr. Rajmiond) yesterdav. iti n speech in which' he 
evoked order otit of chaos on this* tlom. in which he remarked 
that in the preliminary stages of this Convention we were a mob. 
a mere mass meeting a respectable mob to be sure— but so far 
forth as parliamentary law was concerned, an unorganised body; 
but that the time would arrive when, after the report of the Com* 
mittee hti Credentials, this niob wffiild settle down into an order- 
ly. parliamentary, organi/.ed, deliberative assembly. Xow. sir. 
the proposition of the distinguished Chairman of the Committee 
of which I have had the honor to be an humble member, proposes 
to reverse that order, and at the very moment when the mob is 
passing into a convention to resolvé the convention back again 



struck by the observation 
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floornot délestes but gentlemen (for they are ail g-entlemen, a» 

I suppose) coniin^ from States where the Fédéral Government sits 
upon ita ironclads aloue for î>rotection, and can barely plant its 
foot upon the soil and terrilory of those States— States that have 
been in rébellion from the be^^inning, and are now, and where the 
arm of the Fédéral GoTemment acarcelyeztenda over a rod of the 
surface. It proposes to admit delegatea here from Territories 
that have no vote, and, in my humble judg^ent as a member of 
the Hoime of Représentatives, will have noue between now andl 
the November élection. 

The PREaiDENT— The gentleman is not in order. ïlie only ques- 
tion now is as to the Missouri délégation. 

Mr. A. Brandagee, of Connecticut, I understand that very well, 
and I am coming- right to that now. With référence to this con- 
testcd case from Missouri, there is a right and a wrong to it, 
There a délégation here duly accredited, and there is btit one. 

II ia the duty o£ thid Convention io ascertain which of tliese con- 
testants corne here with the accredited credentials from some or- 
ganized party association in that State. Now I aver, and there is 
not a member upon the Committee who, after the six hours' ex» 
aniination we liave given to this questioti, will fli^pute the aver- 
iiiriii, that the Kadical Délégation of Missouri ia tii*' only delcga- 
tion that represents here a party or a constituency lu that State, 
or any respectable élément in the National party of the coantry« • 
[Great applause.] The Radical Délégation claiming seats here, 
proved before your Committee last evening that they represented 
the only Republican or^anization which existed at the finie the 
Convention was ealled for sendinj^ dele^ates to this National 
Convention. There was no other party organizatiou, except a 
rebel organization, existing in the State of Missouri *at the time 
when their Convention was called to nominate State officers and 
send del^fates here. The Convention was called, and il was held 
at Jeflferson City, ih*' seat of Government of Missouri. That Con- 
vention repre8eijtr<l eiLrhty-five counties in tJiat State. Fourhun- 
dred delegates appeared tliere, the largest delegate convention 
ever assembled, either in war or peace timeSi on the soil of Mis- 
souri, After that Convention had been called, and when every 
loyal man in the State of Missouri had an opportunity of eending 
his représentatives there, and of having- fiis wishes express<'tl, tfie 
"Claybank" faction of the State of Missouri, not satiëiied with 
the call, not satiaiied with the anticipated temper of the Conven- 
tion that was about to assemble» called a convention of their own-^^ 
And how was the call made ? Did it proceed àrom any organisa* 
tion? Not at ail. Certain gentlemen, respectable gentlemen, oc- 
cupying high positions in the nation and in the State to be sure»

^ot together and sig^ned a subacriptibu paper» if it may be so 
etyled, in which they invitcd their fellow-citizens to meet at St. 
rouis; and whataortof a convention did they liold there? Thej 
had a convention in which it was Stated bcforc the Committee but 
:ûre counties were represented» and the highest claim ihat waa 
made, even by the frietids of tliat delegfation, waa that there were 
one hiindred and forty delegates in the Convention, other pereons 
etating^ that there were but seventj'-five dolej^fatCB. The question 
for you to day îs whether you will perpetuate this feud in >îis- 
eouri by admittiii^ tioth theee eete of delegatee. Do that, and you 
-will perpetuate it for ail time to conte, juat aa the Démocratie Con- 
-vention perpetuated the feud between Mosart and Tammany. Ex- 
clude those who have no rig^ht to be repreaented here and they 
must conie in. 

The PRESIDENT-— The gentleman's time ie out. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinridg^e, of Kentucky, I move to ameud the aniend- 
ment offered by the g^entleman from New York» ao that, inatead 
of silencingr both partiea from Hiaaouri when they cannot agfree» 
they may thcn divide the vote. The pi-entletnan who has ju8t ad- 
dressed the Convention, I underfc>taii<i, from one of the extrême 
Northern Statea, Connecticut, and of course, therefore, ail the 
ataiementa of fect made by him m regard to thia matter, are atate* 
ments made at second hand. He haa no peraonal knowledge of 
them exceptas they were detailed to the Committee of which he 
was a meniber. 1 also live romotely from Missouri, buta grcat 
deal nigher than he does. 1 fsuiipose he will admit that Missouri 
and Kentucky, for good or for bad, are more alike, as well aa that 
they are nigher together than either of them is nigh or like Con- 
necticttt. I therefore suppose that my knowledge is as good as 
his, with the greatest possible resp^t botli for his statement of 
facts and his statement of inference. 1 have not a particle of 
donbt, and say to yoii to-day, it 1 were in in\ old profession of the 
law, I would riëk my head upon making twelve of you ûnû tliat 
•everything he has stated is either unfounded or utterly exagger- 
ated. Any twelve of you, if put in a jury box, would find that the 
facts were not so. If you pursue the course undertaken to be 
recommended by that g^entleman, you will get Missouri into a 
condition, if possible, worse than it has already been in. But, for 
comproraise's sake, if you choose to admit both délégations wiih- 
out enteringinto any queation as to whether this or that is the 
right one, it appears to me that, as it is perfectly certain that one 
«or the other is entitled to vote, it is absurd in us to undertake to 
silence a State that is trnly ref>resented here by somebod^-, and 
that the proper course would be for them, if they will agr -t la 
take half of the vote of the State from each délégation. I tiimk 
làhis is the only way to do under the circumatances. I suppose it 
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would not be strictly iii order for me to diBCUBS the différence be- 
tween the amendaient as proposed by me, and the propoaition of 
the Committee. I will aay one aingfle thingf more. My object is, 
if you let both in, not to silence both, but to let them divide their 
vote— 8o that we can get the vote of the State, for undoubtedly the 
Staie ia entitled to a représentation here by aomebody. Now, «lir, 
thi.s Convention is in one sensé a Repubiican Convention, but in 
a very vag^ue sensé. I took occasion to say, in the remarks I niade 
yesterday» that you had every sort of party men, and that you had 
every sort of no-party men— that, in a word, we were ail united 
upon the naked proposition to maintain the Union, and do it by 
whatever is absolutel}' necessary to be done in ordor to maintain 
that Union, and are willinj»- to adjourn over ail other questions 
lliat must come up iu tiieir course. 

Voicea—Order, order. The j^entleman's time has expired. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinridg^e, of Kentuckyi gentlemen» I will make you 
a présent of what else I should have said if I had had a chance 
Ilaug-hter]. 

The l'KiîSiDENT — Tiie gentleiiiairs liitie has expired. 

Mr. G. Volney Dorsey, of Oiiio, I wish to make a few remarka on 
this subject, and I will not occupy over five minutes, which, by 
the rule of the Convention, is allowed to each memb«r. I want to 
call attention to the fact that this Convention, for the purpose of 
decidinpf questions wliich coiild not be decided in mass conven- 
tion, appointed a Committee on Credentials, because they knew 
that the facts could be better judged of in the quiet of a small 
room, hefore a small number of persons, than in a mass conven- 
tion. Under the lead of the excellent Chairman of the Committee, 
the gentleman from New York, that Committee held a prolong-ed 
session of many hotirs. The Committee had l)rou^ht before them 
gentlemen representiufç both of the contestin^ parties ia tlie State 
of Missouri, and with care and délibération they listened to the 
arguments of those cootestiag parties. The resuit drawn from 
the délibérations of that Committee, and based upon the state- 
mentS made by the contesting parties from Missouri, this Con» 
veiition lias before it here this morning- in the rejx ri t.f the ma- 
jority; and 1 beg leave to say to the Convt ntion waii ail respect 
to the Hon. Chairman, and without violating aay of the proprie- 
ties of that Committee Room, that the very same proposition 
presedted here before the Convention this moming by him, was 
presented before that committee and voted down ; and why so? 
Ta it improper, then, to pre>jent the same question to thia Conven- 
tion as a whole? Most assnredly not; but remeniber that this 
Convention entrustcd to that committee the care of deciding^ all 
thèse questions. They did décide. They agreed to the report of 
the majority. They voted down the very proposition which the 
Honorable Chairman now proposes to the Convention. 
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The PRESIDENT— Will Mr. Voi&ty stop for a moment? The 
Chair did uot call the gentleman to order wben he referred to the 
proceedings of the committee, in the hope that he would make a 
bare référence to them. The Chair now rules that it is not in or- 
der in a discussion in this Convention to refer to the proceedings 
of a committee. 

Mr.G.Volney Dor8ey,of Ohio,then I will not do so. I only inteuded 
to add to what I have said, that the committee having been en- 
trusted bythis Convention to décide upon this important question 

were more compétent to do so than a mass convention, for they 
have listened carefully to the contestants, and the opinions pre- 
sentcd l)}- those peraoïis who were set forward to speak an advo- 
cate» of the coutesting parties, and they have come carefully to 
the conclusion presented by the majority, and as such they feel 
willing to entrust the report of the majority to the sensé and to 
the vote of the Convention. 

Mr. S. M. Breckinridg-e, of Missouri, Mr. Président 

Several mernbera— Not on the roU. 

Mr. S. M. Breekinridge, of Missouri,! riae, gentlemen, not of my 
own choice 

Mr. A. Brandagfee, of Connecticut, under what order of the Con- 
vention is the gentleman allowed to speak? 
The Pkesudbnx— Under the order of the Convention adopted 

yesterday. 

Mr. A. Braudagee, of Connecticut, allow me to suggest to the 
Chair that the credentials of the Missouri délégation were re> 
f erred to the committee. 

Mr. Geo* W. Curtis, of New York, I submit that this Convention 
is at présent composed only of lîio^f^ d^le L'entes whose seats are 
withoiit contest, and that has been decided by a vote takeu this 
muraing. ' 

The PSBSI0BNT— The Chair was of the impressio n that a différ- 
ent mie had t>een adopted yesterday under the temporary ar- 
rangement, but the gentleman from New York is correctf and Mr. 
Curtis has the floor. 

Mr. Geo. W. Curtis, of New York, the Missouri question, Mr. 
Président, i» no new question, either to this Convention or to the 
country. It is a question which was almoat coeval with that of 
the rébellion itself. It is a question, with the most profound 
déférence to our eniiiuMit friend from Keutucky, which iS well 
known in its détails ail over this country. The Missouri question 
is a question whicli niust be met. which inust be settled, and no 
wherecan it be met so well, and settled so conclusively, as in this 
National Convention of Union men of the country. [Great ap> 
plauee.] Now then, sir» ve yesterday appointed a committee, as 
the gentleman from Ohio has so well said, for the purpose of 
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making' ail those it\(|U!ries of détail which it was impopsible 
for this Convention to make. and wc have the report of that coni- 
mittee, so far as appeara uiiauiniou8, witli the exception of my 
honored friend from New York, that the Radical délégation ftrom 
Misaouri ahall be admiited to tbia floor» with ail the privilégia of 
voting- and ail the other privilegea of delegates. [Applanse.] 
The question of fact so far as it may be hidden from ns of the 
Convention, lias been aettled, bas been reported upon by the 
conimittee. Now, then, we encounter the question as the Union 
men of the country, and I take my arg^ument from the mouth of 
my moat honored Mend who has introduced this amendmeat. It 
ia because we wish to strengtheii the IToion sentiment of this 
country; it is because we wish, at this moment, to cheer and 
encourage the brave men with bared and bleeding breaata 
who are standing firm as the radical men in Missouri, from the 
begrinning haye stood firm for the grreat cause which under- 
liea this whole question. It is for that reason, sir, that I im- 
plore you, and I implore the Convention, to jTfîve no uncertain 
Sound, but to let it ring ont to Mi.^souri, ou t to the Territories, 
back ag^ain to Maine and to the North, that we recog^nize the 
radicala of Miaaouri, who have always been true. I freely con> 
fess that we, of the North, have not had in our own persons ail 
the bitter sufferings that ail our friands in the Border Statea 
have had; yet I wi^h this report adopted, that we ma}- be 
strengthened at home, that at the West and in the Xorthweat 
the union sentiment may be strengthened, that our army ail 
alon^f the line» with Sherman and Grant, may hear no uncertain 
Sound from us at the rear ; because, as a practical fact, tbere is 
not a man in this Convention who does notknow that the admis- 
sion of the radical délégation from Mi«isouri is the practical 
settlement of that ([uestion. and the practical adhésion of the 
great Union party o£ thia couutry to the policy with which they 
have been identified, and it is for that reason that I hope, sin- 
cerely, in the name of the Union, in the name of liberty, and for 
the sake of streng^ening the loyal men of the land. the recom- 
mendatioM nf my cminent friend from Kentucky will not prevail. 
^Great appiauHC.J 

Mr. Daniel Mace, of Xndiana, ia order to facilitate the organisa- 
tion, and dispose of this question, I move to tay the proposed 
amendment on the table^ 

The PRESIDENT— Is the gentleman aware that his motion, if 
adopted, carrief^ the whole vsubject to the tttl>le? 

Mr. Daniel Mace, of Indiana, 1 think not, according to the rules 
of the House of Représentatives. Certainly, when I was a mem- 
ber of that House» a motion to lay an amendment on the table did 
not cany the orig^inal proposition. 
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The PRESIDENT— The Chair underetands tbatto be the rule^and 

rauBt 8o hold. 

Mr. N. B. SmitherH, of Deiaware, 1 Hu^r^eHt to the j^entlemaii 
from Indiana to witbdraw his motion and demand the previou» 
question. . 

Kr. Daniel Mace, of Indiana» I adopt that enj^geetion, and de- 
mand the prevîous question. 

Mr. ThaddeuH Stevens, of Pennsylvania, do I understand that 
the previoua question la called on the whole proposition, or only 
on this amendaient? 

Mr. Daniel Mace, of Indiana, on the amendœent. 

The call for the previoup question was sustained. 

The rKKSiDEXT— Tlie question i« on the ameiulnit'ut of the gen- 
tleman from Keniucky (Mr. Breckinridjjje) to the aroendmeut of 
the gentleman from New York (Mr. P. King). 

The amendment to the amen«lment waa rejected. 

The Prrsident Tlie question befote the Convention now i& 
the amendment ofTered l>y Mr. King,of New York» to admit both 
delejçatioiiH from Miasouri. 

The question was put, and tiie amendment waâ rejected. 

Mr. Preston King, of New York, a division wae called on my 
proposition. I made several distinct propositions. 

The PRESIDENT— The Convention will understand that a divis- 
!0!i w;i< called for on the amendment oflFered by the gentleman 
fiV)iM New York. The first amendment has now beeii voted upon 
and decided in the négative. The question now before the House 
is. upon the next amendment in the order of the division. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinrid^e, of Kentucky, will the Président state 
dietinctly to us in what condition it leaves the original recom- 
mendattoii of the committce in rep^ard to the Missouri délégation? 

The PK'K8ii>ENT — The Chair was niisled. He wa« of the inipres- 
siou that there was another amendineut relating to the Missouri 
question» but it seems there is not» and therefore the question 
now is directly upon the report of the committee directly on the 
Missouri question. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinridge, oi Kentucky, I wish to say one word on 
that cjuestion. 

Several delegatetj— Debate is not in order. 

The PRESIDENT— Under the rule, Dr. Breckinridge» you cannot 
speak to this question. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinridge, of Kentnclry» I have not spoken to this- 
question. 

The PRESIDENT — The main quention is now before the Houec. 
Debate is out of order. The question is whether the Convention 
will agrée to the report of the majority of the committee in référ- 
ence to the délégation from Missouri. 
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Mr. R. J. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, I submit that the previous- 
queBtion was not in force when I claimed tbe fluor, aad ttaerelore 
I have a right to be heard. 

The PRESIDENT — The Chair understanda the previoua questiotii 
to have applied to the whole report. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, only io the amendment. I 
wish to aay a aingle sentence, that ia alL I do not wiah to 
«aRged. 

The Président— There is obvîonsly a misapprehension as to 
what is beCore the Conven tlon, growini^ doubtlesa out of the con- 
fusion of the Chair itself. AUow me, therefore, to say that the 
question now before the Convention is, under the opération of 

the prevtons question, npon that part of the report of the ma jority 
of the cotntnitteo which relates to the Missouri case. 

Mr. Campbell Tarr, of Weat Virginia, calied tor a vote by states. 

The FKB8IDBNT— The Secretary will proceed to call the roU of 
the States on this question. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinrid^,of Kentucky. I rise toaqueetionof order. 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens. of Pennsylvania. I rise, riir,to a peraonaî 
explanation. By the ruleë of the House ol Représentatives, the 
présent rulea differinjç from what they were formerly, when the 
previouB question is calied on an amendment, it applies only ta 
the amendment, and dœs not extend to the original proposition. 
ItwaB for that reaeon, that when the j^entleman from Indiana 
calied for the previous «[n^stion, I inquîred of him if it t» 
apply only to the amendment, and 1 understood him toreply that 
it wae. 

Tbe Pkesiobnt— The gentleman from Pennsylvania informa 
' the Chair that there has been a change in the rules of the House 

of Représentatives in regard totheefiPectof the previoua question; 
that the prcvious question heing^ callpfl aud sustained, applie& 
only to the aiiieiKitueat then under coaaideration. 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, of Pennsylvania, if so calied. 

The PRESIDENT— That being tbe rule, the previoua question 
does not apply to so much of the report of the ma jority of the 
conimittee as relates to the Missouri case, and the^entleman from 
Kentucky is entitled to the floor npon that (iii»»stion. 

Mr. R. J. Breckinridg^e, of Kentucky, 1 wisih to make buta8tngle^ 
remark upon this question. If I understand what you are about 
to do, the vote which you will now give (and with your présent 
temper I have no doubt you will give it), a délégation from a party 
in Missouri, whoae maiti T)a8ines8 for tlie pasttwo ycars hasbeciï 
to support and sustaiii tho Président of the l'nited States, whoir» 
we are about to nominate by acclamation, will be rcfused seat» 
here. The déléguâtes whom you are about to admît, are sent here 
by a convention that put before the people a platform, which 
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platform, as I understand the Eng^lish lang;uage, put tlieir sup- 
port on the condition that the Président of the United States will 
-a^pree to be brow-beaten by them. I will not vote io eay that any 
«uch delefifation from any such party i8 the sole delegfation front 
the State of Missouri. Least of ail will I do it as a Union-Lincoln 
tnati, favorableto the l'^iiion-Lincoln cause in theStateof Missouri, 
and I tell you here to-daj-, that if y ou ^ive this vote and do this 
thiug, you will, if you will allow a Presbyterian preacher to eay 
80. come as ni£h to playin^ the devil as any set of g^eotleman ever 
did with their eyes blindfolded. 

Mr. A. Brandaj^e, of Connecticut, I call for the previous ques- 
tion upon that part of the majority report which refers to the 
Missouri case. 

The call wae sustained. 

The Prbsidbnt— The proposition is, that the Radical Delegates 
from Missouri be admitted as fnll déléguâtes on this floor. Upon 
this question there haa been a call for a vote by states» and the 

Secretary will proceed to call the roll.

The PRESIDBNT— The resuit iw t<> admit the Radical Délégation 
from Missouri as the fuU delej^^atioii from that State. [Vociferous 
Hpplause.] The next question is on the amendnieiit offered by the 
gentleman from New York, in rejçard to the other States and Ter- 
ritories, which he will read. 

Mr. Preston Kin|ç, of New York, the proposition was divided on 
the call of some gentleman. This is the next clause which I pro- 
pose : 

"That the delegates admitted to thivS Convention from Virginia, 
Tennessee, Louisiana, Florida and Arkansas, and from ail the or- 
gani/.ed T^rritories and the District of Columbia, shall be allowed 
ail the privilèges of delegates, including the right to vote; but 
that the Terrîtorîes and the District of Columbia shall be allowed 
two votes only; and that no State or Territory shall be allowed to 
cast more votes thau it has delegates présent, or more than it 
would be entitled to under the rules of the Convention." 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, of Pennsylvania, I understand that prop- 
osition to embrace ail the amcndments the g^entleman from New 
York has to otîer. Am I rii;ht ? 

Mr. Preston King, of New York, yes, sir. 
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Mr. ThadUeus Steveuti, of l'eimuylvania, then the question coiiieé 
between that and the majority report, and I believe we are i>rett>r 
much diapaaed to sustain the Committee ail fhe way throu^h. I 
call, therefore, for the previous question on the whole subjcct. 

Mr. C. Walborti, oi Penneylvania, I deaire to aay a word at thia 
stajje. 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, of l'euasylvaiiia, it is out of order. I have 
called for the previous question. 

Mr. C. Walbom, of Pennsylvania, do I underatand that I cannot 
make a remark at this tinie ? 

Mr. Thaddeua Steven», of PeiiMfsylvnnîa, it is not in order. 
Mr. C. Walboru, of Peoasylvania, may I not aak to have the caLl 
withdrawn? 

The PRESIDENT— The Chair vill state the question. The major- 
ity report recommends that the delegatee from the several States 
and Territories natned shall be admitted with the rig^hts of délé- 
guâtes, except tîiat they .sliall not be allowed to vote. The amend- 
ment proposes to add to those privilèges that of votinor. ^Tpon 
this question the previous question has been called, wliich, il 
sustained, wiU bring^ the Convention to a vote directly upon the 
aœendment offered by the gentlemen from New York. 

The cal 1 for the previous question was sustained. 

Tlu' PkEsiDENT— The (jitestion is on the amendment o£Fered by 
the gentleman from New York. 

The question was put and the amendment was rejected. 

Several déléguâtes called for a vote by States. 

Mr. A. H. Reeder, of Pennsylvania» the call is too late. 

The Président— The question before the Convention now is 
upon the orif^inal report of the committee. 

Several Delegatea -We waot to ktiow if Tennessee aud LrOuisiana 
are included in this vote. 

The Président— I must ask the gentleman from New York to 
read the portion of the report. 

Mr. Preston Kiog, of New York, ail the clauses of the majority 
report have been agreed to, except the following: 

"That the délégations from Virginia, Tennessee, Louisiana, 
Florîda and Arkansae be admitted with ail the rights and priv- 
ileget* of delegates to this Convention, except the rtght to vote. 
That the délégation asking admission from South Carolican be 
not admitted to the Convention. That the' délégations from the 
organized Territories, and from the District of Columbia, be ad- 
mitted to the Convention with ail the rights and privilèges of 
delegates, except the right to vote." 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kansas» I ask for a division of the question. 

The PfiSSiDBNT— I underatand the call of the gentleman from 
Pennsj Ivania for the previous question to apply to ail the mat* 
ters relating to this subject 
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Mr. Thaddeua Stevens, of Penneylvanla, preciBely. 
The PRESIDBNT-The debate ie not in order. 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kaneas, I do not propose to debate, but I riae 
to a (inentioa of privileg-e. I aak for the division of tbé (jiio-<tion^ 
80 that there may be a separate vote taken on the admission of 
Tennessee, Arkansaa and Louisiuua, and ou tlie admission of 
Nevada, Nebraska and Colorado. 

The PRESIDENT— The Chair rnles that under the call of the 
previouB question a division is not in order, but the Convention 
is brou^ht to a direct \ ot<' on the entir*' <ine8tion. 

Mr. J. H. JLane, of Kaiisa.s. I ai)peal frotn the décision of the 
Chair. I appeal to every parliauieutariau iu this body if the dé- 
cision is not an error. The previous question brini^s the House 
to a direct vote upon the question, but the proposition before the 
house is divisible at any period before the vote is taken. ["That'a 
ri^ht") 

The Pkeï?i i>EXT The Chair has uo pride oi opinion to conaiilt 
on thia question. The only object of the Ciiair is to couform to 
the rulee adopted by the Convention. The Chair bas made this 
décision because he thinks it is ri^ht. The Chair has no objection 
to the appeal. But if there be any parliamentarian in the Conven- 
tion who can speak from his know ledge of parliamentary law as 
applicable to this Convention, acting-under the rules of theHoiise 
of Représentatives, tfie Chair wiil be very glad to hear bis exi>la- 
nation, and to correct the décision, if it be wrong^. 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kansas, I understand that Mr. Grow, who was 
for some years Speaker of the House of Représentatives, is here^ 
and I am perfcctly williii^ to take his opinion on this question. 

The Presidknt— If the Chair ia wrong, he wiU be happy to be 
corrected by Mr. Grow. 

Mr. G. A. Grow, of Pennsylvania, I will state to the Chair thatr 
durin^ the last Cong^ess, the rules of the House of Représenta- 
tives were amended so as to allow the division of a (pteationat 
any time before a vote. Previous to that titne. the décision niust 
have been denianded before the call of the previoua question was 
austained, or it could not be divided. 

The PsiS&iDBNT— The Chair very cheerf ully accepts the sugges- 
tion of the late Speaker of the House of Représentatives, and 
therefore entertains the call of the gentleman front Kansas for a 
division of the (piostion; but as the House is acting under the 
previous <iucj*tioti, there can, of course, be no debate. 

Mr. J. H. l^ane, of Kanwas, the course of the Senate is that a 
Senator rises in his place and aska for a aeparate vote on any 
particular portion of a question which is capable of division. I 
nowask that the question may be taken on the gênerai report^ 
reaervini^ a separate vote upon the States and Territories I have 
named. 
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The Président— Does the i^entleman propose to take a separ- 

ate vote on each State and Terri tory? 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kansas, ail I waiit is a separate vote as to Ten- 
neBBee, Louisiaua aod Arkanaas, and as to Nebraska, Colorado 

and Nevada. 

The Pkesidknt— Doc8 the gentleman propose that there shall 
be a vote taken on each? 
Mr. J. H. Laite» of Kansas» no; but let the question be takcn 

aeparately. Thèse three atates stand in the saine relation, an I 
understand. At the sug^^estion of niy friende. I will a^k for a 
separate vote lirst on the States of Tennessee, Louisiana and Ar- 
kansas. I will then ask for a separate vote upon the Territories 
that are organizin^Stateg^oyemmentSinamely, Nevada, Nebraska 
and Colorado» and I désire to have the vote in each case taken by 
States. 

The PREsir>KXT Tlie question then will be first in regard tothe 
States of Ai kaiisas, Tennessee and Louisiana, and upon that 
question a call ia niade for a vote by States. 

Mr. C. H. Allen, of Indiana, I ask for a f urther division of the 
question, so that the vote shall first be taken upon Tennessee 
Separately. 

The Pkksidk.n T^Tlie Chair will etitertain that division. The 
question now licforc the Convention is in regard to Tennessee. 

Mr. George William Curtis, of New York, do 1 uuderstand that 
the question now to be submitted is whether the deleg^ation from 
Tennessee shall be admitted to this floor with ail the privilèges 
of dele gâtes, including the right to vote? 

Mr. J. Tî. r.nn<\ of Kansas. certainly. 

Several deieg.i 1 1 Xo. no. 

Mr. George William Curiie», of New York, I ask the Chair if that 
is the question* 

The PRESIDENT— The Chair has already stated that the report 

of the majority of the coinmittee, as he is instructed by the chair- 
inan of that cotnmittee, is that the Tennessee delegate^ Vm> admit- 
ted without the right to vote, but with ail other rights; and so of 
thèse other âtatcs. 

Mr. £. F. Drake, of Ohio, the question before us was on agreeing 
to the report of the majority of thecommittee,whichexcluded the 
délégations from thèse several states from voting. To that the 
gentleman from New York moved an nmendment that the State 
and Territorial delegates be allowed to vote T'ptHi tliat (|nestioti 
a vote was taken, and the resuit was anaounced by the Chair, 
pending which a division was demanded. The Chair rnled the 
division to be ont of order, and af terwards reversed the décision. 
The question as it now stands is upon voting on the amendment 
of the p^entlernan from New York in référence to the State of Ten- 
nessee scparately. 
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The Président— Do I nnderetand the j^^eatleman frotn Kansas 
ari^ht, that he did not propose to allow the delegatee to vote? I 

understood him to move a division of the question upon thèse 
several States and Territories. leaving- them in the condition re- 
ported by the committee, that is to say, that their déléguâtes 
ahould not be entitled to vote. 

Mr. J. H. Italie, of Kansas, the chairman of the committee moved 
an amendment to ^ive the déléguâtes from several States and 
Territories tlie rig;ht to vote. That question is pending-. When 
the gentleman from Pennsylvania moved the previouH {juestion, 
I asked for a division of the proposition, and, as I understaud, if 
the motion that I have made prevails, it grives to the State of Ten- 
nessee, the State of Louisiana and the State of Arkansas, and the 
Territories of Nebraska, Colorado and Nevada, a delegation-here 
with a rig-ht to vote. 

The Président— The motion of Ihc ^-entleman from Kansas is 
that thia division shall be upon the amendment otïered by the 
£:entleman from New York, the effect of which, if carried, wUl be 
to give a vote to each of the deleg^tes named by him. Upon thia 
question a vote by States bas been called. Those in favor of ad» 
niittin^- the délégation from Tennessee upon this floor with a 
right to vote, will say ' aye." and those who are opposed to it will 
say " no." The Secretary will proceed to call the roll.

Mr. A. H. Reeder, of Petmaylvama, may I inquire of the gentle- 
man from Tenneaaee whether they repreaentfifteen con^freaaional 
districts? 

The Pkbsident— Kachdiatricthaa two delegatea, the gentleman 

is aware. 

Mr. A. H. Reeder, of Pennsylvania, I am aware of that, but 1 de- 
sire to know how mauy congrcssional districts they represent 

Mr. Horace Naynard, of Tenneaaee, a portion of them repreaent 
the State at large, and the remainder represent the aeveral dîa* 
tricts into which the State is divided. One district has one rep- 
résentative, and the others have two. The reason for this pecu- 
1 iar number is well known. The State of Tennessee in the électoral 
collège would be entitled, if adtnitted to the collège, to teu votes, 
two for her aenatore and eight for her repreaentativea in Con- 
gfreaa. That would entitle her to twenty votes here if her déléga- 
tion was full. A portion of the présent délégation were elected 
to represent the State at lart^e, another portion to reprcpent the 
several districts, and one district is representcd by but a single 
delegate. The district in which I myself réside, I representing 
the State at large, ia repreaented in the peraon of my friend, the 
Rev. Dr. Brownlow. [Âpplauae.] Theae facta will be preaented 
to the Secretary of the Convention, ao that the matter may be per> 

fectly UTUÎer^tood. 

The pKb.siUhNT — Tbe question now it* upon the admission 
Mr. C. Delauo, o£ Ohio, I rise to luake au inquiry, through the 
Chair, of the gentleman from Kanaaa, and it ia whether he ia not 
willing now,after the expreaaion of opinion that he haa had from 
the Convention, to withdraw hia proposition for a further divie- 
ion, and permit ua to corne to a aettlement of thia question by a 
single vote. 
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Mr. J. H. Lane* of Kansas, I was ou my feet to make that veo^ 
euffgfeatioii. We hâve admitted Tennessee without a State orgfan» 

ization. Louisiana andArkansas have full State or^nizations, 

and I waa about to niove, and I will niove, with the approbation 
of the C'onvetitioQ, that Arkansas and LrOuisiaxia be admitted by 
acclamatiou. 

The PRESIDENT— The motion is not in order, except by the uni- 
versal consent o£ the Convention.

Mr. ThaddeuH Stcvens, of Pennsylvania, I wili call for a vote by 
States on this question. • 

The PRESIDENT— The Chair will state the question. ïhe mo- 
tion is that the delegates from Arkansas and Louisiana be admit- 
ted to this Convention with the full ri^hts of delegfates, including* 
the right to vote, upon which the g-entleman from î^ennsylvania 
call» for a vote by States. Is that call seconded? [Yes.] The roU 
will be called, and those in favor of adniittinjj;^ the deh'j^ates from 
Arkansas and Louisiana, with the full ri^htsof deiegates, iuciud- 
in^ the right to vote, will say "aye/' and those who are agfainst it 
willsay«no."

Mr. J. F. Hankô, o£ Arkansas, my origin was in New York, but I 
have lived in Arkansas for twenty-seven year», and I claim that 
we have a right to be taken to the bosom and under the protection 
of the Stars and Stripes* We thank the Convention for havingad* 
mitted us to seats. 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kansas. I move tliat the Committee on Reso- 
lutions be called upon to niake their report. 

Mr. A. Brandagee, of Connecticut, do I understand that the re* 
port of the Committee on Credeutials bas beeti adopted? 

The Président— It bas been adopted as amçnded. 
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Mr. J. J. Stewart, of Maryland, as one who voted fortiie adoption 
of that report for the purpoee of moving^ a reconsideratiou, I now 
lise to make that motion, and I will state my reason for ao dotngr. 
Arluinaaa, Louiaiana and TennesHee have been admitted, but 
Virginia has been excluded. [**Order, order."] 

The Président The g-entleman is not in order. Thegfentleman 
from Kansaa ha« niade a motion calling^ for the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions.

Mr. Henr^ J. Raymond, of New Yorlc, I am inatructed by the 
Committee on JKeaolutions and Platform to présent for the con- 
sidération and action ol this convention the foUowing^ séries of

1. Reaolved, That it is the hi^hest duty of every American citi- 
sen to maintain aji^ainst ail their enemiea the intejgfrity of the 
Union and tlic paramount authority of the Constitution and laws 
of the United States ; and that, layiuj^ aaide ail dillereuces of 
political opinion, we pledg:e ourselves, as Union men, animated 
by a cotntnon sentiment and ainiin^' at a conimon object. to do 
every thing iu ourpowerto aid the Government in quelliug by 
force of arma the Rébellion now raging- against its aulhority, 
and in bringing to the pnnishnient dueto their crimes IheRebels 
and traitors arrayed aguinst it. IProlonged applause.l 

2. JPeao/FOCf, That we approve the détermination of the Govem- 
incnt nf the United States not to compromise with Rebels, or to 
otier them any terins of peace, except such as may be based upou 
an unconditional surrender of their hostility and â retnrn to 
their just allegiance to ihc Constitution and Jaws of the United 
States, and that we call upon the Government to maintain tliia

The Prbbidbnt— The Chair does not recognize that as being 
within the rulea.

opinion. Is it wise, under thèse circum stances, to take a vote by 
acclamation, which cannot possibly change the reault, which can 
add no weight whatever to it, but which may give rise to miscon- 
etruction? I suggest, therefore (and I shall move as a substitute 
a reî?olijtion embodylncf my view), that the wîsest course would 
be to allow the roU of States represented in ihia Convention to be 
called, and let every délectation déclare its vote, and I believe 
there will be a unanimous vote from every délégation precisely 
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to the Bame effect. [Great applause.] I think the moral effect of 

thatTote will be ^reaterthanone takctiorig-inally by acclamation. 
It can be reinforced. as it will be rein forcée! in thip Convention 
and throughout the coiuitry, by the loud acclamations of the 
American people. [Kenewed apphiuse.] Now, air, I move as a 
substitute for the motioa of the iij^eutlemati from Pennaylvania, 
tbat the roll of States be calledi and that each délégation be 
called upon to name ita candidate for the Président of the United 
States. 

Mr. £. M. Madden, of Xcw York, and upon that reBolutiou I call 
for the previous question. 

Mr. Simon Cameron, of Pennsylvania, I désire to accept tbe 
eug^gestion of the gentleman from New York (Mr. Raymond). 

Mr. B. C. Cook, of Illinois, Mr. Président, the State of Illinois 
ag^ain présents to the loj'al people of this nation, for Président of 
the United States, Abraham JLincoin. God bless him. [Great ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Wm. M. Stone, of lowa, in the name of the great West I de- 
mand that the roll be called. 
The PRESIDENT— The gentleman from Ohio moved tbat this 

Convention proceed to the nomination of candidates for Prési- 
dent and Vice-President. Thereiipon a résolution whm ofTcred by 
the ^entlf^man from PennP3''lvania, which hasbecn 'ii-i u»sed, and 
upon tiiat the geutieuiau from New York moves tiiaL we proceed 
to the nomination of a candidate for Président alone. I ask the 
gentleman from Ohio whether he accepta that as a substitute for 
his motion. 

Mr. Wni. M. Stone, of lowa, the g^entleman from Towa, yoii mean. 

Mr. C T")elano, of Ohio, allow me a word of explanatioti. It was 
with a fuil compréhension of the necessity of having an expres- 
sion of opinion in favor of Abraham Lincoln, in order that there 
should be no misapprebension, no claim that he had been nomi- 
nated byclamor, and that public sentiment had been suppressed, 
as has bwn '^lurcfested by the j^entl'^nian from Xew York, ihat I 
desircd to have tlie nomination made iu the mode indicated by 
my motion. No mau désires liis nomination more than I. 1 assisted 
in it in a small majority in my own délégation fonryeara ago. I 
thank God for the privilège. I now accept the resolution offered 
bythe gentleman from New York as a substitute for mine, for 
that accomplishes the object I have in view, and then I shall be 
glad to see t^entlemen express their opinions by acclamation 
until their tiiroats are sore. 

The Président— The question before the Convention is on the 
motion that we proceed to the nomination of a candidate for 
Président by the call of States. 
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Mr. W. M. Stone, of lowa» I submitted a motion to lay on the

Mr. W. M. Stone, of lowa, then I moved that Abraham lincoin, 
of Illinoia, be declared the nominee by acclamation. ["Vote, 
vote."] I accept the amendnient of Mr. Raymond, of New York, 
and in the nanie of ib » ( r ;it West,! ugskin demand that the roll 

âhall be called. [Applau.se. ] 

Mr. Thompson Campbell, of California, I riôe, 8ir, to second the 
nomination made by the honorable ij^entleman from Illinois. 
Comingp as I do from one of the moat distant States of this Union, 
of which it can be said in truth that there is no more intensely or 
nncomproniisingly loyal State, cotisideriiii; tliat slie in the L^olde?! 
liuk in that mysteriotis chnin l)y which the varioun y>:irt8 of thia 
great nation are bound together iu indissoluble bouda which 
never can be aeparated by rebellion's hands— ["Vote, vote."] — I 
ask to be allowed to aay but half a dosen words. In the name of 
the great constituency which eent us here, I second the nomina- 
tion of the prci^ent Président of the l'nited States, and 1 feel as- 
sured that, under liis lead, we shall go on triumphantly to victory 
and conquer peace. 

The Pkesid£NT— The question is on the resolution offered by 
the gentleman from New York (Mr. Raymond). 

The résolution was agpreed to. 

The Président The roll will now be called .by the Secretary.

The motion was a^eed to unanimously. 

Mr. J. F. Hume, of Missouri, it is a matter of mnch regret that 
we now dilïer froni the Convention whieh ha« been so kind to the 
Kadicais of Missouri; but we corne here instructed. We repre- 
sent those who are behind us at home, and we recognize the right 
of instruction, and intend to obey our instructions; but in doin^r 
so, we déclare emphatically that we are with the Union party of 
this Nation, and we intend fo fij^lit the battle throuf^h with it, and 
assist in carryinLr itn banner to viotory in the end, and we will 
support your numuiees, be they who they uiay. [Great applause.J 
I will read the resolution adopted by the convention which sent 
us here:

Bfr. J. F. Hume, I am authorized now to change the vote of Mis- 
souri to Abraham Lincoln, of Illinois.

The Secretaries announced that the vote was unanimous— 506 

for Abraham Lincoln. 

The dele^ates and the audietice simultaneousl y rose to thcir 
feet, and greeted the anuouucement with vociférons applause. 
The band struck up ''Hail Columbia" and "Yankee Doodle," which 
were rapturously received. 

The PRESIDENT— Gentlemen of the Convention— Althouj^fh it is 
iinnercssary aftcr whal has taketi place, yet, as a i>art of my duty, 
I announce the unanimous nomination of Abraham Lincoln for 
the next Presidency, for the term commencing on tlie ith o£ 
Harch next. [Great applause.] 

Mr. W. M. Stone, of lowa, I move that we now proceed to vote 
for a * andidate for Vice-Président by the call of the States. 

Mr. Léonard Swett. of Illinois, I am requestcd oti behalf of the 
délégation from Illinois, to return to this Convention their thanks 
for the honor conferred upon our vState, in the nomination of 
Abraham Lincoln. We thank thèse delegates, we thank their 
constituents, we thank ail men of ail parties, who have contrib- 
uted to this re'sult.

Mr. Léonard Swett, of Illinoia, I coufeps that the point la well 
taken, and al.so the word was taken out o£ my mouth whicli I was 
about «aying^. I was going to say that we felt, then, that Mr. Lin- 
coln was our citizen ; but when we gave him, thett,to tbe country, 
we felt that our claime upon him were relieved ; and now, more 
than ever, we feel that this Convention, in renominating him, has 
nominated not especially tlie child of IUtnois. înit tlic favorcd 
chîld of thÎH g;reat nation. (Clrcat ai)i)laus(.'.| I will not detain 
this Convention by remarka, but 1 wish to say that we rejoice at 
the unanimity di^played in the sélection of a m an whom we know 
to be honest and faithful, and who was reared and has lived in 
our State. We do not forget the honor, and we shall not cease to 
be cfratt'f ni for it ; and we shall tnanifest that gratitude not by 
prnlf>!ig-ed wordH, but by doing, in référence to the great atruggle 
atiii pending, vvhat we liave donc in the past. We have put one 
hundred and seventy régiments into the field, and if this war 
shall last four years more, we will évidence our seal by puttingf 
in as ma ny more, if necessary. I ag^ain return the thanks of Illi* 
noia to the Convention. 

NEWS FROM THE ARMY, 

The PK'EsiDKXT- Gentleint ii, T will ask your attention to the 
readiii^ of a despatch, wlik li I have just received, addressed to 
me by ihe Secretary of War. 

The despatch was read as follows: • 

"War Department, June 8. 1864—1:30 p. m. 

'•A despatch from Mr. Dana, at General Grant'» headquarters, 
dated last night at 8:30 p. m., announces a victorj' by General 
Hunter over the rebels bej ond Staunton, and that the rebel Gen- 
eral Jones was killed on the battlefield. The despatch is as 
followa : 

" 'Richniond Examiner oi today speaks of the defeat of Gen- 
eral W. E. Jones by General H nntcr. twol ve miles bej ond Siaunton, 
Va. General Jones was killed on the tield. His successor relired 
to Waynesboro. and now holds the mountains between Cbar-> 
lottesvillf and Statinton. The paper further states that no hos- 
pital Htorcs were captured by Hunter.' 

"Another despatch announces that our forces occupy Staunton. 

" Hunter's victory, and that onr troopa occupy Staunton, is 
confirmed by the foUowiug despatch, just received from General 
Butler: 

'''Ail is (|iiiet on my line. RicliiTioiid j);ipers of Jnne 7 uive iii- 
telligeuce of a light at Mouut Crawford between General liunter 
and General Jones, in whîch Hunter was Victor io us, and Jones, 
rehel commander, was killefl. Stannton was afterwards OCCUpied 
by the Union forces. The hghtiug was on Suuday.' 

«Edwin m. Stanton, Secretary of War."

Mr. C. M. Allen, of Indiana, in it now in order to niakc nomina- 
tions for the Vice-Presidency? 

The PRESIDENT— It is. 

Mr. C. M. Allen, of Indiana, Indiana présents the name of An* 
drew Johnson, of the State of Tennessee. [Grt nt applaustv] 

Mr. W. M. Stone, of lowtt, llie State of lowa secoudsi the nomina- 
tion of Indiana. [Greal applauwe.] 

Mr. Simon Cameron, of Pennsylvaniat I am instructed by the 
State of Pennsylvania to présent the name of Hannibal Hamlin 
for Vice-Président. [Great applause.j 

Mr. R. K. Williams, of Kentucky, Kentucky nominates General 
J,. H. Rons.scati. [Applause.] 

Mr. Lyman Tremaiue, of New Yoriv, in behalf of a portion of 
the New York delegfation» I nominate Daniel S. Dickinson. [Great 
applause.) 

Mr. Horace Maynard, of Tennessee, Mr. Président, we but rep- 
resent the sentiment of those wfio sent here flie flele^ation from 
Tennessee, when we nnnounce that if no one else liad made the 
noniinatiou of Andrew Johnson, which is now before the Conven- 
tion, it would have been our duty to make it by one of our own 
deles^ation. That citisen* known» honored, disting^uished, has 
been presented to this Convention for the second i)lace in the gift 
of tlie -Vnierican people. It needs not that F shonhl add words of 
commendatiou of him here. From the time he rose in the Senate 
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of the United States, where he then waa, on the 17th of December, 
1800» and met the leaders of treason face to face, and deuounced 
them there, and declared that the laws of the country muât and 
should be enforced, for which he was hang-ed in effigy in the city 

of Memphia, in liis own State, by tlie haiids of a negro slave, and 
burned in effî»^} , I know not in how niauy more places throu^rh- 
eut that portion of the country— from that time, or during^ the 
residue of that session of the Senate until he returned to Tennes- 
see, after the firinfç upon Fort Sumter, when he was mobbed in 
the City of Lynchburg in Virgrinia, on throug^h the mémorable 
canvasa that followed in Tennessee, till he paaaed thronj^-h Cum- 
berland Gap on liis way nortli to invoke the aid of the Crovern- 
ment for hiâ people ; hia poaition of determined and undyiug^ 
hostility to this Rébellion that now ravagées the land has been so 
vell Icnown that it is a part of the honsehold knowled^e of every 
loyal family in th<i country, [Great applause.] Of his sentiments 
on the question* that now agitate the i)ublic mind, and his prés- 
ent altitude béton the country, it is (M^ually iuinece?>sary forme 
to «peak. Ile hiuiself has spokeii m words uumistakabie, not 
only in his own State, from Memphis on ail the way to Knoxville; 
not once, but repeatedly ; not in a corner, but before thousands of 
our own citizens and persona assembled from other portions of 
the State, and from other Statea ; but he has apoken, also, in the 
capital of the Nation, apoken. also, in this ctty, spokea, alao, I 
know not in how many State capital» throughout the entire 
country. His opinions are upon record; they are known and 
read of ail men. I have only to say in addition upon that point, 
that when he sees your resolutions that you have adopted here 
by acclamatioti, he will respond to them as containing his seiiti- 
ments, and 1 pledge mj^aelf by ail that I have to pledge before 
such an aasemblag^e aa thia, that whether he be elected to this 
hig^h place, or whether he retire to private life, he will adhère to 
those sentiments, and to the doctrines of thoae résolutions as 
lon^- as hia reason reniains tinimpaired, and as long aS breath ie 
giveu him by hin (iod. [(ireat aj^plause.] 

Mr. L,yman Tremaiue, of New York, Gentlemen of the Conven- 
tion, in behalf of a portion of the New York délégation, I beg 
your indulis^ence while I submit a few considérations in favor of 
the nomination of Daniel S. Dickinson, of New York. I have no 
time to answer the <iiu»stion who ia Daniel S. Dickint^on, and 
what are hia daims to récognition in a National Union Conven- 
tion. Although an adopted son of New Y^ork, he is a native of 
New Bng^land, of that eame New Sn^-land which, thank God, is 
not yet out of the Union [applause], but is represented to«day on 
the floor of this Convention by représentatives engaged in the 
great work for which her sons are pourin|ç out their life on the 
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tield of batlle. Daniel S. Dickinson, by force of hisu own talents, 
wifhottt the aid of wealth or influential friends, bas worked hie 
way up to an honorable and prominent position, hBYing held the 
beat offices within the g^f t of the people of New York. Hehaa 

been otir lieutenant Trovernor, onr Attorne3'-General,OUr Senator 
for 8ix yearrt in tbe Scuate of the United States. 

The question, thea, cornes back — is Daniel S. Dickinson popular 
in this State of New York, that can cast thirty-three électoral votes 
for the nominees of this Convention? On that subject let me eub* 
mit a single statement of fact. In 1861 a Union Convention waa 
called in the State of New York, which noniinated Daniel S. Dick- 
inson for tht tir Ht office then before the people, the oftlce of Attor- 
ney-Général, aimost by acclamation ; and that nomination was 
sustainedi by a majority of over one hundred thousand votea, at 
the ballot-box, Daniel S. Dickinson leading^ the ticket and leceîv- 
ingr a majority of one hundred and eight thousand votes. [Ap- 
plause.] Haa anythinjf occurred since to chang-ethat pnpnlarity? 
If fidelity to th<- nominations and principles of the part^' which 
elected ium, if au uudyinjf aeal in the cause of the Union, if to 
plead with no uncertain sound wherever his services vere re- 
quired in favor of the Union and a^^inst the wicked Kebellioni 
has weakened his popularîty, then, and only under those circum- 
stances, is Daniel S. Dickinson less able to carr3'^ tlie State of New 
York to-day by one hundred thousand majority tlian hc was in 
1861. Nay, more; since that time the soldierb of New York have 
been allowedto vote, and I venture to express the opinion here to* 
day, that with Lincoln and Dickinson as our standard-bearers, we 
can jfive to the nominees of this Convention more than one hun- 
dred thousand majority in New York at the next élection. T ask 
for Daniel S. Dickinson a récognition as the reprseentative of the 
War Democracy, who have joined their fortunes with the Union 
party. [Great applause.| It was well said by the temporary and 
bythe permanent Chairman that we meet not here as Sepubli» 
Cans. If we do, I have no place in this Convention. I have been 
a life-long Democrat ; but. like Daniel S. Dickinson, when the 
firat gun was fired on Sumter, I felt that I should have been false 
to my revolutionary ancestry (for althouj^h I difiFered with Massa- 
chusetts on political questions, I should have been false to ray 
paternal jp^ndfather, a soldier of the Révolution, whose bones 
lie buried beneath the soil of Massachusetts) if I coiild have hesi- 
tated to cast i»artisan ties to tbe hree/.e, and rall.y around the i\ng 
of the Union for the préservation of tiie Government.

The Presidext — ^The motion is not in order. 

Mr. Francisco Perea, of New Mexico, I ask the unanimons con- 
sent of the Convention. 

Mr. J. S. Watts, of New Mexico, I move that the remaining orga- 
uized territories of the Uuited States, which have setLt delegates 
to this Convention, be now called, and that their délefifates be 
permitted to record their votes for Président and Vice-Président 
of the United States. W^e are ready to pour out our life-blood in 
carr3Mng your glorious heaven-born bauuer wherever the honor 
of our country reqnires it to be carried. We feel as patriotic and 
as much diapoaed to suataiu it as any other portion of the coun- 
try, and I hope that we shall not be denied the privilèges which 
have been gpranted to other sister territories upon this floor. I 
want an opi^ortunity to record our votes for Abraham Lincoln 
and Andrew Johnson. 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kati.say, 1 uiove to amend the motion of the 
gentleman from New Mexico, by including South Caroliua and 
the District of Columbia. ["Oh, no."] 

Mr. J. S. Watts, of New Mexico, 1 object to that. Sir, I thînk the 
gentleman from Kansas shouhl not make that motion. His state 
has been built up by our trade. We take f2.(KX),000 worth of pro- 
duce from the State of Kansas into New Mexico; and I hope he 
will uot turn his back upon us when weask the privilège of being 
heard on this floor. 

Mr. J. H. Lane, of Kansas, I désire to state thatthereis a délecta- 
tion here from South Carolina, and one from Florida, and oue 
from Vir^ifinia, and one from the District of Columbia. They 
repre.sent loyal men.
